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SwiTZBULAND (the land of the Switzers; Gtrmtm Schweiz ; Trench, La Suisse \ 
Italian, La Svizztra) is the culminating ridge of the mountains bordering oil France, 
Germany, Austria, and Italy ; including the head water-systems of the Bhone, Khine, 
Aar, and Inn. Into these all the other streams run ; except the Ticino, which falls 
into Lake Maggiore. 

Surface. — About 220 miles by 110 miles, or an area of 15,720 square miles ; equal 
to about half of Scotland. From Bftle to Monte Kosa (about 100 miles) there is a 
total rise of 14,000 feet — a rise divided by naturalists into seven Regions, or more 
generally into four: 1. — ^The Jura region, mostly on the west and north-west or French 
border, extending in parallel ridges through Neuch&tel and Solenre to B&le and 
Aargau, about 150 miles. They are clothed with pine and other timber. 2. — llie 
Plains 80 called, though covered with hills, 150 miles by 50 miles, extending from the 
Lake of Geneva through Fribonrg and Bern, to the river Aar. 3.*^The Hillif region 
of north and central Switzerland, having the Rigi and Lakes for its centre. 4. — The 
Alpine or Mountain region, south of Interlaken and Brienz, consisting of deep valleys, 
between high mountains, marked by coniferous trees, and by corresponding differ- 
ences of climate, so ihat winter and summer are seen close together. 

The great ridge of the High Alps in Switzerland extends from Mont Blanc along 
the Italian frontier, to the Tyrol, having its centre at St. Gothard, near the sources 
of the Rh6ne and Rhine. From here the Lower Alps of the Oberland strike off 
west past the Jungfrau, &c., along the north side cf the Rh6ne. Wheat and oats 
grow to the height of 4,300 feet; barley grows to 5,100 feet; oaks grow to 
2,500 feet; pine to 6,500 or 7,000 feet; pasture is found at 6,000 to 8,000 feet; 
snow line at 8,000 to 8,500 feet. Timber forests are estimated to cover l-6th of 
the surface. Among the wild animals are the chamois and lammergeyer, ger- 
falcon, lynx, wild cat, brown bear, weasel, polecaf, and hog or wild pig. The last 
l&mmergeyer was said to have been killed in 1887, but it has been seen since. Yellow 
and blue flowers predominate. Those near the snow and glaciers belong to tlie 
rote, campanula, saxifrage, ranunculus, and gentian families. 

The Swiss HiQR Alps are classified into— 1st, Pennine Alps, from Mont Blanc to 
the Matterhom and Monte Rosa, including the Passes of Great St. Bernard and St. 
Thdodule. 2nd, Helvetic Alps, from Monte Rosa to the Bemhardin, or Bernardino 
Pass, in the Grisons ; taking in the Passes of the Simplon, St. Gothard, and Lukmanier. 
3rd, Bhaetic Alps, from the Bernhardin eastward ; taking in the Passes of the Spliigen, 
Septimer, Maloya, Julier, Albula, Fiuela, Stelvio, and Wormscr Joch. Highest 
points are the Mischabelhomer (Dom and Tasch) and the Matterhorn or Mont Cervln. 
Mont Blanc is outside Switzerland proper, on the border line of French Savoy and 
Italy. The highest point of the Alps, actually within Swiss territory, is the D(Mn, 
one of the Mischabelhomer, near Monte Rosa, 14,985 feet high. Rhododendrons are 
teen in summer on the Col de Balme, 6,000 feet high. 

Qlacisrs. — About 1-1 8th of the surface is covered with snow, with gUciert to the 
number of 400; (he largest, the Aletich Glacier near the JEgcrtthprn. ii fl lear 
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long. They form an icy sea of 1,000 square miles, and are the great feeders of tliti 
rivers. They are marked by lines of rubbish and stones, called moraines, which fall 
from the rocks above and are gradually transported to the lowlands by the melting of 
ice. On the Lake of Garda is a moraine 35 miles long, ti'or a very complete 
account of the Geology of this country refer to the introduction to Ball's Alpine 
Guide, A sort of anthracite coal is found at Chandolin, near Sion ; Coupeau, near 
Chamonix ; at Vernayaz and in the Valley of the Aar ; but no true coal is found 
in Switzerland. Asphalte is found at Val de Travers. 

Switzerland is also pre-eminently a land of Lakes, the principal of which are the 
Lake of Constance ; Lake of Geneva, or Lake Leman, 50 miles by 9 miles ; Lake of 
Ziirich, 25 miles by 3 miles ; Yierwaldstatter See, or Lake of Lucerne, 23 miles by 12 
miles; and the Lake of Neuch&tel, 27 miles by 6 miles; with the Lakes of Bienne, 
Thun,Brienz, Zug, Wallenstadt, and some smaller ones, as Morat, Sempach, Sarnen, 
Egeri. Grelffen, Pfafiikon, &c. On the Italian side are Lakes Maggiore, Lugano, 
and Como. Most of them are traversed by steamboats. On many are found traces 
of ancient Lake Habitations ; remains of which in the museums at Geneva. Bern, 
Ziirich, &c., include articles in stone, bones of the bison and elk, portions of nets, 
fishing implements, garments, &c. Remains of pile houses have been discovered at 
Concise, in Lake Neuch&tel ; Nidau, in Lake Bienne ; Gn^vaux, in Lake Morat ; 
Morges and Hermance, in the Lake of Geneva, and also opposite the city; Bans- 
chanz, Lake of Ziirich; Robenhausen, Lake Pfaffikon; Nussdorf and Wangen, in 
Lake Constance. — See Dr. Keller's Lake Dwellings of Switzerland, 1856. 

Waterfalls. — Some of the most striking are, the Rhine, at Schaffhausen, 80 feet 
down, and 300 feet broad ; Aar, at Handeck ; Staubbach and Pletschbach, at 
Lnuterbrunnen ; Schmadribach, at Miirren; Reichenbach, at Meiringen; Giess- 
bach, at Brienz; Seerenbach and Baierbach, in Lake Wallenstadt; Schreienbach, 
near Stachelberg; Saane, nearGsteig; Felerins,in Bossons Glacier, near Chamonix ; 
Pissevache, near Martigny ; Pianazzo, near tho Splugen ; Toccia or Tosa, in Val 
Formazza, near the Simplon ; and the Ache, in the U}»per Pinzgau. As regards the 
heights, the only reliable authority is the '^Eidgcnossische Karte " of the district, on 
which the heights above sea at top and bottom are given. 

Points op View. — ^For distant prospects of Alpine Peaks — Col de la Faucille, 
near Mt. Reculets, and Mt. Dole, above St. Cergue; both near Geneva. Chaumont, 
above Nench&tel.

Tours in Switzerland.— The most common approaches are by way of Basle and 
Schaffhausen, tlirough Germany to the Lake of Constance, and Geneva or Neu- 
chatel. The Round should begin with Bnr.lc, &c. ; thence to Ziirich, Lucerne, and 
the Oberland, &c., ending with Mont Blar? and Geneva. In this way the scale of 
magnitude increases to the end ; whereaF. if you begin with Mont Blanc, all the rest 
is dwarfed by it. A Direct Route from Lonaoji thrpugh France is now open via Calais, 
Bonloffne, Amiens, Laon, Reims, Belfort, to Basle, for Geneva, Berne, Lucerne. &c.

Average Cost of Living. — In Switzerland the traveller can manage to live for 
from 8 francs to 10 francs per day, excluding all charges for conveyances, horses, 
guides, &c. A pedestrian tourist can travel for about 7 francs, provided he knows 
German and French. 

Hotel Expenses. — At the best hotels. Table d'Hote Dinner, at 1 o'clock, costs 
3 to 4 francs. Second Dinner at 5 o'clock, 4 to 5 francs. Breakfast or Tea, 1^ 
francs. Bed, 1 to 2 fruncs. Sitting room 4 to 8 francs. Attendance, ^ franc per 
head for a party. Pension (board at hotels) from 6 (rancs a day. If possible, tourists 
should travel in parties (iwo or four are the best numbers, as they exactly fill either 
a one-horse or two-horse voiture) and make all their arrangements over night. 

Time for Travelling. — The latter part of June, July, August, and September, 
are the best months for a tour. June is very pleasant ; the flowers are in bloom, 
but the snow is unsafe. For the mountains, August is certainly the best. The three 
months from July to September are sufficient to explore the country, allowing three 
or four weeks of doubtful weather. Switzerland, the traveller must remember, is a 
mountainous country and therefore subject to much cloud, rain, and snow. It is 
pre-eminently a pedestrian country — a country to be walked over by him who wishes 
to make anything like a real acquaintance with it. He should train himself at first 
by short walks, gradually lengthening. Winter visitors speak of the great hent 
experienced in the day time, at places where intense cold is expected. The chief 
drawback at that season is the want of water. 

Hints. — Cold water, &c., should not be taken in large quantities by tourists when 
heated, and particularly when much fatigue<J» No traveller should attempt "■ 
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a glacier without a guide, to whom he is attached bj a stout rope, and who in all eases 
should take the lead. An alpenstock is indispensable upon a mountain journey. Take 
as little luggage as possible, but do not omit a good water-proof coat or a plaid. 
Other useful articles are light woollen elothes, half-boots, canvas gaiters, doeskin 
gloves, dark spectacles and t gauze veil, as protectors against the snow. For frost- 
bite, rub the part with snow, not with anything warm ; the pain, If any, shows that 
the flesh is not dead. The pedestrian will find it a great refreshment to give himself 
a thorough wash with soap and water. Butter is a good antidote to thirst ; a lump 
can be carried in your bread (Ball's Alpine Guide). Cold tea and chocolate cakes 
are useful. 

A small phial of cold cream or glycerine is useful for rubbing the face and hands 
when sunburnt, or for the feet when blistered. Rowland's Kalydor is also good. 
Homoeopathic Tincture of Arnica is a valuable remedy for any sprain or bruise, and 
a small bottle is a desirable addition to the tourist's equipments. For sore feet, rub 
in a little brandy mixed with a few drops of grease; or put a bit of greased paper 
next the skin. 

Transport of Lugqagb. — Luggage conveyed to any part of Switzerland or the 
neiglibourinnr countries. All luggage is charged for; the charge is by weight, at a 
low rate. This mode of transit is the safest and speediest. Heavy articles should 
be sent, if time be no object, by " Train commerce** on Hallways. 

Conveyances. — Diligences, belonging to Government, and generally carrying the 
mails, traverse all the chief roads. There is a printed official tariff and table of the 
diligence and post service for every " Post-Kreis," which is put up conspicuously for 
public information at every post station, and frequently at the hotels. This contains 
the following information : — 

A list of the routes, with the passenger service. 

The kind of vehicle and number of places. 

The distances from one station to another. 

The tariff of fares. 

Details respecting additional vehicles and the terms on which they are supplied. 
Regulations (the book can be obtained for 1 franc) are in force respecting non- 
admission of epileptic or insane persons, or invalids suffering from infectious disorders, 
blind people (except under charge of others), riotous, drunken, or dirty people, those 
carrying loaded fire-arms or explosires, dogs and other animals. 

Smoking is only allowed by consent of all the passengers. 

Owing to regulations as to providing additional vehicles, it is adrisable to be at the 
post station to secure places, say an hour and a quarter before the time of starting, and 
in case of large markets, annual festivals, &c., at leost two hours beforehand. Children 
are free under two years, and pay half price from two to seven. Return ticketa (not 
transferable) are good for two days, and are about 10 per cent, lower than two single 
fares. They do not confer any right of precedence over single tickets on the return 
journey. If places have been taken, and the travellers are prevented from going, 
notice must be given two hours before starting time, so as to get the date altered, or 
(In case of sudden illness) the fare returned. Precedence is given according to the

INTBODUCTION. tIi. 

With regard to ^tra-post vehicles there are some special regulations which should 
be caref ally studied. Swiss officials are punctilious in small matters. Especial care 
must be taken not to detain drivers bevond the time allowed, as in such case they are 
entitled to an extra payment, and will certainly demand it. 

Three or four travelling together will find it more convenient to hire a private 
conveyance (voiture, einspdnner^ zweispdnnei', vetturq); charge, with one horse (two 
persons), 16 francs a day; two horses (five persons) 25 francs, besides 1 franc pet- 
horse to driver. Return fare must also be paid. The hiring should be done through 
the hotel-keeper. A voiturier will do 30 to 40 miles a day. The traveller should 
ascertain whether a return carriage may not be in the town, before hiring one 
belonging to the place; but in the height of the season return carriages are charged 
higher. Usual prices for a horse or mule, 10 francs; sometimes more, and 
pay for the return journey. Muleteers, ordinarily 2 francs a-day; and the same for 
return, but in some parts as much at the animal. Steamers navigate all the chief lakes. 

Railways. — The country is now well provided with Railways (1,960 miles in 
1889). The carriages are excellent. The 1st class carriages are most luxuriously 
fitted up with every convenience; and the 2nd class are roomy, and admirably 
adapted to enable the traveller to view with ease and comfort the scenery of the 
country. Geneva time is 15^ minutes before French time; Berne time (by which 
the railways are timed), 20} minutes. Short lines run to the Rigi from Lakes Lucerne 
and Zug. * An extension is projected from Coire to the St. Gothard line neax 
Bellinzona. The line from Bftle and Zi^rich to Milan runs via Altorf, through 
the St. Gothard, by a tunnel of 9^ miles. Another is projected under the 
Simplon. Luggage, such as a portmanteau, can be forwarded by **grande vitesse". at 
a cheap and expeditious rate ; but the traveller should not send anything valiiable 
this way. Return tickets, saving 20 to 40 per cent, are granted on many lines. On 
the principal lines circular tickets (see Bradshaw^s Continental Guide, page 881), 
available as a rule for 40 days, are issued at most stations, four hours notice being 
required and full information affordea. 

Guides. — As a general rule, they are absolutely necessary in mountain excursions 
at any other times than the months named for a tour, since the paths are liable to be 
obliterated by snow. Their almost invariable honesty and gooa temper render them 
on all occasions useful. Travellers should always make a bargain beforehand with 
guides for such excursions. Average pay, 6 francs a-day, and half the same for the 
return journey, if dismissed at a distance from home. In many cases there is a fixed 
tariff. They will carry 20 lbs. of luggage. Porters, 3 to 5 francs a-day. 

Monet. — Same name and value as French. English sovereigns are taken at the 
Swiss towns at a value of 25 francs. English circular notes are exchanged at all the 
chief places of resort in the country. There is little Swiss gbld coin; French, 
Italian, and Belgian pieces are taken. Silver: Swiss, French, and Belgian. Of 
Italian silver coins, only 5 -franc pieces are accepted.

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Tbleobaphic Links almost universal in North and West Switzerland. Tariff 
to England, 50 centimes Grundtaxe^ and 34 cents per word. In Switzerland, 30 cents 
Grnndtaxef and about 2 J cents per word. In 1889 there were 4,600 miles, with 1,411 
stations. 

Letters should be addressed '*Poste Restante" (to be called for), or through a 
banker or hotel. It is better to leave out " Esq.," which is not understood abroad, 
and to be styled " Monsieur " or "Mr." 

Cantons. — Twenty-two ; three being divided into two sections each. Berne, Valais, 
Grisons, are by far the largest; Valais, Geneva, Vaud, NeuohAtel, Berne, Bale, are 
on the French border ; B&le, Aarau, Ziirich, Schaffhausen, Thurgau, on the German 
borders of Baden, WUrtemberg, and Bavaria; St. Gall, and Grisons, on the borders 
of Austrian Tyrol ; Valais, Tessin (or Ticino), and Grisons, on the Italian border. 

The provinces or Cantons now constituting the Federation were formerly held by 
the neighbouring Sovereigns of Austria, Germany, Burgundy, &c. In 1307, three 
Forest Cantons rose against Austria, and after defeating her at Morgarten, 1315, were 
joined by other Cantons. The oldest are the first ten in the list below ; which, when 
they formed a Confederation, were styled the League of Upper Swabia or Germany, 
owning the Emperor as their Lord. They utterly defeated Charles the Bold, 1476-7, 
and the Duke of Savoy, 1602 ; and were finally declared independent by the Treaty 
of Westphalia, 1648. In 1815, the Confederation was revised, and the Cantons were 
increased to their present number. Each in itself is an independent state, subject to 
the central authority in war and religious matters. Another revision of the 
Constitution took place 1874; when the Papal Nuncio received his passport in 
consequence of the Encyclical.

The provisional census for 1888 shows an increase of about 86,000 since 1880, on 
the total population, of which 1,716,548 were Protestants, mostly in the Cantons of 
Zurich, Yaad, SchaShausen, Glarus, B&le, Appenzell, and Thurgau; and 1,188,828 
Catholics, mostly in the remaining Cantons. 2,688,104 were Swiss-born. As respects 
Lanouagb, 2,083,097 were German-speaking in fourteen Cantons on the North and 
North-East, as far as Sierre; 634,613 French-speaking in the Cantons on the West 
(yiz., Valais, Fribourg, Neuchatel, Genevn, Vaud) ; 155,130 Italian- speaking (in 
Ticino or Tessin) south of the Alps ; 38,357 Roraanisch-speaking in the GriKons, 
next to Tyrol. The Romanisch is a curious remnant of provincial Latin ; several 
newspapers are published in this dialect. French, the official language, is understood 
nearly everywhere. As regards origin: the population of the Rhietian Alps are 
Ostrogoths ; of French Switzerland, Burgundian ; Schwyz, Uri, and Unterwalden, 
Frisians ; the remainder Alemanni and Franks. See under Lake Dwellings, next page. 

MANUFA.CTURBS. — At NeuchS.tel, watches; Geneva, silk, lace, jewellery, watches, 
musical-boxes, and cutlery ; Ziirich, silks and mixed goods ; St. Gall, embroidered 
muslins; Schaffhausen, steel goods; Berne, linen, watches, &c. Watches, one 
of the staple productions, are made in Cantons Neuchatel, Berne, Vaud, and 
Geneva, employing 38,000 persons, one* third being women. About 1,800,000 watches, 
worth 100 millions of francs, are made annually; of which 35 per cent, are from 
Neuchatel. The best are made In Geneva; common ones in B.rne. They suffer 
from the competition of American machine-made watches. Though ordinary English 
watches make no head against the Swiss, yet English chronometers are reckoned 
the best in the world. 

Government. — A Federal Assembly, or Legislative body, consisting of a National 
Council of 147 members (one for 20,000 population); and a Council of States, of 44 
members — two for each Canton. A Federal Council or Executive of seven members, 
is nominated by the Assembly for three years, nnder a President and Vice-President, 
elected annually, seated at Berne, where the Foreign Ministers reside; a Federal 

Tribunal, or Judicial body, is nominated for fix years. Army (1891), 209,603, in 

nine divisions; of whom 128,500 are regulars, from 20 to 32 years of age; the 
remainder are reserve of 33 to 44 years of age. There are 148,227 infantry, 12,572 
riflemen, 28,141 artillery, 6,048 cavalry. To these must be added the Landsturm, 

obligatory up to 50 years, about 270,000. Navy — 86 mercantile steamer.«, of 3,500 

horse-power, on the lakes. Universities. — Three, at Berne, Bale, Ziirich ; and 

an Academy, with the rank of an University, at Geneva. There are Bishops at 
Bale, Coire, Fribourg, St. Gall, and Sion. Latterly, the army and public instruction 
have been brought more immediately within the control of the central authority. 
Federal Revenue and Expenditure, about X2,900,000. Most of the burdens of the 
Statfe are borne by the respective Cantons. 

Newspapers — About 800 are published, many of them being of a literary or 
scientific character only. Two-thirds are in the German language; 15 Italian; 
3 Romansch ; the rest French. 

A Tir Fe'de'ral (National Shooting Match) is held every two ye^rp. Wrestling 
matches, or Schwingfeste, are also held at Lauterbrunnen, Meyringcn, &c. The Ranz 
des Vaches is a kind of musical call used by the people to summon the cow« (va- ' 
to be milked.

Swiss Lare-Dwellikos. — In his careful investi^tions of pile dwellings, Dr. 
Stnder met with two extreme types of skulls, the orachycephaUc. and the doKko- 
cephalic; the former, at Schaffis and Liischerjr (Lake of Bienne), belonging to the 
pure Stone period, and the latter, at Vinolz and Sutz, to the Bronze period. The 
facts point 10 an invasion by the Bronze men, involving a complete transformation of 
the group of domestic animals; the horse appears for the first time, and new races of 
sheep and dogs replace the older forms of the Stone period. The occurrence of 
mesocephalicy and even considerably shortened skulls, in the Bronze period, shows that 
there was no extinction of the brachycephali9 race, but that the two races mixed. 
This mixture increases the difficulty of tracing back the skull forms of the modem 
population. Dr. Studer suggests that the Rhsetian short-headed type may be referred 
to the old lake dwellers of the Stone period, in which case the prevalent dark hair, 
eyes, and skin of the present natives of the Grisons may recall the aspect < f the 
older prehistoric race. There is also a large population of dark people round about 
the lakes in Canton Berne.

The Swiss 
Government Map, by Gen. Dufour, is on the larger scale of 1 to 10,000; but is 
confined to Switzerland proper.

By the South Eastern Railway (75 miles) lo 
Dover, from Charing Cross, stqpping at Cannon 
Street; or by the London, Chatham, and Dover 
Line (81 miles), from Victoria, or St. Paul's and 
HolboTO Stations, morning and afternoon. To 
Folkestone, from Charing Cross and Cannon Street 
only, by Special Tidol Trains.— For times of 
departures see Bradshaw's Continental Guide; also 
for the express route to Bftle, by Calais, Amiens, 
and Tergnier; and for the Great Luxemburg and 
St. Gothard Routes.

The 
chalk range of the North Do^iis is then crossed to 
Halstkad and Ddnton Grsen, and we enter 
the Weald of Kent. Chevening Park In the 
vicinity. 

Skvkkoaks.— To the south-cast is Knolc Park, 
which has a collection of old furniture and paint- 
ings, celebrated as being especially rich In wojks 
of tlxc Italian sohool. Wilderness, seat of the Map. 
qnls of OanidoM ; and Montreal Park, Lord Holme*, 
dale. Pcnshurst, the ancient seat of Lord de 
L'Isle, where Sir Philip Sidney was born. 

TcKBHiOGK, on the Tun.— Old castle and priiirj'. 
Tunbridge ware, made of softwood, something llk« 
the toys made by the Swiss and Tyrolcs* Judde'i 
(hrammar School. Somerhill, au Elixabethi^ build- 
ing. Branch to Tunbridge Wells and Hastings. 

Paddock Wood.— Branch to Maidstone, and iti 
hop gronndt, paper mills, Ac. 

Mabdkn ahd Stapibhcbst.— All this part of the 
line traverses the Weald of Kant, i.e., the wald or 
forest, which still prevAllt here. 
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H«ADCOl>i.— Sutton Castle, An old ruin to the 
left. Blddenden, to the right. 

Plucklet.— Bethersden, where a kind of mar- 
ble, once much used in Kentish churches, was duff, 
to the right. Surrenden, the Derings' old seat, to 
the left. Hothfield, where Jack Cade was caught. 

AsHFOUD. — Company's workshops, and church. 
Old parish church. Branch line to Canterbury, 
Margate, &c.^ and to Hastings. 

WB8TSKnAN6SB.'01d scat of the Smythes, now 
a farm. Hjrthe, cinque-port, to the right; old 
church, martello towers, &c. Lj'mpne, a Roman 
station, and Sandgate bathing-place, to the right. 
Deedes Tunnel, 100 yards ; Saltwood Tunnel, 953 
yards. Old castle of Archbishops of Canterbury, 
to the left.

Duke de la Rochefou- 
cauld's seat. 

Cbxil, 4^ miles; buffet for refreshment. Spire 
church. Castle on island in the Oise. Branch line 
to St. Qaentin, Cologne, &c., joins. 

Ohantilly. Fine chftteau, restored by the Due 
D'Aumale and presented by him to the nation, 
where Cond^ received Louis XIV., wlien the chef 
Vatel killed himself. Races held here, in the cen- 
tre of the forest, in May and October.

Orphan 
Asylum for Legion of Honour ; Epinay, Ecouen, &c., 
to the left. Going on to Paris, the Seine, Mont- 
martre Fort, Clignancourt, Aubcrvilliers, St. Ouen, 
4fec., are in view on the right and left.

TouL, 8| miles. Fortress, on the Moselle. Tiro 
good towers of old cathedral church. 

FOHTBKOT-SnR-MOBBLtB, 5| mllCS. 

LiVBRDUK, 5| miles. Old castle above the river; 
Here the Hame and Rhine Canal, after passing 
through a tunnel of MO yards, crosses the Moselle 
by an aqueduct, and is itself passed over by the 
railway; which also crosses and re-crosses the 
river further on. 

Fbouari), 44 miles. Here branch to Metz, Ac, 
turns off. 

Naney.— Population, 76,573. Buffet. Well- 
built capital of department Meurthe.

The population (134,000) are chiefly Prote8tant^ 
and Qerman-speaking. Capital of German Alsace, 
1} mile from the Rhine. Many little bridged over 
the 111. High-roofed, gloomy - looking houses. 
Noble Pathedral^ and spire, 466 feet high, with about 
500 steps to the crown of it. Tall clustered pillars, 
curious clock. monuments,&c.. Old Bishop's Palace; 
St. Thomas's Protestant Church, with monu- 
ments of Obelin and Marshal Saxe. Jews' Syna- 
gogue, Hotel de Ville, on the Broglie. Large 
Public Library, restored since the siege of 1870 ; 
statue of Gutenberg, inventor of printing. 
Statue of Kltfber. The new fortifications, con- 
structed after the siege and bombardment in 1870, 
are exceedingly strong and consist chiefly of a 
chain of forts, some of them oyer 4 miles from the 
town. Desaix's pillar, on the Rhine, up which 
steamers run to B&le.

Fortifications, originally by 
Vauban, now materially strengthened.

London to Dover. Calala (or Ostend), 
Cologne, tbe Blilne, Mayenoe, Stuttgart, 
and Ftledil<di8liafen (Lake of Conatanoe). 

London to Calais, as in Route 1, thence rail to 
Brussels; or London to Dover and Ostend, thence 
rail to Brussels; or London to Queenborough and 
Flushing, Breda, and Cologne. Sea passage about 
9 hours. 

The routes by Harwich and Rotterdam, or Har- 
wich and Antwerp, are sometimes taken, but they 
are longer. See Bradshava's Continentcfi QvidCf 
page 2, Skeleton Through Bontes. 
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Calais to Hazxbeouck (BuffitJ, past St. Omxb, 
once famous for its Jesuit College, to 

Lille, a strongly fortified town, capital of depart- 
ment Nord; population, 201,211. Large cotton 
manufactures; good buildings. The frontier sta- 
tions of Balsieux (France) and Blandain (Belgium) 
Imving been passed (notice a small difference be- 
tween Freneh and Belgium time), the next town 
of importance is Tournai (Flemish Doomik), 16i 
miles from Lille, population, 33,403; a fortified 
manufacturing town, chiefly remarkable for its 
fine Cathedral. 

Then Ath, 19J miles; fortified; has sustained 
many sieges. 

Enohien, 14* miles; population, 4,316; from 
here it is 18 miles to Brussels. 

OsTEND (see Route «). Thence to Bbuges (14 
miles); population, 47,331; the central point for 
canals of West Flanders. A very fine Cathedral, 
founded in seventh century, burnt and rebuilt in 
1358, spire 470 feet; the beifrol, or belfry, of 
Bruges, 320 feet, mentioned by Longfellow. The 
next noteworthy place is 

Gand, or Ghent, 28 miles; population, 148,780; 
large linen and cotton manufactures; more modern 
than Bruges; fine cathedral and many churches. 

Then Alost, 14i miles; population, about 22,000; 
linen and lace manufactures. Thence 19i miles to 

BrttSSelS (see Route 5). Capital of Belgium. 
King's Palace, Prince of Orange's Palace, Duke 
d' Aremberg' s Palace. Statue of Godfrey of Bouil- 
lon, in Place Royale. Beautiful Gothic Hotel de 
Ville, in Grande Place. Mannekin Fountain, near 
Rue du Chdne. St. Gudule's Cathedral ; its stained 
windows, carvings, «fcc. Palace de Justice. Museum 
of Paintings. Jlouses of Parliament. Coaches to 
Waterloo from Place Royale; on the field of 
Waterloo, the Lion Pyramid, Hougoumout Chateau, 
Mont St. Jean, La Haye Sainte, Ac. 

Haecht, 7 miles. In a pleasant country. Wespb- 
LAER, U mile. 

LouvAiN, 7 miles. On the Dyle. Fine Gothic 
Town Hall, and collection of Flemish painters. 
Paintings in St. Peter's and St. Gertrude's 
Churches. Good beer. Tunnel out of Lou vain. 
Abbey of Parcq on the rigjit. 
Ykbtbtcji, ^ miles, ^.nother tunnel to 
TiBLEiioKT,'4i' miles,' Old gates and bouse». 



St. Germain's ancient church, on a hill. Three 
high barrows (or graves) on the left. 

EsEMAEL, 3f miles. Plains of Neirweidcn, where 
William III. of Orange was defeated by Marshal 
Luxembourg, 1693. 

Lavdek, 4* miles. Old decayed town on the 
Beck; Pepin, founder of the French line of 
sovereigns, bom here. Branch line to Maestricht 
and AJx-la-ChapcUe. 

GiNGELOH, 2 miles; Rosoux, 3 miles; Wabbhue, 
3f miles. Small place in Li^go province. Old 
church. Fbxhe, 7 miles. 

Ans, 5 miles. A steep incline here, from the 
summit of which there is a striking panoramic 
view of 

Li^GE (3f miles). Fine old town, among hills, 
on the Meuse. Many large and small iron works, 
like Birmingham and Wolverhampton. Ancient 
palace of bishops (sec " Quentln Durward."'). St. 
Jacques Church and its Moorish piazzas. Line 
from Namur joins here. Hence to Verviers, by 
the Meuse; much picturesque scenery, and many 
tunnels and viaducts. 

Chenee, 2| miles. On the Ourthe. Fine vale of 
Vesdre. Limbourg.— Cloth factories. 

CHAUDFONTAniE, 1* mllc. Pretty bathing-place 
in Vesdre Valley. Le Trooz, 2^ miles ; Nesson- 
VAux, 2i miles. 

Pepinster (3* miles). Branch line to Spa, whicli 
is celebrated for its Iron springs. The waters are 
bottled for exportation. Spa ware made. 

Ensival, If mile. Cloth factories. 

Verviers, 1^ mile. Great cloth town, in Vesdre 
Valley. Custom House here. Change carriages 
for Germany. Doi.hain, 3f miles, decayed place 
at the end of the valley. 

Hebbesthal, 4| miles. First place on the 
German side. Passports and luggage given up— 
the first to be asked for at the Alx Station, the 
second to be re-claimed at Cologne. 

AsTENET, 3 miles.- -Tunnel and Guile Aqueduct. 
Another tunnel, 740 yards long. 

AiX-la-Chapelle, or Aachen.— Noted as the 
favourite city of Charlemagne and the German 
Emperors; for its blue cloth, needles, «fec.; and 
its Spa. Ancient Cathedral and its relics. Town 
Hall. Baths and Assembly Rooms. Gov 
House. Congress Pillar. Belveder 
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Louisberg. New Hospital. Burtscheid Hot Wells. 
Frankenberg Castle. Nirem Tonnol, 827 yards 
long. 

Stolbxro, 7 miles.— Indnstrions small town, 
iu Reiehswald Forest. Old castle. 

EscHTi'xiLKR, If mile.— A town on th« Jude. 
Old castle. Nothbcrg Castle. 

LANOKRWEns, 5 miles, on the Wehe River. 
Viaduct orer the Wehe. Merode Castle. Bridge 
OTcrthe Ruber to 

DuRKK, 6i miles. A town with Niedheggen 
Castle, to the right. 

BuiR, S| miles. Valley of the Erft ond three 
bridges. 

HoRREU, 6f miles. Frenz Castle. Tunnel, 1 mile 
long. To KONiGSDORF, 3 miles. Munobrsdore, 4} 
miles.— Fine view of Cologne. 

OolOgne, 4i miles, on the Rhine. Luggage 
to be asked for. Hotels — See Bradstiaw"* Con- 
tinental Guide ; and also for the depot for genuine 
Kau de Cologne. A fortified city of Prussia, called 
Oolonia Agrippina^ by the Romans. Bridge of 
bo:»ts over the Rhine, 1,260 feet lonj. The 
magnificent Cathedral^ begun 1248, and com- 
pleted 1880. Chapels of the Three Kings, 
<fcc. Ruben's Crucifixion of Peter, at St. Peter's 
Church. ReJics of Ursula and her "Eleven 
Thousand Virgins," at St. Ursula's Jesuits' Church. 
Ancient Senate House. Town Hall. Museum, in 
Frankgasse. Rubens' and Mary de Medici's 
houses. Excliangc. Leaving the Central (Haupt) 
Station at Cologne, the lino passes through the 
fortifications, and 20 minutes later through 

BrChl, where there is a castle of the King of 
Prussia. Then through Sechtkm and Roisdobf, 
where there is a celebrated spring of natural 
aerated water. There is a fine view of the Sie- 
Icngcbirge, on the ether side, from about here, 
and the Kreuzbcrg, a hill of about 400 feet, is 
seen to the right. 

Almost every height on the right of the line is 
here crowned by some fine ruin of historical In- 
terest, but the journey by steamer (detailed below) 
is the only proper way to see these. The best plan 
Is, therefore, to sit on the left side of the carriage, 
frum which, after leaving Bonn (see next page), 
a continuous view of the noble river is obtained. 
Godksberg, with a fine old castle and interesting 
cmains, 



Mehleu, where there is a ferry over the Rhine 
to Konigswinter, under the Drachenfels. 

RoLANDSECK, uamed after Roland, the famous 
knight of Charlemagne's court. 

At Rrmagek, the River Ahr is crosssed. The 
beautiful and picturesque valley of this river, 
called the Ahrthal, is a favourite resort. Sinzig; 
sec next page. 
Bboiil, in a volcanic district. 
AvDEBKACH, the Roman AfUonacum. Ruina, 
and a very ancient church, St.Genofveva. A mas- 
sive round tower is a prominent object. Manu- 
facture of millstones dating from Roman times. 

Neuwied, a new town, dating only about a 
century back. A celebrated Moravian colony is 
located here. There is a flying bridge over the 
Rhine. 

Ubwitz, afier which, passing over the Moscl- 
briicke, 1,150 feet long, the train enters the forti- 
fications of CoBLBNZ, see next page. On tiie 
opposite bank is the strong fortress of Ehrenbreit- 
stein, the Gibraltar of the Rhine. The works cost 
£1,250,000. 

Capellen, above which is the magnificent 
castle of Stolzenfels, the most beautifully situated 
of all the Rhine castles, a residence of the royal 
family of Prussia. 

BorPARD, the Roman Bodobriga; the Roman 
castrum still exists, sec below. 

St. Goak, overlooked by the fine rain of Rhein- 
felSf a robber castle of the 18th century. The 
famous Lurleiberg is nearly opposite here, and in 
the Rhine are the Seven Sisters rocks, tho subject 
of one of the numberless legends. 
The train passes through three tunnels to 
Oberwesei. ; see next page. 
Bacharach, famous for wine from remote 
antiquity. Pope Plus II. (.ffineas Sylvius) had a 
tun sent annually, and the Emperor Wenccslaus 
granted the Nuremberg citizens their freedom for 
four casks. 

Nieder-Heihbach, overlooked by the gloomy 
tower of Heimburg or fftAeneek castle, now rebuilt. 
Past the castle of Sonneck (restored), belonging to 
the German Emperor, to 

Trbchtlingshauskk, above which is the castle 
of ^heinttein, 
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BisrossBsOcK, s«e pag« 19. The line here leaves 
tbs Rhine for lome dlsUnce, and is uniutereathig, 
bat again approaches it at 

BiBBKicH and Hatrscb, see next page. 

Ck>logne, by steamer, to Blngertotlok or 
Mayenoe. 

Banks, at first, are flat and uninteresting. Higher 
up, the Slebengebirge, or Seven Mountains, appear, 
and the Rhine sconerjr begins. 

Boxir, about 18 or 30 miles. Population, 89,801. 
A university totm. The university in the old 
Electoral Palace; about 800 students, a fair pro- 
portion English. Fine Museum. Minster, in the 
Byzantine style. Three or four churches. Beet- 
hoven*s house and statue. Seven Mountains not 
far oflf. 

KoNioswixTXR, on the left, near the Drachonfels 
(one of the seven mountains), whence a splendid 
prospect. Above this, Rolandsock Castle, on the 
right, and Nonnen worth Nunnery. Hence to Bingen, 
the finest part of the Rhine. High cliffs and 
terraces of vineyards, ruined castles, hills, A-c. 
Oberwinter, on the right. Rhelnbreitbach Castle, 
Unkel Cliffs and Rapid, on tholeft. Apollinarisberg 
Gothic Church, on the right. Erpeler Lei rocks and 
vineyards, on the left. 

SixziG, on the right, at the mouth of Iho beautiful 
Ahr Valley. Flying bridge to Lhi2, on the left. 
Castles and houses of basalt, which is plentiful 
hero. The memorable battle between Constan- 
tino and Maxcntius, which decided the fate of 
Paganism, is said to have been fought here. After 
this come the lofty donjon tower of RheiMct, and 
the Bplcndid country seat of the Frankfort banker, 
Bethmann. 

Andkknagh, on the right. Founded by the 
Romans, and has a fortified Roman gate. Old 
church and tower. Ancient Bishop's Palace. 
Lnachcr Lake (inland), in the crater of a volcano. 
Friedrichstein Castle, on the left, under tall cliffs. 

Nkuwibd, on the left. Flying Bridge. Old 
Prince's Palace, and Museum from Victoria. A 
Roman tower (inland). Moravian settlement. 

Wkisssnthubu (opposite). Roman Watch Tower 
and General Heche's Monument. Muhlhofev, on 
the left, at the mouth of the Sayn. 

Kessblhedc, on the right. SchSnbomlust ruhis. 
Old pa}acc of the ^lector of Treves. Ehret|breit« 



stein hi view. Neubxdobp, on the right, wher« 
timber rafts are made to descend the river. 

Ooblenz. Roman Qmfiuentes^ where the 
Moselle Johis. Bridge on Moselle, and view. 
Bridge of boats to Ehrenbreltstcin Fortress, oa 
the left. St. Castor's Church, with four Towers. 
Old castle. Wine cellars, for "Rhhie'* and 
"Moselle" whies. Many fine points of view. 
Steomers up Moselle, to Treves and Metz, through 
charming scenery. 

HoBGHHBiif, on the left. Stolzcnfels Cattle, on 
the right. Queen Victoria received here by the 
King of Prussia, 1815. Fhie view. 

NiEDBRLAHNSTEix Castlb, ou thc left, at the 
mouth of the Lahn, which runs down past Ems 
and other spas in Nassau. 

Obbrulhxstein Castle (red), on the left, where 
Wenceslaus was deposed, 1400. 

RiiBKSK, on the right.— Ancient-looking town, 
with the K^nigsstuhl, where the seven Imperial 
Electors used to meet. 

B.tAUBACH, on the left, nnder the Marksburg, a 
fine medinval castle. Thc river makes a bend 
to BOPPABT, on the right.— Fortress, with 4,C00 
Inhabitants. Roman walls. Palace of Prankish 
kings. Old houses. Marienberg water-cure. 
Grorge of the Rhine beghis here. 

Salzio, on the right. Sternberg and Llebcnstcin 
Castles (The Brothen) are opposite. 

Ehrbkthal, on the left, noted for mines of silver, 
lead, and copper. Welmlch Church, on the left, 
and Thumberg, or Mouse Castle. 

Rheivfblb Castle, on the right, a fine feudal 
remaht, with noble prospect. St. Goab, on the 
right, in a delightful spot. Salmon fishing at the 
rapids. Lurleiberg Black Cliffs, on tlie left. Grotto 
and echo. 

St. GoARHAnsEsr, on the left. Old decayed 
town. Katz, or Cat's, Castle, at the mouth of the 
beautiful Forstbach Valley. Rheinfels Castle, near 
St. Gear. Seven Sisters Rocks, In the Rhine. 

Obbrwksel, on the right— Roman Vualia. Old 
Gothic walls. A tall tower, called the Ox Tower, 
on the river, by the water edge. Gothic church 
above. SchSnburg Castle. 

Caub, on the left, with Gutenfels Castle above.— 
On an island in the river is the old prison and toll

LoncH, on the left, at the mouth of the Wisper- 
bach. Devil's Ladder and Nollingen Castle. Filr- 
steftburg Castlo. Castles and vineyards stand 
thick in the Rheingau, as this part of the river Is 
called.

AssMANNsnAusEX, ou the left. Mineral waters. 
Vineyards on the terraces, some 1,000 feet high. 
Rossel Tower and view. Rheinsteln Castle 
opposite.

The Mausethurm, on the right, near the mouth 
of the Nahe, scene of Southey's ballad. 

BingerbbUgk, on the north bank of the Nahe. 
(Time will be saved by taking the train here for 
Mayence.) Notice the colossal statute of Oermania 
on the opposite hills. 

BiNGEN, on the right, at the month of the Nahe. 
Great place for com and wine. Fine points of 
view. Branch line to Kreuznach watering-place, 
up the Nahe. 

Rt'oESHEiM, on the left, noted for wine. Four or 
five old castles. 

Gsi'senheim, on the left. A charming spot. 
Many Islands in the river. Johaimisberg Castle 
and vineyards on the left, belonging to Prince 
Metternich. 

BiEBERicH, on the left. Duke of Nassau's Palace. 
Short branch line to Wiesbaden, a beautiful 
watering-place. 

Kayence, or Mainz. 

A strong fortress, garrisoned by 8,000 troops. 
Old cathedral with remarkable tombs and mural 
paintings. A portion (the eastern Round Towers) 
datesfromtho 11th century. Thonw^aldsen'sstatue 
of Gutenberg, a native. Paintings in the old 
Electoral Castle. New stone bridge to Castof, 
opposite, near the mouth of the Main. Railway 
to Frankfort, 23i miles. 

From Mayence the traveller can proceed either 
by Mannheim, or by Darmstadt, to Hkidelbeeg. 

Mannheim, capital of Grand Duchy of Baden, 
an important city ; handsome railway station. 

Darmstadt, Uf miles. Capital of Duchy. Duoal 
PaUcf. 9t»tiite in th» l^ouim-pUtJi. 



ZwiNOBNBURO, lOf milcs; Bhsshkim, 8i miles. 

Heppenheim, 3 miles. To the right across the 
Rhine, Worms and its Cathedral. Luther before 
the Diet, 1521. Wbinheim, 6f miles. 

Friedrichspeld, 8} miles. Branch turns off to 
Mannheim on the Shine. 

Hbidelbero, 6^ miles. Delightful town on the 
Neckar. Large and picturesque ruined castle. 
University. Wlesloch, f* miles. OnthcBhlne,tothe 
right. Spire or Speyer, and its ancient Cathedral. 

Bruchbal, 18J miles, a buffet. Here we leave 
the direct line between Carlsruhe (the capital of 
Baden) and Basle, to follow the line to Stuttgardt. 
We pass Heidelsheim, Maulbronn, and six other 
stations, to 

Bibtioheim, 86 miles from Bruchsal, from which 
there is a branch of 18 miles to Hellbronn. The 
next station is Aspbeo and its old castle; then 
LnpwiGSBCRO, A\ miles from Bletigheim; followed 
by three more stations, and then 

Stuttgart, or Stuttgard, 10 miles. Capital o( 
Wiirttemberg. Very beautifully situated, sur- 
rounded by wooded and vine-clad heights; of com- 
paratively modem origin, and noted for famous 
architects. 

Modem houses, large palace and gardens, in 
Konigs-strasse, and stud of Arabians; old palace 
near it. Theatre and Jubilee Pillar. Houses of 
Parliament, old Gothic Church, Schiller's Statue, 
Museum, Rosenstein Country Seat. Leave for 
Friedrichshafen, 131 miles In 7i hours. 

Tunnel of 400 yards. 

Cannstadt, a suburb of the capital, ou the 
Neckar. Good mineral waters; public gardens, &c. 

EssLiNOEN, 8 miles, a small town, with an old 
castle; Gothic spire church; Romanesque church, 
with two towers. 

Plochingen, 7 miles, on the Neckar. Wooden 
bridge across the Nils. 

GoppiNOEN, 10^ miles, a small place on the Fils. 

Hohbnstaufbn, to the left, old castle of the 
Swabian Emperors of Germany, on a mountain 
2,250 feet high. 

Geisslingem, 11| miles, in a deep pass of the 
Hauho Alps. Wooden toys made. 

Ulm, 19i miles. Ancient town and fortress, on 
the Danube. Great trade in snails. Fine Gothic

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. Hacharach, on the right, so called from the 
Altar of Bacchus, a stone in the river.

NiBDBBBixGBW.— Wcingarten, old abbey to the 
left, in the forest. 

Ravensbuko, 18f miles. An old decayed town, 
with Gothic Rathhaus; Mehlsack Castle; view 
of Constance L>ake from the Veitsberg; Wald- 
burg Castle, and prospect to the right. 

Mbckxkbbubbv, 5% miles. Tettnang Castle to 
the right. 

FRiBDBiCHSHArBW, 5| milcs. On Lake Constance. 
Summer seat of Wiirttemburg Court. Fine view of 
the Lake and the Swiss Mountains. HoM: D'Alle- 
magne. Steamers to Bregenz, where Tyrol begins.

London to Frankfort, Stuttgart, Munich, 
and Innsbruck in the Tyrol. 

To Ulm, as in Skeleton Route 6, by rail to Augs- 
burg, 531 miles in 1| hour, through Gunzburg. 

AUGSBUBC— 

On tho Lech. Many old-fashioned houses. 
The Palace where the famous Protestant Con- 
fession of Augsburg was banded to Charles V 
1435. Town Hall, Byzantine Cathedral, bronze 
fduntain in the main street; Fugger tombs in 
Ulrich's Church. 

By Mnnich the route from Augsburg is, by rail, 
39 miles in about an hour. 

Munich. — 

Capital of Bavaria, on the high plain of the Isar. 
Several old gates and houses; many fine modem 



houses. Brick-built cathedral. St. Peter's old 
church. Thorwaldsen's statue of Eugene 
Beauharnols In Jesuit Church. New Ooihlc 
Marla-hlU Church. St. Boniface new (brick) 
church, in Byzantine style, and its frescoes. New 
Palace, Glyptothek and Eglna Marbles; Pinao 
cothek and Sohools of Painting; both built by 
Von Klenze, at cost of King Ludwig. Hall of 
Marshals. Royal Library. University. Statue of 
King Max. Joseph. Ruhmeslialle. English gar- 
den, laid out by Count Rumford. 

By rail from Munich to Innsbruck, now opened 
throughout, passing Rosenheim and Kuf sttein, about 
100 miles. 

From Munich to Rosenheim the express trains 
run by Zomeding, Grafing, and AssUng, about 
40 miles. The country is uninteresting The 
other route, by Holz Kirchen, 6 miles longer, is 
only traversed by slow trains, but the scenery is 
finer. 

RosBNBEiH, at the confluence of the Mangfnll 
and the Inn. Junction of the Innsbruck, Salzburg, 
and other lines. The rail runs by the left bank of 
the Inn to 

Raublimg. On the opposite bank of the river is 
Neubeuem, with a ca&tle crowning the heights. 

Bbannenbebg. Here the line enters the moun- 
tains. 

FiscHBACH. Above the station, the tuins of 
Falkenitein (on the right) and Kirstein. 

KisFEBSFBLDKN, the last Bavarian place. On 
the right, tho Memorial Chapel to King Otho, of 
Greece. 

KuFSTBiN, a frontier fortress on the Inn, finely 
placed at the foot of the Kaisergehirge chain. 
Lnggage examined here. Across the Inn to 

WbBGL. Town is 10 minutes from the station, 
and is often visited for the ascent of the Hohe Salve, 
6,980 feet, from which is a grand view of mountain 
scenery. 

The line now passes through a district abounding 
with old ruins. Tunnel under the Schlossberg to 

Brixlbgq. To the north, the Sonnenwendjoch ; 
left, the Oeizthftl heights; right, the Kaiserge- 
hirge. Between here ond the next sUition, 

Jkmbach, is the opening of the beautiful Ziller- 
thal, which few tourists omit to visit. 

ScHWAZ, on the right bank of the Inn; Gothic 
church, 16th century. 

Hall, a busy salt manufacturing place, as the 
name indicates. Hence in 30 minutes to 

INNSBBUCK.

Population of the city, 62,638, Including the 
communes, 78,106 (one-third Roman Catholic). 
That of the Canton (93 square miles) is 106,738, of 
-whom one-half are Roman Catholics. 

Geneva, from its position as a frontier town, 
was long a sort of neutral ground for Europe, 
where all nations and creeds cod Id meet, and this 
gave a colour to the tone of society. Careful, 
serious, and decorous habits still prevail, according 
to the pattern set by their great legislator, Calvin. 
At the same time, a little has been borrowed from 
each of their neighbours, and the people who flock 
here ; from the French, their urbanity and good 
taste ; from the English, their notions of comfort, 
with good principles of education and moral 
training; from Italy, traditions of art; from Ger- 
many, a love of books and philosophy. Moore, the 
pQCt, in hjs "Journals," speak? of \X (ig t\ \\i,xU 
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microcosm, a compact epitome of what is going ou 
on a larger scale in the world; with an Influence 
utterly disproportioned to the size of its territory, 
which is a mere speck of 10 miles square. It has 
been a noted centre of civil and religious activity; 
and is still looked on as the capital of the Re- 
formed faith on the continent, though many of the 
Presbyterian clergy, as in England and America, 
formerly distinguished ior high Calvlnlstic tenets, 
are now no longer so. The evangelical party, 
however, Is large, active, and energetic. Ono 
of them. Merle D'Aubign^, the Historian of the 
Reformation, died 1872, at Eaux-Vlves, over- 
looking the lake. 

The city, about 1,300 feet above the sea, 
stands on both sides of the Rhdne, as It 
Issues out of the lower end of Lake Leman, or 
Lake of Geneva; It Is built on two low hills, the 
highest being only 100 feet above the river on the 
south bank, where the largest and oldest portion of 
the town, called la Citd, stands. This is chiefly 
occupied by the aristocracy, while the tradespeople 
and professionals reside mostly at St. Gervais, on 
the north bank. As many capitalists and bankers 
live at Geneva, it is, next to BAle, the wealthiest 
town of the Confederation. About a seventh part 
of the population is employed in making watches, 
of which above 100,000 are exported In the year. 
They are small and cheap compared with those of 
English construction, but not so intrinsically good 
or lasting. It has, besides, manufactures of hats, 
cloth, cotton, velvet, leather, jewellerj', &c., and a 
very considerable trade in collections of plants and 
minerals, butterflies, and such like. 

The neighbourhood of Geneva Is unrivalled. The 
blue lake, and yet bluer river; the watering-places 
on the lake ; the Jura Hills in front ; Mont Sal^ve 
behind, with the mountains of Savoy, and Mont 
Blanc rising above all, in the background, combine 
^o form a panorama of remarkable grandenr. But 
in Itself Geneva is rather tame. On approaching it, 
the wide quays, and the stately houses which line 
them, give it the air of a large town. In its clean- 
liness also it offers an agreeable contrast to most 
cities abroad, but the interior is made up of narrow 
streets of tall, dark-looking houses, several storeys 
high. Formerly it was defended by strong ramparts 
and l^a§ti9n», counm^^ndcd, Uowev^r, hy thQ hills of 
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la 6atl^ and '8t. Jean, theie hare been demoilihed, 
and new hotues hare in consequence sprongr upon 
all sides, gradually filling the space which separated 
It from its populous suburbs of Carouge and Chfine. 

Carouge stands on the Arve, which rises in the 
glaciers of Mont Blanc, and flows into the Rhdne, a 
little below the city. The union of the two Is best 
seen at Ch&teleinc, where the muddy torrent of the 
Arve and the crystal blue of the Rh5ne for a time 
roll side by side without mingling, until the latter 
Is gradually discoloured. At Montbriliant, a space 
of 9 or 10 acres has been laid out as a public Park. 

At the entrance of the lake is the handsome Pont 
du Mont Blanc, whence, on a clear evening, is a 
grand view of the Mont Blanc group. On the St. 
Gervais side are the quay and suburb of des Ber- 
gues, joined, by an obtuse-angled bridge, the Pont 
des Bergues, to Place du Rhdne on the Grand Quai. 
From the angle of this bridge, a sort of suspension 
bridge is laid towards the lake, to an island called 
He de Rousseau, which, in the shape of a bastion, is 
planted with trees, and contains Pradier's Statue of 
Rousteau, who was bom at 40, Grand Rue ; not in 
Rue Rousseau, as incorrectly asserted. This is a 
delightful promenade on a fine summer's evening. 
Lower down, where the rivers narrow, two bridgres, 
resting on a larger island, unite Place Bel Air to 
Place de St. Gervais. Upon this island w^s placed 
the Machine Hydraulique, erected in 1708, and re- 
placed in 1886 by the Forces motriques du Rh&ne; 
with turbines of nearly 6,000 h.p., supplying water 
for domestic purposes, electric lighting, and motive 
power to various parts. The charge is from 200 
to 800f r. per annum per 1 h.p. for 10 hours dally. 

Facing the Steamer Quay^ on the Lake, Is Dorer's 
National Monument (a bronze group). The Jardin 
Anglais^ contains a kiosque with a paipramic 
relief of Mont Blanc. Near this are the Salle 
de la Reformation (memorials of Calvin), and, in 
the lake, the Pierre de Niton (or Keptune), one 
of two boulder stonoa, which Is believed to have 
been used as an altar. 

The Cathedral Church (Protestant) of St. Pierre 
is in the transition style, mainly of the eleventh 
century, with three low irregular towers, and 
a modem portico, copied from the Pantheon. 
Among a great number of epitaphs, is one on 
A.grlppa D'Aubign^, a **man of the sword and pen," 
> wrote the history of his times, and was a 
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principiil Huguenot supporter of ftemt t^.\ 
Madame de Malntendii was his ^anddaughter, and 
Merle l>;Aubign< was a descendant. His epitaph 
was written by himself. Another tomb is that o! 
the Due de Rohan, a Protestant leader of the 
seventeenth century. There are Calvin's chair; 
the Macehab€es chapel, built by Cardinal de 
Brogny, and a magnificent orsran, nearly new. 
A description may be had (1 franc) of the 
porter. Near it Is the church, or Temple of La 
Madeleine, the oldest church In Geneva, part 
dates from the 10th century. The Oratoire (where 
D'Aublgn^ preached) is in Rue de Tabazan ; Temple 
Nenf, in Place de la Fusterie. St. Gervais, in the 
suburb of the same name, is an old building; with 
a monument to the Genevese who fell in the Esca- 
lade of 1602. Notre Dame Cathedral (R. C), in 
Place Coraavin, was built in 1859. The Russian 
Church is on the site of St. Victor's Priory, of 
which Bonivard, the Prisoner of Chillon, was 
prior. A Synagogue near the Piace Neuve. 

Most of the public buildings are grouped round 
St. Peter's. The Palais de Justiee, in Bourg de 
Four, was formerly the Old Hospital (built 1709), 
and contains an Archaeological Museum, w4th a 
collection of Roman and other inscriptions. The 
Hotel de Ville, where the Arbitrators on the Alabama 
Claims met, 1872, is an old, heavy-looking pile, 
inside which is an asoent without steps to the top: 
it has the Arsenal (containing some arms) in front. 
Adjoining it is the College (600 students) by Calvin, 
1558. Here Rousseau's Emile was burnt, 1762. 
Behind it, on the other side of theTrcille promenade, 
are the Botanical Gardens, one of the greatest orna- 
ments of Geneva, laid out 1817, by the great 
botanist, De CandoUe. They contain a lai^e 
number of plants, and an Orangery, decorated 
with busts, by Pradier, of eminent naturalists, 
with a collection of agrfcultural Implements 
attached. The Promenade des Bastions, close by, 
is much frequented. 

The Academy, or University, is an extensive 
pile, built 1871, in front of the Botanical Gardens; 
containing the Public Library and Museum of 
Natural History. The Library was founded by 
Bonivard, and consists of 150,000 volumes and 1,500 
MSS. Among other relics are the Noble Leyfon, 
a Waldensian compenditm of the Bible, in the 
Digitized by VjOOQIC 
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Vaudols diiilect of the twelfth century, which Sir j 
S. Morland transUited in Cromwell's time; many { 
letters and sermons of Calvin and Beza; homilies | 
of St. Augusthie, on an ancient papyrus ; Philippe Ic I 
Bers wax tablets (1308); portraitsof illustrious men. 

The Museum^ chiefly one of Nataral History, is a 
rich collection, begun 1818, by the gift of the cabi- 
net of M. Boissier, Professor Necker's ornithology, 
«fcc. It contains specimens of nearly every Swiss 
animal, especially of the lake fish; with the vegeta- 
ble fossils gathered by Brongniart and DeCandolle; 
the original geological cabinets of De Saussure and 
Jurine; Mayor's preparations of anatomy; Pictet's 
cabinet of physical objects; and a room of antiqui- 
ties. Dame Royanme's Iron pot and ring, which 
floured at the Escalade, is in the Historical section. 
Open to strangers daily, Tuesdays and Saturdays 
free. 

Not far from the University is an Alpine Jarditi 
d'AccUmatation, where specimens mny be bought. 

At Promenade de St. Antoine stand the Poudrifere 
and the Observatory; the latter a domed building, 
with a zenith sector, &c. Near the Port de Rive, 
further on, is the Gymnasium. The Mus^e Fol, a 
huidsome collection of statuary, frescoes, porcelain, 
antiquities, &c., is in Grande Rue, the building 
being mainly occupied by the Soci^td de Lecture. 

The Jfus^e Rath, founded by General Rath (a 
Russian by adoption), is close to the Porto Neuve, 
and to the Grand Theatre. It occupies a hand- 
some building by Vaucher, which, till 1826, was 
called the Academy of Design. Beside plaster 
casts and models, it includes a gallery of paintings 
by native and other artists. Among the best are 
Honiung's Last Moments of Calvin, a Sea Piece by 
Van der Hals, Scene in Winter by Tiipfcr, the Story 
Teller by Calamc, the Deliverance of Bonivard by 
Lu'^ardon, Landscapes by Dutch Masters. Mon- 
days, Wednesdays, Thursdays, and Fridays, free; 
other days, | franc. The Porto Kcuve just men- 
tioned, was the scene of the Escalade of 11th Dec, 
1602, when the Duke of Savoy unsuccessfully tried 
to take the town by surprise. 
* The SocUte de Lecture, or Reading Club, founded 
1818, has an extensive library, to which strangers 
may be admitted by card, or introduction of mem- 
bers. There are many other societies: Medical, 
ScicntlQc, Artistlcal; with numerous- elemeiitory 
C 
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and infant Schools. The large Bailment Electoral, 
and the Ath^nde on the Bastions Promenade, are 
used for concerts, &c. In the Ath^n^e it a per- 
manent exnibiti' n by Genevese artists. Mus^e 
Ariana, a fine private collection (open Tuesdays, 
Thursdays, and Fridays, after 1 p.m.), Is at 
Pregny, 20 minutes distance. Steam tramway. 

The handsome new Theatre^ built for £300,00<y, 
out of the Brunswick bequest, by Gosi, is In Place 
Neuve, near the Conservatoire de Musiqne and it« 
Club. Orphan Asylum, near the station. Can' 
tonal Hospital, built 1S56, at Champel Hill, where 
Servetus was burnt. At Champel are also a 
Hydropathic Establishment and the Tour de 
Champel, with a fine view. 

Provisions and house rent arc moderate at 
Geneva; the shops are good, and the articles cheap. 

Geneva was, in the time of Caesar, a town of 
the Allohrogcs. In the fi/th century It became 
IJurgundian, and in the sixth, Prankish; once 
more Burp-undian in the ninth century, and Ger- 
man In 1033. 

Before the Reformation, Geneva was republican 
under its bishop, who styled himself Prince of 
Geneva. Napoleon I. made It the capital of the 
new department of Leman. It is now surrounded by 
French territory, acquired by the cession of Savoy. 

Calvin lived, or rather reigned, here from 1636 to 
1564. His House was No. 11, Rue de Calvin. 

It was by his Influence that the atrocious crime of 
roasting Servetus to death for his opinions was com- 
mitted, 1558. In 1 658, he received John Knox here. 
Ills grave Is snld to be In the Plalnpalals Ceme- 
tery, near the Arve, where are the graves of Sir H. 
Davy (died here, 1829) and De Candolle. Other 
residents were Beza, Vornet, Romllly, Saussure, 
De Luc, Bonnet, Jurine, Hubcr, De Candolle, the 
naturalist; J. Causabon, Diodatl, De Lolme, Plctet ; 
Ahauzlt, the learned scholar, of Arabic blood; 
Lefort, the tutor of Peter the Great ; Necker, and 
his daughter, the celebrated Madame de Stael; 
Dumont and J. B. Jay; De la Rive, the chemist; 
Rousseau and Slsmondl. The Centenary of Rous- 
seau was obser%cd, 1878. The late eccentric Duke 
of Brunswick, who died here 18th August, 1873, 
bequeathed his large fortune to the city; and to 
b Im a splendid Monument has br 
grateful citizen?. It is a cop 
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^nunent at Verona, and is of rich white marble, 
including figures of the Duke and hia ancestors, 
flanked by two red Lions.

Points of view in and round the town— 
tte bastion of Chante Ponlet, with a prospect 
of the Savoy Alps and of Mont Blanc; LaTreiUe 
at the Botanic Gardens, a view of La Salfeve; the 
Quai on the harbour; B&tie and St. Jean Hills ; the 
Grottos d' Obeijet and de Balme at Coin. Splen- 
did views from the Hills of Boisy, Besslnges, 
Cologny (where Byron lived, 1818), Champei, 
Barone ss Rothschild's Villa (Tues. & Fri. aft). Dis- 
tant excursions to the Salfeve and Les Pitons, 4,200 
feet to 4,500 feet high ; to Carouge, and Its Roman 
antiquities. Femey, which was Voltaire's country 
seat, has near it, at Grand Sacconnex, one of the 
finest views of Mont Blanc; corresponding to the 
one at the turn of the Jura road from Poligny, de- 
■orlbed by Moore in his Rhymes on the Road- 
** TwM Iftte, the nm IumI almoat shone 
His last and best, when I ran on 
Anzions to reach that splendid view." Ac. 
Direct railway communication exists with Aix 
and Chamb^ry, in Savoy; and with the south of 
France by way of Lyons. A railway along the south 
side of the lake, connecting France and Geneva 
with the line up the Valais, was opened, 1886. 

There is a complete system of steam tramways, 
faoUltating the visiUng of all the best places near 
Geneva. See page 14. 

TH£ LAXB OF GENEVA, 
Or Genfer See of the Germans, otherwise Lake 
Leman (Lae Liman^ as it is more usually called 
by those not natives of Geneva), after its Roman 
name, Locva Lemantts, is a crescent-shaped piece 
of water, about 56 miles long; of which 15 
belong to the lower end near the city, which is 
a comparatively narrow channel 1 mile to 3 miles 
broad, sometimes distinguished as the Little 
Lake, or Lake of Geneva proper; here the greatest 
depth is about 185 feet. . But in the other part of 
the lake the depth increases to about 1,150 feet 
(near Evian); at Chillon Castle it is 500, not the 
"thousand feet" of the poet. The breadth of this 
p<tftion is 3 to 9 miles. It is 1,220 feet above sea 
on the average; in summer, from the melting of 
the snow at the head of its feeders, it is a few feet 
hi^er, but its absolate depth is gradually dimUiish- 
ing. The eolour is a bright lively sky-blue; it 



seldom freezes over. The Rhftne is the principal 
feeder— others are the Drance and Venoge. It 
abounds with fine fish; as large salmon trout 
(sometimes 20 to 401b. weight), pike, carp, ombre, 
chevalier (salmo salvellnus), &c. Boats with wido 
lateen sails are used in all parts of it; the rivers 
rise high with cast and north-east winds, but the 
most dangerous is the Boomand or south wind, 
which m«he.H down from the Chablais Mountains, 
4,000 to 5,000 feet high, on the Savoy side. Here 
the cliffs are highest, and the scenery is imposing. 
The opjwsite, or Swiss side, is a delightful picture 
of hills covered with vineyards, gardens, and small 
watering-places, at most of which the steamers 
touch between Geneva and VUleneuve. The upper 
end is the most beautiful and romantic, especially 
about Vevey, Montreux, Chillon, Meillerie, &c. The 
circuit of 100 miles was done, 1880, by Mr. Levier, 
an English bicyclist, in 13 hours. 

Altogether this lake is a sort of mean between the 
grander mountain lakes of this country and the 
delicious softness of those in Italy. A swell, called 
seiche, something like the egre at the mouth of 
large rivers, and perhaps occasioned by the same 
cause, viz., the pressure of the air, takes place at 
times, by which the surface is suddenly raised a 
few feet for half an hour together. Klopstock and 
many other poets have made this beautiful lake the 
subject of verse ; but the best description is to be 
found in Rousseau's H€loise. Steamers touch at 
places on both sides, and round it winds a carriage 
road close to the shore. That on the north side 
is accompanied by the rail; while the newer line, 
called Ligne d'ltalie, follows the road along the 
south shore. Traces of former lake settlements are 
seen at Thonon, Morgues, Noyon, <fcc. 

GENEVA TO CHAMONIZ. 

Rail to Annemasse, Bonville, and Cluses; thence 
diligence to Chamonix, in about 8 hours alto- 
gether.

' Leaving Geneva by the Grande Place, yon come 
by a pieasant road to C!ft0fn#,oae of the largestplaces 
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in the Geneva territory. Axmemasfle, now a sta- 
tion on the Evian-Valais line, is on a little stream 
dlriding the canton from French Savoy, and has a 
Custom House. Then come Vetraz, Arthaz (on the 
Menoge), Nangy, and Contamines-suv-Arve \ the 
latter at the foot of the Mole, whose rugged sides 
line the road all the way to Bonneville. The points 
of view are interesting. In descending the valley of 
the Menoge you see to the left the Voirons, 4,900 feet 
high (Hotel at top); M6le in the middle, 6,150 
feet, and Breton to the right, 6,185 feet. To the 
left of Moulins, which is beyond Contamines, is 
the Castle of Faucigny, to which family the pro- 
vince once belonged^ 

BONNEVILLE (Station). 

Inn : La Gouronne ; des Balances. 

A small town of2,200 souls, capital of the former 

province of Faucigny, in a pleasant spot on the 

Arve, which rises in the Glacier of Bois, in the 

Valley of Chamonnix. It has some manufactures. 

The Borne joins the Arve here. On the handsome 

bridge, outside the town, is a pillar 72 feet high, 

with a statute of Charles Feli.x of Savoy (1824), to 

commemorate the embankments he built against the 

inundations of the ''vcutantem Arvam:' The level 

of this unsettled stream was raised 20 feet in some 

parts of its course, in the inundations of 1852. 

ETO ascend Mont Brezon, leave Bonneville 

by the stone bridge on the Arve, and turn 

off to the right, to the village of Thult, at 

the foot of the Brezon. Most ofrthe people 

are afflicted with goitre. The mule path which 

begins here is very picturesque in some parts. 

Near the first cottages you come to is a torrent 

which descends to the village below. A rocky 

gorge leads hence to the village of Brezon, 

above which are green pastures and chalets, 

called the Granges de Solaison, and frequented 

in summer. The summit of the mountain 

commands a magnificent view, especially from 

a point which, being rather hazardous, must 

be approached by lying on your breast, and 

riiding in this way to the edge ul the precipice. 

It is rich in specimens of ffowers and minerals. 

From Brezon you may proceed to the Saxon- 

nex, another peak, 5,570 feet high ; descending 

thence, by the village, to Siongy, you will 

find fossil oyster shells in the limestone, near 

the path.] 
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Vongy, with Its rxtsblng mountain stream, 
the Oiffre^ is the next place, at a part of the 
road where it becomes hilly and winding. Then 
comes Scionffier, in a plain covered with luxu- 
riant vegetation, the chestnuts, walnuts, oaks, 
(fee, growing to a great size. Before reaching 
Cluses the road crosses the Arve again. The 
Valley of Bonneville is narrow at its entrance 
between the Mole and the Brezon, then growp 
wider, and at last so narrow again that the trees 
on both sides of the pass touch each other, and 
there is only room left for the river and the little 
village. 

CLUSES (Station). 

Inns: National; Union. 

It is but a long street of houses shut up (daiisa) 
in the narrow pass, and having a population of 
1,770, mostly watch and clockmakers. Many fine 
points of view. It stands 1,600 feet above sea. 
On the right are the picturesque ruins of Ch&teau 
de Mussel, on a peak of Mont Douron, which is a 
rugged limestone mass. All the hills round this 
pass are limestone, and as such are scarped and 
broken, and twisted In every imaginable form ; 
but waterfalls, patches of verdure, and trees are 
numerous. Cluses has two free schools for 
teaching watchmaking. Here the railway ends 
at present, and tickets should at once be exchanged 
at the omnibus office, close to the station, and a 
seat secured in the omnibus for Chamonix. 

About a league from Cluses is Balme, and its 
cavern, a little above it, with an entrance about 20 
feet wide— it is about 640 paces long, but the 
height varies; about half-way in is a deep pit, 
where a grenade behig fired produces a remarkable 
echo. It is 770 feet above the Arve, and is like 
most other caves all the world over. ' Beyond 
Balme is a spring of pure water, which runs into 
the Arve, and is supposed to flow out of the Lake 
of Flaine, which lies above it. 

Blaglan, in a charming valley, among woods, 
meadows, groves, and springs of waters. The psople 
are industrious and well to do. Several echoes 
may be noticed here. A little beyond It, at (Ex, is 
the Fall called 

Hant d'Arpenaz, best seen after rain. It 

tumbles over enormous rocks, and it lost iri '■ 

about 875 feet below. Mont Blanc com'eis * 
as you approach towards St. Mitrtin's 
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left is the Aiffuille de Varens, 8,&76 feet above 
the sea. The Arst slate now appears on a hill to 
the left, mixed with black marble. 

8t. Martin.— /nn« : Hotel du Mont Blanc and 
the Croix Blanche, where travellers pass the night, 
if they do not wish to reach Ch»moany the same 
day. Walk out to the bridge on the Arve, leading 
to Sallenchcs and yon haro before you many peaks 
and glaciers, and Uont Blanc in allits majesty about 
14 miles off. 

BALLENCHES. or 8ALLANCHES. 

Jiin$: Des Messageries ; Bellovn •. 

A village of 2,100 souls, mostly rebuilt since its 
destruction by fire in April, 1840. It is 1,830 feet 
above the sea (590 feet above the Lake of Geneva), 
and stands opposite the peak, or Aigui.le do Varens, 
on the other side of the Arve. CarM from here or 
St. Martin's to Chamouny, 12 francs, by tariff. 
From Sallenches there is a car-road to Megeve, 
THopital, and Chambdry. About a quarter of a 
league from Sallenches, there are two gorges, with 
a stream flowing through each, which unite, and 
give name to the village. They abound with 
striking scenery. From Mont Rosset, above the 
Bellevue Hotel, the outlines of the Ddme du Gout^, 
which stands in front of Mont Blanc, may be 
clearly distinguished. The church wall of Passy, 
on the other side of the Arve, has two Roman 
votive inscriptions on it. That pjvrt of the valley 
between Sallenches and the Baths of St. Gervais is 
extremely Interesting; and the artist, geologist, 
and botanist may all And something to delight and 
instruct them. The scenery at St. Gervais, with 
its cascades, immense rocks and mountains, vine- 
yards, forests, and solitary walks, is most charming. 
Nowhere can so many examples be found of 
uplifted rocks and contorted strata, granite, gneiss, 
mica, schist, mountain limestone, slate, <fcc., tossed 
about in every direction. In one part, alpine lime- 
stone serves as a base to the green sandstone and 
compact chalk above it. At St. Gervais, the gypsum 
and calcareous tufa form the principjl basis. 
Moraines, or blocks, transported from a long 
distanse, are dispersed around. 

Between the vineyards at the bottom, and the 

glaciers at the summit, the sides of the valley offer 

specimens of plants characteristic of almost every 

•"»"*"" *"ito which botanists divide them. Butterflies 

isects are also found in great numbers. 



[The road to St. Gervais leads along the aoulh 
bank of the Arve, past Domancy and Lt Fayety in 
the broad valley of the river, till yon come to the 
bridge on the Bon Nr.nt, a branch of the Arve, 
which comes do\N-n from Col dc Bonhommc, 
through Val Montjoie, under the sides of Mont 
Blanc. The establissement des Bains was situated 
In a narrow gorge, about 100 feet wide, forming 
the sole outlet for the rainfall of a \ATgt valley, 
and the united torrents from three glaciers. In 
the night of July 11-12 1892, the establissement 
and its hotel, together with the hotel at Lc Fayet 
were completely overwhelmed by a mass of water, 
resulting from the breaking down of an ice wall 
on one of the glaciers. The block of buildings 
was lifted up bodilj*-, and the safe of the Imfcl 
carried 5 miles away to Sallanches. Since they 
became the property of Dr. de Mey, they have bopn 
greatly improve<1, and frequented not only by 
invalids, but by lovers of gtxxi scenery. May to 
September Is the season; and you may live Iiere, 
en pension, at 8 francs a day, very comfortably, 
including the use of the waters. The springs were 
all warm, ranging from Bo* to 108*, and chiefly of a 
saline and sulphureous character. They are tonic 
and stimulant, and particularly serviceable in 
chronic affections of the stomach, nerves, and 
muscles. 

Near St. (Icrvaisis the Cascade duCr^in^ a fall of 
great volume, exceeding that of the Chbde, thougli 
not BO high. The Pont du Diable, nearly 90 feet 
above the water, Rftteaux Tower, &c., dc.ervc 
notice. All the points round command most 
splendid panoramas; such asCombloux, with a view 
of Mont Blanc and its aiguilles, and Mont Joll. 
This last is a vast isolated pyramid,8,760 ft. high, 
requiring nearly a day to visit up the Valley 
of Montjoie, past Bionnay, and Les Contamincs, 
where the car-road ends, and a patli is to be taken 
to the right. Mont Joli is 8,760 feet above the sea, 
and from the top of it you see, in all their extent, 
the Valleys of Chamouny, Sallenches, Mag-Ian, 
Montjoie, Megeve, and Gr^sivaudan; the Juras 
beyond the Lake of Geneva; the Peaks of the 
Fours, Varens, Buet, Ac, on this side of the lukc, 
the summit of the Prarion (a tine paint of view 
itself); and above all, tlie colossal mass of Mont 
Blanc ani its peaks, from tj^e Aiguille Du Tour tu 
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the Col dc Boiihommc, that U, a breadth of twenty 
lea)(UC9, with Its ranges of thirty glaciers. The 
Tr^latdtc Glacier, seen from this point, Is equal to 
the Mer do Glace, at Chamouny. What makes the 
view ft'om Mont Joll so superior is the majestic 
pan >rama on all sides, which some think exceeds 
the famous one from the Rigi. 

From Lea Contamines, about 5 miles from St. 
Gervais, there is a mule path up Val Blontjoie, past 
Notre Dame do la Gorge, where a ffite is held in 
August, and Naiit Borrant Inn, over the desolate 
Pass of Col de Bonliomme (at the west shoulder 
of Mont Blanc), 8,195 1'oet above the sea, down to 
Chapiu. Here there Is a path to St. Maurice, on 
the liittle St. Bernard road ; and another turns 
round the back of the mountain to Motet, and over 
the Col de la Seigne (with a noble view of Mont 
Blanc, &c.), to Courmaycur, in the Val d'Aosta, 
14f hours from Nant Borrant ; 18 hours from Col 
du Bonhomme for good pedestrians.] 

lleturuiiig from St. Gervais to Le Fftyet, the 
direct road to Chamouiiy Is resumed. The old 
route was longer, and passed through Chbde, 
Servoz, and Bouchet. The diligence here rarely 
gets beyond foot-pace, and good walkers will do 
well to walk to Le Ch&telard. The Arvc, on the 
It ft, Is now hidden, the road rising rapidly and 
being occasionally through the rock. Opposite 
Le Fayct is an iron bridge of 110 feet span, 
forming a communication between the new road 
and the old route by Servoz, &c., which are visible 
across the Arve. The backward view over the 
heights of St. Gervais and the valley of Sallenches 
is magniacent. At 45 minutes f/om Le Fayet, a 
sharp turn leads into a wooded gorge. In a few 
minutes Le Ch&telard (the last relay) is reached. 
Near here the road passes through a tunnel, 
approaching the Arve; on the left is the old route, 
with a notice respecting the Gorges of the Dioza. 
These are worth seeing; two hours are required 
to go and return. Beyond the village of Fouilly, 
the road passes to the right bank of the Arve by 
the Pont de Marie, returning to the left bank above 
Les HOUClieB, near the embouchure of the Gria. 

The valley of Chamouny is now entered. The 
Arve is again crossed by the bridge of Percolatz, 
whence it la half an hour to Chamouny. The 
valley extends to the Col de Balmc ; to the left the 
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rugged brown sides of the Brevent, overtopped by 
the Aiguilles Rouges; to the right, the numerous 
glaciers flowing down from the summits of the 
I huge mass snrntounted by the D6rae du Goflter 
and the rounded head of Mont Blanc. The nearest 
glaciers are those of La Griaz and Taconay, further 
on those of Les Bossons and the Pblcrin; still 
further on is dimly descried the Glacier des Bois, 
at the base of the Merde Glace; the white streaks 
in all cases being framed in greyish moraines, 
whence rise a multitude of bare granite peaks, the 
principal of which are the Grands Mulcts, the 
Aiguilles du Midi, des Grandes Jorasses, de 
Charmoz, du Druz, and the Aiguille Verte.

English Church Service. 

(Diligence to Droussard whence steamer up the 
Lac d' Annecy to Annecy in 1| hour). 

Chamouny is now on French territory. Much of 
it has been rebuilt since the disastrous fire of 1855. 
When Saussure first came here, 1760, and even 
for several years after, there were only one or t*\o 
miserable cabarets, such as are seen in the most 
unfrequented villages. During the twenty-five 
years subsequent to his visit, the few strangers 
who arrived were lodged at the curb's. The first 
Englishmen who ever paid it a visit were Pocock 
and Wyndham, in 1744; at which time the Monts 
Maudits, or accursed Mountains of Mont Blanc, 
had such a bad name (with no reason as it seems), 
that the visitors came armed, and accompanied by 
a strong escort, and pitched fheir tents by day and 
night, not trusting themselves to lire with the 
people. Everything is now changed. 

It lies in a valley about 12 miles 
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tlie north foot of Mont Blanc, the peaks of which, 
ifrom Col de Balme to Col de« Fonrt, are best seen 
from the Briemt or La Ft^kre, the latter being 
the easier ascent, and the prospect nearly as fine. 
This isolated valley, cut off as it were from the 
rest of the world, is about 3,440 feet above the sea, 
in a sclendid situation, and is almost unequalled 
for the grandeur of its mountain scenery, combined 
with great accessibility. The view comprises the 
four great Glaciers of Mont Blanc, called the 
Bossons, Bois, Argentibre, and Tour, and the Cols 
de Balme and du G^ant, the Aiguille Vert and 
the majestic Mont Blanc. 

A plan of the valley and of Mont Rosa, and the 
Museum of Mont Blanc may be seen. The 
Church of St. Michael is in the Public Square, 
under the Br^vent ; it has a splendid altar, set up 
by the old Company of Guides. 

"The foreshortening eflfect of the close prox- 
imity of tlie mountain creates curious deceptions. 
For instance, one sees a cabin up beside the glacier, 
and just beyond it the spot where that red light, 
which the night before seemed so near, was loca- 
ted; one thinks a stone might be thrown from 
one place to the other, but the difference between 
the altitudes is over 3,000 feet. Tliis seems impos- 
sible from below; it is, nevertheless, true." 

Chamouny was at first a Benedictine Convent or 
Priory, founded at the end of the eleventh century, 
when Count Aymon settled the valley on that 
Order, by a deed in which it is called Campus 
munitm (fortified field), whence comes the present 
name. Captain Sherwill, in his brief JIutarical 
Sketch of the Vale of Chamouny^ relates the visit 
paid by two or three Bishops of Geneva to this 
part of their diocese; one was St. Francis de Sales, 
In July, 1606. But it was the account which 
Messrs. Wyndham and Pooock published of their 
travels in tills part which brought Mont Blanc into 
notice amongst tourists. 

MONT BLAKC, 
1^,780 feet above the sea, the highest point in 
Europe, is surrounded by enormous glaciers, fields 
of snow, and abysses, on which account its ascent 
is always attended with great danger and fatigue. 
On the Italian side it descends almost perpendicn- 
^ larly to the valley. It Was first ascended by two 

natives, Jacques Balmat and Dr. Paccard, 8th 
August, 1786, at 6 a.m. They stayed up half-an- 



hour, with the thermometer 14* below f reezhig point. 
The provisions froze in their pockets; their faces 
were frostbitten, and their lips swollen, and the 
sight was much weakened; but they soon recovered 
upon their descent. This guide, Balmat, lost his life 
in a crevice, 1835, *' gold hunting"; his descendants 
are now in America. M. de Sanssure, and a party of 
seventeen climbed Itfor scientific pttrposes,1787, and 
remained up 3^ hours making observations. From 
that date to 1827, eighteen travellers ascended it, 
of whom nine were Englishmen. At Dr. Hamel's 
ascent, 1820, three guides were lost in a storm, 
remains of whose dress, Ac, were found in 1863, 
at a spot five miles distant, to which they had 
been transported by glaciers. The first French- 
man was Comte de Tilly, 1835. Maria de Paradis, 
a guide's wife, was the first woman to surmount 
it. in 1838; she was carried from the Grand 
Plateau. A Frenchwoman, Mademoiselle d'Ange- 
ville, ascended, 3rd to 5th September, 1840, 
being dragged up the last 1,300 feet by the 
guides, and crying out, "If I die, carry me 
to the top." When there, she made them 
lift her up, that she might boast she had 
been higher than any man in Europe. Captain 
Sherwill ascended in 1825; Messrs. Fellowes 
and Hawes in 1827; Dr. M. Barry in 1834; 
Albert Smith hi 1851; Mr. J. D. Brown, the 
artist, and Lieut. Godall, R.E., in July, 1852. 
On 21 St and 22nd July, 1853, it was surmounted by 
Mr Sahuond, and Lieut. Walsham (killed at the 
battle of the Alma, 1854.) Mr. J. Macgregor 
(Rob Roy) and Mr Slmldham went up, on 22nd 
September of the same year, behig " Nos. 33 and 
84" of those who have ascended. In 1854, Mr. 
and Mrs. Hamilton (the first Englishwoman) made 
the ascent with nine guides. Professor Tyndall 
spent 20 hours on the top, 1859. 

The ascent is now an annual occurrence, only 
remarkable as being a work of excessive fatigue 
and some danger; but "within the reach" (says Rob 
Roy) " of every one who has good weather, good 
guides, a good head, and sufficient energy for a 
walk of 24 hours, chiefly over deep snow, and with- 
out sleep." Mr. Morshead went up alono, in one 
day, 1866. In 1870, eight persons lost their llres 
in trying the ascent. In 1872, a French lady made 
it in safety. On Slst January, 1876, in the midst 
of winter, the t<^ was rea^^y^an English lady. 
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It was ascended by four ItaliaDs from the Italian 
tide, 1878. The difficulty of the attempt is ao 
doubt exaggerated by the guides; butthesolitary 
traveller should remember that he does it at the 
risk of frost and sudden snow storms. Novices 
should try the Jordin, or Mer de Qlace, before 
Hont Blanc. In July, 1886, two members of the 
Swiss Alpine Club ascended by starting curly from 
Les Houches, staying at the AJguille du Gotlter 
all night, whence the summit was reached in 4| 
hours. They recommend this route as shorter and 
less laborious, avoiding the great plateau. 

The Ascent Of Mont Blanc takes two days ; 
two guides are required for one person, besides 
a porter to carry provisions. The first stage is 
the Grands Mulcts, 10,010 feet high, in 7 hours; 
sleep in the hotel; and the next day up the Mont 
and back to Chamouni, 14 hours, though some stay 
at the Grands Mulcts, and return the third day. 
There are about 40 registered guides under a Chef. 
There is a fixed tariff. Visitors go to the top of the 
Br^vcnt, opposite, to watch the ascent of the party. 

First Day.— Being provided with warm cloth- 
ing, green crape veils for the face, stout shoes, 
armed with crampons, alpenstocks, ladders, ropes, 
Ac, you set out at 8 a.m., cross the Arve, round 
the foot of Montanvert to the Cascade des P^lerius. 
Leave Glacier des Bossons and ascend tlie fir forest, 
called Bols des Pterins, over a bare mountain to 
Chalet de la Para, once occupied by Jacques Bal- 
mat, the guide, who ascended 1786. Beyond this, 
2 hours from Chamouny, is the Pierre Potatue, a 
great I'ock, where you must dismount from mule 
back and perform the rest of the Journey on foot. 
A difficult track along an unsafe ledge, a foot wide 
in some parts, by ravines 600 feet deep, and among 
blocks of stone, brings you in three-quarters-of-an- 
hour to a halt at the Pierre k rEchelle, a square 
granite stone, where the ladder begins to be required 
for passing the crevasses (crevices or deep gaps). A 
shot fired here produces a remarkable echo. Nothing 
but a few hardy rhododendrons and mountain plants 
are seen, being the last signs of vegetation; the 
height being 4,000 feet above Chamouny, with a 
fine view of the whole valley, the Col de Balme, 
Aiguille du Midi, &c. In forty minutes you reach 
the Glacier des Bossons, where the porters and other 
supernumeraries part company; some, however, go 
on as far as the Grands Muletsto sleep. All is ice 



or mow from thit. It le best to tntrerte the flMltr 
Mdy, btfon tho ton voftent the otiter tirast Th» 
way is among a labyrinth of icebergs, and deep 
crevices, hidden by the snow. These are crotied 
by means of ladders with a rope railing fitted on, 
or by cutting steps in the ice; the party being tied 
to each other by ropes, so that if one slips he may 
be held up by the rest, and keeping silence lest the 
vibration caused by talking should dislodge the 
avalanches of the Aiguille du Midi. 

The Glacier des Bossons is only half a mile 

wide, yet it takes three hours' walking to cross it, 
such are the difficulties of the way. About 8 o'eloek, 
you come by a steep ascent to the Orands Unlets, 
two broken naked peaks rising out of the snow like 
islands, 10,010 feet above the sea; here part of the 
night is passed. On the edge of the highest one is a 
narrow platform, 20 feet by 5, where the guides hare 
built a small Hotel to hold about twenty persons 
closely packed. A few hours* repose are a neeessary 
preparation for the fatigue to come ; but the excite- 
ment is usually so great that sleep is out of the 
question. Little should be eaten, or it will sp<rfl 
the rest of the Journey. After sunset the keen air 
at this great height makes a fire agreeable, and it 
serves also as a signal to the spectators below, who 
answer it by another. The view is extremely im- 
posing ; " the sky becomes clear and cloudless, the 
mist disappear* from the valleys, and the stars 
shed on the mountains a weak pale light, reffieleni 
tp bring out their masses and distances. The re- 
pose and profound silenee fill the Imagination with 
reverential awe.'* A few white mice and perhapi 
an eagle may be seen. 

Second Bay.— From Grands Mulets the way it 
west-south-west to Ddme du Gofit^ across thf 
Glader de TaOOnnaz or Tacconay, which If 
intersected by vast crevices, overhung by the ava- 
lanches of the Aiguille du Midi.

a sense ot nausea, loss of appetite, and f cvef ; and 
the propensity to sleep is almost irresistible. In

Grandes Monties, which is crowned by the Qrand 
Plateau; an almost horizontal plain of snow, 
about 2 miles long, with the Aiguille du Midi on 
the left, Dome du Gottt^ on the right, and Mont 
IJlanc in front, in an ampliltlieatrc of icebergs. 

There is a short way by the Roches Rouges, 
but this is unsafe on acoount of the avalan- 
ches, which in 1820 buried three guides of 
Dr. Hamcl's party in an unfathomable crcTlce. 
Messrs. Fellowes and Hawcs took the left of the 
. Roches Rouges, in 1827, and so avoided some 
dangers. Even a word miglit dislodge the avalan- 
ches, and therefore perfect silence is observed. 
Cold and the rarefied air occasion great suffering ; 
the face turns black, so that it is difficult to know 
one person from another. It is the general t^feet 
produced on the system, rather than mere fatigue, 
which should bo considered by those who think of 
making the ascent, as the consequences may be 
permanently dangerous. Drinking only increases 
the thirst, to ease which, the best thing is to suck 
prunes, lemons, or chocolate. The inclination to 
sliep is so uncontrollable, that when Mr. Macgregor 
ascended, all but two gave way, out of a party of 
thirteen, including all the guides. The first signs 
of sunrise appear about 4. In 7 hours from Grands 
Mulcts, you come to the steep wall of ice called 
Mur de la Cdte. The last rocks to be seen, the 
Petits Mulcts, are near this Mur; it is about 450 
feet high, and is the most difficult and dangerous 
part of the ascent, being bordered by tremendous 
precipices. Here every step must be cut first of 
all in the solid ice, making about 260 altogether; 
this tak09 411 hour, the view expanding on all sides 
a.s you rise. BeyQUd ia a gradual rise of 1,000 feet, 
free from dangers, to the summit, which it costs 
another hour to reach. 

The top Of Mont Blanc is saddle-shaped, the 
vldge lying east and west, the highest point being 
neav the west end. Seen from the north or south, it 
Qoks like a pyramid (steepest on the south side), 
but from Ghamouny it resembles the back of a 
-^dary, and is known as ^Bosse du Droma- 
' A sharp wind mftHes th^ air very cold; 



obscured by fog or cloud, the horizon beyond 
appearing in a haze. There is a sea of wavy peaks 
all round, so that the view is not so overpowering 
as it would be if Mont Blanc stood alone. The 
finest prospect Is on the Italian side. Monte Rosa 
shines out on the east. To the south is the Apen- 
nine chain passing over Genoa and the Mediterra- 
nean, and part of the great basin of the Po. To 
the north and west are the Mountains of West 
Switzerland and Dauphind. 

An observatory was erected in 1893 near the 
summit, in the shape of a truncated pyramid, 
with a rectangular base 10 mfetres by 5. It Is 
strongly constructed, with double^walls. 

Saussure records, in his ascent, 1760, that the 
colour of the sky was deep blue, the stai-s were 
visible in the shade; the barometer sank to 16*08 
inches (being 2708 at Geneva); the thennometcr 
In the shade was 26J», in the sun 29" (being 87* at 
Geneva). The thin air works the blood into a fever; 
and you cau scarcely make yourself heard. In 
descending, you slide along the snow, with the 
assistance of the alpenstock; and so rapidly, that 
five minutes suffice to bring you down a slope whicii 
it took an hour to ascend. MM. Martins Bravais 
and Lo Pilcur saw from the summit the superb 
spectacle of the shadow of Mont Blanc, projected 
on the sky like a vast cone, with a rose-coloured 
border, (6 30 p.m.). 

By railway Mont Blanc may be reached, vid Dover, 
Calais, Paris, and MAcon, by ordinary trains to 
Geneva, In 84 hours of actual travelling, at a cost 
of about £7, 1st class fare; which is best in the 
end, as the fatigue is doubled in the cheaper class 
on a long, conthiuous journey. (To save delay and 
trouble, in the event of crossing the Pledmontese 
frontier, the Italian visa should be got in London 
before starting.) 

Winter lasts in the Vale of Ghamouny from Octo- 
ber to May. The air is fresh and healthy; some- 
times a sharp cold day will come In the midst of 
July. The thermometer ranges from 70* to 80* in 
summer. The valley contains fields, meadows, 
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alpine pastures, woods, Ac, with cherry and other 
frtilts. Delicious honey, remarkable for Its white- 
ness and fragrance, is also produced. 

Many EXCUTSlOIIB may be made from Chamouny 
by the great majority to whom Mont Blanc is in- 
accessible. 

1. To tlie Br^Vent, which belongs to the chain 
■of the Aiguilles Rouges, and is one of its highest 
points, not far from the Priory of Chamouny. It is 
naked, except where a few pastures are seen, the 
top covered with granite blocks. There and back 
takes 8 hoars ; guide, 12 francs ; mule, 12 francs. In 
about 1 hour you reach Planpraz, which is a good 
point of riew, 6,960 feet above the sea; but a more 
extensive prospect Is obtabied from the Br^vent 
itself, which is 8,330 feet high. Indeed, it is 
impossible to have a better general Idea of the 
valley and of the Mont Blanc range than from this 
point. TVitf chain of mountains as seen from here, 
beginning from the left or north, includes the Col 
de Balme (above which rises the chain of the 
Valals), Aiguille and Glacier du Tour (above that 
village). Aiguille de'Chardonnet, Aiguille d'Argen- 
ti^re and its glaciers. Aiguille Yerte, Aiguiiio da 
Dm, Aiguille du Moine (with the Glaciers du Nant 
Blanc and des Bois, Soarce of the Arveyron, the 
Mer de Glace, Hospice of Montanvert, ifec, beneath). 
Aiguilles de L^chand and de Charmoz, Aiguilles 
des Grands Jorasses (behind), du Crdpon, de Blai- 
tl^rc and du Plan; then some of the highest peaks, 
as Aiguille du Midi (with Glacier des Blerens 
below), Mont Blanc-du-Tacul, Aiguille Sans Nom 
(without name), Mont Blanc (the ascent to which 
is described above), Ddme du Gotlt^, Aiguille du 
Go(lt€ (with the Glaciers des Bossons and de 
Taconnay below). Aiguille de Blonnassay (Mon- 
tague de la Grla beneath), Mont Blanc-St-Gervals, 
Aiguille de Bousselette, near the Col du Bon- 
homme, which marks the western limit of the vale. 
In descendhig the Br^vent you may pass the 
small lake of that name, and the village of 
Chaillod, &c., to Chamouny. 

2. To tHe Montanvert, by mule, 2 J hours, 
overlooking the Mer de Glace. Guide, 6 francs ; In- 
cluding the Mer de Glace and Chapeau, 9 francs. 

Leaving the Priory, you cross the Arve and the 
meadows at the top of the mountain, to a field of 
firs and othertrces. In which is the Calllet Fountain. 
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j A little beyond Is a ravine made by the aval.inches, 
' and, Immediately after, tWo Ways Up the mountain ; 
that to the left hand is best. At the top Is ttie 
Pavilion Inn, so called from a hut built 17^5, by 
Jacquet, a Genevan artist, close by. Another re- 
treat, called Ch&teau de Blair, after the English- 
man who erected it about 1779, now serves as a 
cow-shed. The Inn Is open during the season, 
and stands 6,305 feet above the sea. There is pas- 
ture for the cattle at the foot of the Aiguille de 
Charmoz, above the lower part of the Mer d« 
Glace, called the Glacier des Bois. The descent to 
the Mer is narrow and difficult. 

From the Montanvert the view is most extraor- 
dinary. Instead of the vale of Chamouny, which 
you command In the ascent, you have before you 
an ley lake, Mer de Glace, half a mile broad, 
some miles long, looking as if frozen suddenly 
In the midst of a storm, and surrounded by bare 
and splintered mountains. The colour Is a beauti- 
ful sea-green, dotted with moraines and pinnacles, 
some 600 feet high, and is constantly, though 
gradually, moving downwards. In front Is the 
striking Aiguille du Dru, known at once from its 
great height (9,320 feet above the Vale of Cha- 
mouny) and conical shape. To the left. Is the 
Aiguille du Bochard, not so high; more to the 
right and at the lower end of the hollow. Is the 
Aiguille du Couvercle, below which is a glacier, 
which terminates In a plain near the Hamlet do« 
Bois. On the south-east, at the foot of this glacier, 
near the P^riades, the Mer de Glace divides off Into 
two branches, the one going to join the Tacul, the 
other forming the Glacier de L^chau. 

3. To the Jardln, 9,144 feet above sea, 6 hours- 
journey beyond the latter, and very fatiguing. It 
is usual to sleep at Montanvert. Crampons, glasses 
for the eyes, &c., should be taken, as recommended 
by the guide, fee, 14 to 16 francs. From Mon. 
tanvert, at day-break, you strike off south, along 
the left or upper side of the glacier, and under the 
Aiguilles de Charmoz and de Cr^pon. In a 
quarter-of-an-hour you come to the Passage des 
Fonts, a very rough way among the rocks. Then 
comes a cavern, with a stream of pure water Issuing 
from it. If the glacier here is practicable, you enter 
on it, and follow past several moraines or masses of 
frozen rock. This brings you to the point where 
three great glaciers unlte,-^t the right 
Digitized by VjOOQIC 
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Tacttl ; A llttte left of this is the Wchau, terminat- 
ing in the foot of the Jorasses (a long range, 18,580 
feet high In one part) ; and, further to the left, the 
Talfefre, Croat the snow of this glacier by a pas- 
sage called the Egralcts, and you come to the 
Couvercle. This is a kind of plain at the foot of 
a tall, worn rock (the Plan), and Is covered with 
granite blocks, detached from it at various times; 
it is 8,740 feet above the sea. In about three- 
quarters-of-an-hour you reach a point above this 
rock, then by a way to the east, across the Glacier 
du Talfef re, on the part desecnding from les Rouges, 
in the course of an hour to the Jardin ; but the route 
here depends on the state of the glacier. 

The Courtil or Jardin, on the north side of the 
TalMro Glacier, forms a kind of island in the 
glaciers. Its figure is that of a triangle, of about 
three hectares, or Of acres. It is as wild and 
savage in appearance as the rock above the Couver- 
cle. Like the latter, it is, though 9,270 feet above 
the sea, and surrounded by eternal snow, covered in 
summer with fresh green turf, and it abounds in 
Alpine plants. To the south is Aiguille de L€chau ; 
to the west, L' Aiguille du Midi, de Blaltlfere, and 
Mont Blanc. Between the south and west you 
perceive the great Jorasses range, with the Pdri- 
ades In front. The Noire, more retired, and placed 
on the Tacul to the cast, commands the Talfefre, 
the two Droites (high and large), and the Courtes, 
which are at the side, and distinguished only by 
their lesser altitude; then, lower, is the Rognon, 
at Chenavid, bounded by the Aiguille du Couvercle, 
or the Ttilfefrc, as it Is now called. 

4. To the Cliapeau, 5,080 feet {Inn\ In 2\ 
hours, mostly by mule. Follow the valley to 
the Tines, whence you ascend towards the south 
towards the Chapeau (or Mont Herbeux), which 
is at the foot of the Aiguilles du Bochard, on 
the right side of the Glacier des Bois. This 
peak Is opposite Montanvert, but not so high; 
so that those who do not care to ascend the latter 
may take this, and enjoy a prospect almost as grand 
and extensive, of the Mcr de Glace, Mont Blanc, 
the Aiguilles de Charmoz and de Blaitiferes, the 
Vale of Chamouny, the Br^vent, &c. Here tho 
avalanches may be safely viewed, as they fall from 

"J peaks above. From this you turn back to the 
Tilet des Bois, at the source of the Arveyron, an 



excursion which may be made in ft bonn, umL Is 
one of the most agreeable aikd least fatlgning 
which can be made from Chamouny. 

Pedestrians who do not mind fatigue may, after 
reaching the Chapeau, ascend the edge of the Mer 
de Glace, past the Cabanedu Montanvert; and a 
rock, called the Mauvais Pass. The Barme Bousse 
Rock, and the Roche Perc^e, a short gallery, occur 
at this part of the pass. A guide is required to 
cross the Mer de Glace. 

h. To the Arreyron, in i hour, a short but 
pleasant route, by the vlUage of Bois, among 
meadows and woods. The Arveyron Issues out of 
the Glacier des Bois, which forms the edge of the 
Mer de Glace, and stands under the Aiguille du Dm. 
Before 1841, the head of the river itras in a kind of 
icy cavern, which fell in during that year. Care 
should be observed about here, as a Miss Stevens 
was killed in August, 1868, by a small stone, 
loosened by glacier action. 

6. An excursion may be made over the pass, or 
Col du G^antfdo wn to Yal Ferret and Courmayeur . 
It is perhaps the most adventurous trip, next to the 
ascent of Mont Blanc; leading out behind tho 
Aiguille du Midi, and over the north shoulder of 
the King of Mountains. It is 11,030 feet above the 
sea, steep and difficult, with a noble view. De 
Saussure with his sou encamped here for sevuiteen 
days in 1788, making observations, with his usual 
enthusiasm for science. Two English ladies (Mrs. 
and Miss Campbell), with eight guides, crossed it 
In 1822. They left Chamouny at noon of 18th 
August, passed the night on the mountain, and the 
next day descended to Courmayeur. 

7. The Circnit of Mont Blanc may be made 
from Chamouny to Huches, over the Forclaz (5,106 
feet above the level of the sea), with a famous view- 
up the Col de Bonfaomme, over the Col de Seigne, 
through the All^ Blanche to Courmayeur, which 
is about half way ; thence over the Col de Ferret 
to Issert, on to Col de Trient (only 5,030 feet high) ; 
over that to Col de Balme, and back to Chamouny. 

8. To martigny, by the Tite Noire Past, and 
Trient, by carriage road, practicable for 2-horse 
voitures; relays can be had at the Tete Noire 
Hotel, half way. There Is another way close to 
this, by the Col de Balme (see page 89) ; but the 
T6te Noire is the finest. Passing up the Vale of 
Chamowiy, by the Arveryou come to les Pr€s, 
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where the pith to the Arreyron tums off, then by 
the Village of Tines and La Flig^re (which com- 
mandg a good view), to Ilea and Chezalet; where 
you cro8s the Arve, and pa»s Argentifere, the third 
parish church of the valley, close to the glacier 
of the aame name. Just before Tr^dchant you 
leave the path to Tour and Col de Balme on the 
right, and ascend the Val Orsine by a rocky pass, 
to Montets (Mont Buet is seen on the left, and 
a path strikes off here to It) ; then, crossing a low 
ridge, you reach the village church of Val Orsine, 
on the Eau Noire, a mountain stream which dashes 
through the ravine down towards Martigny. 
Orsine takes its name from the bears which are 
fonnd here, and is ornamented by farmsteads, 
fulls, wooden chftlets, and patches of cultivation. 
The Swiss frontier is approached by a steep and 
diflRcuIt path, rising like steps towards the head of 
the T6te Noire, the most striking part of the pass. 
A new road has been cut on the Swiss side, in zig- 
zags, looking down on the dark ravine, which, with 
its sides picturesquely clothed with pine forests, 
presents, when the setting sun shines through It, 
one of the finest scenes imaginable. 

On the ascent from Argentibrc to the Col de 
Balme (7,230 feet high), before you reach the 
Conronue Inn, there is above the road a tunnelled 
rock, called the Roche de Balme, or Roche Percde, 
with a coronet on it, and two inscriptions, which, 
for their curious French and English (the work of 
some native artist), deserve copying verbatim: — 
"D'un roc tout respire ici, dieu, lapaig, la verite 
La Comtesse de Guilford, Ladi Suson North, Ladj 
Giolgina Nort La, Lord Porchester. A Leur Retour 
de Ittalle ont obtenu le 10th de Mai, 1821. Ce su- 
perbe Rocher, et ont erige cette tablette votive pour 
commemorer de momens passes ici, brillians mais 
passagers comme le rayons du solell, qui illumi- 
nent les Arbres de cette foret combien ce temps 
encor est cher notre memoire May 10, 1821. On ne 
me repond pais mais peutetre on mentand." 

Thus Englished:— 

" Dunroc whe' ever we hatever fosee our heauts 
ujnt^rvelled, feudly tun to thee (my heart, pn- 
4raveHedy fondly Iwrnf, Ac.) Lady Georgiaa 
North, Lord Lencester, un their retomne from 
Italy objester, May 10th, 1821. Thes magnificent 
reik end rested cher vetever tablette le com- 
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momorente momenta pand 'here bright huts htelin^ 
ur the mp of the everes sun which gilded the 
branches of the surrounding rhees Aand sure 
through mani a varied scene unkingner (unkindntMt) 
neve came betwer, May 10th, 1821. Farewell, a 
long farewell." 

Through dark forests you descend the valley 
towards Trient, a village so called from the stream 
which rises in the Aiguille du Tour, and is joined 
by the Eau Noire, further to the left. You may 
hear, now and then, the blocks of granite rattling 
down the ravine below, as the swift mountain 
stream dashes on. The path over the Col dc Balme 
falls in here. You then ascend the Col de Forclas 
(5,105 feet high) by a rough path, near an old fort. 
Having crossed this, you get a noble view of the 
Valley of the Rhone, as It lies spread before you, 
up the Simplon Road. Brocard and Blartlgny 
(see page 39) are immediately below. 

ROTJTE S- 
Geneva to Aiinecy and Chaxnb^ry. 

By rail to Annecy, 33i miles. In 2 hours. 
Thence by rail to Chamb^ry, vid Alx-les-Bains, 67i 
miles, In 2 hours. 

The coach road passes by Plain-Palais, and across 
the Arve, following the train, to Carouge, a 
Catholic village in a fertUe plain. Thence to 
St. Julien (now a station, see page 29). From 
this there is an ascent to Mont Bion (2,600 feet 
high), which commands an extensive prospect over 
the lake, the Jura Mountains, &c. 

Creuseilles has a population of 1,300, and an 
old castle, under Mont Sal^ve (4,540 feet). 
Descend from this to the ravine of the Usses, now 
crossed by a suspension bridge, called Pont de la 
Caille, 625 feet long, 856 high above the stream, 
and built 1839. The road to Annecy passes 
Alonzier, Cuval, Prlngy and Mont des Bomes, with 
several good points of view. The chief stations 
on the rail from Geneva are Annemasse (page 19) 
and La Roche sur Foron, the junction for Cluses 
and Chamonix. 

ANNSC7 (Stat.) 

/nn* ; Verdun; d'Angleterre ; del'Algle. 

An old town, (now French) formerly the capital 
of the Duchy of Savoy, and called Anneeiacrtm 
Vavum in the twelfth century, to distinguish it 
from a ttlU older place, where the Bo- 
at, now represented by Annecy-le-vlc 
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at the end of H bodUtlful plain, surrounded by 
mountains, at the hotght of 1,460 feet above thcsea, 
close to the Lake of Annecy,^hlch is 9 miles by 
3 miles, and nearly 200 feet deep in some parts. 
Several canal?, said to have been cut by the Romans, 
pass through the town, and unite in the Thion, 
which flows into the Ficr, a branch of the Rhone, 
with some romantic scenery at the Gorge de Fier, 
a pass i mile long. 

Among the curiosities are the old Chftteau of the 
Gencvois Nemours family. Its former counts ; the 
Bishop's Palace; and the Cathedral, this town being 
the bishop's see ever since the Reformation drove 
them out of Geneva. Among its prelates was St. 
Francis de Sales, who died at Lyons 1622, but was 
buried at Annecy. In the middle of the Jardln 
Public stands Marochettl's statue of Berthollet, the 
chemist, a native. 

A fine prospect, embracing the Lake and Its sur- 
roundings, will be obtained by taking a stroll on 
the Promenade du Pftquier, In which is situated 
the Prdfecture, wUh a monument to one of the 
Engineers of the Mont Cenls Tunnel. 

At Old Annecy, on the north side of a tower, 
there Is a Roman inscription beginning, ''Jovi...O... 
Maximo. L. Vicinius Severus...,'' which may in- 
terest the "painful antiquary." 

Steamer to Droussard, whence diligence to 
Chamonix. 

There are various pretty spots on the Lake; 
as Ch&teau Dulndt, on a point on Its north side; 
Cliftteau de Mcnthon, where St. Bernard, of Men- 
thon. was bom ; and the Valley of Thones. From 
Dulndt Castle, the road leads to Faverges, with 
2,000 souls, and a large old castle, among wooded 
heights and cultivatetl pastures. It was formerly 
noted (or Iron and copper forges, which gave it 
the name Fdbricavium. 

The Rail from Annecy to Alx-les-Balns (26 

miles) passes Lovagny, RumiUy, Bloye^ Alberts^ and 

OrUy-ivr-Aix. The road from Annecy threads a 

mountain valley past St. Donat d'Alby, a village 

of 800 souls, on the Charon, here crossed by a fine 

stone bridge. Remains of castles are seen, which 

formerly defended the passage. Near Albens 

" . have been found coins of Claudian, Anto- 

X. ; ai^ from hence the line passes by 

t, where an easy ascent can be made to the 
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I top of the Semnoz (Hotel), an excellent point of 
' view, about 5,900 feet high. The road overlooks 
i the town of Alx, or 
AIZ-LES-BAINS (Stat), in French Savoy. 
Inm : Grand Hotel d'Aix, Mr. Quibert, proprietor. 
Admirably situated near the Casino. 

Grand Hotel de I'Europe ct du Globe, Mr. Bor- 
nascou, proprietor; first-class hotel; very elegant 
and comfortable. 
Splendid Hotel; beautiful first-class hotel. 
Grand Hotel du Nort\ first-class family hotel, 
near the Bath Establishment ; Hotel Beau Site. 

Grand Hotel de I'Unlvers, kept by Mr. Renaud, 
near the Baths, Casino, Park; delightful garden. 
Hotel Venat and Bristol ; first-class, if ith large 
garden. 
Hotel and Pension Chftteau Durienx. 
Grand Hotel de la Galerie. 
Hotel Damesln et Continental; good and com- 
fortable. 

Grand Hotel du Pare, well situated, near the 
Bath establishment 
Church Services; and resident Medical Men. 
Population, 4,800. This watering-place, which 
the Romans called Aquse Gratiante, Is much 
frequented by visitors for its sulphur Springs^ 
which are useful In cases of Indigestion, rheu- 
matism, diseases of the skin, «fcc. Temperature, 
100* to 117* Fahr. There Is a good Bath House, 
built by a King of Sardinia; also a Casino and 
Reading Room. It stands near Lac de Bourget, 
and offers many attractive excursions; such 
as Haute Combe and Its Cistercian Monastery 
(founded 1225), restored by the Sardinian kings, 
and Bourdeau, under Mont Chat and Dent du Chat 
(6,800 feet). 

A few Roman remains exist at Alx ; these are 
a triumphal arch of the third or fourth century, 
in the Doric style; a part of an Ionic temple to 
Venus or Diana; and fragments of baths. 

Leaving Alx, the rail follows a beautiful road, 
past Bourget Castle, at the Lake's head, to 
Cliamb^ry. Thence to St. Jean de Maurleiuic, 
on the Turin route. 

Another route, equal to 12i posts, is by way of 

St. Jullen, Frangy, and Rumllly, to Albens, a road 

nearer the Rhone. Leaving St. Jullen, it strikes 

over the Mont Slon ridge, into the Usses Valley, to 
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Frangry, whence it ascends and descends the Valley 
of the Chdron, to Rumilly (Stat.) This was the 
Roman Rumitliacum, and has a population of 4,000. 
Further on is AlbenS (Stat.), on the road and 
rail mentioned above. 

Chambery to Grande Cliartreuse.— On 

foot about 9 hours; but horses and char-k-bancs 
may be hirei part of the way. You pass St. 
Thibauld de Coux, IJ post, and Les Echclles, 
IJ post; hence to St. Laurent, it takes IJ hour. 
This place is at the foot of high rugged peaks, 
which at a distance look like irregular forti- 
fications. At half-an-hour from it, you come 
to Fourvoirics village, a picturesque spot. Here 
the mountains appear to be impenetrable, but at 
length a little narrow opening comes in sight, the 
entrance intoa deep ravine, where the sky is scarcely 
visible; the road, such as it is, is cut hi the face of 
the cliff, and supported below by a thick wall, 
(ireat blocks are set up as a parapet where the path 
Is most dangerous. At about 3 miles from St. Lau- 
rwit, the road crosses the Pont de St. Bruno to the 
other side of the torrent, where the new road 
begins; it displays great engineering skill and has 
three tunnels, but has considerably changed the 
character of the approach as described in the 
old accounts. Hence the way, leaving the Guiers, 
ascends the steep side of the mountahi by several 
zig-zags; the river soon ceases to be heard, and 
the most profomid silence reigns ; and after 2 hours' 
walking, the Chartreuse comes in sight. (See 
Bradshato's Traveller's Hand-Book to France.) 

ROTJTE 3- 

Geneva to Martigny, by the South Side of 

the Lake. 

A rail from Bellegarde (on the French side) 
runs through French territory at the back oP 

Geneva past St. Julien-en Geneve, St. Cer- 
ques, Annemasse, to Thonon, Evlan, and 

BOUVeret, as below. By road to Douvaine, 8| 
stunden; Tbouon, 3; Evian, 2; St. Gingolph, SJ; 
or 12 stuudeu, to the Swiss border. From Bouveret, 
on the Swiss side, the direct line to the Simplon 
runs up the Rhone to St. Maurice, Martigny, 
Sion, and Br leg. Steamers daily from Geneva to 
Bouveret, &c. 

A pleasant road leads out through Calogny and 
Corzier to the French-Savoy border, where an an- 
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interesting plain divides the Genevan territory 
from the Chablais country. The first place on the 
French side is 

Douvaine, which has a douane, in a dull spot, 
with scarcely a view before reaching Boisj'', where 
is a hill with a fine prospect. 
Then come Sciez, Massongy, and Bonatrix, and 
ThOnon (Btat.)—^o^«/<: Tlionon; Balance; De 
r£uroi)e. A small fortified town, on a gulf of the 
same name, (Hi the lake, capital of the Chablais 
district. Here are traces of a lake settlement. The 
French Government has constructed a small naval 
port here bincc 1860. Population, 5,500. The best 
houses are in Haute Ville, with the Church, College, 
and Castle. Ripaille, on the lake, is a pleasant 
little place. Roads run up the two heads of the 
Dranse (which falls into the lake hard by); one to 
Semaz, Mont Rion, Welan, and Clusea, on the Arvc ; 
another to Chevenoz, Notre Dame d'Attondance, and 
Chfttel, whence a path goes over the Col d'Abon- 
dance, to Monthey and St. Maurice. The latter is 
the direct route from Thouon. Following that by 
the lake we come (after a bridge on the Drance) to 
Amphion, a pretty place, with mineral springs 
and good walks. Through the chestnut woods to 
' Evlan i'&XaX,) -Hotel*: Grand Hotel d' Evian ; 
Des Bahis; Fonbonne. 

A small town of about 2,440 souls, the second in 
the Chablais, in French Savoy, frequented during 
the season for the beauty of its situation and its 
Baths. The ancient ch&teau and property of the 
Blonays have been utilised by the town for a 
Casino, Ac, similar to those at Vichy. Past La 
Tour Ronde to Melllerie, a miserable village In 
Rousseau's time, but since improved into an 
agreeable resort. The coast hence becomes more 
wooded and romantic. From this, past Bret, on 
the site of the Roman Tauretunum, which was 
overwhelmed in the year 563 by a landslip; and 
by another May 4th, 1584, burying 122 persons. 

St. OtngOlph {%%aX.)—notasi DuLac; Lion 
d'Or. 

Lies on the two sides of a ravine, with tlie 
largest part belonging to France, and the other to 
the Swiss Canton of Valais; population, 600. There 
are lime and other works on the Valais side of 
Iho torrent La Morge. Lea DentS d''^'»'»'* ' " 
hind it, 8,010 feet above sea, are n 
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of tlM Rbftoe, witb an old castle in a marshy 
flat. The line ascends the west side of the'RhOne, 
past Port Valais, which was once on the shore, but 
is now a mile from it. 

Bouveret (Stat.) where the railway on the 
left bank of the rirer commences, to Vouvkt, and 

Monthey (Stat.)— /»»*: Croix d'Or; du Cerf. 

On the pretty banks of the Vifege, which comes 
down the fine Val d'llllerz. At Grand Colombey, 
a church and convent. Population, 1,600. The 
castle belonged to Margaret of Savoy. The rail 
now joins the mtAn Ihie at St. MaUTlce under the 
Dent du Midi. (See Bonte 4.) Diligence from 
Monthey up the Val dUUierz to Cliamp^ in 
3^ hours. 

II.OTJTB 4- 
aeneva to Lausanne, yiUeneave, St. Man- 
rice, Martigny, Slon, and oyer the 81m- 
plon to BOlan. 

Four or five steamers traverse the lake, touching 
at Coppet, Nyon, Rollc Merges, Ouchy (for Lau- 
sanne), Vcvey, and Villencuve, all on the north 
side ; time, about 4 to 6 hours. They do not take 
carriages, which must be sent round by rail, belong- 
ing to the West Swiss Company. Special return 
tickets must be taken to return by rail. Trains 
run six times a day (see Bradthaw's Continental 
Guide). Steamers also touch at various places on 
the south side. The line of Railway has no«v 
been completed from Geneva through Lausanne 
and Yllleueuve to St. Maurice (where the Llgne 
d'ltalie parts off, following the course of the Rhone 
as far as Brieg)f and thence to Bouveret, whence 
the 15 miles were finished June, 1880, effecting 
a junction with the other part at Evian. 

From Merges a line runs vid Busslgny (where a 
branch to Lauflanno joins), Cossonay, Chavomay, 
Ac, to Yverdon, on Lake Neuchfttel, working In 
connection with the steamers on that lake and Lake 
filenne, where the line from Bftle vid Soleure, 
Berne, Ac., terminates. From Geneva the route by 
the south shore of the lake to St Maurice Is shorter 
by 18 miles than by the north side. (For distances 
by rail from Geneva see Route 1.) 

At the exit from the port of Geneva, two large 
granite blocks are visible in the water ; one called 
the Pierre do Neytou, or Niton or Neptune^s Stoile. 
-^her off a bar is noticed at all seasons ; otherwise [ 



the narigation of the lake is unobstructed. The 
part first traversed is called Petit Lac ; the beauti- 
ful shores on the Genevese side, with their country 
seats and gardens, are most attractive. At Ver* 
SOlX (Stat) Canton Yaud begins. Then comes 
Coppet (Stat.)— ■£ro<4«: Ange; Croix; du Lac. 
A village of 600 souls, once the seat of Nccker, 
who was a banker here before he became finance 
minister to Louis XVI. The chftteau is built lu 
the usual square style, with turrets at the comers. 
He is buried in the little chapel under the trees, 
along with his celebrated daughter, Madame 
de Stael-Holsteln, who lired here with her friend, 
A. W. Schlegel. They show her portrait and 
writing table. The chateau belongs to her de- 
scendant, the Due de Brcgllc. Ciligny Is a f^mall 
strip bclonguig to Canton Geneva. The next place is 
Nyon {^taX,)— Hotels : Beau Rivagc ; Ange; 
Couronne. 

The ancient Noviodunwny and called Neuss by 
the Germans. Population, 4,200. That part nearest 
the lake Is called Rive. It has a Gothic chAteau, 
which was the seat of the bailiff, Bonstetten, of J. 
Miiller, Math Ison, dec; an old church; and traces 
of a very ancient, some say Roman, wall. A square 
tower in Rive quarter goes by the name of Juliua 
Caesar, who established a colony here— Ctotonia 
Julia Eqtiestris. The town was rebuilt 625, and 
again after a fire in the fourteenth century. A little 
out of it is Pranglns, the ancient Pranginum, and the 
head of a barwiy which gave two bishops to Lau- 
sanne, and was bought in 1723 by a banker of St. 
Gall. It was inhabited by Voltaire 1754-55. Joseph 
Bonaparte bought It in 1815. Prince Jerome built 
a fine mansion on the lake, which was sold in 1870. 
Here Mont Blanc again comes in sight. 
^ From hence you may ascend Mont BOlO, the 
highest jwint of the Jura Mountains (5,506 feet), re- 
markable for the magnificent prospect it commands. 
The road to it, or under it, passes St. Gergues, 
about 7 miles from Nyon, (diligence), 8,800 feet 
above sea, at a fine point of view for enjoying this 
noble prospect. Hotel: L'ObservatoIre. The road 
continues over the French border to Les Rousses, 
Ac, on to Pontarlier. (See BradMhau/'a Hand-Book 
to Ffahce.) 

A little further Is Promentboux, on a romantic 
little cape of the lal^e.'where the Graiid Lac begins. 
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at the month of a stream which flows down from 
the Jnras. The moontains of this range here begin 
to approach the lake, more or less high, abounding 
in excellent points of view, and covered by a suc- 
cession of littie towns, villages, country houses, 
vineyards, Ac, and intersected by ravines and 
mountain streams. 
Rolle {'&\aX,)-Hotds: Couronnc; Tete Noire. 
A pretty place of 1,500 population, founded in the 
thirteenth century. The neighbourhood produces 
excellent fruit, witli La Cdte and Moulart wine. 
An old castle built in 1261, has a fine view. It 
was the birth-place of General Laharpe (tutor of the 
Emperor Alexander I. of Russia), to whom there is 
an obelisk on the island here, not far from the Fon- 
taine de Joavenu Iron Spring. The neighbourhood 
of Rolle abounds in charming villas and grounds, 
farms, and gardens, and offers a variety of glorious 
lake views from the ridge of La Cote, a few miles 
inland. 

A road from Rolle passes over the ridges of the 
Juras to Gimel and Lac de Joux. This road 
ascends by the Signal de Bougy, a watch-tower, 
and a fine point of view, 2,730 feet above the sea. 
Another road to Yverdon, by Aubonne, Ac, is 7f 
stundoi long, but the best way is to take the rail 
at Morges, further on. A little further is 

AulMime-Allaman (Stat.) 

Hotd: Couronne. 

The old Alpona^ on a stream which runs to the 
lake, of which it commands an equally fine view. 
Byron thought it looked like Durham ; and Ta ver- 
nier, the eastern traveller, built a castle here, 
because the site put him in mind of Erivan, in 
Armenia. In the church is the tomb of Duquesne, 
a brave sailor, and a Protestant, who retired hither 
from France, at the revocation of the Edict of 
Nantes. 

From Rolle the lake line proceeds by Allamau 
(where Joseph Bonaparte lived for a time), by a 
fine viaduct, 47 yards long and 25 high, crossing 
the Aubonne Valley to St. Prex, a village of 410 
souls, on the site of another, overwhelmed by a 
landslip, A.i>. 563, referred to by Gregory of 
Tours, see page 29. 

Morges (Stat.), or Morsee of the Germans. 
Hotels: Couronne; duMont Blanc; du Port. A little 
trading port, with 4,088 population, and a conve- 
nient harbour. It is well built^ and commands a 



fine view of the opposite mountains, above which 
rises the snowy head of Mont Blanc. On a plateau 
above is the" venerable brick Castle of VufScns, 
built in the thirteenth century, and now used as an 
arsenal. The largest lacustrine habitation of the 
age of stone on Lake Leman is near Morges. 

[Here there is a direct rail (part of the West 
Swiss line) to Yverdon, 27 miles long. The first 
place is Busslgny (Stat.) at the junction from 
Lausanne. The next is 

CoBSonez (Stat.) or Co98onay.— ^o/eZ: Dcs 

Grands Moulins. A small town of 800 souls, on a hill 
above the Venoge, where the Lausanne road falls in. 
Le Sarra or SarrasB, on the Venoge also, was formerly 
called Sarrde and Serratum, the rocks on which it 
stands being very rugged. In rebuilding the church 
the old monumental efiigies of the founders (1363) 
were discovered, and placed in the ch&teau of 
the Giugins family, who have held the barony for 
four centuries. A road to the west to Lac de Joux. 
The next station is EcUpenB ; then La Sairaz 
and Amez-Orbe, the nearest to 

Orbe, the German Orbach. — Hotd: Ecu de 
France. On a rocky height over the Orbe, 
which w^ashes three sides of it; it is a very 
picturesque little town of 1,947 souls. Two bridges 
cross the stream; one as old as the seventh century, 
built by Theodoric's sister, Theudelinda, when this 
territory was part of Burgundy, and called Tran- 
jurana; the other a modem and more convenient 
one of a single arch, 131 feet span, built 1823. 
There are only two towers of the Ccutle which the 
Burgundian kings had here, and which Theude- 
linda enlarged, adding an abbey, as usual. The 
three sons of Lothaire met in it, 856, to regulate 
the succession among themselves. At Bosceas, 
in the environs, was the Roman town UrT>a. 
Some curious sculptures may be noticed in the 
Church, which is of the sixth or seventh century, 
and which St. Coiumb, the British (or Irish) mis- 
sionary, Is said to have had a hand in founding. 
Near Orbe, the Pontarlier section of the direct 
line between Lausanne and Paris was opened 1875, 
past Vallorbes and Bdpitaux-Jougny^ on the French 
side. From Vallorbes there is a short line to le 
Font, at the head of the Lac de Joux, and near 
the Dent de Vaulion, 4,875 feet. From Ecl^pens 
through Chavomay (SUt.) to 
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Yverdon (Btat.) on the Lake of Neuch&tcl. 
Hotel de Londrcs. (See Route 19.)] 

If you take the old road from Morgea to Lau- 
Ranne, it proceeds by Prevereuges to the Venogc, 
which flows down from the Jura Hills: and 
thence by the plain of Vidy. 

Oucliy.— ^o'«'«.' BeauRlvage; large first-class 
hotel, at a fine point of view; d'Angleterre. The 
port of Lausanne, to which there is a funicular 
line. It has a douane, a quay, and jetty, and a 
square tower of a chftteau, built 1170, by a Lau- 
sanne bishop. The depth of water has sensibly 
diminished here, so much so that the Jetty, which 
had 16 feet water outside it, has not been accessible, 
except by boats, since 1808. In the little parlour 
of the Hotel de I'Ancre (now D'Angleterre), which 
overlooks it, Byron wrote the Prisoner of Chillon 
(not the sonnet), in two days (June, 1816), as the 
story goes, while kept In-doors by bad weather. 
LAUSANNE (Stat.) 

Population, 34,049; of Canton de Vaud, 
251,297 to 1,425 square miles. 

Hotels: Hotel Richemont— surrounded by large 
gardens. 

Hotel Gibbon, first-cla?s, in a beautiful spot; 
kept by Mr. Ritter. Near this, Gibbon finished 
his Decline and Fall, 1787. 

Hotel du Faucon; du Grand Pont; BenuSite; 
Hotel de Belle Vue; Grande Pension Victoria. 

Hotel du Nord ; Poste. 

Hotel Beau Rlrage ; afirst-class hotel, admirably 
situated between Lausanne and Ouohy.

Rail to Vevey, Geneva, Poutarller, Paris, Ac, to 
Frlbourg, Milan, in 47 hours, by the Siraplon (for 
which the Italian visa must be got here). To 
" «rdon (23 miles), Neufchatel (46 miles), and Basle 



(130 miles), by the Jura and Slmplon Line. To 
Romont, Frlbourg, and Berne, by the same line. 
(See Bradthaw's Continental Guide.) A short Rail 

is open to Cbeseauz, EcliallenB, and Beroher. 
Steamers frequently to Geneva and Boucherot, 
from Ouchy. 

Chief town of Canton de Vaud (German, Waadt), 
1,690 feet above sea, on the slope of the Jorat, facing* 
the Leman Lake, or Lake of Geneva, with which it 
Is connected by funicular rail, the port being at 
Ouchy, where the steamer puts In. The view of 
it, with the cathedral at the top, the beautiful 
environs amd country seats, is extremely pic- 
turesque; but the streets having to cross two 
or three ridges of the momitain, are irregular, 
steep, and narrow. Most of the houses are 
modem. The old town from which it derives its 
name was Lausonna, or Latuonium, founded by 
the Romans in 456, near the lake, but destroyed 
about a century later by a landslip, when they 
began to build in a safer spot, round St. Protais' 
Hermitage, on the site of the present town. It 
numbers about sixty streets, divided into six 
quarters, the highest part of which. La Cittf, is 
reached by covered steps hewn in the rocks, from 
Rue du Pr^, as well as by a road. A handsome 
granite bridge or viaduct, called Pont Plchard, ou 
a double row of arches, 640 feet long, 87 feet high, 
crosses the ravine, near Place St. Fran90is, which is 
the busiest quarter, lying between Rue du Grand 
Ch6ne (on the (Jeneva side) and Rue de Bourg. 

Among eminent persons who have lived and 
wrote here, are Haller, Voltaire, and Tlssot ; 
Conrad Gessner was professor at the Academy, and 
Gibbon finished his Decline and Fall, in a summer 
house which stood near the Hotel Gibbon; this is 
gone, and his library was sold of! some years ago. 

The most remarkable building is the Cathedral, 
which rises over the town, 500 feet above the lake, 
and is reckoned a very excellent Gothic specimcji. 
It was founded abont 1000, rebuilt 200 years later, 
and consecrated 1275, by Gregory X. The form is a 
Latin cross, 352 feet by IfiO feet, surmounted by 
two towers, only one of them being finished, and 
supporting a spire 250 feet hiifh. Two superb 
port'.coes, ornamented by a great number of 
statues and carvings, lead into the nave, which 
rests onabout 200 pillars nearly 70 feet high, and 
supporting also a double gallery. Many of the 
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pillars (472 in all arc coimted) are delicately carved. 
In the choir, which is 112 feet high to the cupola, 
Is a circular stained window S3 feet across. Of 
the monuments, the most remarkable are Pope 
Felix v., Otto de Qranson, the Russian Princess 
Orloff, a Duchess of Courland, and a wife of Lord 
Stratford de Rcdcllffe (who, as SJr Stratford Can- 
ning, was ambassador to Switzerland in 1817); the 
last by BartoUnl, of Florence, Includes a bust of 
the lady and seven figures below, of which two 
(Hymen and Study) are by Canova. A groat his- 
torical event took place here in 1S86, viz., the 
disputation, in presence of the authorities, between 
Calvin, Farel, and Viret, which preceded the 
establishment of Protestantism in the canton, and 
the flight of the bishop of Lausanne. Political 
changes followed this one of religion; and In the 
same year the town and canton were conquered 
from the Duke of Savoy (who had acquired them 
as far back as 1978), by the Bernese, and retained 
till 1798, when they became independent. 

Near the cathedral is the Bishop* s old Castle, 
built between the thirteenth and fifteenth centuries, 
with brick turrets and machicolations ; it was the 
seat of the bailiffs of Berne, and is now that of the 
government. One room is full of carvings and 
coats of arms. From the terrace is a view of the 
Jura range, the lake, town, Ac.; in front stands 
the old Chnroh of St. Maire, now a barrack. A 
short street leads hence to the College or academy, 
which is as old as lli87, and contains within its 
walls the Cantonal library (open dally, 1 to 5), of 
60,000 volumes (some bequeathed by a Spanish 
prof esMr, Bemal do Quiroe, 1758), and the Cantonal 
Muteum of minerals, specimens of natural history, 
with a few pictures and antiquities, open on Wed- 
nesdays and Saturdays, 10 to 4; Sundays, 11 to 2. 
Near it is a small Sohool of Design, founded by a 
native; a little lower, at the end of Rue St. Etlenno, 
yon come to the Industrial School and the Mercerie 
Chapel (on the site of the arsenal), which is used by 
the English and Germans. At Porte de Couvealon 
are remains of walls built by the bishops, to mark 
the extent of their authority. They wore here met 
and led to the cathedral with great pomp, after 
promising to respect the liberties of the town. 
Tlw Theatre woa built 1804; it is used only in 
winter. At<t&«4ml of Faubourg de Martheray, in 
the Champ de TAlr, is the Hospital; near which, 



In Route de Challly, is a larjrc Prlswi P^nitenclbro. 
Passing the terrace of St. Pierre, which commands 
a fine view, several villas arc seen, as Villnmont, 
which has a monument to Hallcr; and Monropos, 
which Voltaire occupied. 

On Place St. Franpols, whore the Post Office, 
the Cercle du Commcrco, Ac, are stationed, 
stands the ancient Franciscan Church which gives 
name to It ; here Felix V. (who had been Duke of 
Savoy) resigned the Papacy 1449, to bring peace to 
the church. One of the most elegant of the public 
fountains Is here. St. Laurent's Church Is of the 
eighteenth century. Besides these buildings, 
there are a new Com hall; a casino, or club-housc; 
a Blind Institution; and a good normal School at the 
ificole de la Charlttf. An Agricultural Union, and 
several literary and benevolent Societies, also 
a Lawn Tennis Club exist. Arlaud's Museum 
(Place de la Rlponne) of Pictures Is near the Corn 
Hall. The Aslle des Aveugles, near the Gare de 
Challens, is finely organised. 

Several English are burled In the Cemetery of 
Pierre de Place, among whom is John Kemble, who 
died here. Oalvaire, where the Catholics were 
interred, is now a pretty garden. 

Lausanne abounds in good points of view and 
beautiful walks; among these are Montbenon 
(Palais do Justice Ftfd^ral, a handsome building), 
the Belles Riches In the direction of Yverdon, 
whore Mont Blanc becomes visible, and the point 
called the Signal, near Sauvabelln Wood, once a 
seat of Druid worship. Many country seats are 
worth notice; as La Bergfere, Bellevuc, Chabllbrc, 
Beaulleu, Veunes, Polx de Vaud, Vldy, Malley, Ac. 
Dickens resided for a time at Roseniont, a pretty 
little house In the higher part of the town, taking 
in a noble view of the lake and mountains as 
far as Mont Blanc, the SImpIon, and St. Gothard. 
Excursions to the great vineyard of Lavnux, 
Poudrlfere Bath, Valanay, the farm houses above 
Ouchy and Tour de Gourze (4,060 icct high). 

VBVBT CStat), or Vivit, in German, at the 
mouth of the Veveyse. Population,8,I44. 

Hotels: Des Trols Couronnes ; Hotel du Chateau. 

Grand Hotel d« Vevey, a first-class establish- 
ment, beautifully situated.

It Is the second town of Canton Vnnd, after 
Lausanne, in a charming ralley, which opens out 
to the lake. The vine district of Lnraux stretches 
hence along the lake, for three leagues, to Lausaimo. 
It is 1,365 feet above sea. 

It was known to the Romans as Vibiscum^ from 
which tlic modem name comes. From 1556 to the 
Revolution, it was subject, in common with 
Lausanne, Ac, to the Benicse. It carries on a 
trade in wine, leather, watches, &c.; and among 
other manufactures is noted for its tanneries, gold 
and silver work, millinery, cigar factories, and 
wood and marble carvings. 

The largo Hospital was built 1731; besides 
receiving patients, it contains a school of industry, 
the public library of 12,000 volumes, and the 
criminal courts. 

At the end of one of the principal streets is the 
grcnettcs or Corn hall, with a black marble portico 
and tower. Markets for grain are held every 
Tuesday. Tlic east pile of the Douanc scnres not 
only as a warehouse for goods, but is a place of 
meeting for merchants. The former inn of La 
Clef^ where Rousseau lodged, is the next building 
on the north. Balls, concerts, &o. , arn given in 
the Casino, built 1830 ; it is used also for a primary 
8:;hool. 

The Hotel deVilleyfiLB rebuilt in 1755, in a simple 
stvle. Here the municipality and the civil tribunals 
meet, and the archives are phicci'. In front is a 
clock tower, with a fountain nt the base. The 
prlsouv called the Chafitre, are close by; being on 
the site of a monastery attached to St. Martin's 
Church. The College Is a fine building, erected 
1838; the classics, modem languages, mathematics, 
Ac, arc taught. 

Immediately opposite this is the modern Church 
of St. CI 'lire, so called after a convent founded 142.'), 
by AmadeuB VIII., Duke of Savoy, afterwards 



Pope, and at length hermit, upon his abdication. It 
was built at the request of his sister, but suppressed 
at the Reformation. Another fountain and tower 
— the Tour Orlentale— stands in Rue d'ltalie. 

On an esplanade overlooking the town is the 
principal Church of St, Martin^ with nothing re- 
markable about it ; having been disfigured by fre- 
quent alteratlcns. Its square pinnacled tower, 
looking like the donjon of a castle, is dated 1498, 
but it has marks of a more ancient style. 
Within are the tombs of Ludlow and Broughton, 
the regicides, who fied here at the Restoration of 
Charles II.; Broughton died 16S7, and Ludlow six 
years later. The house in which Ludlow died, close 
to Hotel du Lac bore the inscription, ^'Omne tolum 
fortipcUriaquiapatrU " (every country is a father- 
land to the brave man, because it is his Father's), 
till 1831, when the tablet was bought by an English 
female relative. The church contains also the 
tomb of a traveller named Matte. 

Among the numerous Promenades the most de- 
lightful is the one near this church, planted with 
chestnuts. The view here is magnificent, taking 
in the beautiful lake, the Dent du Midi and its 
glaciers; Mont Combin, near the St. Bernard; the 
Diablerets, and other peaks at the entrance of tho 
Rhone Valley; the Dent deJaman, behind; the Jura 
Mountains and their forests; and the Savoy Hills 
in front. Another walk, called Derri^re d'Ailo, 
stretching along the lake from the mouth of the 
sparkling Veveyse, was ii»iproved at the cost of M. 
Couvreu, whose large Gk)thic seat here gives name 
to it; and forms an excellent quay. To these may 
be added the walks of Rouvennaz and its gardens, 
the P^raille, theEntre-deux-Villes, &c. The mar- 
ket-place, on the bordeis of the lake, is worth a 
visit. 

Besidesthc Fountains already mentioned, there is 
one In Rue du Bourg-aux-Favres, a red marble 
column; and that in Ruedu Centre, on which la the 
figure of a soldier said to be St. Martin, the patron 
saint of Vcvcy. There is a marble Bridge over tho 
river. 

Other buildings deserving attention are — the Old 

Castle, inhabited by the bailiff of Beme before the 
revolution, and the Cour-aux-Chantres. Cercles, 
or clubs, are— Du March<?, in Grande Plac.e; du 
Ldmaii, close to the lake; and the Workmen's 
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Club, with a good Public Library. Steamers, 
frequently toGenevaandVlllencuvc.&c. Diligence 
to Chatel St. Denis and Chcxbrcs. 

Foreigners are permitted to send their children, 
of either sex, to the Latin or the Go.nmerciai 
College, or the Girls' Institution, for small fees. 
The Hospital has a Public Library of 16,000 vols. 
Vevey Jias a ^branch of the Lausunne Soci^d 
d' Emulation, and is further remarteublc for a fdte 
dcs Vignerons, held every 20 years, by a society of 
vine-growers, of very ancient foundation. It is 
attended by procvssions and dajices, and a display 
of Swiss costumes; and premiums are distributed 
to those who make the best show of grapes. 

Excursions may be taken to tiic Cubly, 
a mountain which rises above Huntrcux, and com- 
mAuds a liuc view to the valleys and heights of the 
Jorat; among which are Mont Peldrin (ii,465 f cet 
above the sea), CharUonnc (-1,200 feet), Tour dc 
Gourze (4,060 feet, said to be haunt.-d by the 
spirits of confirmed spinsters deceased), near Lac 
de liret, or Brey, and Chalet a Gobet (2,yao feet); 
to the Baths of Alliaz C8»080 feet), past HautcviUe, 
with a fine garden, open to the public, and Blonay 
Castle, and thence by Avent, over the beautiful 
Dent de Jaman into the Snanen-thal. Blonay 
Castle, at a fine point of view, 800 feet above 
the lake, has been four centuries in the family of 
its owners. 

Adjoining Vevey, now almost forming part of 
it, is La Tour de Fellz, with a considwable 
population, and a castle wiiich was dismantled 1747. 
The next place is 

CLARENS (Stat.). Hotel Belmont, well situ, 
atcd in a healthy and beautiful part. See Advt. 

Clarens Is situated in a lovely spot, which is 
best seen from a height above it, called Crates, 
where Madame de Warens had a country seat 
when Rousseau lived with her in his younger 
d lys. It is here that he places the scenes of 
his Julie, or La NouveUe Heloise; and it is not 
less to their real beauty than to his highly 
wrought descriptions, and the poetical colouring 
bestowed upon them by Byron, that "Clarens, 
sweet Clarens " owes its fame. The visitor should 
ascend to Crdtes, to enjoy the panorama of this part 
of the lake, and the entrance to the Rhdnc, opposite. 
Behind it is Baugy, believed to be a Roman station, 



from the coins and traces of buildings found there. 
Coins, indeed, are so numerous, that a trader comes 
yearly to purchase all he can got. Near Baugy is 
Chfttelard, omong the vineyards, on the slopes of 
the mountains, a feudal castle, rebuilt 1441, on the 
site of an earlier one. The way behind it leads 
over the Dent de Jaman. 

At Clarens-Montrenx, with Its charming position 
and soft climate, making it a great attraction 
for strangers, for the enjoyment of its pure 
air and exquisite scenery, lodgings and pen- 
sums and villa residences for hire are abundont. 
Meillefte, St. Gingolph, and other beautiful spots, 
are on the opposite shore. Church of England Service. 

Vemex, a short distance from Clarens, lies 
among walnut and other fruit trees, where the 
laurel and pomegranate flourish in the open air. 
Hotel and Pension Beaulleu; and Pensions. The 

Station is called Montreuz-Vemex. 

Montreux, l mile further, is ajiothcr lovely 
spot, and being more sheltered by the heights 
behind, is much frequented by invalids. Pop., 2,300. 

Hotels: Hotel desAlpes; Hotel National ; Beau 
Sdjour an Lac; Du Cygne, Ac, &c., and many 
comfortable Pensions. 

English Church Service, in Montrcux Church. 

Free Church of Scotland Service, at the new 
Church (1872), near the College, September to June. 

The handsome Cursaal, with concerts and 
entertainments of every kind, Is a great centre of 
attraction. 

The best point of view of the country around, 
with the Castle of Chillon, Ac, is to be had from 
the church-yard, where the old Church, with its 
pyramid tower. Is hid among the chestnut trees. 
N^ar it is the Rock of Tufa, the water from which 
deposits stalactites of a violet colour. A funicular 
rail leads from Territet tip to QUon, (2,26(Vft.; 
Hotel Righl Vaudoisi, first-class, with splendid 
views. Grand Hotel Victoria); and is continued io 

Caux (8,140ft.), Jaman («,760ft.), and Naye 

(e,480ft.) 

At Les AventB (ffotel de$ Avents and Church 
Service), a sight like the Spectre of the Brocken 
has been seen over the Dent de Jaman, In the form 
of an image of the Dent high above It. 

One Michael Manin died here, 1779, leaving his 
fortune (not very great) to all the noor of thA 
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uai verse; it is employed in assisting those wlio 
offer themselyes. The picturesque effect of the 
Bridge (98 feet high) on the little bay in the lake, 
joining the villages of Bales and Planche, is worth 
noticing. This bay is formed by the month of a 
little stream, which rises at Verroux, in the peaks 
of the Dent de Jaman. 

The name MontrdOX is applied to the collection 
of Tillages which have now grown together, the 

principal of which are Clarezui, Vamex, Ter- 

rltet, and Veytaux. Sotel and Pension Masson. 
Excellent first-class house, beautifully sltmated. 
Near Veytauz-CUUon (Stat.) is the famous 
CASTLE OF CHILLON 
(which the genius of Byron has immortalised); a 
mass of square buildings and towers, on a small 
rock, joined to the mainland by a light wooden 
bridge. It was built about 1240i, to command a road 
into Italy, by Amadeus IV., of Savoy, and, before 
artillery was invented, was thought to be impreg- 
nable. In 1259 the Counts of Bavoy obtained a 
victory here, which led a few years afterwards to 
the acquisition of the Pays de Vaud. It was taken 
from them, however, by the Bernese in 1530, along 
with the Castle; upon which occasion Francis 

.Bmmivard, immortalised in Byron's noble sonnet 
(see below), was setfree. He was Prior of St. Victor, 
at Ckneva, and having sided with his townsmen 
against the pretensions of the Bishop and Duke of 
Bavoy, was treacherously carried off, 1580, and shut 
-up in this fortress. It was repaired in 1837, but 
without altering any important parts. 

Several rooms are opened to visitors, as 
the Hall of the Knights, which latterly had been 
the Governor's kitchen; the Chamber of Justice, 

. with the wooden beam, or poteace, for inflicting 
torture, aud a trap-door to the oubliette below, 
down which the body of the victim was thrust, to 
be 0tt5/<e (forgotten); the Chapel and Secret Cham- 
ber of the Dukes, having one window only in it, 
overlooking the court, and an iron-bound door, with 
the Duchess's room, bow used as a powder maga- 
sine. The dungeon of Bonnivard (or Bonivard), 
with its rock floor. reeU on pillars, and is lit by 
several wiqd#irs.

This sonnet (which ranks with Milton's on 
the persecuted Vaudois), though placed as an intro- 
duction to the "Prisoner of Chillon," was in fact 
written at a later date ; it celebrates the memory of a 
real suffner; while the hero ci thepoem itself, with 
hisf amily of captive sons, is only a powerful creation 
of the author's fancy, composed as above-mentioned 
at Ouchy, when he was ignorant of Bonnivard' s 
history. The unfortunate prior was ehained to 
the fifth of the " seven columns weary and grey," 
where the stai^e may be still observed; Byron 
carved his name, not on this, but on the third 
pillar, in company with Fenimore Ckwper's and 
others ; but some one has cut a line through it. In 
making repairs here, figures, traced by some 
wretched captive, and human bones Were found. 

The Castle has for years been used as an Arsenal. 
Admission, 1 f r. Its turrets command a fine view 
of the lake, and of the "little isle," or lie de Paix, 
opposite Villeneuve; "the only one in view" of the 
poor prisoner, and Indeed the only one in the lake. 
It has two or three trees on It. Half way to 
Villeneuve is the large Hotel Byron. 

ViUeneuve (Stat.)— Hotel Byron (near the 
Castle of Chillon),' Church Service at the hotel. 

A small old walled town of 1,471 population, at 
the upper end of the Lake, on the site of the 
Roman PmnieulUt where the road turns off up the 
Valley of the Rhdne, fbllowingthc nil to Bex and 
St. Maurice. The ancient town was destroyed in 
563, along with several others on Lake L^man, by 
the fall of the mountain Taurtiimum^ and the con- 
sequent inundation, see page 89. 

The banks of the BhOne at this point are marshy 
and unattractive. In the course of centuries the 
river has made a little delta, at the top of which is 
Port Valais, now 1 mile from the shore, but once 
the Porttu ValetUe of the Romans, and the place of 
embarkation. As it falls into the lake, it is of a 
muddy colour, but at Geneva it is a deep blue. 

Hereabouts it is thought U»e consul, L. Cassiua, 
and his legate Piso, were defeated and slain 
by the Helvetian tribea, in the year 110 b.c. ; and 
the Roman army put under the yoke, in token 
of sttfonsissioo to their conqjoerorsi headed by Divico. 
From this pQ|n^ tti.^ pa^an^e ro^d follows the

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direction of th« river, and turns at GUs, near 
Brlcg, over the Simplon Pass. 

Diligence to VouVTy (page 80). 

Leaving Villeneuve yon come to Rennas and 
Rocbe (Stat.), nnder Mont Arvel, tlie latter near 
an old Castle. Then Tvome (popttlation 700), 
formerly called Hyherna^ noted for its white vine. 

Aiirle (Stat.)i the Roman AquHia^ on a branch of 
the RhOne, called the Grande Ean, up the valley of 
which is the Panex Salt Work. Population, 8,560. 
HoMt: Grand Hotel, very comfortaWe first-class 
hotel-, du Midi; du "Nord; Beau Site; Victoria. 
The climate is mild; the grapes are some of the 
best in Switierland; and It is the centre of various 
excursions, as the Devens Salt Springs, Tour d'Ai, 
Dent da Midi, Dent de Morcles, Diablerets, and 
especially up the Grande Eau, by Aigremont Castle 
and Ormonts, to Saanen Land, on the Thun Road. 
Diligence to ChAteau d*Oex (page 100), and (in 4 
hours) to 

VUlars or ViUardHiiir-OUon, 10 miles £., 

4,000 feet above sea. Fine views ot Grand Muveran, 
Ac., Arom the Chamosutire^ 6,940 feet. A guide is 
not required. 

St. Trtphon (Stat.), near a picturesque hill, 
above which is a tower, said to be Roman, com- 
manding the Valley of the Rhdne ; also the ruined 
Chapel of des Danes, with a quarry of black marble, 
close by. Many Roman coins have been found. 
BEX (Stat.) pronounced "Bay.'' 

ffoteU: Grand Hotel et Bains des Salines. 

Grand Hotel des Bains (Hotel and Pension), in 
a fine park, opposite the English Church. 

L'Union; Hotel and Pension Villa des Bains. 
Pensions : -Des Etrangers ; du Crochet. Railway 
Restaurant. 

SngHih Serrkf^ at the New English Church. 

A town of 4,490 population, on the Aven^on, 
another branch of the Rhdne, noted for its mineral 
springs and salt works. It stands 1,430 feet above 
the sea, near the Dent du Midi, in a most pleasant 
spot. The waters are sulphuretted and begin to be 
taken about May. Excellent trout and game are 
got here. A trip of three days will enable one to 
visit Chamonny and the Great St. Bernard. The 
salt works or salines, at Devens 8 miles distant, 
deserve a visit. From 1554 to 1838 only brine 
springs were worked ; but In the latter year yaii 
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beds of rock salt were disoorered, in some places 46 
feet thick; and the annual produce is now very, 
considerable. Old sulphur springs once used by 
the Romans have also been brought to light. 

The principal Salt lUnes^ called Bouillet and 
Fondement, are up the picturesque valleys of the 
Avenfon and Grlonne. Before reaching them, you 
come to the bfttimens de cuite, or boiling houses, 
with tlieir large chaudl^res (pans) at B^vieux and 
Devens ; to which the brine is brought in wooden 
pipes, li mile long. A little higher are the 
B&timens de graduation, 600 feet long, filled wltk 
faggots, over which the brine is made to trickle, 
and bronght to the proper strength for boiling. 
BouilM, the first mine, is a gallery about 7,250 feet^ 
long and 6 wide. Going through it you pass two 
large circular reservoirs or dessaloirs, one of 
wliich is 81 feet diameter and 11 feet deep;, 
they are used for the first step in the process after 
blasting the rock, namely, dissolving the broken 
pieces in water, before sending the brine down to 
the B&timens de graduation. One of these dessaloir^ 
has a good echo. Further on Is a puits or pit^ 
bored in the last century, In search of salt ; and 
then smaller reservoirs, with the blasting holes. A 
shaft 520 feet long and 700 steps, bring you to the 
upper or Fondement mine, which contains several 
small galleries of older date, excavated before gun- 
powder was employed (1775). Of the seven brine 
springs which issue from the roek, the most produc- 
tive are Bon-8ucc^s and Esp^rance Lonvelle. 

About 5| miles from Bex is the small town of 
Lm Plans, in the valley of the same name, with 
two or three good pensions^ this is a good centre 
for excursions, especially to the Dent de Morclea, 
9,700 feet, for which guides ean be had. 

From Bex, an Excursion may be made toth<f 
castle ruins of Duing, and the charming village of 
Frenibres (above the Salines); thence by a fine but 
rather dangerous footpath, over the Col de ChMlh' 
(«,775 feet above sea), by the landslips of the* 
Diablerets (they fell 1714 and *49X which is 10,66tf 
feet high ; by the Saut du Chien (Dog's leap) an 
abyss 1.900 feet deep, and steep on both sides, to 
the pretty waterfalls of Sitten or Slon (13 stunden), 
in the Rhdne valley. Or omnibus to Qryon, th**"*'*'' 
by bridle path te the Col. Another is overt' 
ol La Croix (6,130 feetWo Ormond-t

stunden), and thchce by the Pillou (5,610 foet), to 
Saanen Land (6i stuftden), on the road to Thun 
and Interlaken. An excursion, little known, 
should be taken by Moutey, up the beautiful Valley 
of Vifeze, to Val dUllicx, Champ^ry, &c., under the 
Dent du Midi and other mountains. To proceed 
beyond will bring you into tte Valley of Sixt, in 
Savoy. 

The road from Bex crosses the Avcn90u and 
then the Rhone, by the old fortified bridge' to St. 
Maurice. The railway crosses the river near this 
old bridge, and forms a junction with the Ligue 
d'ltalie at St. Maurice. This old bridge has one 
arch 70 fe3t above the river, which is so hemmed 
in here by the Dent dU Midi (10,460 feet) on one 
side, and the Bent de Morcles (9,640 feet) on 
the other, that there is little more thun room 
(bojgh for it and the road. 

The river here divides the Pays dc Vaud from 
Canton du ValaiS, or Wallis^ population, 
101,837. It stretches along both sides of the Rhone, 
towards its source, bounded on the north and south 
by the two great chains of the Alps, the Oberland 
and the Sardinian. As far as 8ion (the capital, 
see page 40), French is spoken, but German 
beyond. The people are distinguished from their 
neighbours by dirt, poverty, and cretinism, which, 
with its companion the goitre, is unusually pre> 
valent in the Baa Valais. The poor cretin is known 
by his large head, thin crooked legs, feeble steps, 
and inarticulate speech. Both cretinism and goitre 
appear to be attributable to drinking bad water, 
and the want of pure air In close, wet, ill-ventilated 
Talleys, at a height of 3,000 feet above sea. Beyond 
that line it does not occur. ** In some parts of the 
Valais, the deformity of the goitre was so common, 
that if a man wanted the usual appendage to his 
throat, the others would laugh at him, and call him 
iSan»hals\oT * Goose-neck.' Some travellers seem to 
think that parents look upon it as a light a&iction 
to have a cretin child ; but the old saying quoted 
by Simler (in his Vallesix Descriptio) as used when 
a healthy child was bom, ^Gott sy gelobt das kind 
^^dt kein gouch werden,' ' God be praised the child 
not prove a gowk,' shows that it wa» always 
18 a great caXamiiv.''— Ferguson. 



ST. HAUBICE (Stat.) 

Inns: Hotel and Pension Grisogono, connected 
with the Railway Restaurant; Des Alpcs; Ecu 
du Valais. 

A little town on the west bank of the Rhone, 
with 1,6S6 population, and 1,380 feet above the sea. 
It is noted for a very ancient Augustine Abbey^ 
dedicated to St. Maurice, chief of the Thcban or 
Christian legion, martyred here by Maximilian hi 
the beginning of the fourth century. It was then 
called Taraaias, which was changed to Agaunum. 

A church, they say, was built on the spot by- 
Theodore I., Bishop of Valais, between S51-91. 
Sigismnnd of Burgundy amply endowed it in the 
sixth century, and a successor Raoul, or Rudolph I., 
was crowned (889), and afterwards buried here. It s 
abbot was mitred, and had the title of Count, with 
other privileges. Besides its collection of relics, it 
boasts two agate vases given by Charlemagne, his 
Gospels and other MSS., a gold crosier, and a chalice 
given by Queen Bertha, St. Sigismund's shrine, 
Ac. (special permission required). The church 
tower is the oldest part of that building. Accord- 
ing to an inscription on the Town house (Chilstiana 
sum ab anno LVIII.) Christianity was established 
here as early as a.d. 68. At St. Maurice the Ligne 
d'ltalie, on the south side of the Lake of Geneva 
via Bouveret and Monthey, comes iu ; and from 
here it ascends the left bank of the Rh6ne to Brieg. 
Visit the Grotte des Fdes, an immense cavity ot 
660 yards, terminating in a small lake, near to 
which Maximiu decimated the Thebnu legion, 
A.D. 302. Opposite it (l| mile) is the little village of 

Lavey (population, 200) and its sulphur Batlts^ 
first brought into notice 1831. They run close to 
the river, are clear but bitter tasted, and contain 
much sulphuretted hydrogen. Temperature 113', 
which is reduced to about 100° iu the bath-house. 
They are well arranged and superintended. Living 
moderate. Above Lavey a narrow road leads to 
the very picturesque village of Morcles. 

The Dent Vallerette may be easily ascended here, 
among a circle of mountains. Dent de Morcles, 9,700 
feet, may also be ascended, but a guide will be 
necessary. The view over the Rhone valley is ex- 
ceedingly fine. Leaving St. Maurice the line passes 
the Hermitage ^r^^ot^gyQ^ft^fe^" * P°*"* 
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above, commanding a Ve^y splendid view. Then 
Veroilaz, a Martyr's Chapel, whore it is said the 
warriors of the Thcban legion were decimated and 
their loader executed in a.d. 302, by order of the 
Emperor Maxlmin, because they would not give 
up Christianity; and the site of Epaunum, which 
was overwhelmed by mud and stones from the 
Dent dn Midi in the slxtli century. The marks of 
a sim'lar catastrophe are noticed further on, at 

Eyionnay (Stat.), where a space of 900 feet 
was covered, in 183(>, after a heavy storm of rain 
and thunder. 

Beyond tills you come to tlie Flsseyache, or 
Fall of the Salet^fe, which rises in the glaciers of 
Dent du Midi, and here forms a fine cascade of 
between 300 and 300 feet. The iris, as usual, may 
be seen playing across it just before noon. 

Vemayaz (Stat.)» in the mouth of the fine 
Gorges dn ment (near a Fail), 80 called from the 
Trient, which comes down from the T6te Noir Pass. 
Hotel*: Des Gorges; dosAlpes; Suisse; Chamonix; 
Poste. Leaving La Datie Castle, on a picturesque 
height, you roach Martigny across the Dranse, 
which rises under the Great St. Bernard. La Batle 
was a Cattle of the archbishops of Sion, destroyed 
by George Suporsax, 1618. The round keep and 
outer walls remain. 

HARTIQNT (Stat.), or Mariinach, in German. 

Hotelt: Clerc; Du Mont Blanc; de TAigle; 
Railway Restaurant. 

It is partly on the Simplon Road. Including 
Martigiiy-Bourg, the other part which U about 
1 mile up the Dranse, the population is 2,800, of 
which 1,240 is In the Bourg. It stands on the bend 
of the Rhone, 1,560 feet above the sea. In a fertile 
valley, but so shut in that the marshy exhalations, 
want of good water, and especially of fresh air, 
produce many cases of ague, crethi, and other 
diseases. It is as hot as the West Indies in summer, 
and the mosquitoes (or cousitu as the natives call 
them) are most tormenting. There is a covered 
wooden Bridge across the turbulent Dranse, which 
nearly overwhelmed the town 1540 and 1818. 
Marks of its rise may yet be noticed on the houses, 
some of which are built strong to resist future 
inundations. On the hills above are the round 
keep and walls of La Batie Castle, built in 1260, 
by Peter of Savoy, to command this part of the 



valley. Most of the hills are ba)*e, but good wine, 
as Coquempey and La Marque, is grown upon them ; 
the honey is also very choice. There is a handsome 
parish Church, St. Mary's, with some Roman in- 
scriptions in the walls, serving as a memorial of tho 
ancient Oe/o<furum, on this site. At the Bourg aro 
large warehouses, and a good market, with a chest- 
nut wood towards Lavinln ; and here also is tho 
Convent of St. Bernard^ whence periodical reliefs 
of monks are sent out to supply the Hospice of St. 
Bcniard, which Is about 8 hours' Journey up the 
Dranse (Route 6). 

Martigny is the starting-point for visiting the 
Hospice as well as the T6te Noire, Col de Balme, 
Chamouny (7 to 8 hours), and the PieXTd-^Voir 
(guide required), the conical peak of the Levron 
range, 8,134 feethigh. Many rare and curious plants 
aro also found in the neighbonrliood of Martigny. 
A carriage road, practicable for two-horse canvoy- 
ances, is now open over the TSte Noire to 
Chamouny. Relays at the Hotel do la T^t« 
Noire, half way. Omnibus in summer to the 
T6te Noire. 

Martlgxiy to Chamoimy, over the Col de 

Balme— a trip not to bo omitted, for the splendid 
view it oifcrs of Mont Blanc and its attendant peaks. 
It takes 9 to 10 hours walking; but it may be done 
as follows, without a gaide; though one will be 
required If you quit the direct route. Leaving 
Martigny in the morning, you proceed up the 
mule path to Col de Forclas or THent, com- 
manding the most splendid views (turning round) 
of the Valley of the Rhone. From this Col you 
descend to the pretty hamlQt of Trient in the midst 
of green meadows. A path tunis off to the T6te 
Noire Pass (see page 26). A succession of steep 
fatiguing ascents, difficult even for mules, through 
forests and pastures, near the Herbage res chAlcts, 
brings you In 3 hours to the two little Inns on 
the top of the Col de Balme, and there, if tho 
weather be clear, the **drcad and silent mount" is 
before you in all its majesty. The best point of 
view is at the Aiguille de Balme, sno feet above the 
inn, which Is Itself 7,330 feet above the sea. On 
the right are the Aiguilles Rouges and the Buet, the 
former, bare, rugged, and Inaccessible. To the left 
are tho Aiguilles du Tour, Argenti^rc, Vert, and 
\ Dru, then tho ^jr.^V'^&S^te °^" 
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Midi, and >funt Blanc. Below lies the Vale of 
Chaniouny, and tlie villages dispersed up and down 
the Aive ; and behind, the Alps, lining both sides 
of the Simplon Road. Here the effects of the 
sunset may be viewed on the mountain, which 
becomes at first of an amber colour, then changes 
to a bright rosy tint, which lasts till the sun has 
sunk down, when it settles at once to its natural 
glittering white. The air is intensely cold at this 
height ; and the sheets feel damp (without being so), 
•0 thjit from these causes, the noise of the wind, 
and the excitement, sleep is almost Impossible. 
From Kcrc the path cannot be missed; it runs 
near the Arve, past Le Tour, Argentifere (2 stun- 
den) to Chnmouny (2 stunden).

Leaving Martigny, the rail ascends the valley 
of the Rhdno, through a somewhat marshy country. 

SaX0n-le8 Bains (Stat.) Grand Hdtcl des 
Bains. The water is good for skin diseases. Saillon 
has a quarry of coloured marble. At BiddOf 
(Stat.) a covered bridge crosses the river to St. 
Pierre, on the north bank. Then comes Ardon 
(Stat.) and its vineyards and fruit gardens, with 
a rich soil which renders it the granary of this 
part. Population, 600. Iron is also forged. It was 
inundated in 1818 by the Liceme, which comes 
down from the ridge near the Diablerets. At 
V^troz (further on) a path tnm up across the head 
of it to Bex. The Morge is another mountain 
♦orrent, next crossed ; and then comes 

ION (Stat )— German, SWen—tki the mouth of 
Evolena Valley, 17 miles from Mai-tigny.

It was the Roman Sedanum, now capital of Cahton 
Val ais or Wallis, seat of a bishop, Ac. ; standing near 
the Rhone, where the Sionne joins it, about the 
middle of the canton, 1,860 feet above tea. German 
begins to be the common tongue about here. Popu- 
lation, 5,513, in dirty, dark streets; the chiff one 
being the Pont, through which the Sionne flows, like 
a canal, covered in. Though the situation is some- 
what agreeable, and the soil fertile, it is extremely 
hot and unhealtljy in summer. Several chateaux 
cover the heights, besides three old Castles. Valeria 
Castle, to the south, has some high towers, and a 
pilgrim's chapel (St. Katherina), said to hare been 
built by the Romans. Tourbillon, the highest (to 
which there is a way by the Tour des Chiens or 
Hundethnnii), built 1294, was the old scat of tho 
bishops. Majoria was tho third seat of theirs before 
it was burnt, 1788. There are walls and ditches 
round it, with six gates ornamented with paintings 
of saints, <fcc. Wine, almonds, and figs are produced. 

The Cathedral, dedicated to the Virgin, is auold 
Gothic building, with fifteen altars, tombs, and an 
ossuary, where Roiman inscriptions may be noticed. 
St. Th^odule's Church, built by Cardinal Matthew 
Schinper, in the sixteenth century. That of the 
Jesuits, in a pretty spot, has two good altar {laint- 
ings. In the former Jesuit College a Cantonal 
collection of natural history is now kept. 

The Rathhaus, or Town Hall, la a Gothic struc- 
ture of some pretensions, wHh an astronomical 
clock and several Roman inscriptions. The Chan- 
cellerie is a new building, as is the Bisliop's Palace, 
where they show a set of portraits of prelates from 
the third (?) century. Charlemagne, they say, 
built the Kalendes Tower. Outside the town are 
the Capuchin CJonvent, a Hospital under the Sisters 
of Charity, and the Shooting House. 

A market is held on the bridge, whence there la 
a fine view of the Mayens de Sion, with its country- 
seats, gardens, and herds of cattle, as well as of the 
hills on the opposite side of the Rhone. On the field 
of Planta the Upper Valaisans defeated an army of 
10,000 Savoyards, 13th November, 1475, an anniver- 
sary kept to this day. Further off you look down 
into the Morgenthal (Valley of the MorgeJ, upon 
the almost inaccessible mountain fort ^ Mondorge. 
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From this place AiiioQ Ton Thun threw his uncle, 
which led to the war of the Valais just mentioned. 
About 3 miled south of the town is the Hermitage 
of I(onge-Borg:ne, with a chapel, ice, cut in the 
rock. In Val d'Erin. This is the most beautiful 
portion of the Bhonc ralley. 

1. From Sioa tO Gstelg, in Saancn Land, there 
is a mule path of 8 hours over the Sanetsch 
Pass, by rugged zig-zags, rarines, Ac. It loads 
up the Valley of the Morges, to Champagnol and 
St. Murtin. Tlic pass is 7,370 feet above sea, with a 
noble view of the chain of the Alps. The peak of 
Arbclle (Arbelhom) divides this pass from that of 
Gcltcn, which is 9,980 feet high. The way to it 
is to ascend the Sonne to Grimisois and Saviese. 
Here a path to the Sanetsch goes off to the west, 
while another to the Gelten strikes up the moun- 
tains, past Aabaz, and descends to Lauenon in 
Saanen Land. From Grimisois there is a path by 
Ayent uid Rawin (with its waterfalls) np to the 
Rawyl Pass, which crosses the shoulder of Wild- 
horn at the height of 7,94a feet, and descends by 
zig-zags to the Iffigen-thal and the Simmen-thal. 

2. From Slon up the V«l d'H^rens, or Erin- 
ger-thal to Evolena, in 6 hours by mule. It opens 
on the south into the Valley of the Rhdne, at 
Bnimois (or Bremis, in GermanX in a wild spot, 
near the Hermitage of Longe-Borgne, referred to 
above. It was made in the sixteenth century, and 
is usually inhabited by two solitaries (for company), 
from whom honey and wine may be gcft. Then 
eomes H^r^menee (Armenzi, in German), the chief 
place of the valley (population, 400), with cottages 
of wood, decorated with beads of bears and wolves. 
Here the Borgne or main stream from Col d*Orsera 
and Val de la Barma In the south-west is joined by 
the Nesonee, which you may ascend to Evolena 
(7 stunden), a village of 460 inhabitants of primi- 
tive and hospitable manners, and standing 4,520 feet 
above sea. There is a path hence to the east over 
the Pas de Torrent into Val d'Annivlers. Path td 
2ermatt, over the great FerpMe Glacier, in 8 hours, 
with the Matterhom in view. The upper part of the 
Vesonce, above Evolena (past Satarme), lies among 
immense glaciers and magnificent Alpine peaks, 
such as Dent d'H^rens and Dent Blanche (Woiss- 
iLOm), 13,714 and 14,803 feet high, by a path 
over Col d'H^renf (11,420 feet). The Grotte- 



aux-Fayea at Useigne is especially worth notice. 
A path over the Glacier d'Arolla into Val Pelllna, 
down to Aosta, passes much grand scenery, under 
Mont Ck>lon (11,966 feet), which was ascended 
September, 1872, by a party. 

From Sion the rail ascends to Sierre. The 
Simplon Road runs parallel with it to St. Leonard 
(first crossing the Raspillo, a mountain stream, 
from a lake under the Rawyl Pass) ; then, leaving 
Granges to the right, and Cbermignon to the left, 
it crosses a bridge to 

SierrO (Stat.) -German, iSicI«r«—IO miles from 
Sion, at the mouth of Val d'Annivlers or Einfisch- 
thal. zr(0<«/«:Poste; BcllevueBanr. A beautiful, but 
hot and unhealthy spot, producing many cretins and 
excellent wine. Hereabouts the German language 
separates from the French. Behind the Gabing or 
Goubin Tower, is the old Castle of Pcrigord, once 
a seat of the bishops, with other remains. There are 
two churches. A fine view from Venton above the 
village; a path leads by it to St. Maurice and 
Radogne, from which the Sehneehom may be 
ascended, with a view of the Ruzll and other glaciers. 
From Sehneehom there is a fatiguing and unsafe 
path over the LHmmeren Glacier, the atntbeleck 
Pass, and the Engstligenalp to Adelboden, on the 
way to Interlaken. 

Mules and guides may be hired at Sierre for tli« 
Leuk Baths and the famous Gemmi Pass (see 
Route 16) into the Bernese Oberland. To the 
Baths of Lttuk, 5 leagues in 2| hours, by char; 
Omnibus, 6f. 60c. Most of the way from Sierre is 
through rugged apd savage scenery. Thence to 
the top of the Gemmi, by mule, in 2 hours; to 
Kandersteg, by mule, in 4 hours; and to Thun, by 
char, in 7^ hours. 

From Siexre bp Val d'AnnlTiors, or Einfisch- 

thai, to the south ; a fertile valley, 16 miles long^ 
once dreadfully afflicted with goitre. The mouth 
of it across the Rhone is guarded by the two 
castlos of Alt-Siders and Beauregard, on the 
heights about Chypis or Chippis, which belonged 
to Guichard de Raron, but were ruined by the 
Valaisans 1414. It 
Navissimce, whici 
Weisshom at its h 
is a narrow and d 
opens further on 
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prospects. After Fang and VlSSOye (the chief 
place, with St. Euphemia's Church), yon coaie to 
where the main stream parts oflf into two heads, 
the Zinal (to the left), and Grimenze. This is at 
Mission. According to tradition, the people of this 
valley (about 2,000 in twenty-five hamlets) are de- 
scended from a band of Huns who took refuge here. 
Tlieir dialect, manners, dress, and the way they 
build their houses, are peculiar. They were only 
converted from Paganism in the eleventh or twelfth 
century, of which the village of Mission presents 
in its name a memorial. The mountains ending 
the valley arc said to abound in minerals. A path 
from Grimenze leads over Col de Torrent (9,590 
feet) near the Sasseni^re (a peak 10,690 feet 
high), to Evolena, in 7 hours. Another path to 
Zloal, under the Weisshom, 5 hours; thence over 
the Col do Zinal, or Triftjoch (11,615 feet), to 
Zermatt, 12 hours. (See Route 6). 

The Rail from Sierre follows the Simplou Road 
which crosses the Rhone to the Forest of Pfyii 
(Ptinger-wald), an important military position, 
having a peak of the great chain to the right, 
about 8,300 feet above the sea. Thence on to the 
bridge (over the Rhdne) to 

Leuk (Stat.), or, Lo^clie-Vllle.-//otei: 

DelaSouste. Population, 1,548. A pleasant spot, 
six miles from Sierre, 2,440 feet above sea, at 
the junction of the Dal a with the Rhdne, here 
crossed by a covered bridge. There are two 
(Churches, and remains of two Castles, close to 
the ScUtthugel, a great mass 150 to 200 feet high, 
npjiarently a landslip. Omnibus for the baths at 
Leukerbad (page 97); the baths arc in a gorge 
under the Gemmi Pass (see Route 16). The 
Hermitage do Thiel is in the neighbourhood. The 
rail passes SUStdO. (Hotel) and 

TUTtmann (or Tourtemagne^ in French), at the 
month of a valley of the same name.

Sonne. Population, 548. So called from Turrit 
Mctgna, a Roman station here.

The rail passes up to CaULpel (Stat.), at the 
mouth of the LUtschcnthal ; thence to 

Visp, or Vispach ; French, Vihge. Hotel: Sonne, 
or Solcil. A village on the Rhone, where the 
Vispbach joins from the Vlsp-thal, a fine valley 
to the south, leading up to Zermatt (see Route 6). 
It stands 2,155 feet above the sea, and is a heap of 
little narrow streets, with two Clmrches, adorned 
with quaint paintings. The best, St. Martin's, 
overlooking the village, is known by its tower; 
near the bridge you get a view of Monte Rosa, up 
the Vis>p-thal. Markets arc held here. On the east 
side are remains of a massive wall, flanked by 
towers, called the wall of the Viberians, after the 
ancient people of the country. This is the junciion 
of the rail to Zermatt, see page 60. 

From Visp, on the way to the Simplon, the rail 
passes Gamsen, at the mouth of the Gamsen or 
Nanzcrthal, and 

Olys, which has the tomb of George Supcrsax 
(Von dcr Flue), his wife, and their twmfif-tfiree 
children. He was a noted leader of the Valaisans, 
and died at Vcrey, 1519. The old direct road up the 
Simplon turns off here, but it is usual to go to Brieg. 
The Brieger-bad spring is on the opposite side of 
tJic Rhdne. After crossing the Saltinc, you arrive at 
the junction of the Brieg with the Rhone. 

Brieg (Stat.), or Brigw (Hotel des Couronnes 
et Poste), at the junction with the Rhone, where 
the ascent of the Simidon begins. Population, 1,172. 
Though small, it is one of the largest places in the 
canton; the principal buildhigs being a Church on a 
height, founded 166.\ an Ursuline Convent of the 
same date, and the seat (marked by lour turrets) 
of Baron Stockalper, a large proprietor here. It is 
2,800 feet above the sea (1,090 feet aboTe the Lake 
of Geneva). The roofs are of shining slate or 
mica schist, and many are surmounted by globes 
of tin, giving them a peculiar appearance. A pro> 
jected tunnel, from Brieg to Iselle,willbe 12^ miles 
long, of very low elevation, and cost about 
£3,000,000. This will, however, not be completed 
before the end of the century. From Brieg to 
the Sparrenhorn (9,890 feet), in about 8 hours. 

The road above Brieg ascends the Rhdne, to the 
glacier at its head, and to the Grimsel, Furka, and 
Kufenen Passes. (See Route 7.) Bell Alp, near 
Lauterbrunnen (page 86), is five miles north, under 
the Aletsch and other glaciers. 
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From Brleg to Somo d'Ossola, over the 

SimplOn, is 4} posts, or 14 stunden, or 42 miles ; 
taking 12 to 18 hours' vralking, or 9J hours by dili- 
gence. The return journey requires half an hour 
more. Tills famous pass, the 

Simplon, or Simpeln in German, was probably 
first used by the Roman Consul, Cneius Scrvilius 
Cajpio, in the year 117 B.C., in an expedition 
ag:ainst the Cimbri who threatened Italy. It is 
near the border of the UpiHjr Valais and Piedmont, 
In the central chain of the Alpn, saddle-shaped, 
6,595 feet above the sea. In war it is memorable 
for the battle of the Milanese with the people of 
the Viilais, In 1787, at the bottom of ihe Vcdro- 
thal ; for the battle between the French and Aus- 
trians, 16th August, 1799; for the bold passage of 
General Bethancourt, 27th May, 1800, when 1,00) 
soldiers with arms and knapsack.s, and the General 
at their head, passed by means of ropes over an 
abyss, the bridge of which had been carried away 
to the other side. The names of the officers are 
cut on a rock at the spot. 

This excellent and noble highway, in the midst 
of grand scenery, was the first in the Alps that 
was made fit for carriages, and has served as a 
model for all the mountain roads since made. 
It was executed at a cost of not less than 18 mil- 
lions of francs, by the engineer Ceard (30,000 men 
being frequently employed at once upon it), at the 
command of Napoleon, 1801-5, on account of the 
many difficulties ho had experienced in the pus- 
sage of the Great St. Bernard. Whatever injuries 
it suffers from avalanches, floods, storms, <kc., are 
repaired by the joint collections of the districts 
through which it goes, amounting to a yearly sum 
of 50,000 to 80,000 francs. One of the worst storms 
here was 24th of August, 1834, when bridges, &c.^ 
were carried away on the Italian side. The old 
road, which yet exists, and is used by the native^^ 
being the same, they say, by which the Romans 
travelled, goes from Brleg, up the Saltine to Taver- 
ncttcs (5,180 feet high) on wide slabs of granite, 
and is shorter bf 2 stunden than the new road, 
but very difficult and far less worthy of notice. 

As to the new road, from Glys, where it begins 
(though the start is usually made from Brleg), 
to Scsto Calende, at the lower end of Lagc 
Maggiorc, there are 611 bridges^ 7 galleries o: 



tunnels, and 20 hotisea of refuge — tho latter 
being strongly built in safe places, mostly 
under projecting rocks, for the reception of 
travellers In storms and bad weather. The galleries 
are more frequent on the Italian side, where tho 
greatest difficulties had to be encountered. Not- 
withstanding the height, it is so well laid out that 
a drag on the wheel is unnecessary. It is about 25 
feet wide, with a slant of 2| inches in the fathom. 
Indeed the beauty and simplicity of the whole are 
so great that many are dbappointed with it, at 
first sight ; as is frequently the case with great 
engineering works. Strong low walls of stone line 
both sides of it. 

Starting early in tho morning from Brleg, with 
additional draught animals, a cross road brings you 
into the main road from Glys, not far from a covered 
bridge on the Saltine, 70 feet high. Then come the . 
zig-zags, with changing views of the mountains 
and the Rhone Valley. After the first refuge you 
come to Riedwald (1^ stunde), and then the second 
refuge. Along the Gantherberg, to what was the 
first gallery (Ilolzgrabcn) now demolished, a dis- 
tance of 1 stunde. Then to the handsome Ganther 
Bridge, over a wild ravine, 80 steps long and 4,390 
feet above the sea, near remains of the huts built 
by General Bethancourt, 1800. A splendid view of 
the Matterhoni to the south. At the post station, 
B^risal (3 leagues from Bricg), is a good hotel, 
with the third refuge, in a part most exposed to 
avalanches. By the bridges on the Tronbach and 
Weissbach to thi fourth refuge, in the Rothwald. 
Then through the fir»t or Schalbet (Schaldbett) 
gallery near the pyramid-like Schncehom and its 
glaciers, to the fifth refuge, In a desolate part, where 
vegetation ceases. Mont Leone and its glaciers are 
to the left. The galleries of Kaltwasser are roofed 
like a house, and strengthened in every way to re- 
sist the avalanches and streams which tumble down 
sometimes over the traveller's head, and slide off 
into the ravine below. Crossing the Saltine, you 
come to the sixth refuge, where a toll of several 
francs for repairs is taken. From the wooden cross 
at the summit of the Simplon (5 leagues from Brleg;

An old 
bouse of refuge was erected somewhat lower down 
by Baron Stockalper's family; it is now inhabited 
by a shepherd. In li stunde yon arrive, after 
passing the bridges of Krombach or Rrummbach, 
and Senk (on the Vedro), at the village of 

Simplon (German, Bimpeln; Italian, 86m- 
plono), which gives name to the pass. Hotds: 
Poste; Fletachhom. 

In the church is a picture of the Judgment, with 
a rude German Inscription to "Lieber Christ" 
and ** Menschen Kind." The hollow in which 
it Is placed is 4,820 feet above the sea, with the 
Pletschom, Breithom, and three or four more 
glaciers circling it In. 

From Simplon, over the Lanlbach Bridge to the 
point where the road turns sharp off to the east, is 
i a stunde. Soon after you come to Gst«ig or 
Algaby, or Im Gonzt, near the Gallery of Gsteig, 
where the Lavina, from the Lavln Glacier, joins the 
Krummbach, and forms the Doveria, which flows 
hence close to the road, through the Val Vedro. 
For 4 stunden you proceed along it, through the 
savage Pass of Gtondo (hemmed In between black 
slaty rocks), to the eighth refuge, and the fourth 
gallery (240 feet long) ; then over the Ponte Alto, or 
Bridge of the Doveria, to the Grand Gallery or Gal- 
lery of Gondo, the finest and longest (683 feet) of all, 
with two apertures for light, and ^'' Aere Itaio^ 
MDCCCV. (nearly worn away): Nap. Imp." cut on 
the roof. This unpretending record agrees well with 
the magnificent simplicity of the whole road. The 
t nnnel took 1,000 men eighteen months to make. At 
the end of the gallery yon come suddenly upon the 
fine Fatt of the Alplrnbach, or Fressinone, and in li 
stunde from Gsteig the village of QomAo, or Gnnz, is 
reached, in the midst of the wild gorge, to which it 
gives name. The old seven>storeyed houseof refuge 
here, now an Inn, was built by the Stockalpers. 
Not far from this is a waterfall, from the Zwisch- 
bergen, where there is a "gold mine" belonging 
to Baron Stockalper.

On one side, and at a considerable depth below 
the road, rolls a wide and brawling torrent, which 
is at length magnified faito a river. On the other, 
rise terrific walls of rock, with fronts as rugged as 
If the masses once Imbedded In their chasms and 
indentations had been dislodged by some con- 
vnl»i(xi of nature, instead of human agency. From 
these crags, towering ahnost perpendicularly above 
the road, huge fragments frequently descend, 
which, in the early season, render travelling verj- 
dangerous. "The romantic and fanciful might 
here suppose that the silken land of luxury and 
ease had borrowed from its hardy Helvetian neigh- 
bour, the mde and inhospitable Val dl Vedro, to 
deceive the unwary traveOer as to the nature of 
the region into which It conducts, and thereby to 
enhance his ei\}oyments; for beantlfnl— exceedingly 
beautiful, is the first diq)lay of the genuine land- 
scape. The plain, or rather expanded valley, is 
one mass of luxuriant foliage, dotted with villages; 
some visible, others marked by the lofty and ob- 
long bell-towers of their churches. The villas are 
white, with shallow dark-blue roofs; and the oot- 
tages elevated opon high terraces, where the vine 
forms graceful arches of foliage."— O. Dowsk's 
Letterifrem (kmtkmua Cknmtrin. 

Domo d'Oflsola (Stat) 

Population, 8,500. 

Hotels: DeSpagna; De la Ville et Poste; Peace. 

A lively little town near the Tosa, in the Eschen 
or Ossola Valley, qniU Italian in Its character, with 
some of the houses supported by arcades; most of 
the meep» la Paris come (torn this town and neigh- 
bourhood. This part of PicdoMnt belonged to th« 
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Duchy of Milan, aud is now incorporated with the 
kingdom of Italy. It is an excellent starting 
point for excursions in the valleys around. For 
example: one may be taken through the terrace- 
shaped and fertile Val Formazza or Pommat, past 
the fine Tosa Fall, above Andcrmatt, on the Frutt, 
thence over the Glaciers of the Gries (7,780 feet 
high), and through Eginenen-thal to Ober-Gestelen 
(on the Rhone), in the Valois, a distance of 18( 
etunden; or from Upper Tosa yon may go by Val 
Bedretto to Airolo, on the St. Gothard Road, 15 
Etunden. Another trip from Domo d'Owola is by 
the road to the east, through Val Vigezza, or Ceato- 
valll, past Masera, Trontans, Riva (near a fall), 
Malesco, Olgls (the highest part, 3,020 feet), under 
Monte Chiridone (7,050 feet), Borgnone, Verdaslo, 
tntragna (at the mouth of Val Onsersone) across 
Fonte DrolIa,ontheMaggia, toLocamo(10 ^unden), 
at the head of the Langen See, or Lago Maggiore. 

Leaving Domo d*Os«ola, you descend the Val 
fVOsaola to Villa, where the Ovesea joins fnm the 
Val Antrona (the latter may be followed up to 
Antrona-Piana, and thenoe over the glaciers, round 
Monte Moro, into Saaa-thal). The next places are 
FallanzoDO, and Borgo (before which yo^ cross 
-the Tosa at Ponte Masone, having a glimpse of 
Monte Rosa), then Vogogna. 

The stations by rail are TOladOSSOlft and 

FtedUxralera. 

vogogna (Stat.) Ifotd: (!k>rona, where the 
Tosa becomes navigable. There is an old castle 
above it. Here the beaatlfnl Val Anzasca begins, 
leading up to Monte Rosa, and into Saas-thal, 
by the Monte Moro. The secnery, at the head, is 
as grand ta anything on the Swiss side of the Alps, 
but softened down by an Italian sky. Tlie people 
in common with those of other valleys here are of 
German origin. 

[Leaving Vogogna, you come to Pie dl Muleras, 
at the foot of the Cima di Muleras, near the Anza. 
Then Castiglione, in a richly-wooded spot, com- 
manding excellent prospects all round it. Beyond 
Calasca is the fine Fall of Val Bianca ; and at Ponfc 
Grande a way turns off to Valscsmenta, under the 
Del Moro Peak. VansDone is half-way to Macug- 
naga, with a good Inn and two churches. Vast 
forests of chesjtnnt* atfid wajnuts covtr the hfll sid^^

Ceppo Morelli (near Cimamorga Chapel and its 
prospect), Campiole, Morgen, and Presquartcro, 
where a direct way passes up a defile to the right, 
over Monte Moro, to Saas-thal; but our way by 
Macugnaga is best for the views of Monte Rosa it 
offers. The German language begins hereabouts. 
At Pestarana are gold mines, where a smalt 
quantity of gold is found in combination with ircm. 
The latter, with copper and lead, is abundant; 
silver is also found. Borca, the next place, com- 
mands a fine view of Monte Rosa, but the best pro- 
spects of it are obtained from tfacugliaga {Hotels: 
Monte Rosa; Monte Moro), which stands at the 
bottom of an amphitheatre of mountains and 
glaciers, on a green meadow, 3 miles by 1 j, and 
6,170 feet above the sea. It has a pretty village 
Church, the language is German, and the popula- 
tion remarkable for vigour and good looks. 

From a point beyond the village is an extraordi- 
nary panorama of MoiltO Rosa and its neigh- 
bouring peaks, which rise up with nothing to 
obstruct the sight, in a vast semicircle, snowy and 
glistening, darkened at the bottom here and th^re 
by forests. To the south are the Cima del Pisse, 
near the Turlo Pass (into Val di Sesia); Pizzo 
Bianco, on the west, the Monte Rosa behind it 
(15,216 feet high), in all her splendour, the Weiss- 
thor Pass, over to Zermatt, Cima de Jazi, and the 
Mittaghom (13,650 feet); and Monte Moro and its 
Col (8,220 feet), over which was one of the high 
roads into Switzerland, before the Slmplon was 
mode. 

A steep ascent leads up to the summit ol this 
pass in 4 hours, which commands a prospect of vast 
extent. Thence downwards by a desolate, though 
not difficult path, over glaciers, Ac, to Distel and 
Meigeren (2 hours from top), in Saas-thal, and 
under the snowy peak of Mont F€e; then Almagell, 
whence there are paths into the Val Antrona to the 
east, and to Zermatt In Nikolai-thai on the west. 
SaaS (2 hours) the next place, gives name to the 
valley. 5b<tf?.— Monte Moro.] 

After Vogogna, the stations are PremOBOUa, 

CnzKago, Ornavasso, and araveUona-Toe«- 

At (Sratellona a line rr- 
the head of the beautiful La 
continued from Omegna-tc t 
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Noyara. This lovely lake is a perfect gem Oength, 
9 miles; width, 1| mile; height, 190 yards above 
Lago Maggrlore). It was the Cusius of the Romans. 
Best hotels at Orta; Leone d'Oro; and S. Giullo; 
the latter on the beautiful Isle of San Giulio 
(boats, 1 franc), with many relics and frescoes. 
The S&CrO M0Xlt6 is remarkable for twenty 
chapels and figures representing the life of 
St. Francis of Assisi (I franc). 

From Gravelloua the Domo d'OssoIalinc runs via 
Novara through ]kfagonta,Rho,aud Misocco toMilan. 

From Gravellona (3| miles) to Feriolo, which 
lies on the magnificent IiOgO Magglore. Just 
before reaching Feriolo, a road, traversed by a dili- 
gence, tunis oif to Fallaxiza and Intra, both 
situated on the Lago Maggiore, the former having 
go>d hotels, much frequented by the English. 

Baveno (Grand Hotel Baveno; Grand Ilotel 
de Bellevue; Beau Rivage; Hotel ct Pension 
Suisse.) A charming village under Monte 
Motterone. Villa Clara, belonging to Mr. Hen- 
f rey, was occupied by the Queen on the occasion 
of her visit, 1879. There are Inexhaustible quarries 
of excellent granite, which is easily worked and 
polished. Fine red trout arc caught. Boats to 
the Islands, live francs for 2 hours. A steamer 
touches here in the morning, on Its way to Sesto 
Calende, at the bottom of the lake. A path leads 
from Baveno and another fi*om Stresa (50 minutes 
from Baveno, on the lake; Hotel des lies Borromdes; 
Albergo.Realc) to Monte Motterone (3 hours, 
4,900 feet), and thence to Orta (total journey, 7 
hours on foot). From Monte Motterone you enjoy a 
grand view of lakes, the plains of Italy, and the 
Alps from Monte Viso to the Bernina. 

The nearest of the Borromcan Islands is the small 

ISOla Superiore, or del Plscatori (Fishermen s 
Island), and its picturesque church, with a popula- 
tion of 250. Further out is the Isola Madre 
(i. e., the Virgin's Island), which is a mass of foliage 
native and exotic, laid out in alleys and terraces, 
through which beautiful views of the lakes and 
surrounding hills are caught. There is a profusion 
of oranges, lemons, tropical plants, besides aviaries 
of birds; but the only building is sn unfinished 
palace of the Borromeo family, which the gardener 
(who shows the island) llvci in. To the west, in 



shore, is the pretty Isola di S. Giovanni, or the 
Isollno (little Island) with gardens. 

IflOla Bella (to the south), the Beautiful Island, 
Is more a work of art. and perhaps less charming 
than the other. It rises up in a pyramid of ten 
terraces or hanging gardens, first laid out by Count 
Vitallano Borromeo, about 180 years ago; planted 
with cedar, laurel, cork, beech, cypress, sugar canes, 
coffee trees, Ac, and so many lemons and oranges, 
"that 30,000 have been sent in one year to England 
alone." The whole is set off with statuary; and 
there is a curious shell work grotto, close to the 
water, with a mosaic floor made of the slatey rock 
which forms the basis of the island. At the sum- 
mit is the large sumptuous Palace of the family, a 
modem structure, approached by a flight of steps, 
and built by Count Frederlco Borromeo. Among 
the pictures inside, are those of four battles in 
which he fought, besides a portrait of him with his 
jester. There are also firescoes and pictures by 
Giorglone, Basaano, Procaocinl, SchldonI, Vandyke, 
Tempesta (an artist who killed his wife, and fled 
hither) with monuments in the chapel, and a 
theatre. The old Count had a "great passion for 
the drama, and always went about with a company 
of players in his train." Closed Mondays. There is 
an Inn on the Island. On the east side of the Lake is 

Laveno (Stat.)— -ffofe/*.* Posta; Stella; Moro— 
at the foot of the BaSSO di FerrO, 5,920 feet, 
with a fine view, 7 miles across from Baveno, and 
other beautiful places which are on the opposite 
side of the lake. From Laveno, a line runs to 
Vareso (see next page) and Milan; and a road 
leads to Ponte Tresa, from which rail toLulno. 

Following the road by way of Arona (Stat ), 
Cpop. 4.500), where thcrailw.iy to No vara. Magenta, 
(fcc, commences, you come to Stresa, BelgirAto, 
Lesa, and Meina. Beyond the last is the great mct.il 
Stattie of S. Carlo Borromeo, the good Archb:shop 
of Milan. It stands near the old house where ho 
was bom, on- a hill commanding a superb view of 
the lake, and is 66 feet high, besides a pedestal of 
40 foet. By means of ladders and some scrambling 
you may ascend the hollow body, and sit iu the 
inside of the ear or the nose. It was put up in 1697 
by the Borromeo family. 

After Dormcllo and Dormeletto, you cross the 
Ticiuo (at the bottom of the lake) to 
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SestO Calende (Stat.), the Roman Sexto Calen- 
dar, In the Italian dominions ; where the passport 
is examuicd and baggage declared. Here the 
direct rail to Milan is joined, coming from Arona 
(above). It goes from Sesto, through a rather 
dull, though fruitful country, part of the great plain 
of Lombardy. The first Station is Somma, with 
its Castle of the Visconti family, and especially an 
ancient cypress, 24 feet girth. Scipio was defeated 
here by Hannibal, at the Battle of the Ticino, 218 
B.C., and obliged to retreat to the Po. Gallarate 
is the next station where the branch to Varese 
turns off (below); then BustO ArslzlO, near 

Castegnate, on the oiona; Legnano ; Farabiago; 

BhO ; and at length 

Milan, at the famous Arco della Pace. 

At Sesto Calende (above), several roads fall 
in at the point where the river issues out of the lake, 
one of which leads to Como, and passes through 

Ciznl>rO, where the mulberry begins to appear. 
At Casata, which stands in a pretty country, on a 
hill, is a fine view of the St. Gothard and the 
neighbouring Alps. The unusual stature of the 
people will be noticed, and their low-pitched cotta- 
ges. From Castello d'Azzati, is a view of the Lake 
of Varese, and the Madonna del Monte, a pilgrim 
church, on a beautiful hill, which is a favourite 
resort of the peasantry. 

Varese (Stat.) reached by a branch from Gal- 
larate (as above). It is a lively, good-sized town, 
trading much in oil, and having three churches, 
a hospital, theatre, Ac, with several houses resting 
on arcades in the principal streets. 

After crossing the Olona you come to Malnate, 
near the Madonnina Chapel, on a hill. The women, 
in their holiday dresses, "wear handkerchiefs 
wound about the head, with large silver omaniaits 
behind, consisting of a number of long phis disposed 
like a fan," and fastened by another laid across. 
Tliey wear also huge wooden shoes, without 
stockings. 

Beyond Blnago is the Odescalchi Villa, and at 
Camerlate you get a view of Baradcllo Castlo, on a 
lofty hill, once used as a prisoi 
road to the north brings you 1 
from which a line runs vid ft 
Bergamo, A;c. 
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Martlgny to Great St. Bernard and Aosta.

Caar road to Cantine de Proz ; thence bridle- 
road to the pass. Diligence In summer to Orsitres, 
in 3 hours. One horse conveyance to Orsiercs, 15 
francs. Liddes to St. Bernard, mule and guide, 8 
francs and pourboire. The route may be varied 
by way of Vul do Ferret and Col de FenetrA 
which presents many fine prospects of Mont Blanc, 
the Gdant, «fec. 

Passing Martigny le Bourg, you come to 

Le Brocard, 2,320 feet above sea, near traces 
of an aqueduct which supplied Oclodurum. 

After Bauvemier, the road crosses the Dransc, 
to the Galerie de la Monnaie Tunnel near a convent, 
and then re-crosses it to St Branclller or Sembran- 
chier, which suffered much in the great inundation 
of 1818, occasioned by the Bagnes, a branch of the 
main stream which falls in here. It was stopped 
in its upper part near Torembic, by a glacier which 
fell in April from the Genoz Mountam, and made 
a natural dyke, 600 feet high, across the valley, 
the waters forming a lake behind it, \\ mile long 
and 400 feet deep. Precautions were taken, and a 
tunnel cut through the dyke, but, on 16th June, it 
burst, and 500,000,000 cubic feet of water swept 
down the valley at a fearful rate, carrying away 
bridges, cottages, trees, cattle, and thirty-four 
lives, though notice had been given beforehand. 
The dyke was afterwards melted down by a simple 
plan adopted by Venetz, an engineer; which was to 
divert the springs from the heights across the ice of 
the dyke; and, in 24 hours, though not more than a 
few inches broad, they worked channels 200 feet 
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Orslires C^nn: Hotel des Alpes), a town of 
2,000 inhabitanti, at the entrance of the pretty 
valleys of Ferret and Entremont, 2,890 feet 
above the «ea. The heights aronnd command a 
splendid view. A prominent object Is Mont 
Velan (12,360 feet), with its g-lttterlng snow fields. 
Lac de Champey is a charming promenade (4 miles 
off) among chftlets, pine woods, meadows, &c., 
where a great variety of plants are found. 

[A road turns off here, under Catogne (8,460 feet), 
a point commanding a view of the Lake of Geneva, 
the Juras, &c. ; thence by the rich pastures of the 
Hospice, by lake and glaciers, either over Col 
Ferret to Courmayeur, or over Col de la FenStre 
round to St. Bernard.] 

Leiving Orsiferes, you come in a short time to 
Llddes, 4,390 feet above sea, and the most healthy 
and agreeable place in Val d'Entremont. The 
people are industrious and the soil is fertile. St. 
Laurent's Chapel is the best point of view. The 
valley of Bagne meets the Entremont valley 
above BafXie, from which there is a way to Col de 
Fenetro (page 50) and Aosta. M. Trolllct Is a 
guide here. 

Boixrg ftt. Werre, where the char-road ends in 
a forest, 5,360 feet above sea, is but a street of 
cottages, with a population of 400, cattle breeders, 
&c. The church was built by a bishop of Geneva, 
in the eleventh century, and has a Roman mile-stone 
of Constantlne's age. Charlemagne first erected 
the wooden bridge of St. Charles. One of the best 
falls here is that of Valsorez, which issues from a 
glacier under the Combin and Yelan, two peaks, 
12,000 to 14,000 feet high. There is a Botanical Gar- 
den here, the key of which can be had at the inn. 
The name of the guide who conducted the First 
Consul and his army of 86,000 over the pass in May, 
1800, was J. B. Dorsaz. In the Album de la Suitte 
PiUoretque, a tr&reller relates some of his gossip 
about Bonaparte:— "He was small and slender, 
with the white of his eye as yellow as a lemon, and 
the same shape. Long dark locks fell over his 
collar and dress, and his hat was covered with an 
"" -^kin cloth. Thongh young, he spoke little, but 
-Ite, and constantly turning to tee how the 
advanced. When he asked my nam«, I 
ed him as I do you, * Jean Baptiste Dorsaz/ 



I was young then, like himself, and, if I had 
looked out, might have been much better off than 
I am now. When we got to the Hospice, after a 
safe journey, he asked what I liked best. I hardly 
liked to say, but at last I told him that a pretty 
cottage, a field, and a cow would make me happy. 
' How much would it come to ?' said he, quickly. 
* About 60 louis' was my answer; and the fine 
fellow told me to count them out directly.*' 

In Napoleon's time, the way was continued 
through the forest by a ragged and difficult path, 
over precipices which c<mtinaally obstructed the 
carriage of artillery; a better one has been cut out 
of the cliffs, over the ravine of the Dranse. Further 
on, the country becomes wild and sterile, with an 
occasional patch of verdure, clumps of firs, views of 
the neighbouring peaks, the Velan, Moro, Folate de 
Ronaz, Roc-Foli, &c. The carriage road ceases at 
the little inn, Cantine de Proz. Further on a 
gorge, the D^S de Marengo, is reached, thence to 
the little Spital, with a morgue, where the bodies 
of unfortunate travellers overwhelmed by ava- 
lanches or snowfalls are preserved from decom- 
position. In the defile of Todten-thal, or Valley of 
Death, at the head of the stream, is the Augustine 
Convent or 

HOSPICE OF 8T. mSSAXD, 

On the pass of the Cfreat St. Bernard; thought by 
some to be so called from Charlemagne's uncle, 
Duke Bernard, who led his corps this way when 
Charlemagne invaded Italy, by others from St. 
Bernard of Meuthon, who founded the Hospice. The 
present convent was founded or rebuilt, A.D. 963, 
on the 8it«» y( an earlier religious house, about the 
same time that one was established at the Little St. 
Bernard, the pass by which Hannibal had pre- 
viously entered Italy. There was from th6 first a 
Pagan temple here, to Jupiter Penninus (pen,, a 
height), whence it came to be called Mons Jovis or 
Mont Joux; this was destroyed by the Barbarians. 
The Hospice, the highest inhabited bouse in the 
Alps after that on the Stelvio, is 8,120feet above the 
sea, near a Iske which marks the boundary of the 
VaWs «9d Piediwutt, and is at the bead of a branch 
of the Dora. The principal buUding, strongly 
buttressed (sixteenth century), contains serentj' or 
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•ighty beds for traTellen, and room for 800 alto- 
gether, though sometimes twice as many have been 
relieved in a day. A smaller house near it, called 
the Hospice St. Louis, is mainly used for the poorer 
travellers. There are magazines of provisions (as 
bread, wine, cheese, dried fruit, timber, forage, 
brought up from the valleys), stables, &c., with a 
chapel containing a Monument to Desaix (killed at 
Marengo), who passed over with Napoleon, 1800. 
The latter laid the first stone of it five years after. 
Not far distant is the Morgue, the receptacle for 
bodies of travellers found In the snow, until claimed 
by relatives. 

In the reception room are several pictures and 
other memorials from grateful travellers, with 
collections of Alpine minerals and insects, and 
Roman antiquities. Even in a summer evening 
the temperature is at freezing point, or below 
it if the wind is north, and the ueighbourhig 
lake gradually freezes towards the moniing, while 
a breeze in the day time is keenly felt. There are 
scarcely ten clear days in the whole year, the 
climate being severe and stormy in the highest 
degree; ice and snow are common all the year 
through. The two extremes of temperature 
noticed, are 68** Fahrenheit, and 29' below zero. In 
winter the snow lies 7 to 9 feet deep, and even 80 
to 40 feet in some parts. Dangerous as the pass is 
hi this season, it is used by the natives ; and then 
the brethren (ten or twelve of whom are always 
stationed here) distinguish themselves by their 
humane exertions, in sending out parties, accom- 
panied by the famous St. Bernard dogs, a species 
allied to the shepherd's dog, hitclligent and faithful, 
with a keen nose, a large massive head, and 
tawny skin. They track their way through the 
snow with unerrhig sagacity, but arc short lived, 
as are the monks, from the bitter effects of this 
polar climate. A party of eight pei*sons and a dog 
were overwhelmed December, 1874, in a snowdrift. 
The dog struggled out and got back to the Hospice, 
but all the rest were lost. 

As many as 12,(J00 iiersons, tourists and others, 
travel over this pass or visit the Hospjico yearly, 
all of whom are fed and sheltered without charge. 
The cost of maintenance is reckoned at 50,0U0 
francs; but those, of course, who arc able, especially 
piorc vl"*ltors, pay for their avcaiumodation as

much, at least, as they Would at an Inn for the 
same time. Formerly the institution was iwssessed 
of rich estates in several countries, and licld eighty- 
eight benefices; but these have been taken away 
in course of time. The monks arc in general 
affable and well informed, as might be expected 
from their great inteicourse with strangers. They 
enter on their noviciate at eighteen, taking it In 
turn to reside at the Hospice; but their constitu- 
tions are almost broken down by the time their 
(fifteen years) vow expires. 

The Pass does not lack nmembranccs of the 
Roman sovereignty, for which nothuig' was too 
lofty. In the time of Julius Csesar it appears to 
have been practicable, and under his successor, 
Augustus, was much used. The site of tlie temple 
to the god Penniuus is still pohited out, and many 
brass votive altars from its ruins, with other 
remains, are placed in the hospice or at tlie 
museum of Turhi. Livy tells us that the Verag- 
rians had a temple here, and this is confirmed by 
Celtic coins being found. The Barbarians, as they 
were called, and the Saracens, who were scarcely 
less barbarous, devastated the house of refuge here ; 
and even after St. Bernard's time, tlie hospice was 
taken possession of by robbers, who levied a toll 
on every passer by. Canute of England com- 
plained to the Pope and the Emperor, that his 
subjects, in making their pilgrimage to Rome, 
were obliged to travel in companiesof 400 or 500 
for mutual protection, upon which the hospice was 
re-founded on a better footing. 

From 1798, when the French first penetrated 
Switzerland, to 18U1, more than 1-'>0,000 soldiers 
crossed the St. Bernard, and the convent had a 
garrison of 150 men. In 1799 the Austrians tried 
to take it, but were defeated after a hard day's 
fight. Between the 15th and 2lst May, 1800, the 
French army of reserve, commanded by Bonaparte, 
with 40 pieces of cannon, crossed the pass: a part 
of the same army which, on the 15th June, beat 
the Austrians under Melas at Marengo. The other 
divisions went over the Simplon and St. Gothnrd ; 
the cannon bcuig dismounted, i)ut into huilow trunks 
of trees, and hauled up by the soldi 
carriages were taken to pieces and 
back*} of mules, 
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A fpotpnth, rich in Alpine scener>', tarns oflf from 
the Hospice over the Col 4e Ifi Fendtre (8,866ft. 
high) to Ferret; theucc by Isaert to Martigny (in 
11 hours) ; or to Piedmont by Val Ferret, over the 
Col, to Courmayenr (7 to 8 hours). From Ferret 
also (near which is the Folnte de DronaZ, 
9,680 feet high, with splendid prospects), by Col 
4e Ferret (8,716 feet), into the Valley of Entrfeves. 

From the Hospice to Aosta, the path winds 
between the lake and the Plan de Jupiter, the site 
of the Roman temple dedicated to Jupiter, hence 
the La: in Moum Jovit, Savoyard Mont Joux; a 
little beyond which the view of the basin of the 
Vacherie opens, on the Italian side, where the 
cattle of the convent are fed. The road is tolerably 
plain ; and there Is a fine view of the Yacherle 
from the gorge of Mont Moro ; the most striking 
object being the Pain de Sucre or Sugar Loaf 
Mountain. Thence the path winds down to St. 
R^my (5,240 feet high), where return chars may 
be got to Aosta. The custom-house is here; the 
tobacco duty is heavy, and only 80 cigars are 
allowed free. St. Oyen comes next, and Etronnes 
after that, where passports are shewn ; then La 
Clusc, GIgnaud, Signaye, and 

Aosta, a charming spot, where the scenery be- 
comes half Italian. (See Bradshate's Hand-Book 
to Italy.) 

ROtJT£J e. 

Visp 1.0 Zermatt. To CbfLtUlon. over the 
Pass of St. Th^odule, or Matterjoch. 

The Visp-thal (page 42) at Stalden (where earth 
pillars left by the moraines maybe noticed). Smiles 
from Bri'eg, divides into two branches, the Nikolai- 
thal and Saas-thal. Between these two valleys 
He the Mischabelhorner, viz. : the Graben or Dom 
(14,941ft.) and the Taschhom (14,760ft.), the highest 
peaks in Switzerland, neither Mont Blanc nor 
Monte Rosa being Swiss. The Saas -thai, also called 
at its commencement Eistenthal, ascends about 15 
miles past Saas, to the glaciers which shut it in 
on oil sides, but has a path over Monte Moro to 
Vcgogna, on the Milan Road. The former end 
most important valley stretches to the south, 26 or 
30 miles, to the base of Mont CcA'in or the Matter- 
horn, pacing GrHchen, St. Niklaus, Herbrigen, 
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Randa, on to Zermatt, which it 6,316 feet above the 
sea, in the h eart of a eircle of rlaeiert faaagliig down 
the sides of Monte Roia (the secoad peak of the 
whole Alpine chain, 16,916 feet above lem) aad the 
Matterhom (14,708 feet). Over the shoulder of 
the latter is the Matterjoch Pass (10,889 feet high), 
with St. ThA)dule'8 old fort, and across It a path 
over glaciers and fields of snow, to Toumancho 
(11 stunden from Zermatt) and ChAtiUon, in Yal 
d' Aosta. Both valleys are noted for the grandeur 
of their mountain scenery, the size of the glaciers, 
and fine waterfalls. 

VlBP to GhAtillon, by tbe Matterjocli, in 

20 to 23 hours, with guides. 

After \\ hour you reach StaldOQ, and thence 
along the edge of a wild ravine (leaving OrSchen 
above on the left) to 

St. NUdaus, or Nicolas (2| hours from Stal- 
den), a pretty place among forestsandfruit gardens, 
with an/nn, St. Nicolas, about hali-way to Zermatt. 
Leaving Visp early, you may get over the glaciers 
of the Matterhom to the ch&lets of Breuil the same 
day ; but it is better to arrange to get to Zermatt 
the first day, Yal Toumanche the second, and 
Ch&tUlon the third. 

Near Herbrigen, or Herbriiggen, are the 
Schallhom Glacier and a waterfall. Randa fvaa 
nearly overwhelmed by an avalanche in 1819, the 
mere wind of which shook several of the cottages 
to pieces. Another hour to TSsch, and in 3 hours 
more to Zermatt. 

In 1891 a Mountain Railway was opened up 

;the Vlgpthal and Nikolaithal from Visp to Zer- 
matt, 22 miles, in about 3 hours. The stations are 
Stalden, Kalpatran, St. Niklaus, Randa, and Tasch. 

Zermitt—ffotelt: Monte Rosa; MontCei-vin; 
Zermatt: Post; Hotel and Pension Riffelalp; Hotel 
and Pension Riffel, 8 hours from Zermatt. 

This village (population, 626), which the Italians 
call Praborgne, is the chief idace of the Matter- 
thai, in a grassy hollow among the noblest scenery, 
for which this is an excellent starting point. It 
commands .a splendid view of the Mattex-liom, 
Mont Cervin, or Monte Silvio (the latter little 
known), which rises up here in great majesty 
U,708ft. Ohureh Service at St. Peter's Church, 
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which Is dedicated to th^ memory qt the trayeUers 
' of Mr.Wbymper'p pwty, who fell in descen^l the 
' Matterhorn, 1865. The good points of view ore 
' Gorner Orat (10,290 f eetj and Hohbalm. 

The Matterhom was ascended without guides, 
July 21-22, 1876, by Mr. Cast and two other mem- 
bers of the Alpine Club; and is not considered to 
be difficult to expert climbers. 

From Zermatt a path may be taken to the 
valley of Saas, and another (more rarely followed) 
across the glaciers of Mpnte ROSa (l^,216ft ), by 
the Weissthor, to the road down to Macugnaga ; 
the vhole distance to the latter being 12 hours, 
pad the highest point 11,800 feet. It is attended 
with some risk and fatigue. 

Above Zermatt is a group of cabins called Zum 
See, not far from the glaciers of the Brcithom. A 
fatiguing walk of 4 hours, up and down glaciers 
and crevasses, brings you at length to the Matter- 
jOCh, or pass of the Matterhom, 10,889 feet high. 
On a bare piece of rock are remains of the huts 
occupied by Saussure and his party, who stayed up 
here three days. It was ascended 22nd July, 1871, 
by a party of three, including Miss Walker, who 
was the first woman to do it. It marks the border 
of the Valais and Piedmont, to defend which there 
was a fort of St. Th^odule, built in the fifteenth 
century, and still seen. Near the old Pass, other- 
wise called Col de St. Tll^Odule, are two or 
three new ones, all nearly the same height and 
practicable according to the weather. In about 3 
hours from this you descend to the chftlets of Mont 
Jumont and Breuil; and in 2 hours, through a 
wild pass to Val Toumanche, in an amphitheatre 
of mountains, with a custom-house. Thence by a 
rugged but picturesque road, in 4 hours down to 
Clld.tillO]l, which has the old Castle of Usclle, a 
convent, and two or three bridges over the dark 
torrent below, one of which is a Roman Arch. 

An ExcuKSiON may be made from Zcomatt tO 
tHe Riflfelberg, in about 6 hours, past the 
Breitliom, the Gomer-Gletscher, &c. The pros- 
pect from the summit takes in a circle of glaciers 
and Monte Rosa. Another and easier one is to 
Schwartz See, in 3 hours. This is a small lake, 
about 8,398 feet above sea, close to a chapel, with 
a fine panorama of the mountains round Zermatt.

The Circuit pt Monti? ^O^Si; t^m Zerinatt 
may be made in about Four Days by ascending the 
Matterjoch. Thence over the three Cimes plaj^cbei 
(9,830 feet), by Avcntino to S. Giacomo d'Ayas, in 
ValChallant. Fromthis, ascend the pass of Furcadi 
Bctta (about 8,500 feet) into the head of the Vallaise 
or Lys-thal, at St. Giacomo, a fine spot, with the 
most varied scenery. Another ascent by a lake 
to the Pass of OUen (9,656 feet), at the back of 
Monte Eosa, and down to Alagna, in Val Sesia. 
Hence by St. Antonio to Pass of Turloz (9,090 feet), 
and from there down to Borca and Macugnaga In 
the charming Val Anzasca. Many parts of the 
route so far are extremely fatiguing, but it embraces 
a succession of splendid views. It may be extended 
(from Ayas) by taking Gresaonay lower down the 
Vallais, and Col di Val Dobbia to Riva and Alagna. 
From Macugnaga you can go on over the fine 
Honte Moro Pass (9,220 feet), past the Matt- 
mark See, to Moojs and down to Saas, from which 
there is a difficult pass into Visp-thal, aAd so to 
Zermatt again. 

A Tonr of Sixteen Says ftrom Brieg to 

Saas.— F^e Valley and Mattmarksce ; over Monte 
Moro to Macugnaga. Belvedere and Glacier of 
Macugnaga; Pcdrlolo. Baranca Pass to Fobello. 
Varallo- Monte Sacro— and Monte di Tre Croci. 
Varallo to Alagna. Pile Alpe, Val di Bora, and 
Glacier. Alagna over Col d'Ollen to Gresaonay. 
Lys Glacier. Gressonay by Col di Renzola, and 
Col de Jon to Ch&tillon. Breuil. Col St. TiM^odule 
to Zermatt. Up the Eiffelberg and Gorner Grat. 
Zermat, to Visp and Brieg. On 6th September, 1877, 
in the Lyskamm Pass, two Englishmen and three 
guides (the brothers Knubles) were killed by a 
fall from tlie Convent Glacier.

Diligence runs daily. 

Beiegto Obeb Gustslen.— a char-road through 
the populous valley of the Ehone, with the Aletscb, 
Viesch, and other Glaciers on the left. Crossing 
the bridge out of Brieg, you come to NatepS, 
anciently itrarre«, which, with its adjoining hamlets, 
numbiers COO souls. Being in a sheltered spot the 
vine, walnut, and chestnut flour^ tr 
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opposite side of the Rhdne/lsthe little vUlage of 
MUhlibaeh, where Cardinal Schhmcr, Bishop of 
Sion, was bom. He played a great part in Swiss 
affairs before the Reformation, and xlied at Rome, 



Adtantage. Hie old mined Castles of Welngarten 
and Snporsax being passed, you approach the 
Massa, which comes down from the Alctsch 
Glacier. 

A path ascends this stream past a fall, winding 
round the Aletsch Glacier and the Martlnsbcrg, 
and falling hito the road higher up at Viesch. At 
Mdrel {Hotds^Dea Alpcs; Eggishom) the road 
crosses the Rhone (a footpath goes straight on) to 
Bister, and Grengiols, which was called Qranolia, 
and has a church on the site of Its old baronial castle. 
Most of the village haa been rebuilt since the Aus- 
trlans burtit It, 1799. The rich pastures here stretch 
up towards the Blnnenthal, by whlcli there Is a way 
oyer the mountains to Wald, In the Val Formazza 
(near the Tosa Falls), and thence Into Val Maggla. 
Crossing the Rhftne again, you come to Deisch, 
and Lax, a pretty, well-built village, with com and 
taw mills. The people carry on a good trade in 
cheese, cattle, Ac, with Italy, by the Blnnenthal, 
towards which there Is a bridge a little higher up, 
where the mountains fceem to close in upon the 
view. 

Vlesch or Flesch {Inm: Hotel du Glacier; des 
Alpes) contains over 800 Inhabitants, and stands 
3,460 feet above the sea, near a torrent of 
the same name, which drains the Vlesch Glacier. 
Fine crystals are got near this beautiful spot. The 
path up the little stream goes round to Natten. At 
one time, It Is said, there was a way right over to 
Grindolwald ; but the accumulation of glaciers has 
rendered it impracticable. An excursion may be 
made hence to the AletSCh Glader, and the 
jEgglSCMlOni- The Marjelen See, a small deep 
blue lake, one of the special points of the Aletsch 
Glacier, disappeared suddenly, March, 1888. Two 
hours from Vlesch on the slope of the^gglschhorn, 
is the Jungfrau Hotel, which has been Improved 
and made a great centre for excursions. The 
ascent of the ^ggischhora, with its splendid 
panoramic view (9,650 feet) takes about 2 hours, 
commanding the Flnsteraarhom and Monte Rosa 
chains, with peeps of the TUdl and Grlsons Alps. 
This Is also one of the best centres for the 
ingfrau, Aletschhom, and Flnsteraarhom. Pen- 
on at theJungf rau Hotel, 7f r. per day. Belwald, 
•f vu«;bf |cQmma&d» » good prospect. On t)ie 
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Passing Nlcderwald, Blltzlngen, and Selklngcn, 
where the scenery becomes less strlkhig, you come 
to Biel (population, 150), 4,870 feet above the sea, 
with some remains of Blandra Castle. In the night 
of 16th and 17th January, 1827, an avalanche rolled 
down here and destroyed forty-six houses and a 
mill. Out of eighty-nine persons overwhelmed, 
only thirty-eight were dug out alive. Rlzlngen, 
Ac, comes next (Holy Cross Church being seen 
over the town), and then Glurhagen, Retringeii, 
and Reckingen. 

Mlinster (/nn: Crolxd'Or, or Gtolden Cross), 
the chief place in Upper Valals, where, though the 
pastures are scanty and the climate cold, cattle 
and a little fruit are raised. The old church is 
worth notice; It looks down the valley upon the 
Wclsshora. MUnster was the first place In this 
part to unite with the Forest Cantons, with whom 
it formed a treaty, 1416. From here the ascent of 
the LSffelhorn (10,140 feet) can be made in 5 hours. 
nirlcheil, a village of 800 souls, opposite the 
EgSnenthal, which may be ascended from here to 
get over the Gries Glacier into Val Fonnazza, or 
over the Niif^nen into Val Bedretto, to Airolo aud 
to Pommat. 

Oberg^Stelen, or Hant Ch&tlUon (/nn: Haut 
Ch&tmon), Is under the Grlmsel, 4,396 feet above 
the sea, at the point where the paths over 
that Pass, and those of the Furca, Ac, meet 
with the Galenstock and other ley peaks in front. 
It Is a busy little place, with a population of 250 
and a trade in cheese, Ac; but suffered greatly 
from the fire of 1868, when all of its black woodeu 
houses were burnt. Parts of a Castle, -whicli 
defended the passes, are still visible. This ele- 
vated part of the Valals, being so near the course 
of the RhOne, Is subject to frequent Inundaiions. 
About 1 mile above it is Oberwald, the la^t 
and highest village In the canton, and about 
4 miles from the source of the river in the R]iOn6 
QletSCher, or Glacier. (See Route I3a.) An 
avalanche In 1770 buried eighty -four people at this 
pUoe,

Population 70,305 (over two-thirds Protestants, 
about 20,000 Roman Catholics, remainder Jews) ; of 
BAIoVille, 74,246; of Bltle-Campagno, 6i,154. 

The largest place in Switzerland, well situated 
at tlio point where It borders Germany and 
Franco. It stands about 800 feet above sea, at the 
elbow of tho Rhine, which divides it into Gross and 
Klein Basel (Great and Little), joined by a wooden 
bridge (Alte Brttcke), by tho new Johanniter- 
BrUcke, and an iron viaduct at St. Alban Graben, 
connecting the north (Baden) and south (Bwias) 
Stations. Tho oldest part is in Grors Basel, on 
tho left bank, where are crooked streets and 
old-fashioned houses, with a very largo number 
of Fountains, one of the best of which, Gothic 
and curiously carved, is in the Fish Market. 
A good view of tho town is obtained from the 
P.Wk Ba>eJ, In a capital situation near the 
Cathedral, 75 feet above the river, and command- 
ing a wide prospect of the Black Forest, and other 
objects around. 

Here 8too<l the Roman BaHlea^ built by Yalenti- 
nian I. upon the decay of Augtuta Raur€Korum (now 
Augst) higher upthe stream; out of which the town 
fi rst grew. Being almost destroyed by the Huns, 917, 
it was rebuilt 924-32, by Henry the Vogelsteller 
(Fowler), and In time it became a free city of 
the Empire as part of Suabia. A plague In 1312, a 
fire in 1836, and an eartliquake In 1358, greatly re- 
duced it. Tho famous Council of Basil, held here 
1431-44, to establish peace and unity, and to reform 
tho church, having asserted that a Council was 
above the Pope, was excommmiicated by Eugene 
IV., and forthwith chose Amadous of Savoy, as 
Popo, under the title of Felix IV. iGneas Sylvius, 
afterguards Pius II., acted as secretary. In 1444 the 
Armagnac army, under the Dauphin, crossed here 
to tho field of St. Jacob (p. 106). It Joined the Swiss 
confederacy as an independent republic, 1501 ; and 
apcepted U\9 Refpr|»(^tionl527,wh9n U} bip)iop flpd. 
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The year 1706 wai marked by the siege of Htt> 
nlngen, a French fortress, on the Rhine, below the 
town, by the Archduke Charles. In 1833, the little 
revolatlon took place which divided the Canton 
into two republics, Basel-stadt and Basel-land (city 
and cbmitry). Here lived Erasmus, Renchlin, Hol- 
bein, Iselin, Orjmieua, the Bemonillis, Euler, and 
other famous men. It Is now a rich and thriving 
town, with manufactories of ribbons, paper, silks, 
chemicals, tobacco, Ac. 

One of the oldest and most conspicuous buildings 
is the red sandstone MlillBtfir (Minster or Cathe- 
dral), begun by the Emperor Henry IIm about 1010, 
in the Byzantine (or round-arch) style, but fort he 
most part restored in the Gothic style, after the 
earthquake of 1356; with two spires, 318 feet high, 
built 1500. What remains of the first church are, 
St. Oallen's north porch, flanked by statues of 
Christ, St. Peter, the Ten Virgins, &e. ; the crypts 
and one side of the nave, and the grotesque figures 
on the pillars and beam-ends, peculiar to the early 
style. The chancel and side aisles are a mixture 
of both styles. On the west front are various 
Gothic ornaments, and figures of St. George and 
St. Martin, on horseback; also the statues (as 
supposed) of Henry I., or Conrad I^ with his wife 
and daughters; the Virgin, Henry 11.^ and St. 
Kunigunde on the facade ; four kings and the 
wise men ou the towers. Inside, near the com- 
munion table, is the grave-stone of Ereumiu (who 
died at a house close by, 1636) ; the large organ, 
1,431 pipes; tombs of the Empress Anne (Rudolph of 
Hapsbnrg's wife) and her sons; the carved chancel 
and font, and other remains of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries. The Chapter House was used 
by the great CouhcII. Admission, } franc Free, 
8 to 4, Wednesdays, The picturesque Cloisters on 
the south side are full of tombstones from many 
centuries back, including that of (Ecolampadius, 
who first preached the Reformation here. The 
MedlAval Collection, adjoining the Minster, is 
woil worth seeing. Admission, | franc. Free, 
Sunday, 10«30 to 1, Underneath the Pfalz is the 
Swimming School for ladies and gentlemen. 

Near the Cathedral is the MttsetUIl containing 

the ^lillC ItLliraiy, which belonged to the 

University (founded 1460), of about 300,OClO 

1 6,000 ifSS., with painttnjr*, 4r*w- 



ings, Ac. It was formerly the Bishop's Palace. 
Open from 10 to 13 and 3 to 4. Among other 
things of Interest are the transactions of the 
Council (11 folios); a Greek Commentary, on 
vellum, by Gregory Xazianzen; the English 
Greek Testament, edited by Erasmus, printed by 
Froben, 1516; Erasmus's Praise of Folly, Illu- 
minated by Holbein ; Original Letters of Luther, 
Erasmus, Melanchthon, Zwlngll, ise. The Museum 
contains Roman antiquities, from Augat; 13,000 
coins; a number of cartoons by Cornelias; and more 
of the younger Holbein's works (the BAleae claim 
him as a native) than can be found anywhere 
else. They number twenty-six, and include- 
No. 8, the Passion, in eight parts, for which 
Maximilian of Bavaria offered 30,000 florins; 
a Portrait of Erasmus, No. 18— thought to be the 
painter's best; Portrait of Frobinius, No. 15, the 
printer; his friend Schweizer, No. 16; and his 
patron Ammerbach, No. 17; his Wife and Children, 
No. 12; Burgermeistcr Meyer and Wife, No. 19; 
Body of Christ, No. 7— said to have been painted 
from a drowned Jew. Among his drawings (nearly 
80) are his own portrait, th c Meyer Family, sketches 
for Sir Thomas More'sfamlly, and copies of the fa- 
mous Todtcntanz (Dance of Death), with pieces of 
the original frescoes. Other works are, the Battle 
of St. Jacob, by H. Hess, Cranach's Luther, and 
an interesting collection of paintings by Swiss 
masters. The Museum Is open Sunday morning 
and Wednesday afternoon (In summer) free, on 
other days 50c. for 1 or 3 persons. 

Si Martin's Churchy the oldest here, was 
built In the time of king Chlodowig; at St. 
Peter's are graves of eminent natives, especially 
the Bernouilll family. There arc also the Church ot 
the Bare-footed friars (lately restored) and the 
modern church of St. Elisabeth with fine stained 
glass. 

The Kunsthalle has a number of modem 
pictures and casts. 

The Rathhaus, or Town Hall, In the Market Place, 
is a good specimen of Burcundian Gothic, with 
carvings, «fec., built 1608, and restored 1824. 
On the front are frescoes and the arms of Basle (a 
bishop's crozier supported by a fish-gaflT), Url. 
Unlerwalden, ic. Inside are frescoes by Hans 
6och(1609); 8ta|n9d windows apd carvings ipthc 
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Great Hall, which was once i^domcd by Holbein's 
frescoes, now almost obliterated^; and a statue of 
Manutius Plancus (the founder of Augst) in 
the court. The new Theatre or casino, across 
the bridge, built 1840. A new Hospital on 
the site of the Margrave's Palace, in the faubourg. 
Some cells of the old Carthusian Convent arc left 
at the Walsenhaus (Orphan School) in Little BAle. 
Tlie old Spahlen-thor, St. Paul's Gate, with Its 
machicolations, was buUt about 1400; some of the 
ancient watch towers remain over the ramparts. 
The Spahlen-brunnen (t'ountaln) has a copy of A. 
Durer's Bagpiper. In St. Alban's Kloster is a 
Byzantine drchway, dating from Roman times; 
the Splesshof is In the J'lorentlne style. St. Clara 
(Roman Catholic) has i fine organ. 

Many sociiii, learned, and religious Societies exist 
here, as the famous Missions Seminar, or MUsionary 
CoUege, founded 1816; Bible Society; Society for 
Promoting the Public Good; the Hochschulfe, or 
High School, a Paedagogium (1817), Gymnasium, 
Parish Schools; College Alumnorum, or Eras- 
ipianum; the Kunstverein (Society of Arts) at 
the Kunsthalle, with a permanent Exhibition of 
Pictures; admission, 50 cents. The library of the 
Lescgesellschaft has 2T,000 volumes. 

The Gates used to be shut during service on 
Sundays and also every night at 1 1, after which 
a fee had to be paid for admlsbion. The walls 
Iiave been converted into promenades. Buxtorf 
t he Hebrew scholar, and Burckhardt the traveller, 
were natives of BAIe. 

Zoological Gardens, not far from the Central 
Station, with concerts on Sunday afternoons. 

In the neighbourhood are various points of 
interest, as the Bruderholz (J stunde), HUningen 
Fort (close to an important fish-farm), St. Jacob 
or Jalcob (page 106), Mortenberg, Mariastein 
Abbey, Ettingen, Badenweiler, Burg and Its Baths, 
Leimen-thal, St. Margarethen Hills, Neubad (New 
Bath)f the Grenzacher Horn and Chrischona- 
Kapelle (1| stunde) with fine views of the Alps, 
Arlesheim (a romantic spot), Augenstein Castle, 
also the Wiesenthal, Rottelen Castle, and the 
Hardtwalde. Trout fishing in the Birs. 

The Canton contains about 185 square miles, 
with good pasture near the Rhine; com, wine, 
0sb, cheese, and cattle are the chief products. 
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Liesthal is the capital ot the country part, of 
BMe-Campagne. German is the common language. 

Basle to Lucerne, by tbe 
Vnterbanenftteln. 

The old road, which passes Liesthal, Sissach,' 
Olten, Sursee, «kc., and is about 17 stunden or 64 
miles long, is, for the most part, superseded by the 
Schweizerische Central-bahn, or SwlsS Central 
Railway following nearly the same direction. 
Two small portions, viz., between Sissach and" 
Olten (across the Haucnstein), and between Em- 
menbrHcke and Lucerne, are now pierced by 
tunnels opened in 1858 and 1859. At Olten, on the 
Aarc, is a branch, down that river to Aarau, 
forming a junction with the Central Swiss line 
from Zfirich, Ac; and at Aarburg, up the river, 
the West Swiss line from Berne, Solothum, Neuf- 
chatel, Tverdon, Lucerne, and Geneva, falls in- 
The through route from BAsle to Lucerne, 59 miles, 
is performed in 2^ to 8| hours. (For times, distances, 
Ac, see Bradshaw's ConUnental Guide.) There are 
eighteen stations, the most Important of which are 
described below. The direct line to Brngg and 
Zurich, opened 1875, turns off at Pratteln (see 
Route 11). 

The line passes the bridge over the Birs ; Schwei- 
zerhall or Rothhaus Saltworks (rock salt 640 feet 
down) , opened 1836 ; and the Forest of Hard. Near 
this, a Roman tower and pillar were found, 1751, 
Basel-Angst and its antiquities are further on (on 
the Rheinfelden Road, Route 11). 
Liestbal (Stat.) 

Population, 4,850. 

Hotels: SchlUssel; Falke; Engel; Sonne. 

Capital of Basel-Landschaft, or Bftle-Campagn^e, 
since the separation from Basel-Stadt, or Bftle- 
Ville in 1838, and after a battle fought in the 
Hundwald. At the Gemelndehaus (Common Hall), 
is Charles the Bold's drinking cup, taken at 
the battle of Nancy. There are also an Arsenal, 
Hospital, and Cantonal Library. Near it are the 
ruins and Bath of Schauenbcrg, Bubendorf Bath, 
Wildenstein Castle, and a fine view from Sissacher 
Fluh (1,300 feet above the soa); at Waldeuburg 
a ruined castle and a fall of 80 feet down. The 
topofOber Hauenstein is about 3,000 feet high. 
It is traversed by three tunnels, betwee 



4nd OIten> about 3 miles long. In Jmr 
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accident occnrrcd, by which sixty-three persons 
were suflTocatcd. 

SUsach (Stat.)( on the Ergrolz, 1,88 > feet above 
the sea. Hota-. Lowe. Population, 1,500. The 
church is large and old. One of the first Pesta- 
lozzlan Schools was established here. Fine view 
from Sissacherfluh ^lountain. Rail to Gelterldn- 
den. Diligence to Eptillgeil« with an Etablisse- 
mcnt dc9 Bains near the Hauenstcin. Passing the 
ruins of Castle Homlmrg wo come to 

LaufelflXlgdXI (Stat.).— Here arc a church, 
school, Ac, on an eminence, at the bottom of the 
Wicsenbcrg (8,280 feet, to the left, a fine view) and 
of the Pass of the Unter HauexiBteill, which is 
p.irt of the common high road to the St. Gothard. 
At a cost of a quarter of a million of francs, 
between 1827-30, the gradients have been mnch 
improved; a toll of f franc per harse is levied. 
There is a splendid View from the top (1,130 feet), 
where you cross the bomidary Into Solcure Canton, 
but the railway passes a tunnel 2,900 yards in 
lonpth, the scene of the accident referred to above. 
A deep gorge, to

Schweizcrhof. Population, 4,936. On the Aaro, 
where the lines to Aarau, Berne, Thun, Soleure, 
4;c., fall in; having an old Church, built before

Change here for the line to Soleure, Bemo, <fec.,

stands about .1,265 feet above the sea; and is an 
industrious place, having manufactures of cotton, 
woollen, cutlery, mathematical instruments, Ac. 
Among the noteworthy objects are the Parish 
Church (which both Protestants and Catholics 
attend at difterent hours— an arrangement once 
advocated by Dr. Arnold In England); the Rath- 
haus, ht the old castle of the Comits Von Rors ; 
Cantonal or High School; Gymnasium; Trades' 
School; Arsenal; Barracks; Cantonal Library 
(open 3 p.m.), 60,000 vols, and M8S. collected by 
Gen. Lurlaubcn; Ethnographical Industrial Mu- 
seum; collection of antiquities from Yindonissa. 
There is also a Bible and Foreign Aid Society. 
Walks and excursions may be made to the 
Tumplatz on the river, Zimmerm-inn's Garden, 
Schoncnwcrd (f stunde), BatllS Of BcMnimach 
(3 stunden, page 68). Zschokkc, the historian, 
lived at Aarau, and his house is on the road which 
leads out to the Hungerberg. Diligence to Menz!- 
kon and to Schof tland. 

The Central Swiss Ihic here joins the line from 
Basle; proceeding by way of Brugg and BadQU 
(in Route 11), to Ziirlcll. Leaving Aarau, i^ 
passes BupperBChwyl, from which a branch up 
the Rcuss (part of the St. Gothard line) is open vi& 

Lenzburg and JBendsdUkon to Wohlen, Bos- 
wyl-Bunsen, Muri, and Botlikreuz (pnge 71). 

Muri has a public school in a large old Benedictine 
Abbey. At Wolilen orWohlen-Villmcrgen, a branch 
of 4| milea goes off to Bremgaitcn. There is a 
shorter line from Lenzburg to Lucerne, past the 
Halitpyl Lake, then through Hochdorf to Emroen- 
briicke (see page 57). From llupperschwyl the 
Zurich line passes Wildegg, near Wlldegg Cast'e

From Olten the Lucerne line proceeds to JUUT- 
burg (Stat) Inn*: Krone (Crown); BSr (Bear). 
Population 2,000. In Canton Aargau, on the Aare, 
where the Wigger joins it. A wire suspension 
bridge, 270 feet long, was built after the fire of 
1840, which nearly destroyed the town. Parish 
church on a rock. On a higher point commanding' 
the town, is the old Citadel, built hi 1660, where 
Napoleon used to confine tronb}esopie patriots. 
Diligence to Frelswyl, 
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Zoflngen (Stat.) inns: Ochs (Ox); Rossll 
(White Horse). This place, in the pleasant wooded 
' ralley of the Wiggerthal, is the Roman Tabiniumy 
near which, on a paved way, a bath, pavement, Ac, 
have been found; they are at the Rathhaus, along 
with coins, letters of the Swiss reformers, drawhigs, 
Ac. Population, 4,400; many being maicers of 
cutlery. The Swiss Art Union meets annually 
(established 1806). Mr. Suter's interesting collec- 
tion of objects from the lake-dwellings. A loop 
from Anrau connecta hero, passing K5111ken, 
Ober-BXLtfelden, and Bllhr. Good views on the 
Heltorplat (the Bernese Alps In the distance).

An old walled town, near the mouth of the Suren, 
which falls Into the Sempachcr See or lake, Popu- 
Ifttion, 2,100. It has an old Gothic Town House. 
Mrtrlenzcll Chapel is near it. To the south-west 
distundo) is Tauonfels Castle, with a fine view; 
boyond which lies ButtlsllOlZ BarrOW (Eng- 
IHndcr HtlgolX where the Entlibuch men finally 
routed the English adventurer Ingclrara de Courcy 
and his followers, 1816. Scott alludes to it in 
"Anne of Gcierstehi." The Lake of Sempaeh, ^ 
miles long by li broad, is 1,470 feet above the sea, 
with a pleasant hilly border round it, and alwunds 
with good trout (Salmo lavoeretus), crayfish, Ac. 
A boatorthc rail will take you to the little village of 

Sempach (Stat.) inns: Kreuz (Cross); 
Adlcr (Eagle). Famous in the history of Swiss 
Independence for the celebrated '5a«te, 9th July, 
1386, when Leopold II. of Austria, lord of this part, 
w.is utterly routed and slain by his vassals. How 
the victory was gained through the generous self- 
sacrlfico of Arnold Wlnkdried, as he threw himself 
on the lances of the enemy to open a way for his 
countrymen, is described in James Montgomery's 
"Make way for Liberty," some of the most stirring 
linos in the English language. See Zschokke's 
cIoQuent description of the batile. It is still com- 
Mcmoratcd in a yearly religious ceremony at the 
achlaeht-Kapaie on the spot, which has some old 
pictures of the arms, Ac., of those who fell on its 
walls. A m««tlng of the pict wns UcW hero 1898, 



From Sursee the line winds round the west side of 
the lake, past Wartensee Castle, Bempaoh (as 

above), and Rothenburg, to Emmenlnriicke 

(on the Emme) ; the Rigi on the left and Piiatus 
on the right being in view. From EmmenbrUcke, 
a tunnel 850 yards long carries the line under Gib- 
raltar (a spur of the GUtscli) into 

LUCERNE (Stat); German, Luiem.

(See 
Bradshaw's Contin^tal Guide.) The Zug lino 
joins the Swiss Central at Oibraltar HUl, a gootl 
pohit of view. 

Population, 20, 670, Roman Catholics, The capital 
of Canton Lucerne, seat of the Great Council, and of 
the Vorort (or Diet) in turn with Berne and ZUrich ; 
a fine old walled town, in the very centre of Switzer- 
land, where the Reuss runs out of the Vlerwald- 
statter See or Lake of Lucerne, the most beautiful 
in the country, with Piiatus, Rigi, Ac, in sight. It 
belonged to Austria till 1882, when it joined the 
confederaticn formed of the other throe Cantons 
round the lake; and in the religious wars of 1712, 
headed the Catholics, who were defeated at Wlll- 
mcryon, Belngp the chief Catholic town, the Pope'- 
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Nttncio formerly resided here. Other Enrojs 
make Berne their head-quarters. 

The Reuss divides the town in two, the largest 
part being on the north, on the slope of Mnsegg 
Hill; and as seen from the lake, it looks, with 
its ramparts, watch-towera of the fourth century, 
spires, Ac, much better than it really proves to 
be on passing through its narrow, ill-paved streets. 
But the beauty of the neighbourhood makes amends 
for all. There are three or four open places, with 
handsome Gothic fountains, one as old as 1481, and 
many old-fashioned hoiusos. 

Among the curiosities are the covered Bridges 
on the river, serving as promenades. The 
Miihlenhtikke (Mill Bridge) or Spreuerbriicke, built 
1408, has thirty-six subject* from the " Dance of 
Death," besides other paintings. KapellbrHete 
(Chapel Bridge) built 130^ I,000feet long, isadomed 
with 154 pictures, dedicated to Swiss history and 
the patron s^tints of the town, St. Leger and St. 
Maurice. On the Kapellbrticke Is the old Wasser- 
thurm or Water Tower (where the archives are 
kept) which, having been once a lighthouse 
(Lueerna)^ gave name, they say, to the place. 
The Reussbriicke, and Seebriickc are the only ones 
passable for carriages. At the mouth of the river 
formerly stood the Hofbriicke, another covered 
way, adorned with nearly 240 scripture subjects, 
which are still preserved in the Rathhaus. It led 
over to the Hofkirche, or Catfiedral, close to which 
was a Monastery and seat (hof) of the Abbot. The 
church stands on the site of one founded in 698, by 
St. Leodeger or Leger. It is of the seventeenth 
century, having two slender towers as old as 1606; 
a few stained windows, Lanfranc*s Christ on the 
Mount of Olives, a good organ, Ac. 

Just outside the Wftggisthor is Meyer's interest- 
ing Diorama. 

Not far from this is one of the great attractions of 
the town, in the LSwen-Garten, viz., the Ldwe mm 
Luzern, or Luceme Llon, to the memory of the 
Swiss Guards who fell in the attack on the Tuileries, 
10th August, 1792. It is a relief 28 feet long, 
18 feet high, hewn out of the sandstone rock, by 
Ahrorh, of Ccmstance, fh>m Thorwaldsen's designs. 
The dying animal, as he falls Speared through, 

rasps the Bourbon Lily in one paw, while the 
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other is held up to repel the next stroke. Around 
are the names of those vrho fell and of the sur- 
vivors (only 870 out of 1,160), with an inscription to 
the ''fidelity and valour of the Swiss." Another 
inseriptioQ, ''Peace to the unconqnered," is seen in 
the little Chapel, with an embroidered altar-cloth, 
worked by the Duchesse d'Angoul6me, 1825. 
Near here is the famous Glacier-garden^ with 
large holes in the solid rock, worn by stones con- 
stantly revolving in the stream underneath a 
glacier that existed here ages ago. At this garden 
are the late General Pfyffer's Relief Map of the 
Forest Caniont, 22 feet by 12, mad6 of pasteboard, 
wax, Ac, the highest mountain (9,700 feet) being 
lOin. high, and another, by Mflller, of the Eastern 
Cantons, 7| feet by 6, on a scale of 1 to 40,000. 
Near here again is Stauffer's Museum of Alpine 
animals ; admission, 1 franc. 

Among the paintings at the Jendte' Cfwreh, built 
1667, is one by F. Torrlani; their college Is now 
the Government House, and includes the Post 
Office, Ac. St. Peter's is as old as 1173. 

The AafMaiM, built 1606, contains an interesting 
Historical Museum and Armoury; close to it is 
an old tower, with the figure of a giant, and a 
long inscription on it. 

Near the Mtlhlenbriicke and Berne Gate, is 
the Artenal. The old weapons and armour, amongr 
which are bimners, Leopold of Austria's ooat of 
mail, from the field of Sempach, several trophies 
from Morat, William Tell's Sword, Ac., are now in 
the Rathhaus. 

Other buildings are— the large Town Hospital, 
Hospital for Incurables, Lyceum (at the Jesuits' 
College), several good Schools, and a Theatre, 
built 1839, near the Kapellbrticke. Town, Lyceum, 
CapuchUi, and other Libraries, besides Meyer's, 
near the Post Office, and Stocker's on the Quay; a 
Musical Society, formed 1834; Reinhard's 182 
paintings of Swiss costumes; Gelger's collections 
of paintings; and Pfyffer's of minerals. Museum 
of Natural History. Meyer's Diorama of the Rigl 
and Pilatus, Ziiricherstrasse. 

Kursaal, with reading and concert rooms, on 
Quai National. 

The Canton numbers a population of 133,722, to 
657 square miles; nearly all Catholic and German- 
speaking. It is tolerably fertile in com, cattle, 
horses, cheese, fruit, chestefttSi with/^Jittle win©. 
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EzcarsloiUI may be made along the river 
Renss to Senteweld; to the Gtitsch, in the tower o^ 
which ifl a panorama of the St. Gothard, and from 
which a fine view of the town caii be obtained ; to 
krienz, Altenwlecicii, Meggen (on the lake), Son- 
nenberg, Gibraltar, AUenWlnden,theMll8e(;k Tower, 
the Dietchenburg, and otlier near points of view. 
Farther off are Schauensee Castle, Stolberg Castle 
Ruins (I stiinde), Rothen Bad, Rathhansen Cister- 
cian Abbey, in a pretty valley; and Sempach (» 
stunden). A steamboat trip on the lake to Alpnach, 
Wliggi8,Beckenried, Gersau^ Brunnen, and Flttelen 
(3 hours). Finally, to Mont Pilatus, by the 
Filatus Mountain Railway, opened 1889, maximum 
gradient, 48 in 100, about 3 miles long, 1| hour 
from Alpnach-Stad (page 61), and by WUggis or 
KUssnacht, up the Blgl (4 to 6} hours), for the 
sunset view. This ascent may be made by rail 
from Yitznau, if time is ah object. 

Steameti up the lake, five times dally; to FlUeien, 
at the f urthei" end, 2fr. 606. and 3fr. 6^5c., in 3.hours. 
Return tickets available for 3 days, but the Journey 
cannot be broken en route. 

tks LAKE OF LUCERNE, 

Or Vier%tald*tmtev$ee (<.«., Four Forest States 
Lake), or Lake of the Four Cantons (round its 
banks), is one of the finest In Europe, not so much 
from its size or variety as from the beauty and 
overwhelming grandeur of its scenery, and the vast 
scale of the mountains which surround it, clothed 
with dark forests, and rising in some parts sheer 
out of the water to a height of 8,000, 4,000, and 
6, 000 feet. It is of an irregular shape, something 
like a cross, with the long arm bent twice. This 
part, 28 miles long, is made up cf three reaches, 
Lucerne, Buochs, and Url. It is 12 miles 
across from Alpnach to Kttssnacht. Alpnach 
gives name to one division. It is 1,430 feet 
above the sea, and 700 feet deep. The Reuss 
Mnotta and Engclberger Aa are its largest 
tributaries. The fish are much esteemed. Boats 
with lateen sails are used, and are a little 
dangerous when the Fbhn or s6uth-we8t wind 
blows. The lake never freezes entirely; It was 
partly frozen in the winter of 1830. The little 
Island of Altstad, the only one in the lake, Is off 
Afegg^iiorn, notfarfprn^ea-Iii^bsburg, wt^ereis 



the ancient seat of the Austrian Dnkes, destroyed 
1853. Koticeable spots are

A village flit the foot of the RIgi, In a fine fruit 
obuntry.

tyrannical governor shot by Tell, 1307, in the 
Hohlen Gasse (see page 72), now part of the road 
to the Imraen See. This was commemorated by a 
fresco in TelVs Chapel farther on (the spot where 
Gessler fell), and a German verse stating that it was 
the birth-place of Swiss liberty, and that It will, 
last as long " as we are like our ancestors." The 
Chapel has been rebuilt. See next page. Visitors 
may land here for the Rigl (3i hours), Rossberg, 
Einsledcln, &c. 

WAGGiS.or Weggls, 

Hotels: Du Lac ; LSwe ; Bellevue. Pension t: 
Belvedere; Paradise. 

Is at the mouth of KUssnachter See, the nearest 
point to Lucerne, for a pedestrian ascent of the Rigi, 
on the south-west slope of which it lies, with a mild 
climate, where almonds and figs grow. A landslip,. In 
1795, brought down a torrent of mud upon It, but It 
Is now partly built over. A bridle-path leads up 
the mountain. Next along the lake is 

Yitznau (Stat.) Here the Rigl railway 

4 to 5 miles long, with a rise of more than 5,000 
feet to the Kulm, (opened 1871-3) may be taken for 
the Ascent of the Riffi (1 hour 20 mln). Hotels: Rigi ; 
Hotel and Restaurant Rlglbahn. The speed Is regu- 
lated by a cog-whccl working on a middle rail. It 
passes through a tunnel of 225 feet, near the bridge 
over the Schnurtobcl Gorge, and has stations at

A pretty little place of 1,816 population, under 
the Rigi, which formed a separate republic l)cfore 
1798, now part of Canton Schwyz. In the Church 
W.1S once the banner of the Counts of Hohenzollcm 
(tikcn at Scmpach) till one of that family stole It 
away. Further on is Ruhlihach Fall, and then 

BnumeiL—ffotels: Waldi«tattcr Ilof; Ad'cr; 
Illrnch; Russli; and many Pensions. 

A llttlo port for the carrying trade, having' a 
depot for Canton Schwyz. Here the three Forest 
Cantons made a confederacy, 19th December, 1315. 

From Brnnncn the Azenstrasse, a fine example 
of engineering work runs parallel with the St. 
Oothard railway to Fltlelen. 

Be}ond this is Azenfelfl, with its first-class 
Hotel and Pension Axen/els, in a fine situation, 
under the Frohnalpstock ; very comfortable. Not 
far from here is the Grand Hotel Axenstein^ with a 
magnificent view and a fine situation. English 
Church Service. 

Midway between Brunnen and Schwyz (Omnibus 
bctwcn these places), the Muotta-thal (see page 
13'i) runs off. From Brunnen the lake grows 
narrower, taking the name of the Umer See. The 
Uri-Rothstock, Rossstock, and otlier peaks behind, 
are 7,000 to 9,000 feet high. Passing Sisikon, in 
Canton Uri, you come under the rugged Axenberg, 
nearly 8,000 feet high, to Tell'S Chapel, built 
1338, restored 1834, and rebuilt 1882, on theTellen- 
platie, where he escaped ashore, by a bold leap 
from Gessler s boat in the storm. The chapel is 
being decorated with frescoes illustrative of Tcll's 
'»its i|pd history, by ^he \f9U-kfl0wn painter, 



Ernst Stiickelbcrg, of Basel. Opposite it, near the 
Iscnthal, is ButU, or Gr&tli, a spot, frequently 
referred to in Schiller's "Wilhelm Tell," in 
common with other celebrated localities In Swiss 
history. (See above). At the head of the lake is 



FLUELEN ; the ItiUian 1 

Inns: Krenz; Tell; Adier; Stem; and Rail- 
way Restaurant. Population, 7S2. 

A depot for the carrying trade over the St. 
Grothard, with a landing pier for the steamers. 
It stands among fine mountain scenery, but on a 
marshy site at the mouth of the Reuss, above which 
is the old castle of the Barons of Attfaighauscn. 
The French landed hero, 1799, under Soult, after 
great resistance from the Swiss ; and fought wiih 
the Russians the same year, obliging them to 
retreat towards the Rhine. 

ASCENT OF THE BIGI, 

Or IfonM Regius^ so celebrated for its extraordinary 
prospect, and the distant effects of sun-set and sun- 
rise. It is a ridge of conglomerate rock, between 
the Lakes of Lucerne and Zug, 30 miles round, 
covered witli forest and pasture to the top, 
or Kulm, which is 5,905 feet above the sea (»,470 
above the lake). It is within 4^ hours of Lucenic ; 
viz., by steamer to Waggis, f hour (a boat 
takes If) ; thence to the top, 3^ hours, taking care 
to reach the top 1 hour before sun-set. Sun-rise 
is best from the Kulm. Sunset Is perhaps still finer 
from the Rigi-Rothstock, between the Kulm and 
the Kaltbad. Hotels at the best points always 
crowded in the season— (Hotel {Rigi Kulm; Hotel 
Schreiber; Hotel and Pension Staffel; Hotel and 
Pension Rigi Scheideck; Hotel and Pension 
Rigi-First; Hotel Rigi Ktltbad; see BradthauT* 
Continental Gifidr)— where the passing tourist may 
get meals and a bed, and the resident may benefit 
by the whey cure and hydropathy. 

The new RailwayB offer the roost easy modes 
of ascent; for that from Vitznau, see page 69; and 
for that from Arth, see page 72. A pedestrian will 
prefer the walk up. For those who ride from 
the starting points at the bottom (mentioned 
below), a horse or mule costs 9 francs to the JTu/m, 
besides 6 for the return by the same road, or 
9 francs by a dlfi^r^pt ope; sedaqs fpr l^^i^s^S to S 
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(fanes np, and 3| to B francs down, for each bearer. 
Guides (if Iiired) 6 francs a-day, for wliich they 
will carry 'iOIbs. of higgage; boys may be got 
cheaper. A trinkgeld is expected. 

Besides the way op from Waggis (3^ honrs) 
which commands a constant view of the lake, there 
are Tarions others,— from Kiissnaclit (3^ hoars), 
the Immen See (3f hoars), Arth (4 hoars), Goldan 
(3| hours). Lowers (3f hours), Greppen (3 hours), 
Yitzuau (3| hours), Gersan (4} hours) ; all being 
bridle-paths, except Immen See, Greppen, and 
Cersau. Nearly all the paths meet at Rigistaffel 
ik hour) below the Kulm. 

On the road from Wiiggls, lies the Felsenthor 
Gate (two black rocks resting on a third), the 
crosses or stations of pilgrims, and the Kaltbad or 
Hydropathic Institution, handsomely rebuilt since 
the fire of 1849, with a chapel and good hotel ; and 
1 stunde from it is the Kanzeli Cliff, with a fine 
view. But the most agreeable way is from Arth 
and Goldan where the view bursts upon you by 
surprise, and so descend by Waggis, having the 
noble lake under your eye all the way down. 
Supposing it to be by Arth, in the ascent you come 
to Unter Dachli Inn, where the thirteen stations or 
pilgrim chapels begin ; further on is Obcr Dachli, 
where a footpath (| stunde shorter) divides off 
from the road. The latter leads to the Hospice of 
Maria znm Schnee (Our Lady of the Snow), a 
CapuchinHouse,foundedl618, to whichpilgrliiiages 
are made, especially at the festivals of 22nd July, 
5th and 10th of August. And at | stunde above it, 
is the Staff el, where the roads unite. 

The Prospect takes in a splendid panorama of 
80 miles every way. To the north are the Zuger 
See (lake), the Albis Range, Egcri See, and the 
Black Forest of Suabia (Baden), far away in the 
horizon beyond the Rhine. In the west, almost 
the whole Canton of Lucerne lies spread out, with 
the Sempacher See, Pilatus and his horns, the 
chain of the Jura, &c. Towards the south, the 
Lucerne Lake (immediately below) and its moun- 
tains, and above all, the long icy chain of tlie 
Bernese Oberland (Jungfrau, Finsteraarhom, <kc.) 
and the St. Gothard Road. Finally, to the east arc 
the Tudi, Glaruisch, and other Alpine i)eaks, and 
9chwys tm<J9r the Mythen. The Qhanges of 
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colour on the lakes, and the rose tints of the distant 
glaciers, are remarkably beautiful 

Green alps {i.e. mountain pastures), and senn- 
hiitten or cowherd's huts are dispersed alxiut on 
all sides. As many as 800 different plants nisiy 
be gathered on the Kigi and on Pilatus. From here 
Prince Albert, before his marriage, sent the Queen, 
his cousin, a dried rose des Alpes, with an album of 
views, which she still keeps among her treasures. 
Between Lucerne and Alpnach lies 
MONT PILATUS, 
So called from PUeatus, a cap, because the clouds 
settle over his head like one ; but the common stor>* 
is (see "Anne of Geierstein ") that Pontius Pilate, 
when l^nished by Tiberius to Gaul, found his way 
here, and in despair drowned himself in a lake at 
the top, formed by the melting of the snow. It is 
a striking limestone group, 30 miles long, much 
more wild and rugged than Rigi, and so attractive 
in many of its views and features as to draw a great 
number of visitors. The highest point, the Ober- 
haupt, is 6,965 feet. On account of its broken 
outline it is sometimes called Fracmont (mous 
fractus). 

The foot ascent should be made from Hergiswyl. 
A small inn stands at Brummeli, 1 hour IVom 
Hergiswyl; and at SJ hours is the Jlotel Zuui 
Klimseuliom, built at the Kllmsenhorn, near 
the summit (15 or 10 minutes). 6,656 feet high. 
Another Hotel, the Bellcvue, has been built 5 
or 6 minutes below the Esel, 6,960 feet high. 
There is a path from the Hotel Klimscnhoru to 
one of the highest of the seven peaks, the Tomlis- 
hora (6,997 feet), which commands the best view, 
and is most beautiful in the moniing ; while that 
from Esel, the next, offers the finest evening 
prospect. 

The railway commences at Alpnach-Stad (see 
page 95) and passes through woods over the 
Wolfortbach, through the Wolfort Tunnel, next 
through two other short tunnels to the Aemslg- 
enalp, and finally passes through four tunnels up 
the steep side of the Esel to the Pilatuskulm, 
close to Hotel Bellevue and the new Hotel 
Pilatuskulm. Hence by a path in 10 minutes to 
the top of the Esel. A path leads through a tunnel 
in 20 minutes to the TomlUhprn, , 
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The Pilatus See or lake, 160 feet lonsr, with the 

Domiuik-IKJhle la to the south-east. For a long 

time it was a punishable offence to visit the lake, 

lest It should disturb the unquiet spirit of the 

wretched suicide, who, in revenge, vexed the 

country below with his storms. An ancient rhyme 

runs thus— 

" Hat der Pilatus Mlnen Hut 
nann wird du Wetter gut ; 
Tjr&ift er aber seineu Degen 
8o gibt ea wohl sicher Regen." 

Meaning that, when Pilate puts on his hat (the 
cloud on his top) the weather will be fine; but 
when he wears a sword (when his peak is seen 
with a horizontal line of strattu below) it will be 
sure to rain ; so that he serves as a weather jg'lass, 
like many hills in other countries. •

From Lnoeme to Milan, by the St. Goth^d. 

Distance by rail from Lucerne to Milan, 284 
kil. = 177 miles ; 5 trains daily, including 1 day 
and 1 night express. 

The road from Altorf, forming the shortest way 
from Germany to Italy, across Switzerland, was 
made 1820-32, by MtiUer, of Altorf. It runs up 
ftlong the eastern bank of the Reuss, and is now 
superseded by the St. Gothard rail. 

The St. Gothard Rail starts from Roth]crei^ 

(page 56) 11 miles from Lucerne, where the line 
from the north comes in, and passes down Lake 
Zug, at the base of the Rigi, and Lake Lowerz to 
Brunnen, on Lake Lucerne. Thence to Fluelen, 
Altorf, and Erstfeld (5 miles from FJuelen, 1,568 
feet high}, up the Rcuss. Thence to Amsteg, and 
by several tunnels and bridges to Gurtnellen (8^ 
miles from Fluelen, 2,427 feet), and by zigzags 
across the Reuss, through Pfaffensprung Tunnel 
(1,487 metres) and Watiingen Tunnel, to Wasen 
(8,008 feet). The line turns back towards Fluelen to 
Naxberg Tunnel (1,570 metres). Next to Gosche- 
nen, at the north mouth of the Great Tunnel; which 
(missing the fine road through Devil's Bridge, 
Andermatt, Hospenthal, and St. Gothard Pass) 
comes out again at Airolo, nearly 10 miles beyond,

The Great Tunnel was finally bored through on 
Sunday, 29thFebruaj-y, 1880, of ter eight ye^rs \^ork 
(1872-80), and was handed oyer by tj^e contractors 
1881. It Is 9| miles and 337 yards long (16 to 25 
minutes) ; having its north end near Goschenen, 
8.038 feet above sea ; its south end at Airolo, 3,757 
feet; and the middle 3,780 feet, or rather higher; 
thus making a slope each way for drainage. From 
Airolo the south section winds down to Biasca, past 
eight tunnels; and there are upwards of 20 tunnels 
along the north approach at Axenberg, Oelberg, 
Schiefemeck, &c., besides those above mentioned, 
and several smaller ones. Massagno Tunnel (924 
mMres), the last of 50, was made 1881 . Altogether 
there are 58 timndis, forming a total of 24 miles of 
tunnel work, including the Great Tunnel, {t was 
msde without shafts, the temperature being 100*; 
and though begun at both ends, the two borings 
eventually came together wUhin an inch— a 
triumph of modepi engineering, which exceeds 
thftt of the Mont Cenis, and which will scarcely 
be excellec}. 

At the Mont Cents tunnel the two parts were 
one foot and a half frofn eaeh other; and though 
shorter than the St. Gothard by 8,661 yards, it took 
six years more to complete it. 

ALTOBF, or ALTDORF 

{Altorfia in Itajian). 

Irm*: Hotel Schliissel; Kron^; Tell; L8we. 

Capital of Canton Uri, under the Baunberg, 1,440 
fjset above the sea, near ^he Reuss, a little before 
it falls into the Lake of Lucerne. Population, 2,553, 
chiefly engaged in the carrying trade, and trans- 
port of passengers. Walter Fiirst of Uri, born at 
Attinghausen, near here, was one of the three who 
conspired against Austrian rule, 1307 ; an4 Wilhelm 
Tell, the best known of them, was bom at 
Biirglen, also near this. In the town is a good 
Pfarrkirche or Parish Church, near the Town 
Uousc ; with an excellent organ, and paint- 
ings, one being a Nativity, by Vandyck. The 
Capuchin Convent, founded 1581, is the oldest in 
Switzerland; it has a good library. At this 
point is a very fine view. The wood above the 
Convent is called the Bannwald, and none of the 
trees arc allowed to be cut, as it protects the town 
from falling fragments. 
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Near the hospital founded by St. Charles Borro- 
meo, for poor travellers, is the GjnBnasiiim or Hi{^ 
School^ with the arms of the canton (a bull's head, 
Ac.) on it. A fountain close to the Rathhaus sup- 
ports statues of Tell and of his boy, who, according to 
the wdl-known storj', was i^aced with an apple on 
his head for his father to shoot at, under a lime tree, 
'on the site of a second fountain, built 1507, 200 feet 
distant. The archers of the town used afterwards 
to stand at exactly the same distance in their 
exercises. Collections of natural history by 
Llisser; and of minerals by Landamman Miiller, 
may be seen. A Tower older than Tell*s time, called 
Teir s Prison, is ornamented with old pictures of o 
Patriot, and the tyrant Gessler. Altorf was much 
bnmt in 1400, 1693, and again in 1799. 

ExcuBsiONS may be made to the Axenberg, 
Tellenpiatte, Biitii, and other places already men- 
tioned, sacred to Swiss freedom; to Waldnacht-thal 
Waterfall, Boylingen, Rothstock, and its glaciers 
(9,620 feet), enclosing the picturesque Valley of 
Isfflithalr Ac. 

From Altorf the road leads up the Reussthal, 

over the Schachenbach, in which they say Tell was 

drowned, 1350 (trying to save a child), not far from 

his birth-place, Biirglen, alittleto the oast. Atting- 

hausen lies on the west side of the ReuBS, with its 

old baronial Castle. A little above, at Ribshau- 

sen, a path leads up over the Surenen pass, under 

the Titlis, to Engelberg. At Klus the road 

narrows, and is sprinkled with rocks; it stands 

opposite Erstfelderthal, leading up to Faulenbach 

Fall. Passing Silenen CasUe and Zwing-Uri 

Castle (destroyed 1308), you come to Amsteg, 

or Anutag (Inns: Stem; Kreuz), at the mouth 

of the Karstelen or Maderaswr^tbal (up to 

tlie Todi and other Alpine peaks past the fine 

Brunnibach Fall), in a pretty place, under the Wind- 

gelle, and Bristenstock (9,870 feet above the sea); 

the latter a noble peak. The Hotel zum Schweizer- 

Alpenclub affords a capita) centre. The peaks round 

Amsteg, in the Haderanertbal, Ac, explored by 

Mr. J. Sowerby, 1862-72, are 8,000 to 1 1,000 feet high. 

(See Alpine Journal^ Feb., 1874.) The Asceilt Of 

tbe St. QoUiard begins here, and the road, 

g^enerally accompanied by the rail, crosses and 

re-crosses the Reuss (with pretty falls at Ourt- 

nellen)^ up to the P/t{fefuprung 3ridg«, which 



brings yon to Im-Wyler Chapel, by a single arch, 
98 feet span. A horse path turns up Mayenthal 
(over the Snsten Pass) to the west, and then you 
come to 

Wasen(/niM: Hotel des Alpes; Ochs; Krone), 
8,070 feet above the sea, with a church perched on 
a rock. The next place is 

Wattlngen, with some fails in front of St. 
Joseph's Chapel ; a little further, a house of the 
Bessler family (marked by the arms of the Three 
Forest Cantons) who settled here 1699. Passing 
Schouebrticke the road becomes more winding and 
rugged, and at length we reach QoscheiiexiyOrGeB'- 
tinen, a growing town made by the rail, at tho 
mouth of a fine valley which turns up (i>ast Sand- 
balme Grotto) to the Glaciers of Trift and Gelmer. 
Here the north end of the Qreat TunOidl begins, 
about 3,600 feet above sea. Above the church are 
traces of a Castle, once commanding the pass, 
which here grows still wilder, between high walls 
of granite rock, winding from side to side, under 
the name of Schollinen and Krachen-thal. If the 
traveller desires to ride over the pass, he can hire 
a c»rriage at Goscbenen or at Hospenthal. There 
is a diligence from Goschenen to Andermatt and 
Hospenthal, but not from Hospenthal over the pass. 

At the most savagepart, wherethe Reuss thunders 
down a fall of 338 feet, the two Teitf elsbliioken 
(Devil's Bridges), one mentioned in Longfellow's 
" Golden Legend," span the precipices. One, with- 
out parapet, 55 feet span, built in the 12th century 
by the monks of Einsiedeln, was the scene of the 
defeat of tho Austrians by the French, 1799, 
and of the defeat of the French by Suwarrow, who 
drove them down it a little later. This bridge fell 
down in 1888. The other, or new bridge, 20 feet 
higher up, 55 feet wide, and dH feet above the 
stream, is of a bolder and more solid character. 
One road then goes by terrace-formed windings, 
mostly hewn in the rock, on to the Umer Loch, or 
Uri Hole; a short gallery or tunnel, U^ feet high, 
and 180 long, cut through the KUchberg, in 1707, to 
save going round the comer of rock, which, till then, 
was done by a sort of hanging bridge, suspended 
from the cliffs. In a few minutes you come suddenly 
to the Urtem-thai^ a green pastoral valley, on 
braneb of the Reuss, 4,500 to 5,S«0 feet above t' 
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ANDERMATT 

(Or Ursenit called Orsera by the Italians) 

Holds : Belle Vne ; Drei Konige ; Mager ; 

Hotel ct Pension Gothard. Good trout fisliUig. 

Diligence over the Furka Fuss to Brieg, halting 

at the UbCne Glacier. 

The chief village in the Urscm valley, 4,740 feet 
above the sea, with 711 inhabitants, and noted 
(or its excellent cheese, honey^, and red tront from 
the Oberalp See, a lake to the north-east, near the 
head of the Rhine, in the Grisons. The head of the 
Khdne is not far off, to the south-west, beyond 
Bealp, in Ursemthal, and the Glaciers of Furka. 
Each of these famous streams may be reached by 
good roads from this village, which stands under 
the Glacier of the Glirschen, or St. Anne's Moun- 
tain. Fine specimens of St. Gothard minerals are 
got here. There is an old Church, with two or three 
chapels, a convent built 1688, and a hospital for 
poor travellers. Since the opening of the St. 
Gothard Railway, this place has been much fre- 
quented as a residence by consumptive patients. 
Fro D here the Oberalp Pass (6,782 feet), 7 miles, 
may be visited. Near the summit is the Oberalp 
See. Carriage to the top in 2 hours; easy walk 
back to the hotel. 
Ascending the valley, the road leaves it at 
HOSpentbaL Hotels : llotel Mcyerhuf, with 
D^pendance; Goldner LJiwe. 

A little village of 300 population, where the two 

heads of the Reuss Join, under the Hiliiereck, 4,810 

feet above the sea; so called from a Hospice once 

here. It contains an ancient Church, with an old 

tower (datUig from the time of the Longobardi) 

above It, on a good point of view, and a pretty 

chapel. By several paved zigzags, up the south 

bead of the Reuss, in 2^ hours, to the 

PASS OF ST. GOTHARD 

(For the Tunnel, see page 62). 

In Canton Ticino, or Tessin, a desolate gap in the 

ridge of the Helvetic Alps, 6,935-feet above the sea, 

but lower than four or five other Swiss passes. It is 

the Roman Adula, and the centre of a group of 

mountains, some above 10,000 feet high, from 

whlcl^ within 8 or 10 mUes of the Col, the Rhine, 

«• "--v Reuss, Ticino, Toccia, &c., take their rise. 

3st peaks are toward the east-^as the 

)Ofcetj Dadtts, 9,615 ; Leckihorn, 10,180.

To the west and south-west are Mntthom, 10,180; 
the Fiendo, 8,890, with a wide prospect ; the Luzen- 
dro. 9,710; and Fibbia, 9,000. Prosa, 8,860 feet, 
Is on t he north. These are surrounded by seventeen 
valleys, eight glaciers, and above thirty lakes, one 
only of which (Luz<mdro) contains fish. 

Not far below the highest point of the Pass arc • 
the Hospice and the Hotel du Mont Prosa, with a 
Telegraph Office. 

The old Hospice, built 1374, by the abbots of 
Dissentis, was ruined by the French when they 
encamped here, 1799 ; the new one, close to it, is a 
strong roomy building. It Is fitted to stand the 
storms and avalanches of winter, which last 
eight or nine months, and during which snow 
often lies 30 to 40 feet deep. It is now a 
meteorological station. Close by is the Hotel du 
Mont Prosa and its d^pcndancc, the Albcrgo del San 
Gottardo. About 15,000 people formerly passed 
over in the year; in winter, carriages, Ac, were car- 
ried over on sledges, and strong houses of refuge 
are stationed here and there on both sides of 
the pass. Average yearly temperature 30*, or 
25* below that of Milan, 20* below London, and 2* 
below the Nortli Cape. The Italian part of the road 
was guarded by towers built by the Lombard 
Kings. On this side of the Alps (still in a 
Swiss canton) the road, about 18| feet broad, 
descends in zigzag terraces, past where Suwarro *■ 
defeated the French, through the once fearful 
Val Tremola, which gives name to a mineral stone 
found here, Tremolite. Then through Val Bedretto, 
past St. Anne's Chapel and Piotella Forest, to 
AIBOLO ; German, Erids. 

Inn : Post ; Airolo ; des Alpes ; Lombardl. 

An Italian village on the Ticino, with a Lom- 
bard Castle (II Castello) of the eighth century. The 
Canton of Ticino, or Tesstn, is Italian and Roman 
Catholic, with a population of 126,946 to 1,100 
square miles of mountahi and valley. Many of 
the people emigrate yearly to Lombardy, Germany, 
Ac, as porters, masons, glaziers, chocolate makers, 
barometer sellers, and such like; and it was about 
8,000 of this quiet and industrious class, who in 1 853, 
without warning, were driven back to their homes 
by the oppressive government which then ruled 
in Austrian Italy. 

Paths lead hence ap the Ticino, through Val 
Bedretto over the glaciers q( the Niifanfn /^« to 
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the Rhdne; by Val Piora, over the Lnkmanier, to 
Disaentis In the Griiona; and by the Turba into Val 
Lavizzara. Going down the ralley, here called the 
Lfvinenthal or Val Lerentina, after the Lepontina 
of the Romans, and acquired by the Forest Cantonis 
after the battle of Giomico, yon pass the narrow 
defile of Dazio Grande, a striking pass nnder the 
Monte Piottino, about 1 mile long, crossing three 
bridges to the German Pfaid^ or 

FaldO (Stat:).— Several hotels. A Tillage of 
900 inhabitants, where vines, chestnuts, and mul- 
berrj' trees begin to appear (3,390 feet above sea). 
It has an old abbey and a fine waterfall. There 
are several pretty cascades between here and the 
next place, 

GIORNICO: (German, Irnis. (Stat.) 

Inns: Corona; Cervo. 

In a pretty spot, a little above which 600 
Swiss of the Forest Cantons defeated 14,000 of the 
Milanese, in the winter of 1478, and obtained a 
foothig in the Ticinese territory. It stands 1,180 
feet above the sea, and has a Lombard tower, with 
the ancient Churches of Sta. Maria di Castello and 
S. Niccolo, in the same early Lombard style. The 
fine Falls of Baroglia and Cramosina are at hand. 
Two paths lead into the Val Verzasca. Still de- 
scending by Bodio and PolUggio, you cross the 
Blegno, which joins here, to 
. Biasca (Stat.) -/nn: Unione; RaUway Res- 
taurant)->in that part of the Ticino called Val 
Riviera, where the road from Olivone and the 
Lakmanier Pass comes in. Above it is the Pil- 
grim Chapel of St. Petronella. An earthquake, 
in 1512, caused a landslip and the formation of 
a lake, which burst a few years after. In the 
forests of Personieo, on the other side of the 
river, are glass works. The timber in this 
mountainous country, where land carriage is impos- 
aible, is sent down the valleys by companies of men, 
called borratori (from the borraor borre, trunks of 
trees), by a plan which is also employed elsewhere. 
An artificial trough, called sovenda, is nuuie, and 
carried from point to point as far as they desire to 
go. Water is then poured down, which, freezing, 
makes a perfectly smooth way ; and at a signal from 
the top, wliich the men who are stationed along the 
line transmit by a peculiar cry, the )oga are 
F 



launched, and slide down with wonderful swiftness 
to the river or lake at the bottom. In this simple 
maimer, 5,000 or 6,000 logs are sent a distance of 
2 or 8 leagues in one night. 

Further south, past Otogna and Its old tower, 
Cre*Hano, Glaro (Btat.), with a Benedictine 
Abbey, on n beautiful hill called Poncione. de 
Claro (with a ruined seat of the Milan Dukes at 
the bottom), and across the Moesa, you reach 

BELLINZONA (Stat.) ; German, Bellenx. 

Inns: Poste et Pension Suisse; Angelo; Bellin- 
zona. 

Now the only capital of Canton Ticino, and a fine 
looking old walled town on the Ticino, the passage 
of which it commands. Population, 3, 803. Citrons 
and oranges begin to grow in this luxuriant spot. 
La Torreta stone bridge, 714 feet long, on 14 arches 
crosses the river; and there is a strong dam built 
by the French, in Francis I.'s time, to keep out the 
floods. Three old Castles on the heights above 
were built by the Forest Cantons. Castello Grande 
(which replaces, some say, a fort by Ctesar), is now 
a prison and arsenal, and commands a fine view. 
The Parish Church has a marble font, and some 
bas-reliefs at the altar. There are also a new 
theatre, built 1847; the Government buildings, 
formerly an Ursuline Convent; and St. Blaise 
(Biaggio) old church. Among the points of view 
around are the Churches of Carasso Convent, 
Gorduno, and Daro. Near the Moesa is Arhedo^ 
where 24,000 Milanese defeated 3,000 Swiss, 1422, 
slaughtering 2,000, who are buried in the graveyard 
of the Chiesa rosa church. From here a rail (25 
miles) runs vid Cadenazf (Stat.), and Maga- 
dlno (Stat.), at the north end of Lago Maggiore, 
and near the mouth of the Ticino, to Lnlno (Stat.) 
on Lago Maggtore. Lulno is a delightful summer 
resort, with three good hotels, in a beautiful 
situation. Much silk is spun in the district. The 
direct line to Como goes on to 

QiUlliaBOO, and Its two churches, nearthe mouth 
of Val Morobbia, up which there is a way over 
Jorisberg to Lake Como. At Glubiasco, the line to 
Luino, on Lake Maggiore (mentioned above), pirts 
off with a branch to Locarno, on the nc»th side '^' 
the same lake (see next page). 
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The Como line runs from Glabiasoo, through the 
tnnnel mnder Monte Ceneri (abont 1 mile long) 
and amidst pleasant scenery whlofa reminds the 
trareller of his approach to Italy, to Lugano, 
.on. one side of which is seen Mount San Salyatore, 
on the other Mount Br^. 

LUOANO (Stat.): German, Zatti«. 
Hotels: Hotel et Belvedere du Pare, kept by M. 
Beha, first-class hotel. 

Splendjde; Washington; National; Beauregard;

A. pretty thriving town, with a lovely Italian 
climate, beautifully located on the west shore of 
the Lake, 935 feet above sea. Population, 7,169. 
It is the largest of the three principal towns of 
Canton Tioino, and was acquired by the Swiss in 
the sixteenth century. The mifinished Church of 
St. Lorenzo, on a hill, (aecessiUe by funicular rail), 
has some good carving, a Virgin Chapel, a beauti- 
ful facade, and a flag, taken 1798 from the Cisalpine 
. r^imblic. At the Franciscan Church of Sta. Maria, 
founded 1499, are paintings (date 1580) by B. Luini. 
Former Palazzo Riva, occupied by **■ Banca deUa 
Svizzera italiana." Principal rendezvous— The 
Piazza della Biforma. All information given by 
the Societk Pro-Lugano. 
Diligence to Sessa. 

ExcvBaiOKS to Monte Bre (3,080 feet); to Monte 
Oeneroso (5,560 feet); to Monte ScUvcUore/^an 
ascended by funicular rail; across the lake to 
Caprino and its wine caves, and the Cavellino 
Waterfall. From Capolago (4^ miles by rail) there 
is a mountain rail to the top of Monte Generoso. 

ULW m VBQAKO, m OerMio. 

(The ancient £«et(« Ctorwiaw.) 
Chiefly In Canton Tieino, but lit Its xpper end, 
towards Porlezza, tu Italy, is a narrow, crooked 
lake, aibeut 20 miles long, 540 feet de^ 910 feet 
above the eea; theTresa at the bottom carries off 
its waters to Lago Maggiore; plenty of good trout. 
The shores are steeps especially above Gandria, but 
well cmtivated and wooded, and full of changing, 
picturesque views. From Monte StOvotare (1 hour 



from Lugano, and t,980 feet high), on Its west shore, 
there is a splendid prospect of it, and the plain of 
Italy, the Alps, Monte Rosa, Ac. Other places On 
its shores are Capo Lago, Mdtcote, and Agno. A 
beautif al boat trip to Ponte Tresa. Also to Porlezza, 
whence there is a rail to Menaggio on Lago dl Como. 
From Lugano, the stations on the Como line are 
HAtO£«lA (3 otll^")* '^^ H«lidd (4| miles). 

HendrlslO (fllat.), or MendrU In German, In a 
very agreeable and fruitful country, with apopula- 
timi of 2,800, three convents (one having a large 
church,) a college, silk mills, a printing office for con- 
traband books, ftc. Balema, San Martino, and Val 
Hagglo are beautiful spots. Balema' is a country 
seat of the Bishop of Como. 

From Mendrlsio it is 5 miles to Cll!a«M(8tat.) 
the last village in Switzerland, with a custom- 
house; and after crossing the lUlian frontier, you 
come, 8 miles farther, to 

Oomo (Stat), iB Italy, whence there is a rail to 
MUan, distant 80 miles from Como. (See Bradshaw't 
Hand-Book to Italy.) 

From BellUizona to Lago Maggiore, the line to 
Lecamo turns off at Oadenazzo, wh*re are very 
benutlful views of the lakes, and after passing 
Ciartino, you reach, at 13| miles from Bellinzena, 
tlie picturesque and Intensting little town of 
LOCABMO Btat); German, Xw^^ora. 
Hotels: Grand Hotel Loeamo; Corona; Suisse; 
Pension Villa Righetti. 

Population, 8,868. This Is the third largest 
town of the Canton, and stands in afine spot, though 
marshy, near the mouth of the Maggia. At the 
Refonnatlon It had nemly 5,000 population, but in 
1558,' miChy of the pHneipal families (the Orelli, 
Mumltl, Ac.) were banished for PMtestantt«m. and 
sAtled In Zltrtch. On the Groeser Plate rtands the 
old Castle, nowthe Government House and tire Pub- 
lic Garden. The Churoh of Madenna dsi Miueo (of 
the BookX on nUiBtght, with amost delightful View of 
the lake, haft sons good carvings andfresooes by 
B. Luini. Thex>e are two other churches (Trinltabaa 
also a fine viewX convents, a hospital, library, and 
the pillar of S. Yittoria with a statue on it. The 
iidiabittfnts an divided taito 7 guilds, viz., Nobili, 
Borghesl, Terrieri, Sesstni (settlers), Orloadi 
(Innaigrants from the neighbourhood), Qmatirini 
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and HensuAUsti (forelgpn immigrants). A pictnr- 
esqae display of costumes at the -weekly market, 
%hlch the eoantry people attend. The riews and 
walks sbovt are, the Pasi of Ponte Bn^a (| hour) ; 
the Fall of the PoEKaccia,at Maggia, np VcUMa^gia ; 
the BelTodere Hotel at Intragna (4 miles) ; Ascona 
and Brissago on the lake. Also to the Borromean 
Islands, Palanza, Arona, Ac. A road strikes 
hence through the Centoralli, up the Melezsa, 
past the fine Falls of St. Remo, to Domo d'Ossola 
(9 to 10 hours), on the Simplon Boad, in Fiedm<nit. 
(See Ronte 4.) 

ROXJOTE 11- 
Baato, to Badt n and Ziiricli, Zng, the Rlgi, 
and Bo88l)6rg, Seliwyv, Bindedtin, and 
Alton: 

By road or rail. The direct Swiss Nortii-Bastem 
Bail (BStzbergbahn), opened 1876, is 89 kilometres, 
or 58 miles long, and tnms off fnnn the Lnceme 
rail at Prattoln (Stat.) It passes Rheinfelden, 
Stein, Bmgg, Torgi, Baden, Ac. Take care to sit 
on the right hand side of the carriage. (See 
Bradshav>'$ CMtinental Guide). From Turgi, near 
Bragg, a branch line mns to Waldslittt, on the north 
bank of the Rhine. A rail may be taken from 
Basle, along this bank, to Waldshnt, and thrice to 
Bragg and Ztlrich. 

Following the Road from Basle, you pass Hardt 
Forest, as in Route 10, on to BASgL-Auo^x, the 
Roman Augtuta Rmwacorwm^ founded by Mnnatius 
Plancus, in the Emperor Augustus's time. On the 
other side of the Ergoitz is 

KAXSEB-AUOST, or Blidlnftlden (Stat.) 

Botelt: Des Salines; Dietsch zur Krone; Belle- 
vue. 

A small walled town (2,400 population) in 
Aargau, on the Rhine, joined to the Baden side by 
a covered wooden bridge. Town House and Church ; 
with salt works and baths. In the middle of the river 
which forms several rapids here, is the old Fort of 
Stein (a rock), which came to the German empire, 
1218, and to Austria, 18i0. In 1446, it was des- 
troyed by the Conifederates, and by the Swedes, 
1633 (Thirty Years' War). It stood a siege of 
twenty-five weeks, in 16d4, from the Rhinfegrav^ 
John Philip, and another from the French in 1#79, 
who destroyed it, 1748. At Qlsberg, or €h>ttes 



Garden, Is a foundation or aeademy (for women) 
as old as 1174. There is a large Kuranstalt with 
saline, brine, and mud baths (Sool-Bad); good 
arrangements and reasonable prices. Establish- 
ment f6r air-cure. 

From Rheinfelden, the rail passes Mdhlln 
(Stat.), on a branch of the Rhine ; then Stein 
(Stat.), on the south bank of the Rhine, opposite 
Sackingen Abbey, which gives name to a station 
on the rail following the north bank. 

[From Stein, the road towards Waldshut, follows 
the south bank to Lauffenburg {ffoCel: Post), a 
small place, with au old castle, giving name to a 
station on the north side. The river here divides, 
and makes a fall or rapids (Lauf en) called Kleine 
Laufen, to distingniish them from the famous 
Grosse Laufen, at SchafFhausen. It was here that 
the last Viscount Montagu attempting the rapids 
in a boat, was drowned, 1793. Salmon abound. 
Across the river is seen the Feldbei^ (rising 4,600 
feet), the highest part of the Black Forest. 

The rail on the Forest side passes Albbmck to 

WaldBlint (Stat.)- Hotels: Rebstock ; SchStzli; 
Blumer— near which the Aar falls in ; and thence 
through a tunnel to Thlexigen (on the right the 
ruins of Kilssenberg) on to Schaffhansen (see 
page 75). Near Thiengen is the Reindeer Cave of 
Kesserloch. Travellers disposed to "rough " it, and 
not put out by a ducking now and then, may 
descend the rapids from Schaffhausen on the timber 
rafts, making acquaintance with the rivermen, a 
hardy and peculiar class. Rail hence to Winter- 
thur via Eglisau and Bulach (page 78). 

From Stein, as above, the Baden line passes 

Biken (Stat.) to 

FrilC or FriCk (B%tL%,)— Botelt: Adler; Engel— 
a small market town, in the Frik-thal, where the 
roads to Aarau and Ziirich part off. It has a good 
church and hospital. You may cross the Staffeleck 
(2,080 feet above sea), past Herznach, &c., down 
to KUttigen and Aarau (3 stunden). 

From J'rik you ascend the Frik-thal, by Bor- 
nuBsen, B6tzen, to the top of the Jura chaiii, at the 
BoUberg (3,000 feet) or ifons Vocetius of the Itomaiis, 
whence there is a fine prospect. 

Birngir (Stat.), or Bruck, on the Swiss JTorth- 
Eastem line. Hotelt: Rothes Haus^ R^^^'' 
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Station Hotel. Rore the line from Aaraa and 
Berne comes in (page M), Short line through 

Wobien to Bremgarten (page 56). 

Bragg (not to be confonnded with Brack or 
Broc, in Friboorg Canton) is named from the 
bridge over the Aare, near its junction with the 
Reuss and Liramat. Near it is the Roman Vin- 
doniua, (now Wlndisch), formerly one of the most 
important stations in Helvetia, where traces of an 
aqueduct, amphitheatre, Ac, hare been noticed. 
It is a pleasant little town (population, 1,500) 
with old walls and towers, and belonged to the 
house of Habsburg or Jlapsburg, whose old historic 
Castle is near at hand (see below). From hence 
Duke Albrecht or Albert set out 1853, to the siege 
of ZUrich ; the Bernese took it, 1115, and it was 
burnt by Hans von Falkenstein and his knights, 
1444. Zimmermann, who wrote the " Pleasures 
of Solitude," Frickhart, and the chroniclers, Eglof 
and Etterliu, were natives. 

ExcuBSiOKS may be made to the BStzberg (1| 
stunde), with Its fine view of the Alps, and the cornu 
ammonU fossils ; to Wildegg an<l ^ts Castle (-i| 
stundttn)} the Gislifluh (3| stunden); Aaran (4 
stunden), all up the Aare (see page 56). Down the 
river is Rein or Reis, with another goofi view from 
its church, and a light bridge over the stream. 
Going again up the Aare (4 miles), Is Habsburg 
or Scllinznac^ near the noted Schiiunach Bad 
(Bath), an excellent watering-place, with warm 
sulphur springs (temperature, 88*), and cheap and 
ample accommodation at the great Bath House, 
in a temperate spot among forests. It is both 
bathed in and drunk; is useful in gout, diseases 
of the skin and glands, but being rather stimulating, 
it must be taken with caution. The church has a 
monument to General Von Erlach. 

Visit the Castles of Brunegg and Wlldensteln, 
but especially the old keep of Habsburg fffawk's 
Castle), on the WUlpelsberg (1,820 feet abore the 
sea), built 1020, by Rudolf of Habsburg, ancestor 
of tho house of Austria. It commands a fine riew. 
Another Rudolph of Habsburg, who became 
Emperor of Germany, 1278, had six daughters, 
who married respectively Ludwig of Bavaria, Otto 
(Otho) of Brandenburg, Albrecht of Saxony, Otto 
of Bavaria (nephew of Lndwlg), Charles Mnrt«l. 



and Wenceslas of Bohemia. Still nearer Bmgp, 
beyond the site of VindotdiM, is the old Church 
(fast becoming a mlnX with its stained windows 
and tomb* of the Knights who feU at Sempach, 
belonging to the Ahbe^ of KSnig^elden, founded 
1810, by Elizabeth of Germany (and her daughter 
Agnes), on the spot where her husband, the 
Emperor Albert, was murdered by his nephew, 
John of Suabia, two years before. 

The next to Brugg is TUTgl (Btat), where the 
branch to Waldshtlt (above) makes a junction. 
Then comes 

BABEN (Stat.) ; or Baden-in-Aargau. 

BoteU: In the town, Waage; Bahnhof. At 
the Baths, Keue Knranstalt; SchifT; Blume; 
Schweizerhof; Bar; Ochs; Freihof; Verenahof; 
Ijimmatbof. 

Population, 8,887. The most celebrated watering 
place in Switzerland, the Roman Vieus Thermarwn, 
or ThermmHelwtUx. It was laid waste by C«clna ; 
but rebuilt and fortified by the Austrian princes, 
whose large old Castle, called the Stein zu Baden 
(Rock at Baden) still stands in ruins above the 
town, and the Pass of the Limmat on which it lies. 
It was here (at the Rathhaus), the preliminaries 
of the Peace of Utrecht were signed 1712. The 
nineteen sulphur Springs, 20 minutes' distance, 
are divided into Kleine and Grosse Bader; the 
Great Baths, on the west side of the ruin 
being most esteemef), the others are used by the 
peasants. Temperature, 106 to 126 degrees; and 
the daily supply most abundant for the bathers, 
besides great quantities of salt and gypsum. The 
best is the Verenabad, with an oaken figure 
of St. Verena, which some take to be a statue 
of Isis ; Freibad is near it, in a large square ; 
Quelle is another; Armenbad, for the poor; and 
all, though lower than ZUrich Lake, are 1,090 feet 
above the sea. As many as 14,000 or 16,000 visitors 
use them, for gout, rheumatism, scrofula, diseases 
of the skin and glands« palsy, crooked linibs, old 
wounds. There urt here a hospital, theatro. Ca- 
puchin Convent, Sk. Among the walks are those 
on the Limmat and Matte; fine views from the 
Krenzberg, Staffelberg, and Teufelskeller, and 
Wettingen Abbey (founded 1227), now a school. 
Therall«ontuiue»to runnear the west bank of the 
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Ummat, past Wettlllgen, near a tunnel, $00 feet 
long; Dietlkon, about half-way; and AlstOtten ; 
all nnimportant places. Mastena inarched this 
way, in 1799, and defeated the Russians at Zttrich.

Population, 90,088, with communes. 

First-class hotel, 
beautifully situated, with fine garden. 

Hotel do Belle Vue au Lac. Finely situated, 
commandingr splendid views.

Newspapers, also, 
at the Museum, between the Miinster and Lower 
bridges. Baths on the lake. Bazaar of Swiss 
articles behind the Cathedral. Excellent beer at 
Drahtschmiedli^s, near the Rail. 

Ballway.— At Zurich there is railway commu- 
nication with Basle (53 miles direct, vid Brugg), 
Berne (vid the Entlibuch), Zug, Lucerne, Wesen, 
Qlarus (43 miles direct), St. Gall, Coire, Winter- 
thur, SchafThausen, Singen (44 miles direct, vid 
Etzweiler), and Constance (d5 miles direct). (See 
Brad$hctte's Continental Guide). For a continua- 
tion of the Central Swiss lino, to Coire. vid Rapper- 
«chwyl, and Bagatz, see Route 24. 

A prosperous commercial town, capital of the 
Canton, seat of the Great Council, University, 
*c., where the Swiss Diet (Vorort) meets in turn 
with Berne and Lucerne. It stands 1,360 feet above 
the sea, at the bottom of the ZUrich See, where the 
Limmat runs out of it (to the Aar), dividing the 
town into Grosse and Kleine Stadt, though they are 
nearly equal. Five Bridges unite them. Grosse 
Stadt, on ZUrichberg Hill, is the oldest part, with 
narrow streets, and high mlddle-agchouses ; Kleine 
Stadt, which is more modem, lies between the 
Ummat and Sihl, having a long promenade, the 
Bahnhofatrasse, with the Babnhofsplatz in the cen- 
tre containing a bronze statue of Escher, projector 
of the St. Gothard rail. Since the ramparts were 
palled down, whole luburbs have sprung up, so 
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that no town lu Switzerland, except Geneva, has 
made greater progress in building improvements. 
Chie of the best views of it is from the BttrgU 
Grounds, a little west of the town; another from 
the Katzbastion, or "-'Katze " Gardens; or from the 
Lindenbof below the second bridge on the Limmat, 
ouce the site of a Roman Castellum. 

It was the seat of the Tigurini, in Roman times 
called Turicum; and joined the Confederation, 1361. 
It was burnt in the civil dissensions in H44. 
Zwingli hero opposed the sale of relics, 1618; here 
Coverdale printed the English Bible, 1535; and 
here the famous Helvetic Confession of Faith was 
first published by the Swiss reformers, in 1566. 
Massena beat the Russians here in 1799. It is one 
of the centres of the silk and cotton manufactures, 
and of the trade with Germany and Italy; while it 
is renowned as a seat of learning. Keller, FUssH, 
Escher, Hoffmann, Gayer, Gessner, Meyer, Werth- 
miiller, Pestalozzl, Lavater, Ac, have taught here. 

Two yearly commercial fairs are held at Whltsun" 
tide and the middle of September. When the early 
Protestants who were driven out of Locarno, on 
the south side of the Alps, settled hero in 1583, 
they introduced the manufactures and spirit of 
enterprise for which the town has ever since been 
distinguished. In March, 1871, a riot was got up 
here by the French reftigecs, who attacked the 
Germans while celebrating the peace in the Town 
Hall. 

Among the public buildings, the most remarkable 
is the Manster or Minster, built about 966, with 
a transept, in the simple Byzantine or round-arch 
style, curiously carved. One tower is called Charle- 
magne's, who they say founded a college here. 
Ulrich Zwingli (whose house is still pointed out), 
preached the Reformation here, 1619-81 ; opposite is 
the old Frauenmlinster or Nunnery, founded 853-79. 

The Prediger or Holy Ghost Church, built 1230, 
has a choir 76 feet high; St. Peter's has a good 
tower and clock. The old Wasserklrche (Water- 
church) near the Miinster Bridge formerly used as 
a trading hall, is (with the Heimhaus, instituted 
1479, by Hans Felden), now the Stadt-bibliothek, or 
Town and Cantonal Library, open daily; including 
80,000 volumes and rare MSS. ; among which are a 
parchment of Charlemagne** day, Latin L«*' 
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Lady Jane Grey. ZwingU*s Oraek Bible, wltb hit 
MS. Hebrew notes, Frederiek the Great' ■ letter to 
Profetaor Miiller oo Gknnan Poetry; letters and 
portraits of Zwingli and other learned men and 
burgomasters; statne of Zwingli, Dannecker*s bust 
of Lavater; cast of Henri Qnatre's face after death ; 
Roman and Etmrian antiquities, eoins; Mttller's 
great relief-panorama of a third of Switzerland, 
with the Vorarlberg, on a scale of :(j^js^ ; objects 
from the Lake dwellings; and good collections of 
insects, plants, fruits, with a skeleton of a bird 
from the Glaris black slate. 

At the ArteiuU^ near Baur's, is a choice collec- 
tion of ancient implements; such as ^^moraiag 
•tars " ("Morgenstem," a spiked ball, attached by 
a chain to a poleX halberts, Zwingli's battleaxe, 
crossbows, one of which they show as William 
Teirs. About 2U0 students attend the Umvertitify 
founded 1883; it has a library, cabinets of zoology, 
mbierals, botany, reterinary school, Ac. The 
Federal Polytechnic School, a fine building (1864), 
stands above the town, near the Cantonal Hospital 
and Anatomical Theatre, the Forest Schools, and 
Obserratory. Besides the Cantonal Buildings, 
there are the Waisenhaus, for orphans; the deaf 
and dumb and blind Institutions; a KUnstlerhaus, 
for artists, who hare a collection hero; a House of 
Correction ; a newly laid out Cemetery, under the 
Hohen Pjomenade, on the Limmat, with a monu- 
ment to Niigeli; a handsome Casino near the 
Hirschengraben walks; the Schiltzenhaus, or 
sporthig gallery. The Weltcnberg Tower or 
Asylum, on the lake, is now gone. 

Several literary and scientific societies, with 
Bible and Missionary Societies, exist here; Dr. 
Meyer, and MM. Ochsner and Hirzel have made 
collections of coins; Professor Keller and Burgo- 
master Hess, of paintings; Eschcr von der Linth, 
of fossils; EscherZollikofer, of insects. At FUssli's 
is an excellent map of the valleys round MMite 
Rosa, (fee, by Studer. 

Bullinger was a native of ZUrich. In the pre^ 
sent day it is remarkable for the treaty of 10th 
November, 1869t between Austria and France, by 
which the former ceded Lombardy to Italy. 

To the west of the town is the Uetll1l«rg, 

one of the highest points o^ the fine Albis range,

The Canton, one of the largest, covers 700 
square miles, with a population of about 8S9,056, 
nearly all Protestant an.l German-speaking. 

ZURICH LAKE 
Is long and narrow, being about 25 mUes to the 
top of it, and only 2 to 3 broad. It is about 1,800 
feet above the sea, and 600 deep in soUie parts. Its 
pleasant and highly cultivated chores swarm with 
a busy population, among little towns, villages, 
vineyards, orchards, country seats, and fields. The 
lower portion is traversed by steamers f times, 
and the upper 4 times a-day, visiting every place 
of the least oonsequoice, and being in connection 
with those on the Wallenstltter Lake. The best - 
views are from the P/annenstiel above Mellen, on 
the east side, and 7%eUufeil Church on the west. 

A pleasant excursion may be made to an island 
(celebrated by Klopstock), and the Bocken near 
Horgen, where coaches are taken for Zug and 
the Rigi; other apots are $Lilchburg Old Church;

There are two carriage roads; one round the 
foot of Alllis (a ridge on the west of Zilrich Lake), 
by Albisrieden and Bonstetten to Knonau; the 
other over the Albis itself, and much to be pre- 
ferred, on account of the noble panorama it 
commands. Taking the latter, you keep near the 
lalf^etill you cross the Sihl at Adliswyl, when 
the zigsag ascends to the Albis Inn (2,400 feet 
above the sea) which offers a fine prospect ; but 
better views are obtained from the Uetliberg 
(as above), and Hochwache or Watch Tower on 
the Schnabelberg (2,890 feet), further on. The 
view takes in Saabia to the north ; ZUrich Lake, 
Ac, below ; and, to the south Rigi, Pilatus, Zug 
Lake, with the Jungfrau and sther snowy peaks 
behind. From this the direct road to Zug leads 
by Albisbrunn hydropathic establishment, and 
Hansen, to Cappel or Kappel, so called from a 
convent Chapel here, and famous as the spot where 
the Zttrichers were defeated and Zwingli fell, in 
the religious war of 1681— now marked by a stone 
pillar. FurtliercnareBaarandZug; but follow- 
ing the Lucerne road down the Albis, yon come

Here the direct road proceeds up the Reuse, by 
Gisllkerbrttcke, Dieriken, ^kc, to Lucerne, about 
11 miles. Leaving this at Wolfgang, we come to 
diam (Stat.) the establishment of the Anglo- 
Swiss Milk Company, on the Zuger See, and Zug.

The second way to Zug, as above, from ZUrich, 
is to take the steamer to Horgen (Stat.)— /rim .' 
Schwan; LSwe; Schiltzenhaus— whenceomnibusea 
run to Zug (2i hours). Or you may walk to Zug^ 
and take a boat on the lake to Arth, and then walk 
up the Rigi. Opposite Horgen is Hell«B, whore 
-Mr. John Aeppli, schoolmaster here, was the first 
to discover (1864) the Lake Dwellings, described 
in Dr. Keller's work. Zug can also be reached by 
omnibus from WKdensweil on the Zurich Lake. 
From Horgen you cross the Albis, to 

SihlbrUcke, so called from the covered bridge 
over the Sihl, burnt 1847, in the Sonderbund war. 
Then by Baar to 

VaOt (Stat) 

Jnn*: Hirsch; Ochs; BeUeYue; Falk; Krwe; 
Lowe. 

Capital of Canton Zug (the smalleet of all), en a 
Lake of the same name, in a fruitful country, with • 
a fine view of the Rigi, Pilatus, the snowy Beraese 
peaks, Ac It is an ancient ivalled town, with 
5,161 population (Catholic) and six churches. The 
Canton <84 square ^liles; population, 38,;88>, 
Joined the Confederation, 1868. 

At St. Oswald^ Chuich (so oalled after King 
Oswald of STorthumbria) is an altarpiece by C. 
Brandenberg, and several carved statues. St. 
MichaeV* has a gay churchyard, full of gilt 
crosses, Ac, and a well-stocked bone house, in 
which the skulls of the departed are all catalogued. 
Some of these grim relics are to be seen even in 
the houses. The Capuchin Church, on Zugerr 
berg, among vineyards and orchards, commandii 
I a fine view from its tower. The Kurhaus, ^t 
Felsenegg, on this hUl, is 8,220 feet high. They . 

show at the Arsenal, the banner, stair'-' 
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the blood of La&dammaiin Collin and his sons, who 
fell at Bellinzona, 1432, against the Milanese; a 
memorial to another of the family, who died on the 
field of Gappel, stands on the Platz. In the old 
gloomy Bod Haus are specimens of stained glass, 
by MUUcr, of Zug, and a map of the Canton. 
There are also the new Cantonal Balldlngs ; the 
Ncufraaenstein International and Commercial In- 
stitate(anexcelleDtonc); Gymnasium and College; 
Schiitzenhaus (shooting gallery), Wikart's collec- 
tion of natural objects, a clock foundry, &c. 
Among the peculiar customs here are the fentlTe 
meals, called Nachbarmi&hler. One mile above 
Zug are the new and completely equipped Kuraii- 
stalten, Felsenegg, and Schonfels. In June, 1887, 
several newly-constructed quays and about twenty 
houses, suddenly sunk into the lake. 

About 4 miles south-east is the primitive valley 
of the BgWl, at the bottom of the small Egeri 
See or lake, which, hemmed in by momitains, is 
2,870 feet above the sea, and well stocked with 
fish. A great fair is held in October, at Ober 
Egeri, which with Unter Egeri presents many 
picturesque Alpine sites. One path leads over 
the mountainSf by St. Just's Chapel and Altmatt, to 
EinslO^elll (8 miles), now a Station (page 74); 
another up the edge of the lake to Morgarten 
(8 miles, p. 74), where the first battle for Swiss 
liberty was fought, 1815. In the neighbourhood 
are the Frauenthal and its old nmmery, and 
Oberweil, both on the shore of the lake. Water 
ezcur8i<ms may be made to Immensee (in the 
upper part of the lake), and, by the Yierwald- 
stitter See, to Lucerne. Those who wish to 
make pedestrian Journeys by the Rigi, through the 
Bernese Oberland and Oberhasll-thal to the Furka 
and Orimsel Passes into the St. Gothard, will find 
this a good place for engaging guides. Distances 
from Zug on foot, to Zttrich, 5 hours.; to Lucerne, 
fi (both may be reached by rail); to Egeri and 
Morgarten, 8. 

The LAKE OF ZUa, or Zugor See, 

is 1,860 feet above the sea, 9 miles long, 1 to 2| 
broad, and 600 feet deep, at St. Adrian's Chapel. 
It ' has not such pleasant shores as many of the 
Swiss lakes, still it makes a striking picture, 
•specially from Cape Kiemen ; a point about the 
~"'"'* "^^ the west side, where the Obersec or 
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upper lake begins, opposite « fall and Walchwyl 
Castle. Some of the best carp in the country are 
caught, often 901bs. weight; besides good trout 
and pike. Steamers run daily ; the landing places 
being Arth (see below), Walchwyl, and Immensee 
(Hotel du Righi), near which is the HoMe Gasse 
(hollow way) where Tell is said'to have secreted 
himself when he shot Gessler. 

Soon after leaving Zug the wooded Pilatus 
appears, to the south-west; the huge pyramid- 
shaped Rigi to the south, rising out of the lake; 
the Rossberg and Steinerberg, to the south-east, 
with the Ross-stock and the Mythen of Schwyz 
behind, a bare red pile, 6,244 feet above the 
sea; the trees on which were entirely burnt by 
fire in 1800. The high road from Zug rmis 
along the cast side of the lake past Walchwyl and 
St. Adrian's, and around the foot of the Rbssberg. 
Near St. Adrian's, a stone marks the spot where, in 
1315, the Ritter Hehirich von HUnenberg shot an 
arrow from the Austrian into the Swiss camp, with 
these words on it, ''HUtet euch am St. Otmars- 
abend am Morgarten^'* (Look out, on St. Otmar's 
evening, on Morgarten), a friendly warning which 
secured the victory. Both arrow and bow al-e 
shown at 

ARTE, 
which stands at the head of Lake Zug, under the 
Rigi. A Rail was opened 1875 from here to the 
top, past the stations of OberaxUi, Goldau, 
Er&bel, Rlsl-Klttiterll. Rlgl-Staffel, and 
Rigi-Kulm iHoteh—seep.m). The Rigi can be 
conveniently ascended from here on foot. The 
descent by rail can be made to Vitznau (see pages 
69-60), on the other side. 

IfoteU: Adler; Rigi; SchlUssel. 

A town of Canton Schwyz, with 2,539 popula- 
tion, in a fine spot, whence The Rlgl is ascended 
from this side. The public fountain is a single block 
of granite. St. George's Church, built 1694, has a 
silver bowl, which belonged to Charles the Bold. 
At the Capuchin Convent, are some old works 
relating to Swiss history, Baumann's reliefs of the 
Rossberg landslip are also to be seen. The valley 
lies among the mountains of breccia or conglo- 
merate, called nagelfluh by the Germans, and plum- 
pudding stone in English. Of such the Rigi, 
Steinerberg, and Rossberg are chiefly composed. 
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Masfl«9 of thU tumble down and fill the yallej" ; 
anrthe 2nd September, 1806, is remarkable for an 
immenie Landslip from tllO ROBSberg, occa- 
sioned by excessive rains, which liaving washed 
away the earthy parts, left 8 miles of the 
harder strata (naturally leaning to the valley) to 
slide down the side of it ; sweeping away in a few 
hour8,8 villages,their inhabitants (about 460),cattle, 
flocks, trees, fields, and everything belonging to 
them, to the foot of the moTmtain, and into Lake 
Ix>wertz, 5 miles off; where the stones and mud 
raised an immense wave 70 feet high round its 
shores. Some remarkable escapes occurred. Part 
of a family was saved, after being carried 1,500 
feet from their cottage; and a child of two years 
was foimd unhurt, on its mattress, in the mud. 
The vlllagef overwhelmed were Goldau, Bussingen, 
Rothen, and part of Lowertz ; about two million 
francs' worth of property was destroyed. Marks 
of the track taken by the Landslip are plainly visible 
as you walk from Arth past the new village of 
Gk>ldau (Stat.); the old village being buried 100 
feet below the rubbish accumulated here. At the 
Church a marble slab gives the particulars of the 
catastrophe. A path hence leads up the Rigi, and 
another from Lowertz, which stands on the little 
Lake of the same name (frozen in winter). Before 
the Landslip it was one-third larger; but on that 
occasion the Island of Schwanau with its castle 
(built 1303) in the middle of it, was completely 
covered; Seewen Village at the ftirther end had 
many of its houses swept away; Olten Chapel 
(of wood) was moved half a league from its place; 
and live fish were carried into Steinen, half a mile 
from the north shore. 

8CHWTZ. 

Ilotds: RSssIi; Hotel Hediger. 

Population, 6,6«8, all Catholics. Chief town of 
Canton Schwyz, and commonly called Dorf, among 
splendid scener>', under the great double-headed 
Mythcn (6,244 feet above sea), in a quiet garden- 
like part of the Muotta-thal, well suited for a 
summer residence. It is remarkable for having 
given name to the whole country (Switzerland, the 
land of the Switzers, or Schweiz in German) as it 
was the largest of the three Forest Cantons or 
WaldstatUn, round the lakes in this part, which 
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rose against Austria in 1800. In 1807 escli selected 
a delegate to oppose the vogt or governor, Gesslcr 
(whom Tell shot); one of them was Werner 
StauflFacher, of Schivyz. There is a tradition 
preserved in the archives, that the town was 
founded by a Dane or Baltic man named Schwytcr, ' 
who settled a colony here. 

It is a straggling place with two principal 
streets, and a large Irregular Platz. One of the 
oldest buildings is the Nunnery, erected 1272. St. 
Martin's Parish Church, one of the best in Switzer- 
land, was built in 1769-74, and commands a superb 
view from the tower. It has seven altars of veined 
marble, with pictures, Ac; the Chapels of St. Croix 
and St. Michael (called the Prison), and a large 
Cemetery, containing the tomb of the patriot Aloys 
Reding (who fell against the French, 1798), one of 
a family of great fame. The Dominican Convent 
is on the site of a castle given them, 1272, and has 
a school attached. Ciood altar paintings at the 
Capuchin Convent, built 1619. At the Rathhaus 
(Town Hall) are portraits of between forty and fifty 
Landammanns; paintings of the Rossbcrg landslip, 
and the banner given by Julius II. to his Swiss mer- 
cenaries, with the Inscription, BeschHtzer des Olau- 
bens (Defenders of the Faith), equivalent to the title 
borne by our own Sovereign, which was also a 
Papal gift. Some old Swiss weapons are preserved 
in the Arsenal, which is partly a salt store. In like 
manner the hospital serves also for a prison. The 
archives arc exceedingly interesting, as containing 
the original agreements between the first con- 
federates. The Jesuits* College, built 1887, was 
abolished after the Sonderbund War of 1847. 
There is also a Public Library. The militia 
assemble at the Hofmatt. 

The Canton is made up of Alpine valleys, out of 
the Glarus range, which, at Glamisch is 9,000 feet 
high; population about 50,878, to 300 square miles, 
chiefly pasture; the products being cheese, butter, 
cider, timber, cattle, pigs, horses. They are a 
sturdy, square-built people, and sound Catholics, 
speaking a strong guttural German. 

A great succession of picturesque views is ob- 
tained here ftvm many points, most of them marked 
by a Pilgrim Chapel or some such object of attrac- 
tion. The arosse nartlion (Great Mitre), a "- 
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red rock, the aacent of wbicb U easy and safe, 
commandB a beautiful Pauorama of the Frohnalp, 
Urni, Soheidegg, Rigi, ^oasberg, Hacken, Ac, all 
within a short distance; the^last having a path 
over to Einsiedehi (10 miles north-north-east). 
Other charming points are the Sagenmatt and 
Tschutschi Hermitage. Up the Muotta-thal (6 
stunden long), is an ancient Franciscan Convent, 
almost depopnlated by the plague in 1288, and 
again in 1690. It was along this valley that 
Suwarrow and the Russian army marched against 
the French in September, 1799. He was victorious 
in a desperate encounter, but had to retire before 
fresh French troops, and cross the Pragel into the 
Panix-thal. Bee Route 26, page 184. 

EZCUrslOXUI may be made to the Chapel at 
Wylcn, with a view over the Vierwaldstatter See; 
to Seellflberg overlooking the Umer See, and 
abounding with fine views; also to Seellsberg 
Kulm; the Sonnenberg, and Rigi-Scheideck; 
the last a bathing-place and whey-cure, in a healthy 
and attractive situation, not far from the Rigi Kulm. 
These excursions may also (perhaps preferably) 
be made from Brunnen, page 60. 

ScllWyz to Einaledeln.— There are two ways 
—first, by a path (10 miles) up the Alpthal, and 
over the Hacken (4,670 feet high), with a fine 
prospect of the Lake of Lucerne, the Rigi, &c. 
Second, by diligence along the road (17 miles) 
in 3 hours. It passes Steinen, the blrth-prace of 
Stauffacher, a companion of William Tell, bom at 
a house now marked by an old chapel. Then 
Sattel, on a ridge, near Lake Egeri; and Rothew- 
TBUBK, from which Morgarten may be visited as 
below. ThenALTMATT; followed by Bibebbeuck, 
from which Einsledeln Is 3 miles distant, past 
several "stations" for the pilgrims to stop at. 

EIHSIEDELH (Stat.), the ''Hermitage." 

Also accessible by rail from Wadensweil. 

ffQtelt: Ffau; Sonne; Drel Konige; Adler; 
Schwan; and many more of one kiad or another. 

The village is large and well-built, in a valley, 
among the mountains, in Canton Schwyz 8,890 
feet above the sea, with a population of 8,612. Its 
chief attraction is the famous Benedictine Abbey^ 
founded 861, by St. Meinrad; very rich, and visited 
'-- »-T i$o,000 devoteei from all parts of the 



Continent. It wm origiuaUar loonded la the 
9th oeatury. As it stands, It forms » haadaome 
square pile, 460 feet by 419, with gardens and 
offices attached; rebuilt for the seventh time, 
1704-19, some parts of the old Abbey being retained. 
Its abbots maintained princely sUte, and were 
usually of noble birth; next to St. Gall It was the 
richest in Switzerland. The French plundered it, 
1796. A large Chweh with two bell towers, includes 
the Sanctuary or Marien Kapelle (Mary Chapel) 
rebuilt 1817; 23 feet by 21, and 17 high, and covered 
Inside and out with marble, and ex-voto offerings of 
all descriptions. A splendid black m^ble image of 
the Virgin adorns it. There are also a magnificent 
high altarian upper and a lower choir, many frescoes, 
painthigs, and statues over the ten side altars and 
dome; many confessionals; besides the Abbey library 
of 26,000 volumes, and collections of paintings, 
minerals, coins, and engravings, &c.; to which add 
the Mutter-Gottes Brunnen (Mother of God 
Spring) in the Square, with its image and fourteen 
jets, surrounded by forty-four shops for the sale of 
relics, images, medals, pictures, dec. The trade in 
these Is so considerable that one house employs 
several dozen presses, and more than 700 work- 
men. ^ 

Zwingll was pardon here, 1615, and b«gan the 
Swiss Befonnatlou by preaching against Indul- 
gences and pilgrimages. The present abbot, styled 
Abbot of Zug, is superior of his Order In Switzer- 
land. The brethren are Intelligent ^d cultivated, 
good musicians, affable to strangers, and not bound 
by strict vows. An imnual fair takes place on the 
14th September. 

To the south-west, on the Scbwyz Boiad is 
Rothentliurm (Red Tower), abready mentioned, with 
its church; and south-west of this, a little oflf the 
road, at the head of Lake Egerl, is the famous field 
of Morgarten (see page 7?), where Leopold of 
Austria and his 20,000 men at arms were defeated 
by 1,200 Swiss, In November, 1315. A chapel 
stands on the spot. Here also Aloys Reding, the 
descendant of a family which sprang from Biber- 
cgg, routed the French under General Schauen- 
berg, 1798. 

ElchterBWell (Stat.) in Route 24, on the 
Lake of Zurich, is about 6 miles to the north-west 
of ElQsledeln.

(Or Skh<\ffhouse^ as the Frencl^ call it)

Population, 12,402 (Protestant), who spin cotton, 
make files, Ac, and do a go9d deal ii^ the carrying 
trade. From the biizyemen stopping here to avoid 
the f «Us of th« cirar below, comes the name of the 



town, which means Ship or boat houses. It is the 
capital of the canton, and stands on tb^ north slope 
of the RUne, near the RhebifiOl, 1,870 feet above 
sea. Formerly it was an imperial city, and from 
1330, under the Dukes of Austria, till it joined the 
Confederation, 1501. The best view of the town 
is from Feuerthalen opposite it. Never having 
suffered from fire, like most other towns, it has a 
more medinval aspect than any place in Switzer- 
land, in its numerous old-fashioned carved bal- 
conies and gable-roofed houses, which fill up the 
crowded streets. One of the finest of the old houses 
is called *'Zum Ritter," its front is decorated with 
16th century frescoes. The ancient feudal towers, 
walls, and gates remain; and above it rises the old 
fort or castle, called Munoth (a corruption of 
UnnothX with walls 18 feet thick, and bomb-proof 
vaults. It was enlarged 1564, merely, it is said, 
to give employment to the poor, in a season of 
dearth. 

All Saints #iftvter, which belonged to an abbey 
founded in the eleventh century, was built 
1104-1463, but is mostly of the earlier date, and is a 
good solid specimen of the Romanesque style, having 
a chancel which looks like a tower, and a bell cast 
1486, with the inscription Yiwn voco^ mortwsplango, 
fulgura/rango—{i.e., I summon the living, weep for 
the dead, and break the force of the lightning), which 
suggested Schiller's famous song, ''Oas Lied vender 
Glocke." See also Longfellow's ^* Golden Legend." 
St. Johann is a large 12th century Gothic church. 
There are also a Rathhaus, Hospital, College, 
Gymnasium, and several Libraries. That helouglng 
to the town (Stadtbibliothek) contains rare prints 
and the books and MSS. of John MUller, the 
historian, a native, whose monument is on the 
Fasenstaub Road close to the town; also a mu- 
seum of shells, insects, minerals, Ac, and a model of 
the ingenious wooden bridge over the river of one 
arch,864feet span, supported by ashigle pillar, which 
the French general Oudhiot burnt 1799. Another 
library is at the Minster. The Imthumeum has a 
collection of paintings and engravings, especially 
rich in works of native art. Agricultural, Bible, 
and other societies exist here. In 1864-66 a weir 
was constructed on the river, and the power 
obtained by the fall was very suopessfully utitlised 
for driving factories, Ac, 
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Among the points of view about, arc the Mn- 
noth, Schiessplata, Hohenfluh, HoT Wydlen (in the 
evening), the MUhlenthal, Lohn (from the Parson- 
age), Fiisenstaub Quarry and Garden, Schweizers- 
bild Chalk Works, in the Freudenthal; Griesbach, 
on the Hochranden (3| stunden), which is the last 
offshoot of the Jura chain (about 3,000 feet above 
the sea), affording a noble view of the Black Forest 
and the Alps, to Haueuthal and the fine ruins at 
the Hohmtwiel (2,170 feet), belonging to WUrt- 
tembcrg. But the chief attraction is the Great 

Fall of the Rblne, at Laufen, or Nenhausen 

(Stat.). 3 miles lower down, walk across the 
railway bridge; another way^ on the Ziirich side, 
passes through Fenerthalen. A boat may be had 
from SchlSsschen Worth, which brings you sud- 
denly upon the Fall, landing you under Laufen 
Castle (Schlosji), on a wooded rock, where the artist 
Bleuler formerly lived. From a little balcony, 
built out right over the Fall, you have a mag- 
nificent view of the whole mass of rushing waters, 
which are here 300 feet broad, and tumble down 
fiO to 80 feet. One is so near that the gallery 
shakes ftoni the concussion. The balcony Is 1,864 
feet above the sea, or 184 feet above the bottom 
of the fall. There are two or three other points 
of view in the Schioss grounds. Admission 1 franc. 
Three or four heads of rocks serve to divide the 
full, one of these may be reached in a boat from 
WCrth Castle, on the other side, where you may 
enjoy a picture of the whole scene in a camera 
obscura (f franc). The passage is quite safe. 

Other points of view are the Pfarrgarten (Parson- 
age), the cliff behind Neuhausen Mill, and Weber's 
Hotel (a distant one) on a narrow part of the river. 
The best time of day is 8 a.m. or 8 p.m., when the 
sun's rays form beautiful rainbows in the spray; 
the volume of water is greatest in June and July, 
when the glaciers begin to melt. A spray cloud is 
seen constantly hovering over the spot, and, on 
a still night, the roar is heard for leagues. A 
striking effect is then produced by the glare of 
iron forges across the stream ; the moonlight view 
is also fine. The traveller should stay a night at 
Neuhausen or Dachscn, the former being the most 
usual and convenient sleeping-place. Boats are 
always ready to take passengers over. Salmon

Railway. -To Constance, Wlntcrthnr, St. Gall, 
ZUrici), &c. 

Steamers almost daily, up to Constance, in 6 
hours; the descent i« in half the time. 

The Canton, lying north of the Rhine, oovers 
about 153 square miles, with a population of 87,876, 
nearly all Protestants and German-speaking. Large 
quantities of cherries are grown for kirschwasser 
or cherry brandy. 

From Schaffhausen, on the Gonatance Road, 
you pass Paradies, formerly a Convent, near a 
ferry on the river; and that of Catharinenthal, 
now a hospital, founded thirteenth centurjr; then 
Dlessenhofen (/nn: AdlerX in Canton Thnrgan, 
where the French crossed 1st May, 1800. Pro- 
testants and Catholics use the same church. 
Stein (Stat.) 

/him: Sonne; Rabe. 

A small, prettily-seated town, mostly on the north 
(or Schaffhausen) side of the Rhine, here crossed 
by a bridge 148 feet long to BUTg. Above It is 
Hohenkliugen Castle, with a noble prospect. 
Several houses have old fresco paintings outside ; 
and there are some curious specimens to be seen at 
the Abbey of St. George, built lfil6, with niched 
figures in the windows. The watchman, when he 
cries two o'clock, chants out "N5ch ii wyl" (Noch 
eine wcile), or, Yet a while; in remembrance of a 
plot in the 14th century to give up the place to the 
enemy, this being the watch-word. It was over- 
heard by a cobbler who gave the alarm, and thus 
saved the town. To the east of it is Ochningen 
Hill, where many fossils have been found ; aa well 
as at the Randen Mountain, 3,700 feet high. Pass 
Mammem (Stat).— /»n«.* Ochs, at the station, to 
StecKbom (Stat).— /»»«.* LSwe; Krone; Sonne. 
It has traces of Roman walls, with a Church and 
an old tower; and stands on that part of the Rhine 
which forms the Unter-See, or Lake of Tell, or 
lower Lake of Constance, one arm of which runs up 
to Rftdolfzell, on the Baden side. Close to it is Itz- 
nang, where Mesmer, the godfather of mesmerism, 
was bom. Many old castles are seen on the hills 
here. In the middle is Reichenau Island (belonging 
to Baden), 8 miles long, with a suppressed Benedic- 
tine Abbey, founded 807, In which Charles the Fat 
was burled, 888. It is covered with vineyards and 
fruit trees. Going towards Constance, are Sandegg 
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Castle, a niin, burnt 1834; Salenstein on a 
hill; Arenenberg, which belonged to Queen 
Hortense (who died here, 1840), and her son. 
Napoleon III. ; now the property of the Empress 
Eugrtfnie; Enyensberg, above Salenstein, bailt by 
Eagbne Beanhamals, Hortense's brother; and 
Wolfsberg, near ErmatingeXL (Stat.) A little 
farther Is Gottlieben Castle, at the top of the lake, 
where John Huss (In 1414), Pope John XXIII. 
(1415, before his deposition), and Jerome of 
Prague (1415-16) were imprisoned by the council 
sitting at Constance; which is 8 miles farther, 
and belongs to Baden. 
Constance (Stat.) ; German, Konstanz. 

Inns: Konstanzerhof, on the Lake, Insel (or 
Island) Hotel, on the Lake. Hotel du Brochet 
(Hecht Hotel), Halm; Badischerhof ; Krone; 
Anker; Schiff. Hotel de I'Aigle d'Or. 

Population, 14,601. A decayed imperial city and 
bishopric, just over the Swiss border, now the head 
of a circle in Baden Duchy, in a charming spot, at 
the bottom of the lake of Constance or Boden See ; 
where the Rhine flows out towards the lower lake, 
turning the large mills on the long, carved, wooden 
bridge which crosses it to Peterhausen Fort. It 
''^as the Roman Oannodorum, and afterwards called 
Cottnitx; joined to Austria 1649, and given up to 
Baden 1810. But the most important historical 
event b^onging to it, is the great church Council 
bcld here 1414-18, which deposed three popes (all 
signing together) and chose instead Martin V. 
'^bo dissolved it. It also sent to the stake John 
Httss (in spite of the Emperor Sigismund's safe 
conduct) and his disciple, Jerome of Prague, and 
condemned Wycliffe. Sigisraund here made a treaty 
of peace with the Swiss, 1474, as his ancestor Fre- 
derick I. did with the Lombards, 1188 (in a house 
now replaced by the Ca/^ Barbarossa). 

Most of the houses are of the sixteenth century, 
but some are much older, and so give the town an 
wcieot, though deserted look. The fine old Gothic 
Mttnster or Cathedral was built about 1052, and re- 
^ttUt in the 16th century, and has two towers, 
oaken doors carved with the sufferings of Christ 
^^*'0), a mosaic pavement, sixteen pillars In the 
nave, of a single block each, a splendid altar, and 
***>b«of Ernest of Snabia, and Cardinal Hallum (one 
«f the GnglUh bishops at the Council), and stained 



windows in the Chapter House. They show the »pot 
where Huss stood (1415) when condemned to the 
flames. At this period he was confined in the 
Dominican or Minorite Convent, now an hotel on 
the lake; it has the tomb of Emanuel Chryso- ' 

loras, 1414. The place where he suflered (Cth ! 

July), and Jerome of Prague after him (1416), is 
at Briihl close by. He first lodged, protected by 
the safe conduct, in a house in Paul-street, 
marked by a bust over the door. 

The Council held its meetings in the old Kauf- 
haus or Merchant's Hall (built 1388), where a 
collection of antiquities and relics may be seen, 
including the martyr's Bible, his serge coat, a 
model of his dungeon, and a copy of the *' Dance of 
Death." At Wessenberg Haus, is a collection of 
paintings and Interesting books. There arc a 
Town Hall, the Stadt Kanxlel, (built 1*93), where 
the archives are kept; College at Petershausen, 
Convent, Hospital, Ac. Rosgarten Museum of 
antiquities and natural history. St. Stephen's 
Gothic Church (15th century) has some good 
sculptures. 

Promenades on the MUnster flats and Haffendam ; 
to Kreuzlingen Abbey (now a hospital) which has 
above 1,000 carved figuies in bas-reliefs of the 
sufferings of Christ ; MUnsterlingen Abbey a 
little south; and to the beautiful Island of 
Mainau^ about 5 miles north (opposite Morsburg), 
a sort of Isola Bella, covered with terraces, and 
joined to the main land by a bridge 650 feet long. 
It is now the property of the Grand Duke of 
Baden ; from the castle (formerly a commandery 
of the Teutonic knights) there is a splendid view 
over the whole lake. The arm of it above this 
island, called Ueberlinger See, leads up past the 
old imperial city of Uebbxlixgbk (with a fine 
cathedral church 300 feet high, a mediteval room 
at the Rathhaus, and mineral springs) to Ludwigs- 
hafen. 

Railway toZ{irich,Schafniausen, Coire, St. Gall, 
Strasburg, Frankfort, Ac; and to Romanshom and 
Rorschach, vift Kreuzlingen, &c. See Route 22. 

Steamers down the Rhine to SchafThausen; and 
on the lake to Ludwigshafen ; Friedrichshafen 
(Frederick's Harbour) at the endofthe Wiirtemberg 
rails, to Lindau, where the Bavarian system termi- 
nates; to Bregen/., in Vorarlberg, « starting point 
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for the Tyrol ; to Rheineck, where the upper Rhine 
falls in near Buchberg, and its prospect; Rorschach, 
Romanshom and Arbon, the old Arbor Felix. 

The Lake, called Boden See (from Bodmen 
Castle, at the upper end) by the Germans, and Lactu 
Brigantintu (from the Brigantii) by the Romans, is 
about 40 miles long, and 2 to 8 broad; 1,300 feet 
above the sea; 830 feet deep; rather flat on the 
north side, but full of cultivated scenery ; subject, 
however, to sudden squalls and risings. Trout, 
salmon, pike, fowl, Ac, are abundant. The Lake is 
common to the five surrounding states. It was 
frozen over in 1880 and 1880, when there was 
skating from Bregenz to Lindau. 

The Road from Schaffhansea to Ziirich is as

This second route from the FaUs to Ziiricai is 
now performed by the Swiss North EaMem Rail- 
way, 85 miles, in about 8 hours. 

Following the road to Eglisau, aS in (a) and 
passing Neuhausen, close to the Great FaB, you 
come to lestetten and Lotstetten, in a comer of the 
Baden territory; then to Rafz, in Ziiricfa Canton; 
and to 

EOLIBAir (Stat) 
Population, 1,700. 
Innt: Hirsch; L8we. 

A little walled town. In a deep, lovely ridiey of the 
Rhine, among fruit trees and vineyarde. A covered 
wooden bridge crosses the river (here a dai* green) 
to Segllngen and its old tower. Eglisau (Thuroh has 
effigies of Bemhard Qradner and his wife. Many 
Roman coins have been found. 

BtUach (Stat.)— /nn<; t»08t; Kopf; Kreuz— 
in a wine country, near the Glatt, is the chief 
tawn of this part, with 1,500 population. Look out 
for a view of the Rlgi, and the Alps beyOftd. The 
direct Ihie from Wlnterthur to Waldshut (page 67) 

is open, vi& T5s8, Ffiing-Keftenl)licli, Bfiladh, 
GlattfeMen, Eglisau, Veladi-KalBerBtithl, 
BUmlkon, ttecUngeOv Koiflenz. 



KlOteXl (/»*»: LSwe or Lion), am old place, near 
the Glatt, where five roads meet, and many Rotauui 
coins, Ao., have been found ; supposed to be the 
atiUeht CluudSa. The Archduke Charles had his 
head-quarters here, 1789. The road to Zttrieh 
leaves Wythgen Mountain to the right. At Oer- 
llkon (Stat.), Mxt to ZQrich, the branch to 
BfUadl'parts off; being 12 miles long, exclusive 
of a short branch to Di^sdorf from Oberglatt. 
It passes WailiBdUen, near which a line from 
Baden makes a junction, vM ITiMerglatt, 
Wt&renlos.

But all the places on this route, as far as 
Thun and Interlaken, may now be reached by 
Railway from B&le, by the Central Swiss line, vid

Continental Railvoay Guide)-, or, by the line through 
Del^mont and Bienne. This is the most expedi- 
tious way of travelling, though the high road 
will surely be preferred by those who wish to 
see the country. 

Liestal (Stat)— /niM: Falke; Schlilssel; Engel; 
Sonne— as in Route 10. Karrow gauge rail past 

Bubendorf (mineral springs), HSUstein (which 
was visited by an inundation, 1830X Niederdorf, 
^., to 

WALDsmuito {Botel: Lb'we or Lion) at the bot- 
tom of the OberhsuenstetQ, with an old ruined 
castte, and a waterfall, 80 feet down. Population, 
700. Diligence to Langeribruck. 

The road ftsotad^ the ObMw Hauenstein ^atm of 
fhe Jura, which U 2,850 feet aborve the aea, and 
was formetrly very diffidilt to cross. Weme, near 
It, is 4,200 feet. LangentnudC {He*el$: Kuiham; 
Ochsen; Pensicto Bider), among pleasant meadows, 
and the highest village in the cteton, 2,480 feet. 
HoMerbank, the ipext Tillage, is in Canton 
ScAeure. The eld Caatles of Bcefabuiig and 
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Falkenstcdn il«^ arer tbe pitis. It tnrna off near 
the latter under the Passwang (8,fW0 feet) by some 
beautiful ^wta, as Milmllsiryl, Beinwyl Abbey, 
Tfaiersteiii Bains, GflgeBberg Castle, Ao^ on to 
Laofen and BUe (in Roate 10). 

Bal8tlial(/^oM<: RSssli; Krone or Crown). A 
pretty little plaee in a raHey, with a fine view from 
Roggenberge iron mine, close at hand, and a fall of 
the Stelnbach behind the chntcta. The road now 
mns throagh a deep rocky eleft in the Jara range 
(near Home Iron worksX called the Inner andOnter 
KlBB {€^u§H8^ shut) whieh bring into view Aar- 
thal and the Alps. Yon may aseend the Weiss- 
enstein in 6 hours, trom, hence throngh the Difamer- 
thai, with the advantage of a sadden opening of 
the project. Another fine view is to be had from 
Oberbipp Castle farther on, built, they say, by 
P6pin. 

BOUBffKA (VUlt^); Geman, Solotbnm. 

There are two stations h«r6, on the opposite 
banks of the Aar, Tiz , Neu and Alt-Solotham< 
The Emmenthal Rail^ 14 miles long, was opened, 
1876, through Biberist, Ac, to Blirgdorf (Route 
14), for Bcme, ist. 

ItiiU: Krone; Baf'getzi; Adler; Thurm; HIrsch; 
Kreuz. 

Fopnlation, 8t|469, chiefly OathoUc A small 
town, capital of the canton, formerly seat of a 
bishop of Bftle, Ac, in a charming spot on the Aare. 
It is the ancient Salodorum, and joined the Confede- 
ration, 1481. The great clock Tower in the market 
place was built (according to an inscription), 400 
- B.C., but perhaps the clock has not kept good time. 
There are fountains here and in other pttts, besides 
two in front at Si. Vr$u8 Oatffedral, which was re- 
built (1762-73), by Pisani. It ranks as one of the 
best in Switzerland ; has a tower 190 feet high, 
paintings by D. Corvl, the relics of the saint (not 
a bear as sdme ihigfht suppose, but a Roman 
soldfer) ov^r the alfdr, a good libiary with MSS., 
and Anient missals, as old as 724. The Professors' 
or Jesuits* Church was built 1689, in the Italian 
style, and has Holbein's '* CmcHlxkm '*; that of the 
Franciscans has an altarpiece said to be by 
Raphael. The Bamiftirta, Aow iftostly r«mOved, 
and pkmted with trees, aff6rd a pleasant 'walk. 

At the Old BeUhhaia^ where the Cowtcfl meet, 
are eight Roman inscriptions ; there are others In

the public library of 40,000 volumes. The Zetig- 
hatu, or Argmaly contains the arms of the Canton 
militia, a valuable collection of 900 pieces ot 
antique armour and weapons, with old standards 
talten at Morat and Scmpach, a model of the 
St. Gothard range, Ac. In the Waisenhaus Is a 
Museum containing collections of minerals 
and fossils, including fossil turtles from white 
limestone quarries. There are also a Gymnasium, 
or College; Lyceum; Public Library; Priests' 
Seminary; Convents; Barracks; good Theatre; 
Hospital, and Botanic Gardens. Kosciusko lived 
at No. 5, near the Post Office, and died here, 1817; 
his heart is buried at Zuchwyl, below the town ; 
but the rest of him lies in Cracow Cathedral. 

Diligences to Gossllwyl, to Jlessen, and to 
Schnottwyl. 

In the neighbourhood arc the walks to the 
Wasserplatz, Kreuzacker, Treibentkreuz (on the 
Biiren Road) ; to the Hofli, Hohlberg, and St. 
Niklaus, or Gasen, in an arm of the Vlspthal, 
from whence many other excursions may be made ; 
to St. Verena's Hermitage, among a labyrinth of 
granite and gneiss rocks, and neai-the WengUtein 
granite boulder, which commands a . good view. 
But the finest excursion, for the splendid view it 
affords, is that to - - . ^_. 

TBE WBUBSNSTBiN, 

A peak of the Jura, about 4,112 feet hlghr9,800 feet 
above Sdeure, and 8 miles north of it; by a very 
zig-zag road, which passes Langendorf, Oberdorf, 
and Sennhtitten (or Herdsmans' Huts).. Cars, 
there and back, 20 to 25 francs, according to number ; 
or you may walk it in 8 hours, taking the path by 
St. Verena't Hermitage up the Verci^athal. At 
the top is a JTurAatM, with thirty beds, where you 
may spend a night (supper, 2} francs; bed, &c., 8 to 
4 francs; breakfast, 1^ franc) and enjoy the sunset 
and sunrise; or where invalids desiring a chan^ 
of air and a milk diet, may live for 8 francs a day. 
The sunrise prospect, which is considered the 
AseBt after that of the Ri^i, and i« more extensive, 
itiid ttk ^^Mch the observer will remark the magical 
effects of the light as it brings the peaks, lakes, and 
othCRT objects graduaiHy into view, takes la a pano- 
raMa of 30 leagues each way, including the wlmle 
chain of the distant Alps, from Monte B'' 
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Tyral, to Mont BUinc (30 leagues); the Santis, 
Gliirnisch, and Pilatos, near the Rigi (east) ; the 
peaks of the nearest Bernese Oberland, the TSdi, 
Saddel, Snstenhom, Matterhom, Wetterhom, Sch- 
reckhorn, Finsteraarhom, Eiger, Monch, Jungfran, 
BJiimlis Alp, Ac.; the Bienne, Morat, and Neach&tel 
Lakes to south-west; making about fourteen 
mounUins, fifty toims and villagea, and seven lakes, 
within the circle. From the Haaenmatt to the west, 
which is still higher (4.754 feet), or the Rolhe/bth, 
about f hour to the east (4,660 feet), the prospect is 
even wider; but there is no such acccnnmodatioii 
for the tourist. Another, but lower point of view, 
is that from the Wen^istein, near the quarries and 
cliffs of St. Verena's Hermitage. 

Soteura GaatOU contains 270 square miles and 
80,425 population, who are mostly Catholics, and 
Crerman-speaking. It is one of the most produc- 
tive in com, fruit, vegetables, Ac, with some 
vineyards and mulberry grounds for sUkwonns. 

[From Solcure, towards Bienne up the Aar, you 
pass, by road or by Swiss Central Railway:— 

Bellacb, the Belke Aquce of the Romans. Popu- 
lation, 500. • 

Belzacll (Stat.), with a population of 1,000, vas 
SiilU dqucB of the same people. 

Bettlach, under a mountain dlff, above which 
was Strassberg Castle. Population, 400. 

Orendien, or Granges (8tat.),a Catholic town 

of 1,200 population, fertile in vines, Ac.,and having a 
church, built out of an old tower which stood here. 
In a chaiming valley called Bachtilen, hard by, are 
excellent sulphur baths, on the way to Lengenau. 
After passing Pieterlen Station and Bozingen 
(on the Suze) you come to Bienne.] 

From Soleure to Berne by road (7 hours) you 
pass 

Zuchwyl, to which the Protostant party mi- 
grated in 1533, from Soleure and Biberlst, on to 

Bntterkladen, at the bridge on the Emmen, 
in Canton Berne, where B. Marti, the botanist 
was bom. 

-•-Tiumen, a small village, about half way 
ted for the defeat of an English soldier, 
, or Ingelram de Conrey, 1875; a pillar 
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marks the spot. Hence a roa4 turns off to Bnrg- 
dorf, Ac., up the Emmenthal. 

JegiBdorf has 600 population, and a parish 
church which has been rebuilt shice the fire of 
1820. An old Ch&teau here belongs to the Erlach 
f amUy. The next place is Uitenen, about 8 miles 
west of which is Hofwyl, with the school and 
farm esUblished by Fellenberg. Passing the Papier 
Milhle (Paper MiUs), under Bantiger Mountain 
(8,480 feet), you oome to Berne, which may be 
reached by Swiss Central RaUway from BUe, 65 
mfles, in 8} hours; four trains a day, viA Olten, 
Hensogenbnchsee, Bnrgdorf, Ac (Bet Brad$ka»''t 
ConHnenUd Cftiide).

British Envoy—Ch^iM, S. Scott, Esq., C.B. Envois 
from other foreign powers reside here; and 
TraveOers proceeding to France, Austria, ItcUy, Ac.^ 
bordering on Switxerlandmay get a visci to their pau- 
ports at Berne. 

Raihoag. — Open from Berne to Basle, Thnn, 
Interiaken, Fribourg, Lausanne, Geneva, Ac and, 
in fact, to all the principal towns in North Swit- 
zerland. 
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Capital of CtBtou Berne, and of Switzerland, 
SMt of the Bondes-ratb (or Diet), the Kational- 
rath, Ac; standing 1,760 feet abore the sea, within 
sight of the Oberland Alps, on a high bend of the 
Aare, which surrounds it, except on the west side, 
where it is fortified. "Bern" in old German 
means a bear^ in remembrance, they say, of one 
killed on this site by Berthold, the founder ; and 
bears are not only blazoned in the town arms, 
and in every variety of stone earring, but a Bear 
Pit has from ancient times been kept at the public 
cost, on the right bank of the river beyond Nydeck 
bridge. Inte this pit an English officer fell in 1861, 
and either through the apathy or cowardice of the 
persons around, he was suffered to be torn to 
pieces by the bears, after struggling with them 
for half-an-hour. 

It was founded 1181, by Berthold von Zaliringen 
(a Suabian lord); made an imperial city, 1218; 
attacked by Rudolf of Habsbui'g, 1388; and by his 
son Albert, who was defeated at Donnet Buhlen, 
1398; attacked again by the feudal nobles, 1339, 
who were defeated at Laupen, by Rudolf von 
Erlach (5,000 against 18,000) ; and joined the Con- 
federation, 1852. The Reformation was estab- 
lished, 1538. It defeated the men of Lucerne and 
theWaldstatterin the last war of religion, 1713; 
and was occupied by the French, 1798. 

On approaching the town from the Zttrich or 
Thun roads, it has a very picturesque look. The 
sandstone rock on whicli it is built is 100 feet 
above the river, the steep banks (stalden) of which 
are joined by a handsome lofty granite Btidffe, 
called Nydeck-brUcke, 900 feet long, the middle 
arch being 160 feet span, 81 feet high. An older 
bridge to Altenburg is 260 feet long. 

B«me was substantially rebuilt of stone, after a 
fire in 1405, with broad regular streets, which run 
for the most part east and west; Its main artery, 
the principal street, 1 mile long, stretching under 
various names from the bridge to the Ober Thor 
(close to the Hirschen Qraben or Deer Garden) ; 
near which, and the Aarberg Gate the best houses 
are found. The older ones rest on heavy dark 
Arcades, or Luuben^ for foot passengers, lined with 
ahops, and giving a peculiar air to the town. 

Clear running water is constantly supplied by 
many /'owrtcwiw, whioh are uaually set off with

arches, or curious statues of Samson. David, Horn;, 
Nemesis, <fec. One of them, called Itindii/itsstr 
Bvunnen^ near the clock tower, has a man devour- 
ing a child, while other little victims are tucked 
under his girdle. The Gerechtigkeits Brunnen ii 
also worth notice ; the Schiitzen Brunnen has a 
statue of a cross-bow-man, attended by a bear; 
and this armorial emblem of the canton appears in 
full state, with a coat of mail, banner, dtc, over 
the Barcn Bruimen. They are again seen every 
thi-ee minutes before the striking of the hour. In 
the old Clock Tourer (Zeitglockenthunn) in the 
Kram-Gasse. This processional clock is one of the 
sights of the town; usually visited at noon. In 
the same street are the KUfigthurm and St. Crlsto- 
phelthurm; the former a prison, the other having 
a great wooden figure in armour on It. 

Promenades on the ramparts; on the Terrasse 
a fine terrace, near the Minster, 108 feet above the 
river, shaded with chestnuts, and adorned with « 
new statue of Berthold, the founder of the town. 
From here, as well as from the Caf4 du Hout, the 
Murten Gate, but especially the £nge^ near th« 
Aarberg Gate, wo get the splendid Panorama Of 

the Glaciers and other Peaks of the Ober- 

land, as engraved in Studcr^s View of the Alp$, 
Beginning from the east, we see the white tops of 
the Wetter- horn, Schreck-hom, Finsteraarhom 
(the highest, 14,025 feet above the sea), Eiger, 
Munch, Jungfrau (13,762 feet above the sea), Grosa- 
horn, Breithmi, Frau or Blumlis Alps, near Altit 
and Gemmi Pass, Nicsen (looking dark), Dodeu- 
horn. Stock-horn (dark) — ^the dark ones being mueh 
nearer, and hanging over the Thuner See. A va9t 
number of heights fill in the foreground. The 
effects of sunset upon this wonderful landscape are 
indescribable; the glaciers at first of a deep pink, 
fade into white, but continue to reflect the day> 
fight long after night is on the valley. 

One of the best buildings is the Gothic Milnster 
or Cathedral (fee 20 cents), begun 1421, on the 
site of an older one, by the Ensingers (who reared 
the Vienna Cathedral), and finished 1573, by the 
arcliitect of Strassburg Minster, Erwins von Stein- 
bach. It stands 280 feet by 110, with an unfinished 
stoeple, 134 feet high, having a bell, and ascended 
by 220 stone steps to the top, oommanding a noble 
prospect. The portal is beautifully carved; ita 
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•talned windows and carved stalls and font (1625) 
are worth notice; the or^an plays 3 to 4 o'clock 
daily ; one monnment is to Berthold von Zahrlngen, 
the founder of the town; another to the Avoyer 
Steiger. In front, on the Kirchplatz, is a bronze 
statue of Rodolph von Erlach, the victor atLaufen, 
1339. 

Holy QhMt Church is a simple, but elegant modem 
building, near the Biirgerspital, with the words 
ChrUto in Pauperibu* over it. The large handsome 
stone Zuchthaus, is near the Aarberg Gate. The 
Inselspital fills one side of a street. French Church, 
near the Arsenal ; Nydeck Church, on the west 
side of the town; St. Anthony's 15th cent. 
Chapel, proposed to be restored 

The Hiuenm, open daily, } franc, and gratis 
Tuesday and Saturday, 3 to 5, is well stocked, 
especially with objects of Swiss Natural History; 
Studer's collection of insects, shells, fossils, &c.; 
Wyttenbach's collection of minerals, and other 
natural productions. Here you see stuffed bears 
of all sizes, from the smallest cub to the grizzled 
patriarch, the great lammergeycr (believed to be 
nearly extinct in Switzerland), the wolf, the 
chamois, the boar; and a famous St. Bernard dog, 
Barry, who saved the lives of fifteen persons. 

The Historical Museum, S Pollzei-Gassc, 
open daily, 1 fr., Tuesday and Saturday, free, 3 to 
5, has archasological and ethnographical collec- 
tions, flint and bronze implements, weapons from 
the Arsenal, spoils from Grandson and Mornt. 

The Kunstmuseum, Waisenhnusstrasee, open 
daily, i fr., gratis on Tuesdays, has a collection of 
antiquities on the ground floor, and of pictures on 
the first floor. Those of Swiss costume, by Rein- 
hard t, are the most remarkable. 

The University near the Museum was remodelled, 
1834, and twenty professors attached to it. A Gymna- 
sium, or High School, a Musshafen for poor students, 
and several other schools, exist. A Natural 
History Society has existed since 1758. Here is 
a Freemasons' Lodge, called the English Provincial 
Grand Lodge of Hope. Other buildings are, the old 
restored Rathhaus, built, 1406; Stadtrath-haus, 
(formerly Erlach's Hof ) ; two Waisenhauser, or 
Orphan Schools; a handsome Kornhaus (Public 
Granary) on thlrty-fonr pillars, with a huge wine- 
eellar below, the Hotel do Muslque, or Thoatre, 



and the Casino; opposite which is the handsome 
new Bundesrathhaus, or Federal Council Hall. 
Collection of antiquities from lake dwellings on 
the third floor, admission ftee ; apply to the porter. 
The debates are open to the public. Grand view 
from the roof. Beyond the lower gate is a monu- 
ment to R. von Werdts. 

The walks, «fcc., in the town and environs, com- 
prise many fine points of view ; among them are the 
gardens of Monbijou Gottesacker (Cemetery), the 
Bundesrathhaus Terrace, the Casino Platz, Miins- 
ter Platz and Terrace, and the Engc, already 
mentioned, near the Carlsruhe. 

From the Schanzli, where there is the Victoria 
Hotel, a grand view may be had of the city, backed 
up by the whole range of the Bernese Alps; the 
Wetterhom, Schreckhoni, Eiger, Monch, and 
Jungfrau being specially prominent. 

Short ExcuBSiONS may be made to Reichenbach 
Castle (2 stunden down the Aar) where Rodolf 
von Erlach, the hero of Laufen, was murdered by 
his son-in-law, the latter being torn to pieces by the 
old man's blood-hounds; to the Gurten (IJ stunde 
south-west), and Bantiger (2 stunden north-east), 
both commanding splendid views. from heights of 
8,130 feet and 8,435 feet above the sea ; the Engls- 
tein Baths (2 stunden) in a beautiful valley on the 
Worblenbach; to Neuhausbad (1 stunde), Bolll- 
gen, and Arzielile; to the Frieswyler Hubel (SJ 
stunden), with a magnificent prospect, and the 
BUtschelegg, 3,600 feet, which has the finest view 
obtainable near Berne. 

Silver filagree, musical boxes, carved work, jewcl- 
\exy and powjier, a few watches, silks, and woollens, 
with leather, straw hats, beer, Ac, are made. 

The Canton of Berne, the largest (after the 
Grisons) and most important of the Confederation, 
which at one time took in nearly all west Switzer- 
land, contains 2,567 square miles, and a population 
of 589,405. Most of them are Protestant, and Ger- 
man-speaking, except in a part formerly belonging 
to the Bishopric of Bftle, where there are about 
40,000 Catholics, and the French language prevails. 
In the lower or north part, fruit (especially cherries 
for the kirschwasser), beer, cider, cheese, cream, 
honey, and butter, are the principal products ; the 
fai-mers ore comfortably oflT, having substantial 
houses of wood, thatched i^'lth wide, overhanffin^ 
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roofs. Pasture land, that o( the Emmenthal in 
particular. Is rich and abundant ; ther« are plenty 
of good roads, lined with thick hedges. But in the 
upper or Oberland, among the mountains, poverty 
prevails, one reason being the equal division of 
property. The women are remarkable for their 
peculiar dress. 

J0IIBNE7 THROUGH THE BERNESE 
OBERLAND, 

Or Highlands of Canton Berne, Including the cn- 
Tironsof Thun, along the Lakes of Thun andBricnz 
as far as the Grimael Pass, and the Valleys of Lau- 
terbrunnen and Grindelwatd, with the neighbouring 
glaciers. A hasty visit requires at least threedays; 
but to see this region to advantage requires as 
many weeks. A guide is not necessary for the 
tour, but local guides may be required at several 
points, to visit which a longer period is needful; 
nor is It necessary to return to Thun or Berne ; as 
you may cross into the Yalais by the Passes of the 
Gemmi and Grimsel, or continue to Lucerne by 
the railway over the Brlintg. 

The traveller with only one day to spare, may 
leave Berne by early train at 6-30, take steamer at 
Thun, rail at Darligen to Lauterbrunnen, see the 
Staubbach Fall, dine at Interlaken, and get back to 
Berne by the last train, by 7 p.m. 

From Berne to Thun, trains run four times a 
day, 16 miles, in about 1 hour ; thence by stenm 
to Darligen, and by rail to Interlaken. The Aar 
is navigable for the market-boats, which descend 
it from Thun. Carriages may be hired at reason- 
able charges ; the tariff is to be found in every 
hotel and posthouse. Private carriages may be 
left at Thun for 1 franc a day storage, or must 
be sent round to meet the traveller wherever he 
makes his exit from the Oberland. From Thun, 
steamers run on Lake Thun during the season, three 
times a day, in correspondence with the trains; 
fares, 1 and 2 francs. On the Brienz Lake they 
also run as often, so as to correspond witli the 
Than steamers. There is also a good coach-road 
on the beautiful south shore of the lake, on to 
Interlaken and Lauterbrunnen, or to Grindelwald. 

On the arrival of the steamer at Darligen, a train 
starts for Interlaken. Good horses may be hnd. 
It is usual to hire for the whole journey through 
the Oberland; the horac being taken Qut At tbe eoc[ 



of the coach-road and rldJen, while the driver acta 
as guide. The Tariff charges for vehicle* are:— 
Interlaken to Grindelwald and back the same day, 
one horse, 16 francs; two horses, 30 francs. T« 
Lauterbnumen and back the same day, one horse, 
II francs; two horses, 20 francs. To Lauter- 
brunnen and Grindelwald and bock the same day, 
one horse, 20 francs; two horses, 85 francs. In 
the summer of 1890 a railway was opened from 
Interlaken to Lauterbrunnen and arlndel* 

wald, the junction being at ZweilutSClllnen.

now open to Miirren. Grindelwald to Paul born 
and back, one horse carriage, 17 francs; to Glacleru, 
6 to 8 francs, Meiriogen to Handeck Fall and 
back, 15 to 20 francs. A horse or mule, with a 
man for the day, 15 francs. Carriage, per day, one 
horse, 15 francs; two horses, 30 francs. 

In general, licensed Guides receive 6 to 8 francs 
a day, with a back fare of C francs a day; the day's 
jounicy behig reckoned at 8 leagues, or stunden. 
Drivera of carriages 16 to 18 francs a day for each 
horse; saddle horses, 10 to 15 francs a day. Row 
boats may be had on tlie Lake of Brienz for 
3 to 8 or 9 francs, there and back, according to 
the distance of the most attractive points; in- 
creasing for every rower above two, besides the 
trinlcgeld. It takes at leasts hours from end to end. 

Leaving Bkrne for Thun, the train ascends the 
east side of the Aar (with the Alps In view) to 
Muri-Stalden (where the road to the Emmenthal 
parts off), with the Gnrten away to the west. It 

passes Giimllngen (Stat.) to 

Miinsingen (Stat.), 7 miles, inn: LSwe 
(Lion). A village frequently rebuilt, standing 
under the Haube ridge (Heutligen at the top of 
it), with the Bclpberg across the river. The village 
is noted for the meeting held here in 1881, before 
the change or " revolution " (once common enough in 
Switzerland) which overthrew the aristocratic 
party. Belpberg, 2 miles west-south-west, is a 
fine green hill, covered with pasture, and forest*, 
2,935 feet above the sea, and commanding a good 
prospect of the Oberland, Lake of Thun, Ac. At 
3 miles beyond it is the BiHschel, another point of 
view, 8,485 feet high. 

(About 10 miles somth-west ot ASUn^ipgeq i« Otm. 
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ffioEL and Its batkftat the foot of a hill, and 8,800 feet 
above tiM IM. Thtra are tt^o bitter salt siirln?*, 
Schwaribrtttinll and Stockwasser; either" drank 
or bathed in; and good in weakness and worm 
diseases. The principal spring, to which a beautiful 
walk leads, is about 8,800 feet Above sea. It is a 
healthy spot. A fine view from the terrace. 
Alpine plants in abundance. Living, 6 to 8 francs 
a day. The peak above, the ffoehgumigel, Is {^,070 
feet high . The Ossianische Felsenmaner (Ossian's 
Rocky Wall) may be noticed. 

BlnmeilBteln, 8 miles south-east of this, under 
the north side of the Stockhom, is another delight- 
ful spot, with baths ; the springs contain iron and 
carbonic acid, and are not far from the Fallbach 
Fall, Amsoldingen Lakes, Tagsburg Castle Ruins, 
Dittligen Lake, Ac. ; while the Stockhom may be 
ascended In 2 or 8 hours.] 

The next places on or near the railway are 
Wichtrach.with the Elger, MSnch, and Jungfrau in 
full view in front, Where a road from the Emmen- 
thal falls in ; Ober-Wichtrach, where General Von 
Erlach was killed by his own soldiers, in the dis- 
astrous year, 1798; Kiesen Chftteau, close to Kle- 
BdXL Station, on a stream which comes from 
Diesbach; the Falkenfluh and Heimbergfiuh 
cliffs; the forests of Heimbcrg; and at length, 
after crossing the Sulg, with the Stockhom and 
Kiesen peaks before you, you come to

A delightful place, either to atop at, or to make 
tours from^ on the Aar, about 1 mile from the 
Thuner See, hi front of the Oberland. It is divided 
W ^v.:— The BollitB, OH «a island, 



the Stadt or town, stanOiilt nnder the third part, 
or Berg-Mi hill erown^d l^the anCieHC castle of 
the Connts of Thun, {He Burg, or dot Kyhurgtche 
Sehtots, and by a striking old church. With a tall, 
eight-sided tower. The streets are broad and well 
built. The principal street Is remarkable for 
having a double row of shops, similar td the 
" Rows " in Chester. At the Vorhalle, in the Neue 
Schloss, are arms of the mayors (Bttrgenneistcr) 
from 1376. The Rathhaus has a public library of 
7,000 volumes, and the archives. A Federal 
Military School of artillery and engineers Is estab- 
lished here. There are also the Town Schools, 
Hospital, Orphan Asylum, and a Parade Ground, 
near the AUmend Gate. Keramic Museum; 
collections of birds, minerals, and carved wood at 
several places in the town. 

The Walks and Points of View are nume- 
rous. Such are those to the castle and behind the 
churchyard; on the Simmenbrticke ; the Jakobs- 
htigel (Jacob's Hill), especially for the sunset 
view (an inscription says:— "Happy are those 
who can stay here ; Happy those who return ; And 
happy if able to quit such scenes"); in the 
Schwabis along the Aai-; in the Bachi-Gut, to 
Karthause, a country seat with glass paintings and 
Druid remains ; to Schadau Castle, and the splendid 
view over the lake and environs, the beautiful gar- 
dens are open on Sunday ; Hiiuegg Chftteau to the 
Kohlera Waterfall on the Hunnibach ; to Stiiffis- 
berg, Amsoldmgen Lakes, and theRIndfleischstein- 
hohle or ''Beef stone" cave (1| stimde); to 
Gwatt or Belle-Rive Castle; Strattlingen and 
Kanden Canal; to the Baths of Binmenstein and 
Glotschbad, under the Stoekhorn (4i stunden) a 
noble peak, 7,1W feet above the sea. Other com- 
manding points are the Blume, 5,140 feet, over 
Schwandi, and back throogh Teufithal; the Hoh- 
gant, near the top of Emmenthal, and tiie Entle- 
buch, 7,215 feet; and the Nlesen, 7,762 feet, a 
view taking in all the Alps. Steamer to Spies, 
thence H miles to Wimmis, whence there is a path 
to the top. A decent inn has been built near the 
top,where the traveller may pass the night. On the 
eastern declivity of the mounttOn is the health 
resort Heugtrichbad^ with three mineral springs. 

The uppw raUeys of the Aor and its tributaries 
oentfe here, olforffingbeaatififl trips; as the Sim-

menthai, leadi&if up to Eawyl P««i and Slon j th« 
Dlemtlgerthal; the EngsUigenthAl and Alp; the 
Kanderthal by which you pass over the Qemml to 
Leukerbad; a&d the Klen-thal, ascending to the 
Tschingel-honi, Ac. There are somo old forts aod 
castles to be seen while passing round the beautiful 
shores of the lake. Rallingen on the north side 
was overwhelmed by the falling in of a mine. 
Good goat's milk cheese is got at Merligen, 
Many pilgrimages used to be made to the Beaten- 
hohle (St. Boatus Cave), on the Beatonberg, 
before the Protestants walled it up, a.d. 1666. 

THUN£R BSE, or Lake of Tbun, 
is about 10 miles long by 2 broad, 700 feet deep, 
1,860 feet above the sea, and fed by the Aare and 
Kander. It abounds with fish, the salmon species 
being most esteemed. To the north-east It is steep 
and mountainous; on the north-west flat; and flat 
also, but picturesque, on the south. Near the lake 
is a red granite block (unlike anything here) 105 
feet long by 80 feet wide, 46 feet thick, transported 
hither by the glaciers. A fine view is got from 
the old tower of SttJittlingen, 1«0 feet high, now a 
powder magatine, but once (when this part was 
called Zum Ooldenen Ltut^ or the Golden Delight) 
the favourite retreat of Rudolph of Burgundy, 
who built Hllterfingen Church in 038. 

The steam boat Journey up the lake along its 
pleasant shores, with the Stockhorn, Niesen, Ac., 
at hand, and in sight of the distant Alps, is one of 
the most delightful in Switzerland. Among other 
things worth notice at various points are, the 
nugelfluh (plum-pudding stone) and sandstone for- 
mfttions of the Wand and Ralligfluh Mountains. 
Spies Castle and old church, on a point of the 
south shore. Mcrligen (where alphate and petro- 
leum are produced) on an opposite point called the 
Nase (Nose), where the Eiger, MtJnch, Jungfrau, 
and other snowy peaks of the Oberlandcome finely 
into view. Que of the stations called at by the 
steamers Is Beateubucht, whence there is a short 
mountain rail to St. Beatenberg, whore are a 
favourite KurhausandseveralHotels and Pensions. 
Grand Hotel Victoria. First class, situated 
between the Church and Post Office; facing the 
Lake of Thun. 

The Thus steaiaer rune from Scheriligeii to 
INurU«eA (Stat,), where the short fidntu ^u 
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Gonneoting with Lake Brien^ begina near the 
influx of the Aare whioh oomea from Lake Brians. 
It pasaee Interlaken and ZoUhaus to BiMllseil, 
on Lake Brleos, whenoe the at«^mer runs in eoa« 
nectiou with the Bninig fiail. About half way 
(1 mile) between the lakes, under the Harder, is 

Vnterseen ((WJ a small, old walleatown, so 
oalled from ita position (unter-sMn^ amongst the 
lakes), and having an ancient rathhaua, and castle 
of the bailiff, who was appointed by the Berneie 
till 1798. Bridge to Spielmatten; with a whey- 
cure. A fine sheltered promenade called the 
H6hM«g (along which lie most of the hotels) 
connects with

This pretty place, more English even than Thun, 
stands in a fine spot, inter-laken, or between the 
lakes (its name being derived in the same way ae 
Unterseen), in the heart pf the magnificent foeuery 
of the Oberland Alpi, with a mild and healUiy 
climate. There are many Pensio©* and »- 
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Augufttin« Church. On« of the largest of the fine 
walnnt trees surrounding the prefecture was blown 
down in 1859. The Knrsaal, on the HQheweg, is 
kept up by the hotel-keepers, who make a charge 
in the bill. There are reading and concert rooms, 
with music three Umes a-day. 

Among the nearer walks are the Anguftine Con- 
vent of Interlaken, or Matten (founded 1130), the 
tJntere Bleiche, the Hohbflhl, and the Jnngfern- 
blick« so called because of its look towards the 
Jungfrau, the Kleine Rugeii, and the Abendberg, 
founded in 18^9, as an Asylum for cretins. It was 
ehosen as being above the height (8,000 feet) 
up to which cretinism prevails. Other points are 
Gsteig Church, as old as the eighth century; BUui- 
gen and Schadenburg, with views of Briens Lake; 
Ringgenberg Church and its ancient Chateau; 
Goldswyl Church, under the Thurraberg; and the 
Sshynige Platte^ an exceedingly fine point of view. 
Rail to Gsteig; thence branch Hue to Breitlaucnen, 
by Schynige Platte. 

Rail or road to Lauterbrunnen, 2| stunden or 6 
miles. Railway stations are WUderBWyl-Gsteig, 
and ZweilatSOhlnen. The roa<1 passes by orchards 
and meadows to Matten, then by Unspunnen Castle 
(the original of Byron's " Manfred ") below the 
Abcndberg establlHhment ; Gsteig Church; Mtih- 
llnen, where the road crosses the Saxctenbach, and 
enters the wild narrow gorge of the Liitschine, 
with the steep Rothenfluh on the right ; to Zwei- 
liltschinen, junction of the road up the Black 
LUtschlnen to Grindelwald, having the Wetter- 
horn at the end. After this, passing Eisenflah 
and Hunenfluli, between vast limestone cliffs, 
1,000 to 1,500 feet high, you come to 

LIUTERBEVKNEN (8tat.) 

Population, 2,176. 

fun*: Steinbock; Staubbach. 

Lauterbrunnen is in a deep part of the pass, 
where the sun hardly shines in winter. It 
abounds with falls, especially the Staubbach 
(Dust Fall) which fallsover the Balm precipice, in a 
drizzling spray, from a height of nearly 880 feet, 
best viewed In the morning sun, and by moon- 
light. Byron celebrates this " sheeted silver's wav- 
ing column," flinging *' its lines of foaming light" 
to and fro, in his Manfred, the scenes of which 
1 part of Switzerland. Echo here, The 



changing effects produced by the wind, the light, 
and the irregularity of the cliffs, are peculiarly 
striking. In general, it is like a gauze veil, with 
rainbows dancing up and down it, and when clouds 
hide the top of the mountain, it seems as if it 
poured out of the sky. The PlStschbach falls are 
also near ; and others may be visited by the sturdy 
pedestrian, further up this valley, which Is rich In 
Alpine scenery. 

Among the upper falls, Ac, are the MUrrenbach, 
Splessbaeh, Agerten, and Triimmelbach, and espe- 
cially the fine Schmadribadi Fall, divided into 
nine arms, 200 feet high (seen best from the Bohnen- 
moos ChAlet). Splendid mountain views (of the 
Jungfrau, Ac.) at the village of Mttrren, on the 
Steinberg-Alp, on the Wengem-Alp, and from 
the Wengem Scheldeck (1| stuude) close to the 
Jungfrau. A railway ^as opened in 1894 from 
Lauterbrunnen to Miirren (below). 

Guides may be got for ascending this valley tothe 

Lotschenthal (8 or lo hours) passing Tracb- 
sellauenen (a fine spot for forest scenery), f lie 
Schmadribach Fall, and thence over the Glaciers of 
the WetterlUcke and Breithom (18,684 feet above 
the sea) to Zneisten under the L^itsch Glaciers; or 
past Trachsellanenen, and over the Tschingel and 
Lange Glaciers (between the Breithom, Tschingel- 
hom, Ac, on one side, and the Gspaltenhom, Frau, 
and Doldenhom, on the other) to Selden in the upper 
Gastemthal, by which you descend to Kanderstcg 
(25 to 30 miles from Lauterbrunnen) ; or from which 
you may get round the Altcls (11,922 feet), into 
Lotschen-thal. Again, yon may reach Kandersteg 
(25 miles), by turning up Seflnen-thal, beyond 
Miirren (Hotels: Grand Hotel d^s Alpes; good 
and comfortable; Electric light; open from May 
till October 81st— See Advt.; and Grand Hotel 
MUrren), or by the Furgge or Fwrke Pass, (6,760 
feet), to Tschingel village in Kienthal : thence as- 
cending the DUndengrat Pass (9,245 feet) under the 
Frau, to Oeschinen Lake, and the falls around It, 
to Kandersteg. This route requires a practised 
walker. The Scblltbom is 9,780 feet high. 
About 8 hours up the ascent from Miirren. a cross 
marks the spot where a young Knglish ladj*, on her 
wedding trip, was struck dead by lightning. 

Lauterbnumen toTiirtma]in,on thcRhdne: 
a trip of 16 hours, past Petertgmt, the Stetabecg 
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Alp, andtheTschingel Pass (9,250 feet high), down 
to Ried {Inn here) ; Flatten, and Kippel, in the 
LKJtschenthal. From Bled the Bietsohlioni may 
be attempted, a beautiful peak, 12,910 feet high, 
first ascended, 1859, by Mr. L. Stephens. The last 
lammergeyer was killed here, 1887. There is also a 
way (8 to 9 hoars) from Ried over the Birchfluh 
Pass, to the Belalp ; from which an ascent may 
be made of the Grosse Nesthom and the Gredetsch 
Glacier (11,276 feet high), to MUnd and Visp, in 
the Rhdne Valley, hi 12 hours. 
Laaterbrunnen to JBggisclilLom, in 4 

hours, to the Steinberg, as above; thence in 14 
hours, by a toilsome and difficult way, over the 
LJitschen Glacier (6,176 feet), Lotschen Lucke 
(10,510 feet, past the great Aletsch Glacier, to the 
JEgglSCllllom. The Hotel here Is 6 hours from 
Belalp Hotel. English church, erected 1885. 

From Lauterbrunnen to Grindelwald, the 

next point in the tour, you may go by the railway 
(see betow) or by the car-road (which it skirts), 
back to ZwcilUtschlnen, and thence up the gloomy 
valley of the Black LlUschine (10 miles); or over 
tlie Wengemalp and Klelne Scheideck (6 hours) 
by a zig-zag path which abounds with magnificent 
scenery. Though fatiguing it is, with ordinary 
care, perfectly safe in summer. A steep path 
winds up the ridge to the green pastures of the 
W6XlgeTXialp, whence you may look down on the 
Staubbach, and theLauterbrunnenthal, which sinks 
away as from the edge of a precipice. Still ascend- 
ing over pasture and heatli, you come to the Hotel 
Jungfrau, in front of the dazzling glaciers of the 
Jungfrau, across the valley, rising to a height 
of 18,672 feet above the sea, and 10,000 above the 
ravine below. It was first ascended, with diffi- 
culty, in 1811 ; the top commands one of the noblest 
mountain views In Switzerland. Near the sum- 
mit of the Pass of Little Scheidegg is the Hotel 
Bellevue, where those who wish to see the effect of 
the sunset and sunrise on the mountain, as well as 
the glorious effect of the moonlight on her Silver 
Horn, should pass the night. 

Further ou (nearly 7,000 feet above the sea) the 
prospect takes in the M5lICll (13,465 feet), the 

^ger (13,043 feet), the Orosser Sdureckhom 

or Terror Peak (13,386 feet), the Wettorbom, or 
Storm Peak (12,165 feet), and behind these, the 
Flmyt^rmi^llOril (14,025 fee^ above the sea), the 



culminating point of this sen of gUcIera, which 
covers a space of 20 or 25 mUes long by 5 to 10 broad. 

In descehdlng by footpath (the bridle path passes 
the Hotel des Alpes) from the Scheidegg, through 
Werglsthal, you come to a cottage, whence there 
is a path to the Nellenbalm Cave, 100 feet high, 
which commands a view of the glaciers around. 

The above tours are mainly for walking, by 
which means alone can all the finest points be 
reached and the scenery thoroughly enjoyed. The 
following Railways, opened In 1898 and 1895, 
have, however, greatly facilitated the tlsltlng of 
many of the principal attractions in Use lime and 
with comparatively little fatigue :— 

Interlaken (Ostbahnhof) to Wilderswji- 
Gsteig (branch to the Schynige Platte), Zwei- 
lutschinen, and Laaterbrunnen; Lauter- 
brunnen to MUrren ; Interlaken(Ostbahnhor) 
to Z weilutscbinen and Grindelwald ; Lauter- 
bnumen to Wengemalp, Scheidegg, and 

Grindelwald ; electric cog - railway from 
Scheidegg through tUe Eiger and Monch to 
the summit of the Jungfrau, 8 miles long. There 
are six stations ou the line, at any of which 
travellers can alight for the purpose of visiting the 
various points on foot. From the terminus neftx' 
the summit of the Jungfrau there is a lift (216 fc#f ) 
through the centre of the crowning peak. 'I*H« 
gradients vary up to 26 in 100. 

GRINDELWALD (Stat.) 

ffoteU: Bar; De TAlgle Noir (AdWr}— English 
Church Service in the season;— Hotel Eiger; Hotel 
and Pension du Glacier. Pensions. 

An Alpine village (population 3,087) among the 
glaciers, with a sharp, bracing climate. It suffered 
severely from a fire In 1893. which completely 
destroyed the Bar Hotel. The Heldebruunen 
Spring, the Lagibach Fall, and Dafiloch Cave, are 
here ; but it is chiefly known for the beautiful 
glaciers in its neighbourhood, which are easily 
visited from hence, with guides, as they rise imme- 
diately above the forests which skirt them. The 
lower glacier, the most easy of ascent, lies between 
the slopes of the Eiger and the Mettcnberg; 
and between this and the Wetterhom, is the 
upper and more beautiful one, with Its pyra- 
mids of ice. There is a Grotto artificially 
cut out in the Ice, much visited. At the 
Helwen Pl«tte, in tlyi midst of pro' 
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roeks, !* 4 floe Mho. Th* lf«il«nb«lm C«t«, 
«i«ntloa«d abore, may ba raaehed from here In 
1 hoar, and affords the beet view of the lower 
glacier. B&regg Hnt is a good point of view. 

From Grindelwald, a five hours* walk may be 
taken to the bead of the lower glacier and part of 
the Strahleck Pass, (10,995 feet hlghX Nowhere 
can a better Idea of the sublimity of the Alps bo 
more easily obtained. There is but little difRcnlty. 
I^adies may ride, without danger, to the point 
where the glacier touches the side of the gap in the 
mountains, which is, perhaps, the finest point of 
view. Here a plank, laid by the shepherds, crossee 
the ice, and a few steps bring us round the rock to 
a green mountain pasturage. Those who have a 
guide and also a good head should here get 
on to the ice; the passage, however, to the 
centre of the glacier is very difficult, and the 
crevasses are formidable; but the nature and for- 
matimi of a tteep^ying glacier can scarcely be 
,80 well seen in any other part of the Alps. la 
1818, this region was scarcely known to the 
guides except as the beginning of the StraMeck 
Pass, one of the most difficult in the Alps, but now 
frequently traversed. 

One of the finest views of the Oberland Glaciers 
is that from the Faulhom, which rises between 
Grindelwald and BrienzerSee, 8,802 feet above the 
sea, with an Inn on the top containing only twenty- 
four beds. Prices arc of course somewhat higher 
than in hotels in more accessible situations. It is 
advisable, in case of a party, to send word before- 
hand. Guides are usually taken ; ladies may be 
carried up in sedan chairs, at 6 francs each bearer 
(12 francs If they sleep there) . It may be ascended 
from various points;— from Unterseen, past Sengg, 
very toilsome, in 6 hours' walking; from Giessbach 
on the Brienzer See, in £ to 6 hours, past the falls 
of the Giessbach, equally steep and toilsome; from 
the Great Scheideck Pass, in 8^ to 4 hours; and 
from Dehwendi, on the Ltttschino below Grindel- 
wald, in 9 to 4 hours. But the easiest ascent is 
from Grindelwald, in 4 to G hours, past Piirrenberg, 
Nothalten, HOhlibach Fall, Bachalp Cottage (where 
refreshmants may be found), Bacbsee (or Lape), 
Oberbaohsea, and giraelihom. The view from 
^-.UlhOfll takts in a prospeet of 96 to 60 
VoB th4 Mythtn of eehwyU, the Randen 



of flchaffhavMB, In the Mrth, to tho Diablerefti in 
the lower Rh6ne Valley (south wast) and the Jnny- 
f ran rang* (lonth). Peaks rise up in tho following 
ordM*. Eastward, aro Wildegiat and the Sehwari- 
hom (9,506 feet) with Titlis (ll,eS7 feet) rising up 
between; in the foreground are Gemsenfluh, Rits- 
llgrKtli, and Bimelen-WKng. To. the right of 
Schwarzhom is the mighty peak of StutMK»m 
(11,618 feet), then Trlftengletscher; and In front 
of it the Engelhoms, which have on their right the 
dark Wellhom (10,486 feet), surrounded by the 
Black Forest and the Alpigel Glaciers. 

The semicircle from eouth-east to south-west 
embraces the grandest part of the panorama. First, 
the Wetterhom, then the Bergllstoek, rising over 
the Ober Grindelwald Glacier, and surmounted by 
the Schreckhom, the Simelihom, Finsteraarhom, 
and Viescherhom. Close upon these follow the 
Eiger, the Mtinch, the Jnngfrau, and Silberhorn 
(with the Lauterbrunnen Scheideck in the horizon), 
the Breithorn, Tschingelhom, the Sparrenhom 
(9,890 feet), the BlUmllsalp (12,040 feet), the Dolden- 
horn, and other peaks as far as the Diablerets. 
Westward rises the pyramid-shaped Nlescn (out of 
the Thuner See) and the StocKhorn beyond. In 
the horizon beyond, among the blue peaks of the 
Jura, are the Gcstler, and Weissenstein. The 
nearest foreground, northward, is formed of the 
ridges about the Brienzer See, from the Augst- 
matthom, to the Rothhorn. North-east are the 
crags of the Pilatus. Some parts, but not much, 
of the Lakes of Zug and the Vierwaldstatter are 
also visible, together with the Rigl, Rossberg, 
Stauserhoni, and the Mythen of Schwytz. 

From Grindelwald to Melrincren is 6| or 7 

hours' walking, or riding, over the OrOBSe Scbei- 
deck ; to reach it by carriage, you must go back, 
by Interlaken, and round the Brienzer See. Taking 
the shorter and more inviting route, you pass up 
the defile of the Grindelwald, by the upper Glacier, 
having the Wetterhom In front all the way up to 
the Grosseor Greater Scheideck, about 3 stunden. 
The snow line, which in Switzerland is 8,000 
feet above the sea, Is seen here, sharply defined on 
the sides of the Wetterhom: while the avalanches 
whioh fall from it aconmuUte in boaps close to the 
path, •ometimes without velting through the 
wholo snnuBor. Fron the toji oa tbis Scheideck 
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or "ridge" (8,187 f«et high), only a few paces 
broad, there is an extremely fine jffOBpect over 
the green meadows and cottages of the valley left 
behind, bounded on the south-west by the pasture 
of the Kleine, or Little Beheideck, and fonning a 
striking contrast with the* snowy sides of the 
TVetterhora (12,165 feet), Schreckhom, Meltenberg, 
the Eiger, and the M5neh; to the south-east, the 
round top of the Paulhom, and the Hnnnenfluh 
are visible. 

About 1^ stunde further is th^Rosenlaui Olaeier(A 
1 ittle to the right), remarkable for its white crystal- 
line appearance, and lying between the Wellhom 
and the Engelh'dmer. It is steadily decreasing. 
The views here are very fine. You then come to 
the BoienlaQl Bad (4,365 feet above the sea) 
and Hotel; from whence there are good climbs to 
the Wetterhom and the Mittelhorn (13,165 feet). 
From this the road descends by the Reichenbach, 
through a very picturesque valley, past the beau- 
timi FallB of the BelCli«nl>ac]l. These are 
made by a succession of five larger leaps, (there are 
nearly 80 in all), by which it descends about 1,000 
feet over the cliffs. The highest and lowest are 
the best, the latter being near the Aar, near Hotel 
Relohenbach. Hence over the bridge to 
MEIRmaBK, 

Hotels: Victoria ; Du Sauvage (Wilder Mann)— 
Opposite the Cascades of Reichenbach and Alpbach. 

Krone; B8r; Reichenbach. 

Pension zum Stein. 

EnglUh Church Serviee, in the Gothic Church, 
Hotel du Sauvage, opened 1867. 

A village (population 2,858), the chief place of 
Hasll-thal, in a wild and charming spot, on the Aare, 
1,970 feet above sea. It stands on a plain, 
1 league broad, shut in by steep wooded ridges and 
snowy mountain tops. Three streams from the 
Ha8llberg,the Alpbach, the MUJtlbaeh, and the Dorf- 
bach, pour into the valley immediately behind the 
village, which at times swell into torrents, and 
occasion much damage. In this way it was 
nearly inundated in 1762, since when a canal has 
been cut, opening into the Aar. The Fall of the 
Alpbach should be visited about 9 a.m., when the 
sunshine makes a triple rainbow across it. There is 
a view also of the fine Palls of the Reiolienbacdl, 
ftbont the Mme hour, from b^bind the Chnreh, 
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as they appear beantif ully illnmfaiated by the son. 
About 130 houses, at the north end, were burnt, 
with the Hotel du Sauvage, February, 1879; also, 
an eld Castle and watch tower of the Counts of 
Hosli. A still more disastrous fire destroyed 
more than half the place, October)1891. 

In July and August several wrestling matches 
(Schwingfeste) are held in the Haslithal on the 
Tannenalp, the Btadtalp, and the Wengernalp. 

Five or six Alpine roads and paths meet 
here or near here: — To Brienx and Interlaken ; to 
Lucerne by the fine pass of the Brunig (2 hours), 
or through Melchthal, the village of which is 
surrounded by mountains 6,000 to 8,000 feet high; 
to Wasen, on the Reuss and Gothard Road, by Sustcn 
Pass; to Engelberg and Stanz, by the Genthnl 
and the Engstlen-Alp ; to Grindelwald, by the 
way just described; and up the Grimsel, as in the 

following Route. Rail to Brienz-Tracht.

Interlaken to Brlens, the RotUioni, Mei- 

rlngen, the Grimsel, Rhdne Olader, fto. 

(For the Brttnig Pass, on the way to Lucerne, 
see Route 15.) 

By steamer or by road, though the latter is not 
often taken. 

The Lake of Brieni, or Brienzer See, 

8 miles by 2, is nearly 1,900 feet above the sea, and 
500 to 900 feet deep— the latter near Oberried, 
on the north side. Except the north and south 
end, where the shore is rather flat, the sides arc 
hemmed in by lofty wooded mountains. The Aar 
is its chief feeder; but the two LUtschines, which 
rise in the vast glaciers at the head of the Grin- 
delwald, and traverse the Lauterbrunnenthal, 
contribute their waters. Among its fish the ling 
or lotte is much esteemed. 

The car-road goes round the north side of the 
lake, past the old towers of Ringgenberg, lying 
among green shrubberies and orchards; then by 
Nieder and Ober Rled, with the Faulhom and the 
Giessbach Falls opposite. In about H hours Brienz 
is reached, By steamer the passage is mado in 
about 1^ hour. 

BRIBNZ. 

Population, 2,581. 

Hoteii: Croix Blanche; Bar. 

BeautifHlly 8Mt«d on th»iiorth:east winer o' 
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lake, at th« foot of the Brienxer Qrat^ a ridge, 7,290 
feet above tbe sea, separating the lake from the 
Entlebuch. Here you may buy excellent wood 
carvingrs; most of the houses are of wood. 
The village is composed of Dorf, Tracht, and 
Kienholz. The old Church was built in 12ol. 
Behind is the MUhlibach or Planalpbach Fall of 500 
feet, which scarcely obtains notice here. From 
hence to Schuffen, in the Entlebuch, is 8 leagues 
(with a guide). But the great attractions are the 
Rothhorn and the Giessbach Falls. BotUlom, 
the highest point (7,718 feet) of the Brienz-Grat, 
is remarkable for the prospect from its top (to which 
there is now a funicular rail), taking in the high 
Alps and valleys, and the north of Switzerland, 
with some beautiful scenery in the fore-ground. 
Beech and other woods hang round the base, but 
the summit is bare, and there is no inn since one 
was burnt down some years ago. On tlie opposite 
side of the lake, below the Faulhorn, arc the 
OieSSbaclL Falls, whicli may be reached by 
steamer in 10 minutes from Brienz; a cable 
. tramway takes you up to the Hotel, which is close 
to the Falls. 

They consist of a series of about seven cascades 
from rock to tock, 960 feet, set in a framework 
of woods and pasture. At a point under the cliff, 
about half way, you may stand and look through 
the fall, and enjoy the peculiar effects it produces. 
There ore two UcUhcXo^e by, where guides may be 
taken to ascend the Faulhorn, but it is a difficult 
path. The falls are illuminated every night from 
Ist June to 80th September. A charge of I^ franc 
is made; for visitors staying at the Hotel, 1 franc. 

From Brienz Dorf, round the top of the lake 
(where the effects of an inundation in 1797, and a 
landslip, 182i, are still visible), you pass Tracht 
(Hotels: Weisses Kreuz; Bar; Tell, homely), 
famous for its wood carvings, whence the road 
goes on to Wyler and the Brlinig Pass. From 
the latter to Lucerne, see Route 15. Kienholz, 
near the old castle of Klen, was the site of a 
village destroyed by a landslip in the fifteenth 
century, now partly occupied by the Bellevue 
Hotel, built by the owner of the lake steamboat. 
Crossing the river at Brienzwyler, you can ascend 
the Aar, past a series of waterfalls, tumbling 
over the high walls of rock, to Mcirjngen,

miles. The upper part may be done without a guide 
in summer, and is easier on foot than on horse- 
back, from the roughness of some parts of the path. 
Passing through the cleft in Kirchet rock (760 feet 
above the river) through which the Aar has 
forced its way, you descend into the commence- 
ment of the Ober Hasli-thal, now a green valley, 
but supposed to have been the bed of a lake, and 
come to the villages of Im-Grund and Im-Hof. 
Numbers of huge granite blocks, which geologists • 
say have been brought down by the encroaching 
glaciers, are seen lying about. A road turns off 
here (east) by the Gadmen-thal, over the Susten 
Pass to Wasen on the Renss ; and a path strikes 
south-west to the glaciers in Urbach-thal. The 
mountains on both sides are 9,000 to 10,000 feet 
high. Im-Boden me-adows next appear, and then 
GUTTANEir. 

Inn: Bar (Bear), 

Tlie largest village of Ober llasH-thal 3,o30 
feet above the sea under the KileMhom (10,250 ft.). 
In the fields are heaps of stones brought down by 
the avalanches, which the people gather up to 
clear the ground. Beyond this the road becomes 
gradually steeper, the soil more barren and des- 
titute of trees, except pines; and after 2 hours' 
walk, the famous Fall of the Aar, called the 
Haxideck Fall, which for volume of water, is 
after the Schaff hausen Falls, the most magnificent 
in Switzerland. " We first viewed (says Professor 
Forbes), the cascade from beneath, but the view, 
though grand, was much less strikhig than it 
would have beei! could we have got lower down 
and closer to it. From the top we can at 
once see the whole mad leap of the river and 
more or less perfectly from three points of view, 
VIZ., from the cliffs on each side, particularly the 
left, and from a small wooden bridge thrown across 
the stream, just over the ledge from which it 
dashes. The whole body of water shoots at once 
into the abyss, a depth of about 230 feet, reaching 
the bottom without touching the face of the rock. 

" A singular feature in this fall is the union of 
two cascades Into one. Just at the point over 
which the Aar precipitates itself, the Erlenbach.or 
Aerlenbach rushing dovm its rocky path on the 
left bank shoots over a portion of the sanie cliff, 
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but nearly at right angle* to the other ; and the 
two joining in mid-air about half-way down, dash 
together into the wild gulf beneath. Ai might be 
supposed from the great mass of water and its 
high fall, the whole space between the rocks 
is filled with a continuous misty spray, which in 
the morning, from 10 to 13, gives rise to the beau- 
tiful local rainbow when the san is clear." An 
artist named Wolf was lowered down with cords 
to obtain a good point of view (marked by a figure 
of a wolf) for sketching this grand scene. Refresh- 
ments may be had at the Handeck Inn, close by. 

After this, only patches of grrain or moss, with 
here and there a hardy rhododendron, are seen, and 
the road goes by steep, naked precipices ; and past 
such spots as the BSse Seite (bad side) or Bocks- 
stilge where grooves have been made for a foot- hold, 
aiid the Hehleplatte, another slippery spot (for 
horses), a little further. Opposite is a pretty fall 
made by the Gclmerbach, which flows from a little 
lake, between the Gelmerhom and Schaubhorn. 

All vegetation disappears as you af cend the Aar 
Valley, which grows narrower and wilder at the 
two goat-herds' huts in the RStrichsboden, a 
marshy hollow, 2 miles above which is the OrlmB^ 
HOBpica, ^150 feet above the sea, and 1,080 feet 
below the pass, standing in a desolate hollow 
among bare rocks, but affording an agreeable sight 
to the weary traveller, when he catches the first 
glimpse of it. It is a stone building, where poor 
travellers were once lodged gratis; but is now a 
sort of hotel, with tolerably high charges. The 
Hospice is not unfreqnently full, and travellers 
may be compelled to go back to the Handeck 
Inn. The Spitzler formerly lived here in summer 
till November, and was bound in stormy weather to 
give help to stragglers, and to indicate the road by 
ringing bells, &c. Close to the Hospice are two 
small lakes or tarns. 

The Aar rises to the west, out of two vast gla- 
ciers called the Upper and Lower Aar-Gletscher; 
among the most remarkable of that class. The 
Unter or Lower Aar Glacier (14 stuude) is easily 
ascended, and without danger ; it is distinguished 
for its immense blocks of granite and pillars of Ice. 
That of the Upper Aar is ^ stnnden distant. In 
former days, the valley now called the Aarboden, 
frem the 8pltalf«rnptheUnter A«r-C»l«cicr, went

by a name signifying Flowery Pasture, and wss, 
they say, a fertile and pleasant spot, till the 
glaciers and falls of rock made it a desert. 

A steep rocky path (i hour) winds up to the 
QriiDBel Pass, between Nagells GrKtli and the 
Stdelhom, 7,280 feet above the sea, on the summit 
of which, called Hauseck (where the cantons Berne 
and Valais divide), the snow seldom melts except 
in hot summers. A little lake, the Todten See 
(i.e., Deadman's Lake) lies here, close to which 
the French, under General Gudin, surprised the 
Austrians in the campaign of August, 1799. From 
the direct way, a path turns off to the Mayen- 
waud and RllOne OUtCier (see page 92). The 
best view is got from theSideUlOm, which is 9,4£0 
feet above the sea, but may be ascended without 
difficulty, or a guide, in 4 hours from the Hospice; 
the last mile is rough, from the blocks of granite 
which cover the summit. It commands a wide 
prospect of the glacier region ; the Schreckhom, 
Finsteraarhorn, Vieschcrhom, theGalcnstock, and 
the Rhune Glacier (2 stunden to the north-east), 
the chain of the Upper Valais, the Simplon, and, 
far to the south, Monte Rosa, Matterhom, &c. 
Olserwalden, in the Rhone valley, may be reached 
in 3| hours. About 4 stunden from the Grimsel, on 
the Zinkenstock, is a cavern 120 feet deep, where 
many rock crystals have been found. A similar 
mine was opened 1807, by the Spitzler, on the 
other side of the lake near the hospice, and 40 lbs. 
of crystals were gathered. 

From Grimsel hospice it takes about 3 hours to go 
over the pass and descend to Obergdstelen, in the 
Valais. 

Out of the Ober Hasli-thal, a disused but still 
practicable road leads through the MUlile and 
Gadmenthals, past the grand Stein Glacier, (from 
the inn near which is a fine view) over the Susteil 
Pass, 7,420 feet high. Out of the same valley 
a path leads over the Jocliberg; It passes several 
waterfalls, and reaches, in 13 miles, the chftlets of 
the Exig8tl611 Alp, near a lake where there is nn 
inn. Close to it is an intermittent spring, called the 
Wunderbrunnen. The path then crosses the Engel- 
berger Joch^ 7,240 feet above the sea, and, after 
traversing snow-slopes and rocks, and passing 
onother sjnnJI Jako, called^nibsee»renche<- 
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ENOSLBBRO.

Th Is place Is 10 stunden from Meirlngen, and 3,31 5 
feet above the sen. Here is a convent, founded 
1121, by Count von SellenbUrm, and rebuilt 1782. 
»Thc situation is extremely imposing; it stands at 
the foot of the snowy Titlis, among pastures of the 
brightest verdure; the valley below forming a 
beautiful contrast to the eternal winter overhead. 
The convent has not the same pretensions to archi- 
tectural magnificence as that at tinsicdeln; it is a 
plain, unadorned, white building; and yet, I think, 
harmonising better with the situation in which it 
is placed, than if it had owed more to decorative 
Mt"— Ferguson. (See also, page 9S). It has some 
paintings by Swiss artists in the church ; a library 
of 20,000 vols, and MSS.; reliefs by MUUcr; with 
a good school and farm attached. About | hour 
distance Is a fall of the Tatschbach. 

Several PaSBes may be visited from here. A 
lonely path leads under the TltltS and its glaciers 
(10,627 feet above the sea) by a little chapel, up the 
Surenen Pass, which is 7,560 feet high, and com- 
mands a fine view of the Titlis, Ac, one way, and 
the Tbdi the other way. Thence, in 8 hours alto- 
gether, to Altorf. (Guide, 14 francs). To the east- 
ward, thre« passes unite Engelberg Valley with 
Uri :— 1. The Susten; the Surenen, 7,560 feet; and 
Ahom, 6,230 feet; while to the west it communi- 
categ with the Aar basin by four passes:— The 
Joch, 7,240 feet; the Juchli, 7,130 feet; the 
Storegg, 6,705 feet; and the Holzwang, 7,000 feet. 

. From tne Grlmael to the R^^e Olacier, 
over the Furka Pass, to Andermatt, on 
the St. Oothard Road. 

About 9 leagues; guides 10 to 12 francs a day. 

A good modem Hotel, with every convenience, 

at the Rh6ne Glacier. A good carriage road, 

passed by diligence, is open over the Kurka from 

is to Attdermatt, 



Paaaing th« Tvdten B—ob the top of tho Orimsel 
yon tttrn offto tbo right, down tbo Kaj^eiiwand, 
1,500 feet b^w, at the head Of the Rhdne. It la 
A steep and slippery path, but takes its name (May 
walk) from the flowers and green pastures which 
abound to cheer the eye. During the whole des- 
cent there is a view of the "Eismeer " (sea of lee), 
of the Rhdne OlAOler, which hangs between the 
Qelmer and Qerstenhom Mountains. It is part of 
a system of glaoiers which stretch away to the 
Titlis, round various peaks of 9,000 to 11,000 feet 
high. The Glacier has considerably decreased of 
late years. At the foot of it comes out a volume 
of the peculiarly grey water which marks the 
glacier streams; this is the source of the river, 
5,750 feet above the Mediterranean sea, which it 
reaches after a run of 645 miles, and for the most 
part of its course with a velocity which Justifies its 
name of the " arrowy RhOne." There is a beautiful 
ice-grotto near the inn. From the Grimsel Hospice 
to the top of the pass is 2J hours on foot. 

The Furka (" Fork '') PaBS, which Is now 
ascended, being 7,990 feet above the sea, Is seldom 
free from snow, and the ridge of it is bo narrow 
that you begin to descend immediately. But it is 
a fine point of view for the glaciers around, and 
takes in a vast range of icy peaks. H6tel de la 
Furca at the top of the pass. Proceeding down 
the lonely Urseren-thal at the head of the Reuss, 
you come to the Sidll-alp and Realp pastures, 
where grows almost every specimen of the Swiss 
flora ; and at length to Hospknthal on the west 
Gothard Road, within 5 or 6 miles of that pass, 
and within a league of Andbbmatt (Route 10). 

Orlmsel to Domo dt)S80la, by the Gries 
Pass, Val Formaeza and Tosa Falls, about 16 
leagues; a rough mule path over the pass. A 
guide required as far as the Formazza Valley, the 
new road is finished as far as Andermatten. Fro n 
Obcrgestelcn to the Falls and back may be done in 
a day. You leave Obergestelon by the bridge on 
the Rhone, to Im Loch, where the path turns up 
theEginenthal to Egina, at the foot of the Grics, 
where a way over the Nnf enen Pass, by the Hos- 
pice eirAguo, to the dreary Val Bedretto and 
Airolo, on the St. Gothard Road, branohes off. A 
steep but not very dUftcnltpath l^nds over the wild

glaciers of tli« Gries or Nufenen, a ridg^e which 
divides Switzerland A-om t'ledmont, and i» here 
8,810 feet above tlie sea. Xi is hemmed in by high 
and naked peaks, but commands a noble prospect 
of the Oberland Alps, and into the Piedmontese 
territory. The path descends very sharply on this 
side, and after leading by Bettelmatt and Kehr- 
bachi, brings you to Auf der Frutt, near the head 
of the Frutval, or Val Formazza, forming the 
bed of the Tosa, which at this part forms the mag- 
nificent Toaa Fall of 400 feet, with a breadth of 
80 feet, but the total extent of the spray is nearly 
1,000 feet. Next, we come to Frutval and Wald, 
where paths strike off into the Rhone Valley, and 
(by Furca di Bosco) into that of the Maggia. 

Below the wild defile of Unterwald or Fop- 
piano, the landscape is distinguished by its rich 
Italian character ; rocky heights, forests, fig trees, 
vines, Ac, meet the eye in every direction. From 
II Passo is a way into the Val di Campo ; lower 
down, near Premia (15 miles from Cries Pass), 
another path goes up the river, which joins 
here. The Val Antigorio, the name which the 
valley now takes, abounds in still more delight- 
ful scenery ; descending it, you pass the Italian 
douane at Crodo or Crot, and after a bridge or two, 
you fall into the Simplon Road at Crevola, where 
the Vedro joins the Tosa. BOXHO d'OSSOla is 
Smiles further (see Route 4).

lutusen (12 miles), Schiipllielm (dmiiesXLang- 
nau (14 mUes), Ziieiwyl (S miles), Ouinllxigeii 

(10 miles) to Bmne, 5 mUes.. Another rail goes vtA 
Olten, Herzogenbuchsce, Ac, by a more circuitous 
road. 

The rail follows the new road round the Bramogg, 
past Werteustein Abbey, up the Emme, to 

Wolllhauaen (Stat.)— //in«; RosslI; Krenz— 
not far from EntlebUClL Inns : Drel Kbnige ; Du 
Port. At Entlebuch, the Entlenbach and Kleiue 
Emmen join, in a valley, 30 miles long, shut in by 
high ridges, 3,000 to 7,000 feet high, and peopled by 
famous wrestlers. They hold Sch wingf este (wrest- 
ling matches) in August and September, mostly 
at Schiipfheim, 1 stunde from Entlebuch, and at 
Enneteck, at the foot of the Nap/, 4,619 feet high 
(3 hours), where several small streams rise, and 
which is remarkable for its view. 

The Entle, or Entlenbach, is a little mountain tor- 
rent, which rises about 8 miles south-east, under the 
Schafmatt and Ferneren in a wild gorge, 6,3(>0feet 
above the sea. A way leads up it under the Schim- 
berg to Sarnet (12 miles). The men of the 
Entlenthal are notonlynotedfor wrestling, butthey 
have a natural turn for humour and music, which 
displays itself especially in the satirical songs 
recited on the last Monday of the carnival (Hirte- 
montag). The valley abounds with rare plants 
and many fossils. 

Passing Hasli, you come to Schiipfen or Sehupf- 
Zieim (Stat.), where the valley of the Kleine 
Emme turns off. It runs south past St. Niklaus, 
Clusstalde, and Haglern Falls, to Siirenberg in the 
Mayen-thal, where it rises under the Rothhom. 
From SSrenberg, paths go to Brieaz on the lake 
of the same name (9 miles), and to the little Lake 
of Lungern (4 miles). 

The next place is EMbOlBaatt (Stat.) Inm : 
Krone; LSwe. A Tillage, 8,020 feet above 
sea. A little further on are Wyssenbach and 
Ilfs, on that branch of the Emme; descending it, 
you come to KrQschenbrun; then TrUbschachen, 
Langnauer Spital (a Hospital), and 

LangnauCStat.) Hotels: Bahnhof; Emmenthal; 
Hirsch ; Bar; Lowe. The largest place (pop. 7,660) 
in the Emmenthal, on the Ilfs; having a Town 
House, Asylum for Orphans on Michaelsburg, and a

Hospital. Bltzius, 1 cler^man, who wrote under 
the name of Jeremias Gotthelf, resided here. It 
is a depflt for the linens, cattle, and cheeses of the 
Emmenthal, which is noted for its rich pastures. 
Rail to Burgdorf (below) 11 miles. 

The Emme rises about 15 miles to the south- 
east, under the mountains round the Bricnzer 
See; a road descends it to Burgdorf and Solcurc. 
Langnau is one of the few places where travellers 
can ride in a char to visit the upland chftlcts, and 
observe all the details of pastoral life ; one of these 
is the Auf der Schyncn, 2 leagues off, where the 
best cheeses are made. Blgnau (Stat), Inn : Bar, 
is another pasture country, a little out of the 
Emmenthal. Thence you pass Stclnibach; Zaziwyl 
(Stat.) and its sulphur baths, where the road to 
Thun, 11 miles, turns off; then Gross Hochstetten, 
a thriving village; Worb, another (population 
l.fiOO), in a fertile spot, with an old chfttean ; Engis- 
teln and its sulphur spring ; to CH lTllUng eil (Stat.) 
junction for Thun and Beme. 

From lifts, a road turns off past Marbach, Zum 
Wald, Schangnau In the Emmenthal, past Rebloch 
Fall on the Emmen, Sudem under the Sattel ridge 
(8,500 feet) to Schazzencgg and Sulg; from which 
Thun is about 2 miles, and 20fromllf8. 

The Ball to Thun and Interlaken turns off at 
GUmlingen, as above. 

(2.) From Lucerne to Beme, by Sursee. 

Provided the long railway journey, viA Olten 
and Herzogcnbuchsee, be not taken throughout, 
you leave the train at Slirsee, and, passing the 
little Mauen Lake, you come to Kottwyl; then 
EttiBWyl (population, 900), and its castle and 
church (Willisau, a little walled town, is south- 
south-west up the Wigger). A little further is 
the old feudal manor of Kasteln. Then Zell and 
Haswyl ; and UflFhausen, once the seat of a feudal 
noble. Crossing into Canton Berne, you come to 

HUTTWYL. 

Inn ; Krone (Crown). 

A little walled place on the Langeten (which 
descends to Langenthal), rebuilt since it was 
set on fire by lightning; 1884, and having a good 
cattle market. 

The road bv Bumlswald parts off here; and 
Tctento Brlswyl (8 miles); thence 
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it winds over the Frizenberg to Wasen (4 miles) : 
and 13 miles on to SumlBWald (Inn: BSr or 
Bear), on a hill by the Grufegne; having 1,200 popu- 
lation; a church built 1512 ; and an old landvogt's 
castle (Sumiswald Is on the rail from Burgdorf to 
Laiignau.) The next place is LHzelflUh (3 miles), 
at the bridge across the Emmen, in the green and 
fertile Emmenthal. Thence by Bolllngen under 
the Bantiger Ridge, you reach Beme (11 miles). 

From Huttwyl, the road passes Dtirrenroth, in a 
pretty fertile spot. At Waltrlngen a branch turns 
off to Summlswald. Lueg, further on, has a fine 
point of view. Then by Sommerhaus or Lochbad, 
and its sulphur springs, in a romantic spot, to 

BURGDORF (Stat.), or BerthOUd in French -, 
on the Central Swiss line. Hero a branch to 
Soleure, 14 miles long comes In. 
Hotelt: Bar; Stadthaus; Gugglsbcrg. 
A busy walled town (6,900 population), on the 
Great Emme, where the Emmenthal begms, in a 
very pleasing situation. It has a Casde, as old, 
they say, as the seventh century, commanding very 
fine views, as does the church near it; a Rathhaus ; 
an orphan school, Ac. Here Pcstalozzi founded 
his school in 1798, transferred in 1804 to Hofwyl, 
and finally to Yvcrdon. At the sandstone quarry, 
on the Bautlger-hubel (SJ stunden), is a fine view. 
Two roads part off to Berne; one by Krauch-thal ; 
and the other by HindelbanK, a pretty village, 
where the Erlach famUy had a seat. In its 
church is a very fine monument to Madame Lang- 
haus, by Nahl, representing the Resurrection, with 
an inscription by Haller. There are also good 
stained windows. From thence you pass Sand, 
Ac, on the Soleure Road, to 

Beme, m Route 13. The direct route by road, 
from Beme to Zttrich, is as follows:—

Lucerne to Brlenz, by the Brttnlg. 

Brlinlg Railway from Lucerne to Meirlngen and 
Brlenz, over the Brtinlg Pass, the service between 
Giswj'l and Meirlngen being susi>ended during 
winter. Steamer can be taken to Alpnach-Stad, 
the station of the Pilatus Railway, some of the 
sailings being timed to catch the train at Alpnnch. 
They run frequently, calling sometimes at Kehr- 
siten (for the funicular rail up the Biirgeni^tock), 
sometimes at Hergiswyl, and at other times run- 
ning direct to Stans-stad. The old road over the 
Pass is by far the most picturesque, and those who 
have not crossed It should make the passage on 
foot or in carriage. 

The stations on the BrUnig Rail are HerglSWyl, 

Alpnach-Stad, Alpnach-Dorf , Samen, Sach- 
seln, Oiswyl, Lungem, Biiinlg, Meirlngen. 
and Brlenz. 

Stans-atad, in the south-west arm of the Yicr- 
waldstatter See, marked by an old tower, is the 
landing place or port (stad or gestada) of Stans, 
which is 2 miles south-east. Funicular railway to 
the Stanser Horn (6,200 feet), above the town of 
Stans, in 50 minutes. 

Kehrslten, the landing place of the steamers 
for the Bilrgenstock., on which is the fine Hotel 
BUrgenstock, with extensive grounds, a much fre- 
quented health resort. Wire-rope rail up to the 
Hotel in 20 minutes. 

There is a very fine view from the Hammet- 
schwand, tlie higliest point of the BUrgenstock, 
easily accessible. 

STANS. 

HoteU: Winkelried; Rossli. 

Population, 2,468. Chief town of the Nidwald 
(Lower Forest), part of Canton Unterwalden, at the 
end of a picturesque plain, under the Bilrgenstock, 
Ac, near the Aa and Rotzberg, and its old castle, 
taken from the Austrians in the first rising of 13u8. 
The town was taken by storm by the French 
General Schauenberg, in 1798. For nearly three 
months in the winter the sun is visible only 
in the morning. The parish Chnrch (built 1641) 
has marble pillars, and a dome 219 feet high, the 
old Pilgrimage Chapel of Maria zum Heerde, and 
another chapel to the memory of those who fell in 
i7©a. It Btnacte on tb« Plata, wW<jh Is adot-ne^i by 
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two fountains, and a monument to tlie famont 
Arnold Winkelried, the hero of Sempach, a native; 
they show his house on the Samen Road, belonging 
to the Trachsler family, near a memorial Chapel. 
His coat of mail is in the arsenal. 

At the Town House are the archives, with por- 
traits of several landammanns, and of Niklaus 
von der Fliie, the wise and pious councillor at the 
Convention of the Canton held here, 1481. 

Following the Aa, by a diligence, past Dallcn- 
wyll, Wolfenschiessen and its castle (path over the 
Schonegg to the Isenthal and Altorf) Oberdorf 
Fall, Graf enort, and Schwand, yon come to 

Engelberg (lO miles), see page 92, among snowy 
peaks (6,000 to 8,000 feet high) with a Benedictine 
Abbey founded in the eleventh century, at which 
are Caves for the cheese made at the convent farms. 
Miiller, the engineer, was bom here. Hence you 
may ascend the TltliS (8 hours), 10,627 feet above 
the sea, a noble peak covered with the Firn, or 
Alpine snow, surrounded by glaciers ; or follow the 
Aa, over the Stirenen Pass, down to the Reuss and 
Altorf (20 miles); or go over the Joch to the 
Genthal and Meirlngen (18 miles) on to Brlenz. 

From Stans as above, the road passes by Rohreii, 
Weisserle, and Kerns, with cotton and iron works, 
to Samen ; but the latter may be also reached by 

ALPNACH-STAD (Stat.) 

Inns: Pilatus, good; Rossli; Stern. 

Alpnach, near a Gestade or Harbour on the Lake, 
has a good timber Church, and was formerly noted 
for its Slide, a wooden trough, 8 miles long, made 
for launching timber from the forests on Pilatus 
into Lake Lucerne, like the sovenda used above 
Bellinzona. Station for the FilatUS Railway 
(see page 61). 

8ARNEN (Stat.) 

Hotels: Obwaldner; Adler; Hirsch; Post; 
Metzger. 

Capital of Canton Unterwalden and of the 
Obwald (Upper Forest) part of it, with a popula- 
tion of 3,928, where the Melch-Aa joins the Sarner- 
Aa, at the bottom of the Sarner See. It has a 
college, hospital, churches, convents, theatre, poor- 
house, <fec. The Arsenal is on the site of the old 
castle of the Austrian governors, on the Landen- 
li^ergt near tbe Schlltzenhaos (for rifle practice^ 
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Th«TownBouw««it«lniportrftitsof landaBimann* 
from 1881, alfo of Nikolaut von dtr Fluh (St. 
Nicholas) balUved with ^ood reason to be the 
original of the children's Santa Claut, His Her- 
mitage is up the Melchthal, about 3 miles from 
the Samen. Good view from the Laiidenberg, the 
KSmerberg, at Schwtodl (wbcy-cure and iron 
spring), and at the ferry on Lake Sariien (Samer 
Sec), which is 1,W0 feet above the sea, and only 
8 m'ues long, among hills of a quiet pastoral 
character. Up the Melchthal, which has pleasant 
scenery, is a very old tower called the Heiden- 
thurm (Pagan Tower). 

The Canton of Untonralden conuins a 

space of 268 square miles, with a population of 
27,550. Good cheese, honey, and fruit are its chief 
products. 

From this you pass Sachscln with the shrine and 
bones of St. Nikolaus (von der Flvh)\ Ruden, near 
Giswyl, which was nearly .overwhelmed by the 
Lanichbach, 1629 (when a lake was formed, which 
was emptied into the Samer See, about 1750). 

OiBWyl (Stat.) Here the mountain-rail begins. 

Lnngem (fltat.) inns: Lowe; Brunig; Bar. 
A village near the end of the Lungem See, a 
charming little Alpine Lake, 2,400 feet above the 
tea, and noticeable for the successful attempt 
to lower its surface, begun 1790, and accomplished 
1886, by means of a tunnel ; a large tract being 
thus reclaimed for cultivation. Close to it Is the 
Breitenfeld Alp (or pasture), with a splendid pros- 
pect of the Bernese Alps. 

From Lungem by carriage, or on foot, over 
the Briinig Pass, a very easy one, 8,294 feet 
above the sea, commanding a beautifizl view of the 
Nldwalder-thal and Pllatus to the north, and the 
HasU-thal to the south, and whoicc there are good 
roads to Brionz (7 miles) and Meirlngen, In 
Canton Beme.

The following passes «oit« tho Kander and the 
Ltttschlne Valleys:— 
Col of Tschlngel; height, 9,280 feet. 
The ScBnen-Furke; height, 7,990 feet, by the 
Klenthal, Boganggen Alp, and Sefinenthal. 

The Sausgrat; height, about 8,000 fe€t, by 
the Splggengrund, and Sausthal. 

The Tanzbodell or Renggli; height, 5,775 fcot. 
by the Saldthal and Saxetenthal. The latter Is at 
the bottom of the Albendberg. 

Three passes unite the Kander and Slmmcn- 
thal:— 

The Hahnenmoos, the Leuk, and G ell's Alp; 
the Frohmatt, by Bettelried and the Dlemtlgerthal ; 
and the Meyenberg, north-east of Zweisimmen, by 
the Dlemtlgerthal. These are 5,735 feet to 6,000 
feet high. 

Our route is from Thun, by itandersteg, over 
the Gemml, to Loubche Baths, or Bad Leuk ; dis- 
tance, 61 miles (17 leagues). Take the steamer 
from Thun to Spiez, whence a diligence runs 
every day to Frutlgen, 14^ miles (4f leagues); 
fare, 2fr. 75c. or to Kandersteg, 23 miles, 5fr. 
75c. From Kandersteg the traveller proceeds to 
the pass on foot or on horseback; the passage 
over the Gemml from Kandersteg to Leukerbad 
requiring 6 hours 30 mlns. If preferred the tourist 
can proceed direct from Thun to Kandersteg in 
a light carriage. Charge for one-horse convey- 
ance, 17fr.; two horses, 34fr. 

The road proceeds from Thun up the Valley of 
the Kander, amidst very attractive scenery, nnder 
the Niesen, with the snows of Blumlls Alp shining 
ahead. Frutlgon l« a thorough Swiss village, 
with Inns, the Helvetia, Belle Vue, Adler, where 
many persons prefer to stop. It stands on the 
Kander and Engstligenbach, and has a good view 
at the Church. The village was completely burned 
to the ground In 1817, being built, like most 
Swiss villages, generally of coniferous wood. 
Diligence to Eggenachwand (vift Kandersteg) 
and to Sple2.; 
KanderStef, 8,886 feet above th« sea. 
Population, 1,052. 
InM: Victoria; Bi&r: Gemml. 
The peasantry about Kandersteg are still In the 
habit of singing the national airs in ohoras, with 
the peculiar falsetto called yi^dling: and the 
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traveller will not soon forget the pleasant effect 
produced on his mind, on being awakened by a 
very sweet harmony of voices under the inn 
windows. 

N.B.— Those who ride to the Gemmi, will do 
well to take a horse from here only to the Daube, 
12 francs (gnide not necessary), the rest is too 
steep for horses. 

Kandersteg is a very good centre for several 
excursions and ascents. 1. At the distance of 
2 hours 30 minutes you reach the little fairy lake 
of Oeschinen, a perfect gem, surrounded by awful 
precipices and ancient fir forests, reflecting in its 
deep, crystal-clear basin the magpnificent snows of 
the Blumlis Alp, rising almost sheer out of the 
water. 

The Weisse Frau, a formidable pinnacle of this 
grand Blumlis Alp Chain, has been ascended of 
late years from Kandersteg, but it is a somewhat 
dangerous exploit, by no means to be recommended 
to those who are not very surefooted and ex- 
perienced in Alpine climbing. 

The summit of the Gemmi PasS, also known 
as «ie Daulse, is 14^ miles (4^ leagues) from Kan- 
dersteg, under the Daubeuhorn (9,460 feet). Near 
the summit is a solitary house, the Schwarenbach 
Jnn^ to which a wild, unfounded story of murder 
has been attached, relating how, once upon a time, 
a too-confiding traveller, who passed the night 
there, disappeared, and was eventually discovered 
to have been plundered and put to death by the 
host. 

Near the summit of the pass (7,555 feet). Is the 
dismal, solitary, little Dauben See or Lake, with 
its still, inky waters, frozen most of the year, and, 
like Avernus, refusing all forms of life, contrasting 
finely with the shining virgin snow slopes of the 
Altels and other airy peaks that seem to aspire to 
pierce the empyrean, and rise in their purity and 
beauty, like the pillars of faith and hope, in this 
great temple not made with hands. Near it is a 
small hotel, the Wildstrubel. 

The Altels (11,922 feet) may be ascended by 
cutting many steps on its steep, icy declivity ; and 
those who have pluck and strength to scale such 
airy buttresses, will be repaid by one of tliose 
views of the Oberland and Valais Chain, including 
many of the noblest peaks ix? the Alps, ii3.%i baffle 
H 



all description. The rolling ocean of rocky batfle- 
ments and icy minarets sweeps away from the eye 
till lost in the hazy distance; and around and 
below is all the majesty of such mountain solitudes, 
only broken by the occasional thunder of the 
avalanche, the distant roar of torrents, or the wild 
whistling blast of the wind sweeping over the 
snowfields. Guide, 25 francs. 

The Des<»nt firom the Oemml to Lenk is 

one of the most striking in the Alps, the mule path 
having been carried by skilful engineering, zig-zag 
fashion, up one of the tremendous limestone preci- 
pices with which the western or calcareous wing 
of the Oberland Alps abounds. This beetling 
precipice rises 2,000 feet sheer above the narrow 
basin and valley in which the Leukerbad (or Bath 
of Leuk) is situated ; and as the parapets are a 
very insufficient guard, and the cliff overhangs in 
many places. It is now forbidden to ride down the 
descent, as the slightest interference with the 
mountain hordes or mules may cause the traveller 
to be precipitated from the path. A dreadful 
accident occurred in 1861 from a neglect of this pre- 
caution. A French lady, the Comtesse d'Arllncourt, 
was riding down this formidable descent, a little 
apart from her husband, who was also mounted, 
and (HI arriving at a certain part of the road, 
interfered with the movements of her horse. The 
consequence was that the animal lost its footing, 
and his precious burthen was thrown over the 
precipice and dashed to pieces. 

Leukerhad, or Lo^che-les-Bains, called 

"■Baden'" in tlie neighbourhood. Zfo^e/i:— Des 
Alpes ; Maison Blanche, and its d^pendance, Grand 
Bain; De France; Union; Tell; Brunner, at the 
Baths. 

This bathing place and village (population 700) 
is 4,640 feet above sea, and 9 miles from Leuk, 
or Loufeche-Ville, mentioned below, to which there 
is an omnibus. It has been almost destroyed on 
several occasions by avalanches; but as these occur 
g^erally In winter or early spring, and as mas- 
sive bulwarks have been erected to protect the 
village, the summer visitors ha^e little to fear on 
thi!) score. The piace is much frequented in sum- 
mer on account of its hot Sulpfiur Springs, emanat- 
ing from twenty sources, and reckoned, with thoso 
of Pfaffers, the most efficacious in Swit^ 
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Most of the hotels are open only to the end of 
September. 

The large public Baih-roonu present a cnrions 
spectacle, being frequented by patients of both 
sexes attired in long garments, who are soaked for 
hours (such is the orthodox treatment enjoined^ 
and endeavour to beguile the time with coffee, 
cards, and chess on little floating tables. It is 
amusing to see a numerous assembly' endeavour- 
ing thus to kill time while enduring this trial. 
Strict decorum la observed by both bathers and 
visitors. The existence of invalids under treat- 
ment at Lioukerbad may be described as bed and 
bath, with little variation. Single private bath, 2f r. 
To those who have health and time to spare the 
vJehiity Is full of attractions. Stout climbers (in- 
cluding ladies used to such work) will be more 
than rewarded by ascending the Torrentllom(the 
highest point of which is called the Hainghorn), a 
peak near the Gemmi, 9,8G0feet above the sea, com- 
manding one of the finest views of the Pennine Alps 
and Monte Rosa chain that can be enjoyed anywhere. 
Hereabouts arethelUnderllom (II ,370 feet), Fer- 
den ROthliOni (11,G45 feet), and Rest! Rothhom 
(9,760 feet). The ascent is not dangerous, scarcely 
tedious, and the view is almost panoramic, but 
especially grand in the direction of Zermatt, where 
the Welsshom, Matterhom, the Dent Blanche, 
Taschhom, and other mighty peaks rise up into 
the cloud-world, presenting a serried host of ice 
giants and rocky peaks of almost magical eif ect and 
Unearthly colouring. 2. Another easier visit may be 
made to the EcbelleB, consisting of a series of lad- 
ders planted against the precipitous limestone wall 
that lines the valley, and leading up to Albinen, and 
other high mountain villages on the upper pastures. 
The peculiar nature of this ascent, which requires a 
good head, has led to the adoption of a peculiar and 
appropriate addition to the costume of the women, 
who, at least in this village, have seen fit to approve 
of Bloomerism. Those who fear to scale the ladders 
win be delighted with the views on the way up to 
Ihe foot of the precipice against which they rest. 

A third easy excursion may be made to a charm- 
ing scene of water, orag, and wood, by the Falls of 
the Dala.

Or 311 stunden (96 miles) to Villeneuve; from 
whence the raUway may be taken to Bex and 
Martigny. Pedestrians may take the dUlgence to 
Cliateau d'Ocx, and from Montbovon go in 7 J hours 
over the Plan de Jaman to Vevey (see page 101). 

This road lies through the Simmenthal, a beau- 
tiful valley, opening out not far from the Lake of 
Thun, at Wimmis Castle, between the Niesen and 
Stockhorn; whence It stretches for a length of 14 
leagues towards the Bernese Alps. 

Passing the Latterbach at the entrance of Diem- 
tiger-thal, you come to 

ErlenlMlCll, in a highly cultivated spot, with a 
population of 600, and 2,480 feet above the sea. 
On one side are some traces of its old Castle, 
among pines and beech trees. There is a way htrc 
over the Stockhorn, and also over the Niesen, down 
to MttUinen In the Kanderthal. At Bachthalen 
are beds of lignite coal. 

WEIBSENBVBa 
Is in a gorge of the Simmenthal, under a rock 
which bears remains of a Castle. The air Is re- 
markably pure; and invalids come here to benefit 
by the milk cure, as well as for the Sulphur Batfis^ 
3 miles north, up a romantic defile too narrow 
for carriages. The Bath House (Pension) was built 
in the seventeenth century, and a new pne has 
been added ; both at some distance from the source 
of the waters, which are brought down by pipes. 
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The tainperature is about 82*, and they are of 
ipreatuse In ^congestion, inflammatory cases, con- 
sumption, hiemorrhage, weak nenres, Ac. When 
the little Blintschi is low, yon may visit the 
springrs, by a rough path orer broken rocks and 
trees, which brings you to their source in a savage 
hollow. 

Walks may be taken to the Leitern, or Ladders, 
which lead to a footpath to the Gumigelbad and to 
Thun; and to the 8eile, or rope bridge, by which 
the people slide across a hollow 500 feet deep. 
Between the Silnme and the Saane, half way up 
Simmenthal, are two passes : Saanenmoser, 4,230 
feet, between Saanen and Z weisimraen ; the Schwar- 
zenberg, 4,470 feet, betwe^ the Tillage of Jann and 
Weissenbach. 
Ascending the volley yon come to 
BOLTIGEN, 
A village of 400 pop. (Inns, Im Obersteg; Bilr), in 
Upper Sinunoitbal, where the cherries and other 
fruits begin to disappear. It is 2,723 feet above the 
sea. Lignite has been worked above a gorge called 
the Klus. The small romantic valley of Taaben 
opoDS out behind a rock at the back of the church. 
This building, at the foot of the Wallalp, 
stands close to the 9imme, which flows through 
Its deep bed boieath. Its windows are stained with 
curious paintings of a carnival, of which the sub- 
, jeot is a gift made by Christ to the Pope; they 
' were done by the Banneret Nic. Manuel, about 
1522. Above this is the Lanbeck Pass, in which a 
new road was made 1820 (signified by a plate let 
into the cliff) round the Laubeggatalden rocktliere 
surmounted by an old eastle, which belonged to the 
Banneret Wendschatz in 1846. 



HottUt: Krone; BSr; Simmenthal. 

A village at the junction of the two (zwei) heads 
of the Simmenthal, in a healthy bracing spot, 8,121 
feet above tliesea. Population, 1,940. Near the 
school is an orphan asylum and hospital. Diligence 
to Lenk in 8 hours. 

EFrom here there is a way over the Rawyl Pass 
to Sion on the Rhone, in 10 to 11 hours' walking^ 
with scenery like that of the Genuni. You ascend 
the Ober Simmenthal, past Blankenberg Castle, to 
Matten (where paths strike off to the Diemtiger* 
thai, on the pofXy and to Turbacl^bad)- Then to 



An-der-Lenk orL0nk(/nii«; mx\ Krone), it 
the bottom of the pass where the ear-road ends, 
8,580 feet above sea, in a circle of monntoinf. 
Sulphttr BaUi at the Kuranstalt. The Church was 
built in 1505; by custom, the women enter it first, 
to commemorate their bravery in a war with the 
Bernese. Paths strike off to the right and left; 
to the south-east the glaciers of the WUdttrubel 
(10,715 feet) are seen in the main chain of the 
Alps. At Seefluh you leave the Simme (which 
comes down from the Seven Fountaitu of the 
Riizli, making several falls) and follow the defile 
of the Iffigen Valley; and in 4 or five hours, 
past IJigen, a fall, and several chftlets, and by 
a series of zig-zags and difficult precipices, the 
Mummii of the Bawyl PaSB is reached, 7,943 feet 
above the sea. The view of the Alps across the 
Rhone Valley is of the usual scale of grandeur. . 
. From this point the descent is tolerably easy, 
post the two falls at Rawyl, to Ayent; from which 
you can get to Sion, or Sierre, on the Rh6ue.] 

Following the char-road from Zweisimmen 
through Saanen Land, you come next to Maseweid, 
Reichenstein, Ac, to Saanenmoser, a marshy plain 
(as mSser signifies) between the hills, half a league 
long, with a forest of firs in the middle and a small 
lake. 

SAANEN ; the French Qessenay. 

Hotels: Gross-Landhaus; B'ir. 

Chief place of the pleasant Alpine valley of the 
same name, on the Saane or Sarine, where excellent 
cheese is made, 3,355 feet above the sea. Popu- 
lation, df73<). The mountains around, as the Ho- 
neck, Homberg, RUbli, Gumfluh, 5,000 to 8,000 feet 
high, are covered with rich pastures and Alpine 
plants. It contains about seventy large houses, 
built of dark wood, with galleries, <Skc., on which 
you read the names of the owner, his wife and 
the builder, and perhaps some wise sentence. The 
Church is one of the largest in this quarter. 
Fine prospect of the Lake of Geneva from the 
Gumfiuh, 8,070 feet high. 

Saanen Land is a pastoral dlstriet, 10 league* long 
by 5 broad, partly in Cantons Berne md Vaod, 
and comprising thirteen voUeya qjiening into it. 
In the upper or Berne part the people speak Ger- 
man; lower down in Canton Vaud, a French patois 
is «sedt 6«Ue4 Saut Romond. Here fru'^ —'* 
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lloweri grow; but at the head of the Lanencn 
Valley, near the glacier, the climate ia wintry, and 
the ran at one period it not seen for twelve weeks 
together. The breed of cattle is one of the best in 
Switzerland ; and the harder kind of cheese, which 
is rasped like Parmesan when eaten, is largely 
exported to Italy, France, Holland, America, Ac. 
Immense family cheeses are made for home use ; 
another sort, called Fatscherin ( Vcuherin), or calf 
cheese, is too soft to be exported. AlllaildBChBXI 
is a little primitive spot, 4,000 feet above sea. 

[From this place there are ways by the Passes 
Ot Geltdn and Sanetldl, into the RhOne Vallcy. 
Yon ascend the Saane to 

Oeitad or Am-Gestad (or Stand), where the 
Lauenbach Joins the Sarine. This is a village of 
thirty houses, 3,460 feet above the sea, with a 
church bnllt 1402; having, about 3 miles east of it, 
the Baths of Tnrbach, hardly used except by the 
peasantry. They arc in a valley under the Giffer- 
hom, across which is a pass to the Simmenthal. 
The Trome Bath is near the Turbach. 

Three passes unite the Saane and the Simmen. 
1. The Rothhom ; 6,690 feet, by the Lauencn Lake. 
3. The Truttliffbcrg; 6,695 feet, by Lauenen and 
the valleys of Wallbach and Lenk. 8. Zwitzercgg, 
6,810 feet, by the Turbach and St. Scflfan. 

Following the Lauenbach, you come to the village 
of that name, 4,090 feet above the sea, under the 
Triittlisberg, where the char-road ends. From this 
a mule path leads to Gelten, and a fall at the foot 
of the glaciers which hang down from the Wildhom, 
and other peaks which flank the pass, 10,660 feet 
above the sea. The Gcltcn Pase Itself is 3,000 feet 
lower, and the descent is made by the Vnllcy of the 
Slon, past Arbaz, Snviese, and Grincisois, making 
the time about 14 hours from Saanen to Sion, 
on the Simplon Road. 

But the more usual route to Sion (pnge 40) is by 
the SanetlCh Pass, 7,870 feet high. In this case 
you leave Gstad, and follow the main head of 
the Saane on the west, called the Valley of the 
ChAtelet. This brings you to Ladi Bridge and 
Feutersay (population, 300), at the mouth of the 
Scherzis-thal. The next place is

Gf road andi ia a valley, about 



8 hours' ride from Saanen, numbers about 100 
cottages, spread over the valley; and has an old 
massive church, and timber presbytery. The Alps 
to the south hide the sun for six months in 
the winter time, and the river which descends from 
the glaciers upon them often causes great injury 
by floods. Paths lead from this, east and west, to 
Ormond (see Route 1), and the Lake of Geneva, by 
the Pillon, and to Lauenen, by the Briichli. The Col 
du Pillon, by Gsteig and Ormond Dessus, is 6,C90 
feet high. 

From Gsteig a mule path (8 hours to Slon) 
leads up the pass by two falls, &e. It is winding, 
and in some parts difficult, and the pass is a rugged 
and desolate spot, 6, 820 feet above the sea, between 
the Axbelle and another peak. It is the last and 
lowest of the western passes of the Bernese Alps, 
and commands a fine view of the Mont Blanc 
chain. There are two ways to descend to Sion, by 
Savicse or by Ghampagnol; the latter by several 
zig-zags over the precipices near the Morge.] 

After leaving Saanen, with the Rttblihom, or Dent 
de Chamois to the left (7,669 feet high), you come lo 
the remains of an old fort of the Gruybres Counis; 
and then to Rougemont, in Canton Vaud, which 
had a priory, founded 1115, by the same counts. 
Flendru or Flendroz is the next place, where two 
little streams fall into the Sarine; one of which is 
supplied by a lake on the Mockausaz Alp above, 
periodically formed by the melting of the winter's 
snow. A 

CHATEAU D'OEZ; German, Oesch. 

Populati<m, 3,691. 

Jnns: Ours; Berthod; and Pensions. 

Chateau d'Ocx, 3,600 feet above the sen, so called 
from nn old Castle of the Cotints of Gruyercn, 
which stood in the midst of the village, where 
the church is now placed. Most of the houses 
have been rebuilt since a fire in 1800. Thero is a 
sulphur spring near; with fine air, nnd views of 
woods, rocks, and mountains. A path to the south- 
west leads over Mont Corlon, to the Vnllcy of the 
Ormond, down to Aigle, to which there is a diligence. 

Leaving Oex, you cross the bridges over the 
Sarine and Tomeresse (a branch of it) to Moul>,8i, 
on the south bank of the former. Then through 
the narrow defile of La Tine, with woods nnd rocks 
hanging over it, from the Culaz and Courjeon 
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Koule 17.] ALftEcVifi, 

Mountains, to tfontbOVOn or Bubcubcrg, in Cnn- 
ton Frlbourg, and noted for gootl chcrrj- brandy. It 
stands on the little Ilongrln, which falls into the 
Sarine here; though a branch loses itself in a sort 
of a tunnel, aj»d comes out again at Neirivue, 
below. 

niilgences from Ch&teau d'Oex to Bulle, Rossi- 
nicres, and Saanen. 

JA short cut, on foot or by mule or horse (guide 
unnecessary), may be taken across the Dent de 
Jaman^ to Villcneuve or Vcvey (6 stundcn), on the 
Geneva Lake; the distance round by the char-road 
being about three times as long. It lies over a 
saccession of beautiful mountain pastures, and 
begins by ascending Mont d'AlIlbres or AUire 
(near the Hongrin), a rugged limestone mountain. 
At Alliferes Is the only Inn on the road. Thence to 
the Col de Jaman, on the border of Canton Vaud, 
a pass 4,870 feet above the sea, commanding a view 
(described by Byron as ''beautiful as a dream,") of 
the Juras, the Lakes of Geneva, Neuch&td, &c. It 
comes upon the traveller at once as he attains the 
summit. From this there are paths down to 
Vcvey, Clarens, Ac. 

A turning to the left at Alliferes, further up the 
Hongrin, leads to a path round the Nayc, the 
highest point ot the ridge (6,115 feet), in which at 
the large ch&let of Naye, Is a caveni glacier, called 
Fairtho d'Eigryn ; near tlils is the grotto of Tanna 
2t rOura, which sends out constant blasts of cold 
air. Then the way strikes over the Tinibre Pass 
(250 feet higher than the Dent de Jaman) down to 
Tilleneuve, at the head of Lake Leman.] 

One of the most delightful pastoral districts of 
Switzerland is visited by the branch route, by the 
Ormo&d Valley, to Aigle and Bex. 

1. To Algle by the Col de Pillon, l\ hours, 
passing Hotel du DIablerets, a Pension; Vew 
ITgllse, a Pension; ComballaZ, Pension Lys; 
and Sepey, a Pension, 3,700 fcot above the sea. 
From Sepcy, diligence to Ley Bin (4,150 feet) a 
climatic station 8 miles distant, where are two well- 
appointed Hotels. 
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2. To Bex, by Col do Pillon and Col dc la Croix 
ao hours), following the delightful banks of the 



Dard, and the charming pastoral Ormond-DessUs 
Valley. 

Perhaps no part of Switzerland offers a greater 
variety of charming excursions than the Ormond 
or Ormont Valley, which is certainly one of the 
healthiest summer residences in the world. 

ALBEUVE, or Albaigue, 

Formerly Alhx Aqiu^ 

On the Sarine, comes next to Montbovon, at the foot 
of the Moldson, the highest peak in Canton Fribourg 
(6,580 feet), and near a torrent, above which is the 
Chapel of Notre Dame. There is a gulf in the cll/li 
beliind, producing a curious echo; to the south* 
west is the steep height of Ecojalat. 

A little beyond Albae Aqun, or White Waters, 
you come to Neirivtte or Nerigue, a oorruption of 
Nigra Aqua, or Black Water ; it has twice suifered 
severely from fire, a calamity not uncommoa 
when the houses are of pine wood. Tlie name is 
derived from the subterranean branch of the Hon- 
grin, which, after a course of 1^ league, reappears 
here. There is a very wild, deep, and savage 
defile near the village, a gash in the side of the 
MoWson, called the Passage de I'Evie, and little 
known; it takes about three-quarters of an hour 
to walk through it. 

YiUarB, or VHlard-sur-Ollon. in a fine spot, 

4,025 feet above the sea (see page 37). From this 
there is a path to the top of the Moldson. Then 
come Enney and 

ORUTERES ; German, Greyerz, 

Best known from the Swiss cheese it gives name 
to. Population, 1,194. 

Hotel: Fleur de Lyp. 

It stands 2,490 feet above sea, under the fine 
remains of a Cattle of the once powerful Counts 
of Gruyferes, who resided here till a.d. 1556, 
and ruled over the valley. It Is flanked with 
towers and ramparts, and the walls are 14 feet 
thick. Count Rodolph III. built the parish Church 
dedicated to St. Thcodule, 1254; the family were 
buried in a chapel of it, where they sh'' 
cross covered with rcllcs.y<^ i 
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. The Valleys erooiid Aire poputouif and the eoi- 
tume of the women is prettj. From La Tour de 
Trfime, further on, there is a path to the top ot 
MoUflOn (6,578ft.), in 3 hoars. It goes by a Car- 
thusian Convent, founded 1307, by a Countess of 
Oruyferes, in a pretty spot, including a church, farm, 
timber work, Ac, dispersed about it ; it was burnt 
in 1800. The name of the mountain is probably 
taken from the Latin, Mole* Summa. There is a 
splendid range of view from the top. The lakes of 
Geneva, Neachfttel, Morat, and Bienne or Biel, 
17 towns and villages and liamlets innumerable 
clustered round its base, the entire nnge of the 
Jura and the snow-crowned summits of the distant 
Alps, complete a panorama which amply repays 
the small toll of the ascent. Beyond Tour de 
TrSme, you reach 

BT7LLE (Stat.), or BoU, 
On a branch of the Swiss Central, from Romont. 

Inns: Alpes; Union; De la ViUe; Gheval Blanc. 

A little waUed town on the Fribourg Road. It 
stands at the centre of the Charmey, Bellegarde, 
and the Saanen Valleys, most noted for the Gmy- 
^res cheese, and is therefore their chief depAt. 
Population, 2,797. At the church is one of Moser's 
organs. There are also paper works and a convent. 

The mule road to Vcvcy here turns south, round 
the opposite side of the Mol^son, leaving that to 
Fribourg to the north (about 16 miles, passing 
through Vuippens and its chftteau ; Avry, in a 
pretty part of the valley : Posiens, &c.) Diligences 
to Fribourg, Charmey, Chftteau d'Oex, Rosslniferes, 
Saanen, and Chfttel St. Denis. 

The first places out of Bulle are Vauderens&nA 
j^aulrut. From this you cross over the west 
shoulder of the Mol^son to Semsales, from which 
a path leads to the top of the mountain. Then a 
descent to 

Ch&tel St. DeniB (Tnn: De la Vllle), a pic- 
turesque town of 2,000 souls, on the Veveyse, 
with a good trade in cheese, standing 600 feet 
higher than the Lake of Geneva, of which there 
is a beautiful view from Meure Blanche, a little 
lower down. The next place is 

K)f on the Lake; see Route 4.

Another way is by road to Murten (Morat), 15 
miles; thence by West Swiss Rail. From Morat 
this line ascends to Kerzers Faeschels, Aarterg 
(page 108), and Lyss (page 108), where it joins the 
line between Berne and Bienne. From Morat It 
deccnds to ATenobeS (page 106), Dompierre, 
Corcelles, Payome (junction for Fribourg and 
YverdonX Granges-Marmand, Lucens, VouAOlL 
(page 105X Chatillens, pal^zleux, and Lausanne, 
about 48 miles. Near BttmpUtS, on the Morat 
Road, Roman antiquities have been found. 

About half way to Fribourg is Flamatt (Stat), 
whence there is diligence to LaUpe|L, via Heiiaa- 
egg, a little village on the Sense, which dividea 
it from the hamlet of SInglne. Inn.—B'Ar. At the 
church a treaty of alliance was signed between the 
two cantons, 1271. With its villages the parish 
numbers over 2,000 souls. 

The Sense joins the Saane at the middle of its 
course, at the Balisa Pass, 4,670 feet ; and the 
united streams fall into the Aar at the Seelisbuhl 
Col, 5,215 feet. 

At li mile west, down the Sense, a monument 
was set up in 1829 on Bramberg Hill, the spot 
where the battle of Laupen was fought, 1289, when 
the Bernese and their confederates, under Rudolph 
von Erlach, were victorious over the Barons of th^ 
Empire, then besieging Laupea, which Is IJ 
stund lower, where the stream joins the Saane. 
At that time It was an Imperial town, making part 
of Burgundy. Its ancient walls, with a castle and 
town house, remain. The anniversary of this 
battle is observed every fifth year. 

The rail, after leaving Flamatt, passes through 
two tunnels, and then over the fine bridge over 
the Saane. ■ 
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fionte 18.] VBiBouao. 

The eoantry improvts oh entering the Cetholic 
CantoB of Fribonrgr, and the line ptiiei Dttdin- 
gen, which ii bnilt on a little itream. It is 
remarkable for a brotherhood, called the RSmer- 
braderschalt, composed of such as have made the 
pilg^mage to Rome. They hare an annual f 6te 
on a Sunday in July; and the arriTal of pilgrims 
Is celebrated by the ringing of the bells, and other 
marks of rejoicing. 

The approach to the capital, which stands on a 
hill, 2,067 feet above the sea, is striking.

Population, 12,239; of whom those in Upper Town 
•peak French, those in Lower Town (who are 
mostly artisans), German. 

A fine old place, 3,100 feet above sea, capital of 
the canton, most picturesquely seated on the rapid 
Sarine or Saane; partly built on the river, partly 
on the steep sandstone cliffi, on both sides, and 
along the ravine which runs under many of the 
old-fashioned houses. Naked rocks, gardens, trees, 
fields, dtc., form a singular contrast witli the 
ancient fortress-like appearance of the buildings, 
and the churches and convents which rise above 
them. The best spots for viewing it are the top of 
Schouenberg, a field near Bourguillon Qate^ or 
Biirglenthor (between two cliffs), and another 
near the Romont Gate. A somewhat extended 
walk should be taken round the town, and in the 
environs, with the special object of enjoying the 
unique views. 

The high banks of the- river are united by two 
stone bridges, as well as by a remarkable 
Suspension Bridge, it hangs on four wire 
ropes, is 810 feet long (fe. 250 feet longer than 
Menai), 168 feet above the water, and was con- 
structed 1882, the architect being Chaley, a 
French engineer (who constructed a similar one at 
Beancaire), at a cost of bnt £24,000. Two Doric 
Piers on which th« chains rest, rise 60 feet above 
the bridge. The iron band to clamp the blocks of 
Jura limestone in the piers, is English, and w.'is 
brought by way of Genoa and the Simplon ; but tlie 
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rest Isof native yield. The eifect of this wonderfullv 
light and elegant structure, in connection with the 
beautiful views up and down the river, of the Alps 
one way and the Jura Mountains the other, is most 
striking. Another narrow BrUUre of this kind, 
opened 1840, crosses a deep hollow on one side of 
the 'own, called Valine de Gotteron, or Galtemthal, 
and is 747 feet long. There is a third bridge or 
Viaduct for the rail. A new cart road leads 
straight into the town by the Suspension Bridge, 
saving a road of 3 miles, by way of the old wooden 
bridge. 

In Upper Town stand the old Stadthaus and 
Rathfiaus, built 1514, on the site of the Castle 
of the Dukes of Zllhringen, who founded the 
town 1175 as a "free burgh," t5 strengthen them 
against the house of Burgundy, upon whose 
extinction it came to the Dukes of Austria. 
Near it is an ancient Lime Tree, 14 feet round, 
planted 1476, after the Battle of Morat; on the 
spot where the wounded messenger, bearing the 
lime branch in his haod, died exhausted, crying 
"Victory." St. Nicholas Church or Cathedral (for 
the Romish Bishop of Lausanne), near the bridge, 
and the cliffs, where they are 200 to 800 feet high, 
was begun 1288, and has a good Gothic Tower, 280 
feet high. In 1880, some shocks of earthquake 
(17-28 September) stopped the church bells. Near 
the portal are some curious carvings of the Judg- 
ment, representing the devil and his angels tum- 
bling four mortals into the flames of hell. It 
contains two or three pictures, a good high altar, 
and a powerful organ by Hoser, a rival to that of 
Haarlem, with 7,800 pipes, which may be heard 
daily; Ifr. each. The Vox humana and Vos 
angelica stops are very fine. Tickets at the hotels. 

Some carvings are also noticed at the Franciscan 
and Augustine Churches. In the higher part of 
the town, and looking like a citadel, are St. Michael's 
Church and the Convents of the Jesuits, who bad a 
college or pension seat here till 184^, when this 
body was suppressed throughout Switzerland. 
At the Capuchin Church is A. Carracci*s " De^^ 
scent from the Cross." The Ursuline Convent 
was founded in the seventeenth century; lliat 
of Moutarge, belonging to the order of St. Francis, 
has another organ, by Mosor, and the nu«« ni«k« 
artificial flowers of linen. At the Lo"^ 
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tiny celebrate an Annual fdte c&llad the Dimanche 
tie Lorette. There is an English Prot Mtant Church 
here, bcsidej several literary societies. At the 
Lycdo, close to the College, ore to be seen the 
CtntJTial Museum, containing Fontaine's Cabinet of 
natural objects, and a well preserved mosaic pave- 
ment, brought from Avenclics (Aventicum) in 1830, 
also a Picture Gallery and a very interesting col- 
lection of objects from the lalcc-dwcl lings, Roman 
aiitiqaities, Ac. Several important documents are 
prcicrved in the town archives. 

One street worth notice is that called Court 
Chemin, so built that the pavement of Grande 
Fontaine street above it serves for roofs to its 
houses. A poor kind of coal dug at Wiebelsricd is 
consumed here. Fribourg has been independent of 
foreign rule since 1481, when the Canton joined the 
confederation, but a strip of land, a few miles wide, 
all round it, still bears tlic jiame of Alte Landschaft, 
or old country, being tliat first granted to the 
citizens by the Austrian Dukes. 

A dam across the Sarine, constructed in 1870, 
enables the water-power of the river to be utilised 
iii driving factories and works. 

Only a few articles, such as straw hats, woollens, 
Ac , are made; but little manufacturing enterprise 
or industry can be expected when people keep about 
100 holidays in ttie year. An outbreak occurred 
hero in 1863, it is supposed at the instigation of 
the Jesuit party. It reckons among its natives, 
Aloys Moser, the organ builder already mentioned, 
and Curti and Schaller, of some note in the 
history of art. Also Father Gr^goire Girard, a 
Franciscan friar ot some note as a writer on 
education, who died in 1850. 

PromenadeB and Excursions.— The Fran- 

Onplatz and Welsdierplatz, the Belvidere of the 
Lyceum, the views at the Hohen Kreuz, (taking 
in the Juras and Alps), the BUrglenthor (near 
Gotteron defile, or Galtemthal), Motta Mill, near 
Maigrange Convent, and the Schonenberg, which 
commands one of the best prospects of the town ; 
the Dttrrenbiihl, Schiitzenmatt, Spitalwiese, <fec. 
and many pai-ts on the banks of the Saane. By 
Galtemthal you get to Berra (3 stunden), and Bad 
Garmiswyl, and Bonnerbad; by Mouret and 
Oberried to the Burning Mountain (3 stunden) as 
U la ^ d 1840, in the BurgerwAldc, 



where the inflammable carbcHiic acid gas is forced 
out through the crevices of the limestone rock. 
St. Magdalena Hermitage (1 J stundc) on the river, 
in an excavation in the cliffs, about 440 feet long. 
More di<stant are Valsainte, where theTrappists 
had a convent from 1791 to 1814; and the Cistercian 
Abbey of Hauterive (Altenryf), founded 1371, by 
Wilhelm von Olaue, and having some painted 
windows, «kc. 

The Canton of Frit)Onrg eontains about A90 
square miles, and a popuIati(Hi of 1 19,529, all Catho- 
lics (except at Morat), and mostly French-speaking; 
the German language prevails in the lower part of 
the town, and the north-east comer of the canton. 
Diligences to Unlle, Lac Noir, Morat, &c. 

Ballway.— To Beme, Vevey, Lausanne, and 
Ncufch&tcl, three or four times a day. The rail to 
Lausanne passes Bomont, see below (branch to 
Bulle), thence on to Pal^zleux, where two rails 
meet from Olten (via Berne and Soleure) unite; 
and Chexbres-VeTey (diligence to Vevey, 
8 miles; with occasional views of the Mol^son, 
Mont Blanc, Dent du Midi, <ftc., ending with a fine 
prospect over the Lake of Geneva, just after 
issuing from a tunnel. 

RomOnt or Remund (Cerf Inn), on the Glaue, 
surrounded by old ramparts, takes its name from 
the round hill, Rotundus Mons^ on which It is 
perched, with its old Burgundian Castle and 
Church. It commands a wide circuit of view, 
taking in the snowy summit of Mont Blanc. 
Branch line to Bullc, 12 miles. 

[On the road (or rail) f romFrlbOUrg to Payemo 
and Tyerdon, you pass to Givisier, and then 

Belfanx, which with its little hamlets numbers 
1,703 souls. A particular service is held every 
Wednesday in the church, from the festival of the 
Invention of the cross (8th May) to that of the 
Exaltation (14th September), in memory of the 
miraculous escape of a great wooden crucifix, 
which they say was found uninjured when a fire 
burnt down that structure in 1448. 

After Groley, L'Echelle, Ac, you come to 
PATEBNB (Stat), 
which the Germans call Peterlingon, in Caoton 
Vaud. Diligence to Chevroux and Romout. 

/«««; Bar (Ours); Croix Blanche. 
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A FinaU Burgundiah town, popultition, 3,600, 
the Roman Patemiacum^ founded, they say, by 
Patcmus (see page 107). It stands on the Broye, 
over which is a stone bridge, in a fertile six)t, 
noted for its excellent peas and tobacco. The 
old corn magazine was part of a Benedictine 
Abbey, founded in the year 900. In the church, 
which Bishop Marius rebuilt 695, after the 
northern Invaders burnt the town, they show 
the black marble tomb of Queen Bertha and her 
saddle, with a hole in it for the distaff, which this 
pattern of industry took out with her when riding. 

There is a Roman inscription on the Pcim bridge, 
a little out of the place. The road (or rail) from 
Berne, by way of Morat, joins here; and another 
strikes off to Stiifis or Estavayer, on the Lake of 
Nettch&tel. 

EST A7ATER (Stat.), 
Five miles west-north-west, is a small Catholic 
town in Fribourg Canton, charmingly seated on the 
lake, founded according to tradition by a Vandal 
leader, Stavius, in 612, and walled round by the 
Bnrgundian kings. An organ by the famous Moser 
is in the parish Church. The Dominican Convent 
contains the tomb of William d'Estavayer, who in 
ids life-time was a Canon of Lincoln Cathedral, and 
gave to his order a house which belonged to him 
here. They continue to observe in this town a 
pretty custom, which was once general in the can- 
ton, of parties meeting to sing national and other 
airs, called caraoul^s (carols). In the public place. 
The burden of one of these describes a couple not 
blessed with many worldly goods, who comfort 
each other with 

" Qaa Ite aoatrott vamtton no yoitenn 
Qaa Ite aoutxon riretxtm. no pliorerin." 
This will serve as a specimen of the patois (French). 
It means, " When others eat, we will look on ; 
when others laugh, wc will cry." 

Tverdon (page ill) is about 10 miles farther, 
ot the bottom of the lake. Here the railway to 
Lausanne can be taken, vift Cossonay and Bus- 
slgny. Near Cossonay the direct line from Pon- 
tarlier comes in vi& Vallorbes. If the road from 
Yvcrdon, up the Broye, Is taken, you come to 
Hennlez and its sulphur waters, which are excel- 
lent for rheumatism, &c. Then Lucens or Luzcns. 
Still ascending the Broye, you come to 



MOUDON (Stat.) ; German, HUden, 
On the line from Payeme to Lausanne. 

Hotels: Du Pont; Couronne; Stadthaus. 

The Roman Minidtmum, with old forts; one in the 
market place, another (a square tower) in Upper 
Town on the Bourg, built, they say, by Pepin Ic 
Bref. Population, 2,700. Its antiquity is proved 
by an inscription on the walls of the town-hou? e, 
which was part of an altar raised by Quintus ^lius 
to Jupiter and Juno. Below the town walls runs 
the Broye, which rises in the Moldson. There is a 
public Ifbrary of 3,000 volumes ; an ancient church 
dedicated to 8t. Stephen. A little outside the town, 
at Carouge, a road turns off to Yevey, pastRaeor 
Ruw (3 miles sonth-eant), or Rotavilla, as it was 
called, which stands on a picturesque hill, 2,290 
feet above, and commands a noble view, which 
takes in nearly all the Geneva Lake, Mont Blanc, 
the Jura Range, Ac. Further south Is Ecublcns, 
which gave name to a noble family, one of whom 
was Bishop of Lausanne, 1221. 

From this you ascend the Jorat to CliAlet-h- 
Gobet at the summit, 1,800 feet above the Lake of 
Geneva, which now comes full Into view; descend- 
ing thence for about 4 miles, you come to 

LaUBanne, see Route 4.] 

By the other road from BOZHe (page 102), you 
pass Frauen Kappelen, up to the field of Laupen, 
after which you descend by Blberen (on a little 
stream) and Gempenach to 

MORAT (Stat.) ; German, Murten. 

Hotels: Couronne; Croix; Post; Pension, 
Kauer; Railway Restaurant.' Population, 2,366. 

An Industrious Protestant town, the only one in 
the Canton (Fribourg). standing In a plesasant 
spot, on a lake of the same name. That part of It 
nearest the lake is called Ryf or Rive (bank). 
Upper Town contains some arcaded streets like those 
at Berne, and several fountains. At the modernised 
German Church are some carved stalls. The 
ancient Castle was founded by Peter of Savoy, 
In the thirteenth century, and is Gothic In Its style. 
There are also a Protestant College, and a Trades* 
Institute. From various remains of buildings, 
medals, inscriptions(some of them are in the castle), 
which have been found, it is probable that a Roman 
station was near this spot, the site of which was 
MUnchwyler Hill, which (from the old Under ' 
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S6 feet ronnd, and above 600 years old) commands 
a view over the town and lake. 

Morat is remarkable for the Victory of 22ud 
June, 1476, when the '* miserable peasants,'* whom 
he threatened to exterminate, defeated Charles 
the Bold, and above 15,000 Borgundians perished. 
Their bodies were afterwards gathered into an 
ossnary or bone-house by the Swiss, with inscrip- 
tions upon it ; it stood here til the French Bur- 
gundians destroyed it, 1798, and was replaced, 1821, 
by an Obelisk, round which an aimual fdte is held. 

Napoleon passed this way to the Congress of 
Rastadt, 1797, and after surveying the field, he said 
to an officer, "Capitaine, si jamais nons llvrons 
bataille en ces lieux, soyez persuade que nous 
ne prendrons pas lelacpo^r retraite," — that lake in 
which great numbers were drowned in the battle. 
Some of the cannon used by the invaders, and the 
inscriptions (one of which by Haller begins— Steh 
still Helvetier ! Hier liegt das ktthne Heer) are in 
the old Rathhaus.' Champ Olivier bathing-place 
is near this. 

The MURTENBB SEE, or Lake of Morat, 

Called Ueeht See in the middle ages, is an uninter- 
esting piece of water, 6 miles by 2 in extent, 1,420 
feet above the sea, 170 feet deep, with flat, marshy 
shores nearly all round, and was, no doubt, formerly 
one with Lake Biel and Lake Neuch&tel, from which 
it is only 2 miles distant. Shad and other fish are 
found in abundance. Its diief feeder is the Broye^ 
which runs out at the bottom into Neuchfttel Lake, 
and which the steaniers to Kenchfttcl ascend twice 
a week. Pieces of Burgundian armour are fre- 
quently brought upby the fishermen. ToNeuchfttel 
by the road is about 12 miles. 

Leaving Morat for Payeme (by road or rail), 
you pass the battle-field (p. 105) under Mfinchwy ler 
Hill, into FoMig, a little village In Canton Vaud, 
where they make tolerable wine. The next place, 
near the top of the lake, is AyencheB (Stat., 
p. 102) which the Germans call Wiflisbnrg— /»«< : 
Hotel de VlUe ; Couronne— and which takes its 
name ftom Aventkum^ the ancient capital of Helve- 
tia, or West Switzerland, founded six centuries 
>forc Christ, and destroyed by the Barbarians. 

circuit was upwards of a mile, now mostly

Parts of the Roman walls areleft, 12 feet thick, 16 
high ; and near the Morat Road stands a tower, and a 
single Corinthian Pillar, 40 feet high, called Cigog- 
niez by the people, because the storks built on it, 
supposed, from an inscription found 1635, to have 
belonged to a temple of Vespasian. Remains of 
bath, altars, and bas-reliefs, are collected in a 
Museum, OH the site of the Amphitheatre, which was 
supplied with water by an aqueduct. Most of the 
antiquities are now in the museums at Berne and 
Lausanne. 

Diligence to Cudrefin, 6| miles. 

The road hence follows the Broye (and the rail 
p. 102) past Domdidier where the Fribourg Road 
turns off, and Corcelles to Payonie, as above,

By Road, the direct way lies through the Mfin- 
sterthal, via St. Jacob, MUnster, Biel (Bienne), 
Nenchfttel, Yverdon, Lausanne, and Oepeva. 
This can now be done by Rail in 11 to 12 hours, 
nia the Central Swiss line to Bienne (Routes 10, 13), 
and thence by the West Swiss line to Geneva; but, 
as far as Bienne, the trip by road is the most inter- 
esting. 

The rail nearly follows the road through the 
gorges of Moutier (or Munsterthal) and Tavannes, 
in the Juraltfountains. 
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Route 19.] 

Leaving Basle at Porte d'Aesch, the rail pasaei 
St. Jakob (James), where, on the 26th August, 1444, 
a small body of 1,500 Swiss fought, for 10 hours, a 
host of adventurers collected by Count d' Armagnac 
under the Dauphin, till only a dozen were left. 
The Monument of St. Jakob, an armed statue of 
Helvetia, erected 1872, marks tholr graves, not far 
from the old hospital of St. James, on which Is this 
Inscription— "Our souls to God, our bodies to our 
enoDilM.— Here died, nnoonqnered and wearied 
with conquering, 1,800 confederates and allies.'* 
About 6,000 of the enemy were slain. 

The Dauphin (Louie XI.), made peace with them 
at Enslsheim. A red wine Is called Schwclaer-blut 
(Swiss blood) from this famous battle. Birseck 
Castle is seen across the Birs. 

Domatfh (Stat.), further on, is another cele- 
brated spot, where the Swiss finally defeated the 
Austrians, 22nd July, 149», and sealed their indepen- 
dence. Angensteln, above the road, belongs to a cltl- 
sten of Basle. At AeflOll (Stat), the pass beoomes 
more narrow and romantle, with tall oliffs rising 
over the trees on each side; Church, built 1612. 
Pfeffingen Castle is near it, on the Blauen, at the 
boundary of Berne Canton. Pass Zwlngcn Castle, 
to LaaffBn (Stat.), where the Lttsel fells Into 
the Blrs and forms a cascade. Then Saugem 
(4i leagues), or Soyhlire (Stat.X v<th Its castle, 
which once commanded the pass, and faces that of 

Vorburg. Delsberg (Btat). or DeUmont- 

HoteUi Ours; Faueon; Cuenat— a walled town, 
with a Castle which belonged to the bishops of B&le. 
* CAt Pnmtmt or Forrentruy a railway junc- 
tion was made with Delle In France, 1872; from 
which excursions may be made (south) to the fine 
banks of the Doubs, and (north-east) to the castles 
of Morlmont and Forette, commanding splendid 
views over the plains of Elsnss and of the Vosgos 
Mountains.] 

A little beyond Boyhi^re, the wildest part 
of the MUnsterthal begins, and brings you to 

the Iron-work of CoorronOlin or Rennendoxf 

(Btat.)— ^o<<f: Hlrsch (Cerf). Farther on Is 
Roche, In a tremendous cleft of the Jura lime- 
stones, through which the Blrs tumbles. It opens 
again near MUnster or Moiltior. Hotel*: Con- 
ronne ; Hlrsch ; Cheval. Here was a ruined Min- 
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ster, founded by St. Germanui In the seventh 
century, which gives name to the town and the 
pass. 

The MUnsterthal (French, Vol Moutiei), or Vallov 
of the Birt la one of the finest passes of lowland 
Switzerland; sometimes broad and sloping, some> 
times deep and narrow, and both populous and 
well wooded. It was traversed by the Roman 
way from Avenches (Aventieum) to Augst. 

From this there is an ascent to the WeUmen- 
Btein in four hours (p. 79;, with one of the finest 
panoramic views In Switzerland. Through a wild 
gorge to 

Oourl (Stat.) HotH: BKr (Ours). It is two 
hours over the Montoz (4,000 feet high), with 
a prospect like that of the Weisaenstein. 

The road strikes through the Hauftthal, by 

Maiioray, to Daohsf^ldon or Tavannefl (Btat) 

—Hotel: Krone, or Crown-about 2,600 feet high, 
near the head of the Blrs. It belonged to Marshal 
de Tavannes. A short line to Tramelan. 

Beyond this our road passes under a sort of 
natural arch In the rock, 40 feet high, called Pierre 
Pertui* (pett'0pertma) which was on the boundary 
of the Ransaclan and Helvetian. Provinces, and 
later, of the bishoprics of Avenches, Lausanne, 
and Bale. A Roman Inscription, imperfect, but 
restored (beginning Numini Aug.), states that 
this road was made by Titus Dunnius Paternus, 
decemvir of the Helvetian colony. BeUeUF ^" 
this part, is noted for its cheese, and had a 
convent founded 1136. SOXLCebOl (BtatJ— /nf> : 
Krone ; Buffet -Is in the beautiful Jmier-lhat (lead- 
ing to Chaux-de-Fonde and Lorle). Tlie road to 
Bicmie passes along the Scheuss to La Hutto, and 
other castle ruins, and the last declivity of the 
Jura, which opens ft vast and beautiful prospect 
over the Aare, Emme, 4kc., the Lake of Bleune, 
and an amphitlicatre of hills 60 leagues round, 
with one of the finest distant views of the Alps. 
In the plain at the foot of the Jura is 

BIBNNE (Stat.) ; German, Bl6l (181 leagues). 
At the Junction of the West Swiss and Swiss Cen- 
tral lines, near a Lake of the same name. A branch 
of the Jura-Bcm also comes In here, from Oon- 
1, (see page 111). ^ , 
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Jlotclt: Blelcrhof; Krone; Krcuz ; Railway 
Restaurant. 

A fine, old, walled town,and a free city from 1250 1 <* 
1793, in a soft and jilcasant spot, among vineyards, 
chystnuts, &c. Tlic town arms, two axes (beilc), are 
still on the gates. A little river, the Suze, from 
the Jura, falls into the Lake below the town, not 
far from where the Thifele, or Zihl issues out of it 
towards the Aar. Population, 16,407, many of 
wlium are clockmakers. 

TheWildcrmatts have an excellcntlibraryof books 
and manuscripts. Col. Schwabc's Lacustrine Col- 
lection, open Sunday and Thursday afternoons. 
Though not a Roman station, many Roman coins 
have been found at the head of the spring which 
supplies the town. 

At Macolin, or Magglingen, is a Kurhaus 
(English Church service in aummer) accessible by 
funicular rail from Biel. 

The Biezine Lake (Bielersee), is 10 miles 
by 2J, and 1,330 feet above the sea, with splendid 
trout. In the middle Is St. Pierre's Island, or 
Peterinsel, covered with oak and fruit trees where 
Rousseau lived, 1766. His chaml)er is shown just 
as he left it. The steamer passes it on the way 
up to St. Jean. Wyttenbach, who taught Zwingli 
and Leo Judae, was a native. 

A little above Bicnne is Maison Blanche where, 
without fatigue, you may enjoy a fine view of the 
Lakes, the Alps, the Oberland, Ac. A grander one 
is got from the Chasseral or CtoBtler (see below), 
4J hours' ride to the south-west, one of the highest 
peaks of the Jura (6,2.'7 feet.) It equals that from 
the Wclssonstcin. 

For Berne, by the Swiss Central rail, the sta- 
tions are Briigg, near the Zihl, BusBWyl, 
L3r88, Luberg, Bchlipfen, and ZolUkofen. 

By road, the first place is Nydau, and its old 
castle on the hill. Beyond Belmont, so called from 
the view, is a pillar to the Swiss who fell in 1798. 
Aarberg (IloteU: Krone; BHr), on the Aar, 
near Lyss (Stat.), where three or four roads 
meet, has an old Church, on a rock, and a Castle 
wliich belonged to its Counts till 1681. After 
passing Secdorf, Frienisberg and its deaf and 
dumb school, Meykirch, and NeubrUcke (New- 
bridge) on the Aar, you come (in about 4 hours), 
""erne, in Route 13.

This Is best done by steamer on the lakea, and 
by Railway between ; but tlie whole distance may 
be accomplished by Eaiitcay. The stations to 

NendULtel are Doiuuine, NeayeTlUe, and 
Landeron. 

VBUVEVILLE (Stat) 
German, Neuenstadt, or New Town. 

Hotels: Pn Faucon; des Trois Poissons. 

A little place, under the Chasseral Ridge, on the 
west side of Bienne Lake. A ruin called the 
Schlossbcrg rises above it, built by a bishop of 
Basle, 1301; passing this, the Chasseral (Gestler, 
in German), may be ascended in 3 hours. It is 
5,278 feet above the sea, and produces many Alpine 
plants, petrifactions, and pastures yielding good 
cheese. Diligence to Lamboing (10 miles) and Nods 
(8 miles). At the top of the lake are Erlach 
and St. Jean, near the mouth of the Thiele. 
Under Joliment is Landeron, close to St. Jean 
(/fin: Hotel de Nemours), a Catholic village, 
(population, 860), one of the very few In Canton 
Neuchatel. The next place, C^eS8ie^(populatiol^ 
800), is also Catholic, and has a quarry of good 
stone near it. Cornaux, further on, is worth notice 
for its old Church. 

St. Blaise, on Lake Neuchatel, where Roman 
antiquities have been picked up, stands among 
vineyards of good white wine, and commands a 
fine view. There is an old church, schools, Ac. 

NEUCHATEL (Stat.), 

Or Neufchatel; called Neuenburg in German. 

ffotels: Hotel de Belle Vue and Grand Hotel du 

Mont Blanc; both belonging to Mr. Elskes; finely 

situated, commanding splendid view of the Alps. 

Grand Hotel du Lac; by Mr. Muessli; well 

situated, and fine views. 

The capital of the Canton, and seat of legislature, 
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Koute 19.] 

with 16,504 popalation, mostly Protestant, well 
placed, partly on two heights at the foot of the 
Chaumont range, and partly on a point in the lake 
where the Seyon enters it. The Soyon comes down 
from the fine Val-de-Ruz, a part of the Vallon dis- 
trict of the Canton. On these hills stands the old 
Oastle^ or Sdtfoss (now the Central House, built in 
the thirteenth century, and formerly the seat of its 
Counts, now represented by the King of Prussia. 
Close to it, is the Collegiate Church, or Temple dv 
Haut, chiefly of the twelfth, but in the oldest 
part, of the tenth century; and containing effigies 
of some Counts of the Freiburg (in Breisgau) 
line. Farcl, the Reformer, is buried in front of it, 
and the spot is marked by a statue. 

Down in the Lower Town, which is well built, 
partly on land reclaimed from the lake, and has 
large houses of former merchants, is a handsome 
Hotel de Ville, with a portico. It has portraits of 
Prussian sovereigns, and of Darid de Furry, bom 
hsre a poor boy, who made a fortune as a banker, 
and bequeathed one million thalers to his natirc 
town, with which a large town Hospital was built. 
There is a statue of him. Another hospital was 
founded in 1810, by Pourtalfes, a rich merchant of 
the place. 

The College, or Academy, is a fine building, 
erected in 1835, containing the Town Library, and 
an excellent cabinet of Natural History, especially 
rich in minerals and fossils (contributed by 
Coulon, Agassiz, who is a native, and others), 
with an herbarium by Chaillet, also Fome antiqui- 
ties from the lake-dwclliugs. At the Muteedes 
Beaux Arts, on the lake, is a Gallery of Paintings 
of Swiss Artists, also a good collection of antiqui- 
ties. Neucb&tcl has an Orphan Asylum, a 
Society of Naturalists, Bible and Missionary 
Societies, a Patriotic Emulation Society, Ac, 
and an Observatory. 

An aqueduct from the Seyon supplies the town 
with pure water. This river flows through a deep 
and rugged limestone pass ; and to save the town 
from the floods it brings down In winter, a canal 
or tunnel was cut in the rock in 1839-42, at a 
point where it bends towards the lake, by which 
the surplus water is carried off thither. 

Grand view of the Alps from the fine quay. 

Neucb&tcl has a considerable trade in wine. 
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Watches (for which the mountain parts of the Can- 
ton arc noted), jewellery, chocolate (made in largo 
quantities), liqueurs, paper, &c. 

Promenades and Ezcnrslons.— Those in or 

near the town are to the pier and shores of the 
lake, which are lined with pretty country houses, 
to the rocky hill Cr6t, and the seats of La Rochette, 
Chanct, and Bellevaoz-- especially the last, 
where the view of the Alps from Mont Blanc to the 
Urner Alps, at evening light, is exceedingly fine ; 
Diligence twice daily to Chaiimont, and the 
Signal, 3,845 feet above the sea, whence the pros- 
pect is equally grand. Grand Hotel du Chaumont. 
In ascending you pass the great granite boulder 
of the Pierre k Bot. The nearest granite rock is 
in the distant Alps, 60 to 80 Mies off. The view 
embraces the three lakes of Ncuch&tel, M(»i at, and 
Bienne, with the whole range of the Alps, from 
Sentis to Mont Blanc, in the background. 

On the road to Chaux-dc-Fonds, there is a 
height called Lcs Loges (3 stunden), with another 
extensive view of the Jura, Vos^es, and Alpine 
Chains. Other points worth visiting are the 
Tablette and its rocky summit; the Pass of Clu- 
sette, near some asphalte mines ; Rochcfort Castle, 
In the narrow entrance to Val Trovers, a pass, 
through which runs the Pontarlier line (page 112). 
The Castle is not far from La Tourne, a point 
from which there is a fine view of the lake. 
LAKE OF KEUCHATEL 
{Neitenhurger See, in German), 
At the south foot of the Jura, touches the Cantons 
of Berne, Frlbonrg and Vaud, as well as Neuchfttel. 
The north shores are limestone, and rather mono- 
tonous; the south are chiefly sandstone, and arc 
more beautiful than the other, from the vineyards 
and fertile districts, interspersed with forts and • 
castles, which adorn them; but in general it is 
deficient in the great picturesque charms of the 
Swiss Lakes, though its quiet character is a relief 
after the overwhelming magnificence of grander 
scenes. Length about 23 miles, and breadth 2 to 5 ; 
It stands 1,420 feet above the sea, or about 200 above 
Lake Geneva, and is in some parts 424 feet deep. 
Trout and other fish of excellent flavour abound. 

It is fed chiefly by the Seyon, Orbe, Mantua, 
Reuse, and Broye— the latter, after flowing through 
the Morat Lake. The district borderi?' 
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CantoDt is called Yigiiobles, from the wine it yields, 
some of which, at Cortaillod, for instance, ia 
reckoned nearly as good as Burgundy. 

For Eftayayer, a pretty little town on the 
lake (see page 105}l 

Excursions by steam-boats may he made to 
Yrerdon (at the top) ; to the Lake of Morat thrice 
a-week (ascending the Broye): and to Biel or 
Bienne, by the ThiUe and Bienne Lake, past St. 
Pierre's Island. 

The Canton of Venchlktel corers about 250 
square miles, with an industrious population of 
109,087, most of whom are French Calvlnists, well 
educated, and more cultivated than those of any 
other canton. NenchAtel is noted for Its magnifi- 
cent charitable and educational institutions. It is 
made up of the parallel ridges and valleys of the 
Jura, which run north-east and south-west. 
Through the French House of Longueville it was 
nominally a principality under the King of Prussia, 
who appointed the governor, and ten out of eighty- 
fiye members of the legislature. Napoleon I. gave 
it to Marshal Berthier, but it came back to the 
king in 1814, and was adopted as a Canton of Swit- 
zerland. Political changes were made in 1848, 
affecting the sovereigii's rights, which he protested 
against; but an ill-planned outbreak of the 
king's partisans in 1857 completely severed his 
connexion with NeuchAtel, which is now closely 
united to the federal government. The king re- 
tained the nominal title of prince, but surrendered 
all other claims for a sum of money. 

The lines to Locle and the French border are 
described in Route 19a. 

Railway.— Trains run to Locle, Chaux-de- 
Fonds, Morteau, and Pontarller, five times a day; 
also to Fribourg, Borne, and Be8an9on (in France) 
vi& Pontarller. 

The stations of the West Swiss line to YVerdon, 
are AllTemier (where the Pontarller line Joins), 

B^valx, Qorglet, Condse, Onnens, and 
GrandsoiL. 

steamers daily, in summer, for Yverdon and 
Bienne, corresponding with the conveyances by 
rail to Lausanne and Basle. That to Lausanne 
arrives in time for the aftemo<ni steamer to Qeaeva. 
Also to ^ \yer (page 105.) 



Boats may be hired at a cheap rate at Neuch^tel. 

From Neuch&tel, the road to Yverdon leads by 
the side of the lake to Soni^ros, a village in a 
hollow through which a short spring runs to the 
water, and is here carried by a stone bridge on 
arches 99 feet high, built by Marshal Berthier. 
Here the first French Bible was printed, 1585. 
The Ch&teau of Beauregard stands among vine- 
yards above it. 

AuTornler, OolomUor, and Ck^rtalUed are 

noted for their wines, as is Boudry (population, 
1,500), a walled place near the mouth of the Reuse, 
where Marat was bom. Printed cottons are made 
about here. B^YalZ (Slat.) (population 750) 
stands among country houses, and an old priory 
suppressed at the Reformation. At GOTgier 
(Stat.) tlierc is a fine view over the lake from 
a ch&teau above. It is near 

St. AttMn (Inn: Ck>uronne), under the Crenx 
du Vent and Montaubert ; the latter abounds with 
plants, and has traces of an ancient way, with two 
pyramids near it. 

YAUXKAROVS (Stat.), or Famergu, 
a village of 300 population, is the last In the Canton, 
and has a Chftteau, the siege of which preceded the 
Battle of QrandSOn. La Lance Convent was 
founded 1320, by Otho de Grandson. Beyond this, 
among vineyards, are CondSO (Stat.) and 

Grandson (Stat.). 

Three granite Pillars stand near the site of 
this famous Battle, in which Charles the Bold 
(fighting on his own territory against the Intrigues 
of Louis XI.) and his army of 50,000 were utterly 
defeated by the Swiss Confederates, March, 1476. 

The Swiss, in compact squares, bristling with 
their long pikes, received the enemy with cries of 
"Grandson! Grandson l" the garrison of which 
Charles had massacred. He charged them at the 
head of his 6,000 cavalry, and his men-at-arms stood 
firm; but just then the Burgundians became dis- 
heartened by the loss of a ehampion (brother of 
Chatcauguyon, the commander of Charles'a horae, 
who, banner in hand, rushed at the Scbwys 
standard-bearer, but was cut down by a Bernese, 
Jeanlndergroub); and the sudden arrival of men 
of the Forest Cantons on the heights of Bouvillars 
tamed the day. The Burgundiao men-at-arms 
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seeing the cavalry maiuBuvre, took it for a flight, 
and immediately broke, dispersing, as the old 
chronicle says, "like smoke before the wind.'' 

The spoil was valued at three million florins, 
which in present money would be two or three 
millions sterling. One of Charles's diamonds, rated 
by him aa worth a province, was picked up by a 
Swiss, who, thinking it to be a pretty piece of glass, 
Joyfully sold it for a florin to the Cur^ of Montagny ; 
the Cur^ parted with it for two crowns ; and after 
changhig hands repeatedly, and always with pro- 
fit to the owner, it now shines in the Pope's tiara, 
and is valued at two millions. Another diamond, 
set in three rubies, called the Brothers, was sold 
to Henry VIII., and being part of his daughter 
Mary's dower, when she married Philip, is now in 
the Austrian crown. A third found its way to the 
regalia of France; and has been bought by an 
Indian Rajah. The granite blocks above mentioned 
are probably prehistoric monuments. 

Grandson (Stat)— /niu: Lion d'Or; Croix 
Boage— which gives name to the battle, and !s a 
little walled town of 1,700 population; having the 
church of an ancient Benedictine Priory, covered 
over with figures, believed to be Pagan ; and an old 
castle the garrison of which was massacred by 
Charles the Bold, after several days' siege the 
deed being signally avenged by the Swiss a few 
weeks later (see page 110). At Fontainizier, near 
this, are many springs. The line leads on close to 
the lake, and crosses the ThiMe to 

YVEBDON (Stat.); German, IfertCU. 

Motets: Hotel des Bains ; deLondres. 
, The old Ebrodunwn of the Romans, and a pleasant 
walled town of 6,830 population, in Canton Vaud, 
at the top of Lake Neuch&tel (sometimes called Lake 
Yverdon), where the Orbe falls into it. The best 
houses (of sandstone) are in the square where the 
three principal streets fall in. An old Castle flanked 
by turrets, buUt 1135, by the Dukes of Zahringen, 
was used by Pestalozzi for his school, 1805-25. 
It contains the Public Library and Museum. 
The Church and Town house are good modem 
buildings. Here are a new Catholic Church ; a Deaf 
and Dumb School, for the canton; a College, and 
several establishments for education. The people 
are dlstingul^od for their patroni^ of letters and 
science. 



On the promenade, which overlooks the lake, 
are Roman inscriptions, found under the old parish 
Church. Champvent Castle, on the west, affords 
some fine views; and a poplar walk leads to the 
sulphurated Baths, about 10 miles out of the town. 
The diaSBeron (5,285 feet) is three hours distant, 
past at. Groix^ where musical boxes are made. 
In 1893 a rail \b\ miles long was opened to St. 
Croix. It was constructed by M. Barbey, at a 
cost of 8,000,000 francs, and presented to the 
commune on condition that no trains are to be run 
on Sunday. 

A road parts off to the south-west, into the high 
road from Lausanne to Besan^on; and beyond that 
to Mont d'Or, Mont Tendre, and other points round 
the Lac de Joux, at the Orbe's head (see Route 4, 
from Geneva). 

Railway from Y verdun to Lausanne and Geneva ; 
belonging to the "West Swiss line, as in Route 4. 

The stations are Cliayomay, Ecl^pens, C08- 

SOnay* and Busslgny, with views of the Juras, 
to the north, and of Mont Blanc, beyond the Lake 
of Geneva, on the south. Here the Jura-Bern line 
is reached: which passes one way to Sonceboz, 
Courtelary, St. Imler, &c., to ConTerS ; and the 
other way to Biel or Bienne. At BuBBlgny, the 
line tiums off to QeneTa. 

Neneb&tel to Loole; and to Val Travers, 
Motlen, and PontarUer. 

By road to Vallengin, 1 stunde; Chaux-de-Fonds, 
3| ; Loclc, 2; or 6| stunden in all. 
This is now performed three times a day by two 
Railways, opened in 1858. The stations to Chauz- 

de-Fonds areCorceUes, Chambrelien, Hauts- 
Qenevdys, and GOnyerS, past some long tunnels 
and picturesque viaducts. A direct line from 

KencliA.tel to PontarUer passing Les Ver- 
rl^refl is also ©pen to meet the line frMn Dijon 
and Paris. The road ascends the Seyon to 

VALLENGIN, 
on that stream, which traverses the fine Val de Ruz 
by a deep gorge {Inn: Couronne). The Germans call 
it Valendis. It has an old castle (now a prison) 

which belonged to the Counts of Vallen/H ' 

whom bnUt the Gothie Church, wl' 
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sequence of a vow (made when he was at sea 
coining from the crusade!*) that he would build it 
"on water," over-han^s the stream. 

Still ascending, the road leads by Bouderillier, 
where another road falls in from Coffrane (south- 
west), where a battle was fought, 1295, and whence 
a path strikes off directly for Locle, over the TSte 
dc Rang. The next place is HautB-QeneveyB 
(Stat.), from which there is a road to the beautiful 
Val de Ruz and its pastures. Fontaine, near this, 
in a delightful spot, is a seat of the watchmaking 
trade. At COXLVers (Stat.), which follows, a 
branch turns off* to BiOZine (p> 107), past St. Ixnler 
(8tat.)i population, 7,Giu. 

Col des Loges, on the ridge of the Tdte de Rang, 
is a fine point of- view, 3,220 feet above the sea, 
with a prospect of the Jura Alps, and Vosges Moun- 
tains. From this the road descends to Bomot, and 
then over Mont Sagne to Chaux de Fonds. The 
rail reaches the latter by a tunnel. 

LA CHAUZ-DE-FONDS (Stat) 

Hotels: Fleur de Lis; Lion dOr. 

This is a town for watch and clock-making. 
Population, 25,835, dispersed over a bare highland 
valley, 3,255 feet above the sea; only oats are grown 
at this height. Each cottage has its patch of garden 
round it. A very large number of watches are 
produced annually; and, as at Clerkcnwell, one 
man makes the spring, another the wheels, another 
the hands, and so on, by a very minute division of 
labour. There is a good church. The celebrated 
automaton maker, Droy, was born here; and at 
La Sagne (population 2,000), iu the neighbour- 
hood, D. J. Richards, the founder of watch-making 
was born, 1665. Pleasant excursion to a ridge, 
called the Pouilleret, 950 feet above the valley. 

Rail to Sonceboz (page 107) 17^ miles, for Biel; 
to Lea Fonts (see below) via Sagne; and to 
Saignel^gier. 

Passing from this, by Les Esplatures (Stat.), 
and the hUls of Le Cret, Vaillant (where 300 
men and women routed a force of Burgundiaus 
in 1476), you come to 

LOCLE (Stat), or Le Lode. 
Holds: DesTroisRois; National; du Jura. 
A seat of the watch-making trade, with a scat- 
tcrc^' 226 souls. Many of the houses 
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have been rebuilt since the fire of 1838. It has 
excellent schools for the poor. The women make 
lace. A little branch of the Doubs runs through it ; 
and there is a Tunnel also, 1,049 feet long, through the 
ridge on this side of the valley, for carrying off the 
water which accumulates in winter, the town being 
3,020 feet above the sea. Going down the Ricd, 
you come to the Cul des Roches, whei*e the stream 
disappears in a cavern, about 100 feet down ; and 
hero, in the descent, are placed three water mills, 
one under another. A little further is the Roche 
Fendue (Split Rock), a deep cutting where you get a 
view over the Doubs. About 3 miles south-west of 
this is Mortean, on theBesan^n Road. Lower down 
the last-named river, and 3 miles north-east of LocIc, 
is the famous Sailt dll DOUbS, where it tumbles 
down a fall of 86 feet, in a rugged spot, the lime- 
stone strata being nearly horizontal. The people 
of Franche Cvmt^, now Department Doubs, in 
France, and of thiwe on the Swiss side, used to meet 
at this fall for an annual fgte. At BreiietS (rail 
in 15 minutes) the broken fragments of rock have 
caused the river to spread out like a lake. 

From Neuchfttel, through a natural depression of 
the Jura range, a picturesque route passes by 
Corcelles to the rugged mountains of La Toumo, 
near Rochefort 4,120 feet above the sea; thence by 
La Platte, which is visited for its points of view, to 
the barren valleys of Les FontS (10 miles) and La 
Sagne. (Diligence to Les Fonts). Next, across 
the pastures of La Jeux Mountain, you come to the 
upland parish of La Cliaaz dU CachOt (3 miles), 
where the watch-making trade is carried on. Like 
many valleys here, the waters which come down, 
having no outlet, render the soil very marshy. 
Loelo is about 6 miles north and Morteau about 
6 miles west^ on the French side of the Doubs, and 
was connected in 1885 with Besan^on (France) by 
a line passing through Morteau. 

At Corcelles (page 111), the high road to Fontar- 
ller, in France, parts off. The first place is 

BOCHEFORT, 

(6 miles) so called from the Old castle which u.«cd 
to guard the pass into the Valley of the Reuse. One 
of its Seigneurs, for amusing himself in shooting 
thepassersby, was executedin 1410; andin revenge 
his wife burnt the village. Here the people of the 
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canton met to concert measures for snrprising the 
old government of Neach&tel, in 1831. Ascending 
the Reuse you come to a narrow door, as it were, 
In the pass, called Clusette; near which are a fall, 
and a mineral spring, and the romantic village of 
Brot. 

Noiracrne (Stat.) is a village of nail-makers 
and wood-cutters. Then comes Travers (Stat.) 
(pop. 900), and a castle which gives name to the fine 
Val de Travers, as the upper part of the Reuse is 
called. Above, on the south-east, is the Mountain 
of Bondoy, 4,780 feet above sea, with a curious 
hollow in the top, like a vast crater, 660 feet deep, 
and 3 miles across, called Oreux de Vent, because 
clouds and winds gather in it, no one knows how. 
But the same thing is observable in many other 
limestone rocks. On account of its shape it pro- 
daces a remarkable echo. 

Rail form Travers to Buttes through Fleurier, 
and from Fleurier to St. Sulpice (below) . 

CoUTet (10 miles), the largest village of Val 
TrAvers, stands in the finest part of it. Absinthe is 
manufactured here from wormwood. The Moulin de 
la Roche, over a deep gap, is worth notice. Berthoud, 
the astronomer and chronometer-maker, was a

native of Convet. The Val de Travers asphalte 
now in use for road-making is procured here. 

Mdtiers-TraTeTS {inn: La Maison Commune), 
has a house on the site of that in which Rousseau 
lived, and wrote liis "Lettrejj de la Montaigne," 
when banished from Geneva. Watches, lace, &c., 
arc jnanufactured here. The mountains behind 
rise 4,000 to 5,000 feet high. 

St. Sulpice (Stat), at tlie head of the Reuse. 
Above this is a narrow part of the pass, called J.a 
Chaine, ever since a chain was drawn across it to 
stop tlic guns of Charles the Bold, in 1476. In this 
neighbourhood are several grottoes, the largest of 
which is called the Temple aux Fdes, in a fine spot 
among forests and pastures, which produce Gruyfere 
cheese. A short line runs to Travers, past Fleurier. 
There is an ascent to 

Vcrri^res de Suisse (9 miles) near LesVerrl^res 
(Stat.), tlie last place, next the French frontier, 
which is crossed before you come to Vcrriferes de 
Joux. The douaniers arc very strict in their ex- 
amination. From here it is about 8 miles to Pont- 
arlier, at the bottom of the Jura, past the Castle 
of St. Pierre du Joux, where Toussaint I'Ouverture 
and Mirabcau were confined.— (Sec Bradshatc't 
Traveller's Hand-Book for France).

Schaffhansen to Constance. For descrip- 
tion of this portion of the route and the two 
towns, see Route 12. 

Railway.— From Constance the rail to Roman- 
shorn, following the south side of the lake, passes 
Xreuzlingen and other stations indicated below. 

One way to get to St. Gall is to take the steamer 
(daily, in 3 hours) to Rorschach, not far from the 
mouth of the Rhine, at the top of the Lake of Con- 
stance; thence by rail to St. Gall. At Rorschach 
the direct rail to Coire may also be taken. 

The railway follows the side of the lake to 
Kreuzllngen (Stat.), in Canton Thurgau, or 
Thurgovie, which has an agricultural school in an 
Augustine Abbey close to the water, on the site of 
a hospital founded by Conrad, Bishop of Constance, 
In the tenth century, of which a chapel remains, 
with some wall paintings. In the chapel is a 
Passion, with nearly a thousand figures in wood, a 
foot high, carved by a Tyrolese, In eighteen years ; 
also a mitre given to the abbot by Pope John XXII, 
when he lodged here. Inn : Helvetia. 

Mlinsterlingen (Stat.), on the lake, has a 
Hospital In an old Benedictine Abbey, founded In 
the tenth century, and well endowed by Queen 
Agnes. Here the Emperor Slglsmund made peace 
with Frederick of Austria, 1418; and here the 
Swedes took up their quarters at the siege of Con- 
alanco, in the Thirty Years' War. 
'^ilttlngen (Stat ) is noted for \U wine, and 



has the old chftteau of Moosburg, in a pretty spot, 
where the baillflf of the Bishop of Constance used 
to live till 1798. 

Kesswyl is another fertile village, producing 
wine and fruit. 

Uttwyl (Stat.), a pleasant village where a 
road turns off to Blschofszell. The next place Is 
Romanshom (Stat.), a charming place on the 
lake, with a trade In fish, Ac, supposed to have 
been founded by the Romans. Inn: Romerhorn. 
Rail to Wlnterthur. The stations to Wlnter- 

thur are Weinfelden and Prauenfeld. 

Frlcdcrichshafen, in WUrtemburg, is directly 
opposite Romanshom, and is connected by steam- 
boat service. 

Salmsach is the head of a parish of 2,000 souls. 
An abbey of canons was here in the tenth century. 

Egaach (Stat.) is in the most fruitful part of 
Thurgovla, producing the Inselberg wine, which 
formerly belonged to the Bishop of Constance. A 
direct road turns off to St. Gall. 

Arhon (Stat.) Hotels: Bar; Kreuz; Engel. 
This place takes Its name from the Roman Arbor 
Felix, which the Alemannl ruined in the fifth 
century. A castle was built on the site, 1610, 
over the lake. It is a walled town of 1,0C0 
population, on a tongue of land, with a church having 
a separate bell tower. Good baths at Horn, on 
the lake to the south of this. 

Rorschach (page 117), Junction for St. Gall. 
ST. GALL (Stat.); German, St. Oallen. 
On the United Swiss line. 

HoteU: Hccht (Pike); Hotel Stlcgcr; Sch'.ff; 
Hlrsch; Ochs. 

Bath* at the Lammlisbrunnen. 
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The capital of Canton St. Gall, and one of the chief 
leata of the Swiss muslin and embroidery trades, on 
the little Rirer Steinach, 2,200 feet above the sea, 
800 feet above the Lake of Constance. Population, 
27,842, mostly Protestants. 

It is an ancient-looking, walled town, which grew 
out of a cell founded by St. Galius, an Irislunan, 
in the seventh century, and became a celebrated 
Benedictine school of learning under its first abbot, 
Othmar, in the eighth century, and a most frequented 
university. Here lived Kero, Notker, Iso, Ac. 
The territory acquired by the abbots (who were 
Princes of the Empire) broke off allegiance, about 
the time of the Reformation, and became subject 
to the Confederation, which it did not formally 
join till 1796. The last abbot, Pancratius, died an 
exile in 1820. Vadian, one of the Reformers, was 
a native, and sometime burgomaster. 

The old abbey Church, now the Cathedral, has 
carved choir-stalls, fresco painting by Moretto, 
a large organ, Ac; it was rebuilt in 1755. Part 
of the Convent buildings, called the Pf alz or palace, 
is the seat of the government; another part is 
used for the residence of the Bishop, and a 
Catholic cantonal school or college. It contains 
the Stiftsbibllothek, or Cathedral Library^ of 
above 1,000 MSS. (many being rare), besides old 
classics: including the collection of Tschudi, the 
historian, among which are a Nibelungenlied 
and the Chronicles of Friind; a Virgil of the 
fourth century ; the Gospels, by a monk who has 
carved two plates on ivory; a Psalter of the ninth 
century, and MSS. of Irish Monks. It was here 
that Poggio BracciolinI, at the revival of letters, 
about 1427, found several classics supposed to belost , 
as Quintllian, Sllius Itallcns, Valerius Flaccus, 
Plautus, Cicero's Orations. The MSS. are lent 
to scholars on giving proper security. 

The Town Library, at the School House, has MSS. 
of Vodianus (or Joachim Watt), many splendid 
new works, a museum of coins and petrifactions, 
bust of Zullikofer (who with Beniet, another 
famous name, was a native), portrait of Zhtgg, Ac. 
Otiier buildings arc, the cantonal Arsenal; Deaf 
and Dumb School; the Waisenhauv. ?r Orphan 
school, one of the most noticeable structures here; 
9f)4 tt»e Hospital. St, LQ9mir4> and St, Mangen 
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are both old ehurches ; St. Lawrence was restored 
1854. Here are various schools and societies, as 
the gymnasium or Protestant school; a riding 
school, and Realschule (practical school), besides a 
poor school, where embroidery is taught; with 
Bible, missionary, scientific and agricultural 
societies. There are many Fountains. 

The museum contains good Nalurol History 
and Historical Collections (open Sunday and 
Wednesday free, other times 50c.) and the Pic- 
tures of the Kunstverein. There is also ah 
Industrial and Coma.ercial Branch, open Sunday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Saturday. 

St. Gall is the centre of the muslin trade in Swit- 
zerland; rich gold and silVer embroidery and cotton 
stuffs are also made in large quantities for export 
to the East. 

Diligences to Lommenschwyl, Rehetobel, and 
Trogen. 

Among the promenades and Excursions (chiefly 
in the east) are the Briihl, outside the town, with 
a fine view; the Philosophenthal, the Kurzen- 
burg ; Notkersegg Convent, at VUglisegg (1 stunde); 
the Froudenberg, with its prospect of the lake and 
mountains; Muschelberg; the Steingrub and Kobe! 
Miihle, where fossils are picked up; Peter and 
Paul, on Rotmontz ; the Tannenberg with views of 
the Appenzell Mountains ; and the Krazrenbriickc. 

Railway.— To Winterthur and ZUrich and to 
Rorschach, Umasch, Alstatten, Sargans, and Coire, 
and thence by coach over the Splfigen. The line 
to Winterthur (see Route 28), passes the stations 

of Wlnlceln, Gossau, Ober-Uzwyl, Wyl 
Junction, Simach, Esdilikon, Aadorf, Elgg, 

and Ratersdien. At Gossau a connection was 
opened, 1875, via BiSChofszell, with Sulgen, on 
the Winterthur and Romanshom line. At Win- 
keln, a short line (9| mil«s) passes Herliau 
(page 127) to Urnasch, Jacobsbad, Gonten, and 
Gontenbad to Appenzell (page 116). At Wyl 
Junction, the Toggenburg line goes off to 

Ebnatkappol, by way of Batienheid, &c. (See 

Route 23.) 

The Canton of St Oall covers 780 square 
miles, with a population of 229,367, of whom nearly 
two-fifths are Protestants. AH speak German. 
Fruit, wine, potatoes, and timber are the chief 
products, with iron and a Uttle coal. 
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From S^. 0«U to /ippeaxeU, the funtoD of ndiick 
it entirely eocircl^^ by Uia( of St. Gall, a Tery ^ 
pictnresgue diligence road goes by Teafeu. There 
Ib now a steam trammray (in li hoar) to Gait 
through Teafen and Bllbler. 

T0tt£911, or TUfen. Inns: Hecht; Linde. A 
wealthy town of muslin weavers, Ac, in Canton 
Appenzcll, 2,740 feet above the sea, having a large 
church, built 1777, and iat^y restored. 

Blibler, the next place, so called from the hills 
round it, which arc rich in points of view. Popula- 
tion, 1,600. Also a thriving manufacturing place. 
GAIS. 

/fifu: Ocfas; Krone; Hirsch; Adler; Rothbach. 

This place, though standing on rather a bare 
spot, at the foot of the Giibris, is much frequented 
in summer for the purity of its air, its cold Springs, 
and especially its Molkenkur, or whey-cure, the 
milk being drunk warm from the cow, and found 
excellent in cases of weak digestion and diseased 
lungs. Living is rather dear. The milking songs 
of the peasantry are considered melodious. There 
are four mineral springs, the Griitbad, on the 
Appcnzell side; the Scheussenmiible, in a narrow 
valley on the north side of the Gabris; Gaiserau, 
near the church; and the im Rohr. The last two 
are used solely for domestic purposes. Ammig the 
buildings there are a new Church, a Rathhaos, 
with an old painting, and a nunner}'. 

Excursions may be made to the Stoss Chapel, 
where the Austrians were beaten, 1406; and the 
Gabris, a hill, 4,111 feet high, covered with forest 
and pastures. From the Haseltanne Signal on 
the top, there is a magnificent panorama. 
APPEHZELL(StatX 

Inni: Hecht (Pike); Lowe (Lion). A rail is in 
progress from Herisau and UrnSsch. (Route 23.) 

A market town and capital of the Canton, on the 
Sitter, with 4,477 souls, where the Landesgemeinde 
or Assembly for the Catholic half of the Canton 
meet. It stands among mountains, in p. green 
healthy hollow, 2,660 feet above the sea. 

The CaJlton, though little visited, well deserves 

notice. It is divided into two parts or republics, 

aince 1697 (though they have but one voice at the 

diet), called Inner Rhoden or Inner Rhode (popula- 

-), 12,904, Catholics), and Ansser Rhoden or Outer 

de (population, 64,W2, Protestants), differing.

Appenzell is called by its people ** Aiq^enzeUer 
Laiidli," the "little laud of Appeuzell,''— an 
endearing diminutive. 

lu the little capital, which takes its name from 
the Abtenzell, or cell of the abbots of St. Gall, 
who had jurisdiction here, there are St. Maurice^ 
parish Church, founded 1064, and rebuilt 1826, with 
a chapel or bone house, full of skulls, labelled with 
the names of former owners; thfi very ancient 
chapel of Holy Cross, dating from 647; and a 
Rathhaus, witli its portraits of chief magistrates, 
collections of archives, and baimers taken in battle. 
The town consists mainly of ancient wooden houses. 

The Enylrons of Appenxell are beautiful ; 
and it or Weissbad (2i miles off, see below) may be 
chosen as a good starting point for the tourist who 
enters Switzerland on this side. Excursions may 
foe taken to the Wildkirchli, a chapel built in a 
natural limestone grotto. Rugged steps in the 
rock lead hence, over a hanging bridge, near deep 
precipices, to the Ebenalp, (over 6,000 feet), 
which commands a splendid view. Gonten Bath is 
to the west: Weissbad to the south, both under the 
Sentis. To the north are the Hundwyl-hbhe and 
Stein Hills, with Herisau, Ac, behind. Rail 
from Appenzell to Winkeln through Herisau 
(see page 116). 

But the SantiB^a limestone mass, 8,218 feet high, 
is the great attraction here ; it is reached by mule in 
6 to 7 hours. Following the upward course of the 
Sitter, with an extensive opening view to the north 
as you advance, you come to WelflS l Wi (where 
there is an excellent Pension, and where good 
guides may be had), by the Schwandi Fall, Seealp 
Lakes, Meglisalp (night quarters), and then over 
glaciers to its summit, called Grand Messmer; 
another to the north takes the name of the Geiren- 
spitz. Under this side is the most beautiful alp 
(f.0., a pasture) in the Canton, called BchW&galp, 
with its chAlets and dairies, near which is the 
FlennlelllWaterfUl, 140 feet down. Towards the 
south are the Sentiser See, the Fiihler Alp, and the 
FShler See, by which there is a path, in 6^ hours to 
Wildhaus, the highest village in the Toggenberg (or

A pedestrian may shorten it by way 
M Appenzcll, and the mountahis around the 
Wildhaus to Bnchs.

A port and eom-market on the Lake of Con- 
stance (popiOaMoB, 5,«67).

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Imported from dwabla for the north of Switzerland 
is deposited here In a targe granary, l^ere are 
manufactures of muslin. On the Freudenber; 
above is the old palace of the Abbots of St. Oall, 
called Statthalterei, or Marlaberg, now a school; it 
has a good view from the terrace; near it is the 
Castle of St. Anne or Annascbloss. The Rossbtthel 
and Meldegg are two other good points of view. A 
short branch rail (8 miles) was opened 1875, past 
Scbwendl, to Helden (Stat), a healthy whey, 
cure, 2,465 ft. above sea, overlooking the Lake of 
Constance. Population, 8,453. Much of it is new 
since the fire of 1838. Inn^: Freihof ; LSwo. 
Diligences to Au, Rheineck, and Teufen. 

Steamers to Friodrichshofen on the Wiirttem- 
berg side; to Lindau in Bavaria; to Bregenzinthe 
Vorarlberg; and to Constance. See Bradtihau'M 
Continental Guide. 

The road and line follow the coast round the 
Buchberg and across the marshy delta of the 
Rhine, to 

Rheineck (Stat.), or Rheinogg. Inn: Post. 
A village of 1,500 souls, near the mouth of the 
Rhine, with pretty country seats and two ruined 
forts on the hills around, which are covered with 
vineyards. One of these castles was destroyed 
by the Appenzellers, 1445. 

St. Hargaretliett (Stat.), which stands among 
gardens and orchards, is the ferry to HSchst, on 
the Vorarlberg or Tyrolese (Austrian) side of the 
Rhine ; from whence there are roads to Bregenz, 
or up the side of the river to Feldkirch on the 111, 
which is ascended to the Finstermunz and Innsbriick 
(see Tyrolese Section). A Railway Junction was 
opened hereabouts in 1872-3, between the Swisz, 
Bavarian, and Vorarlberg lines; vt'iS Bregenz and 
Lindau; via Buochs, Feldkirch, and Bludenz; and 
vid Bregenz and Feldkirch. 

The banks of the Rhine as we follow it are 
marshy and unwholesome, but the neighbourhood 
is well cultivated, and fruitful in grain, and 
covered with timber. The stream itself is only 
navigable for rafts. 

Altstatten (Stat.), or Altstettcn. Inns: Drei 
Konigc; Krone; Rabc; Zum SplUgen. A pretty 
town, with a good church, and 8,500 population 
(some cotton spinners), in a fertile p ' -* **^ ' 
Rheinthal. Tbe BleJcbebad^Sprlng , 
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road from St. Gall, by way of Gais and its whey* 
eare (diligence to Gals), comes in hero, passing 
over the Stoss, which commands from the chapel 
a splendid view of the Rhino and Yorarlberg. 

(3) — By the Second Uoute, from St. Gnll, which is 
considerably shorter than the first route, yon 
tttni off at Notkersegg Convent on the Frondenberg, 
to Speicher, with Its eight-sided church (under 
the VBgliseck), and then to 

TBOOEF. 

Inn : Krone (Crown). Chief town of the Ausscr- 
Rhoden, a Protestant division of AppenzcU, and 
a pro8pcrou^ bustling place, with 3,200 population. 
It stands at the foot of the Gabris (li hour), which 
offers a fine panoramic view from its summit, 4,120 
feet above the sea. Among the buildings arc the 
ehurch with its frescoes; theRathhaus, where ore 
portraits of the Landammannn, and where the 
archives are kept; the old prison and torture 
chamber; arsenal, built 1824; a handsome presby- 
tery or parsonage; the public library of 8,000 vol- 
umes ; and Zellweger's historical library. There 
are also a cantonal institute, a reading society, and 
agricultural school. The Gazette of Appenjtell is 
published here. 

In a fine hollow of the Goldach is the bath of the 
Tobel, with a very striking view along it, opening 
glimpses of the Lake of Constance and Swabia. 
Views on the Ast, Grnnd, &c., deserve notice. 

It is about 1 stunde hence by Ruppcn, over the 
hills to Altstatten. 

From Altstatten (Stat-), as above, the road 
turns again towards the river by Obcrrict, through 
a pass to Biiti (Stat.), where the 111 falls in, and 
thence to 

Sennwald (/»»•* Post), in the church of which 
Is the mummified body of a baron of Hohcn Sax, 
who was murdered by his nephew, after escaping 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew. Though a Pro- 
testant, his relics are held in great respect. The 
family possessions lay in this part of the Rhino, 
guarded by castles which yet remain on the heights. 
This place is convenient for ascending that part of 
the Sentis Ridge called the Kamor (5,750 feet), 
and another peak, called the Hohe Kasten (see 
page 117). It is nearly opposite Feldkirch in Tyrol. 

road passes hence close to the Rhine, as far as 
^B (9tat.) shorter than the ooc wo follow 



under the Sontit; this goes past Sax and its castle, 
Gambs, not far from Wildhans (where Zwingli 
was bom), at the head of the Toggenburg and 
Grabs, to 

Werdenberg (7nn: Post), a little walled town 
between the Rhine and the foot of the KUrfirvten, 
founded by the Counts of Werdenberg, whose old 
family castle, or Stammschloss, is seen on the 
heights commanding it, with a fine prospect. 

Across the Rhine is VadOZ, the capital of 
liechtenstein, a mere strip of land n^xt to 
Yorarlberg, about 56 miles square, but forming 
a sovereign principality, and giving origin to one 
of the most ancient titles in Europe. The old 
Castle is here. To the south-cast, it is bounded 
by the Rhaetic Alps (9,7S8 feet high at Sccsaplana), 
the Falkniss, nlid the Grisons; while on the soutb- 
wext, the Mountains of Glarus appear. 

Passing BachS (Stat.), a little beyond Werd- 
enberg (where the junction for Feldkirch is 
made); Scvclen, In a fine spot, near Wartan and 
Guttenbcrg Castles; and Trllbbach, on the Rhine; 
you come to 

Sargans (Stat.), where you fall into the road 
from Zurich and the Wall cnstatten. (See Route 24.) 
Diligence from Sargans to ViltdTB for the Unt.or 
S.trfall, a fine cascade. 

Bagatz and Pfliffers Baths are described in the 
same route. 

From Ragatz, the road, passing the Taborberg^ 
crosses the Rhine at Unter-ZollbrUeke, to tho 
Grisons Canton; leaves Malans, where the Com- 
puter wine is grown, and the road up the Landquart 
to the left of Landquart (Stat), see page 146; 
and goes on to IglB, In a fertile country, but 
afilicted with goitre. The town was rebuilt after 
a fire in 1747, except the old church, which con- 
tains monuments of the Sails family. Above it 
are the four towers of Marschlins Castle, built 755. 
The Falzeinenbcrg behind it, 4,770 feet high, hides 
the sun for some hours In the day. This ridge 
separates the Rhelnthal from the PrSttlgau, which 
Is traversed by the Landquart. 
A little beyond Igis, is 

Ziiers, on a hill, with a population of 700 Pro< 
testants and Catholics. There are a church, con- 
vent, a mineral spring, and the square tower of the 
old Castle of Friednan, or Fridau, now a prison. 
N«ar it U MolilwrJl, th9 CQWitry so4t of the Bishop 
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of Coirc, and Atpermont Fort, built as far back as 
368, by the Emperor Valentlnian. Passing hence 
by Little and Great RUfi and Masans, we come to 

COIRE (Stat) 
In French; CbXIT in German; Quemin Romansch ; 
Coira in Italian. Here the railway terminates 
for the present. It is designed to trarerse the Alps 
by the Lukmanier Tunnel. 

Hotels: Stelnbock (Caprlcorne) ; Lukmanier; 
Welsses Kreuz; Stern; Rothcr Lowe; Sonne j 
Drci Konige; Pension Rhatia. 

Capital of Canton Grlsons, seat (since the 4th 
century) of a Bishop, in a romantic spot, 1,986 
feet abore sea, on the Plessur, near its junction 
with the Rhine, among high mountains, one of 
which, Rothhom, Is 9,381 feethigh. Population 9,512, 
mostly Protestant. It was the Roman Curia Rhoe- 
torum (whence the modern name), formerly the seat 
of the Rhaiti, who gave name to the Rhaetic Alps. 
Being on the line ef two or three passes. It carries 
on a good transit trade with Italy and Germany. 

This quaint-looking town, surrounded by old 
walls and gates, Is divided into two parts— Upper 
To^-n, the Hof, on the hill-top, old-fashioned, dirty, 
and picturesque, where the Cathedral and 2,000 
Catholics are located ; and Lower Town, where the 
rest, mainly Protestant portion of the people live, 
the scene of business. This little place publishes 
several newspapers, of which Il-Qrischum Romansch 
in the Romansch language, was first brought out, 
1 836. Angel ica Kauflfmann, the miniature painter, 
was bom here, 1741. 

Some of the houses are curious. The Cathedral 
or Dom of St. Lucius, on the ancient circular plan, 
is In most part as old as the eighth century, "built 
curved Instead of straight, In memorial of the bend- 
ing of our Saviour's head to the right when on the 
cross; " and has a curious detached porch, quaintly 
carved; some old tombs; altar-piece, by A. Dtirer; 
and painting by Holbein, in St. Lorenzo's Chapel, 
and two others by him in the choir or Capuchin's 
Chapel. In the sacristy, they show pyxes of the 
fourth century, a cope, brought from Jerusalem by 
the Crusaders, and the shrined head of St. Lucius, 
the British king and martyr. 

A court joins this to the Bishop's Palace, 
which contains a very old chapel, a gallery of epis- 
copal pprtraUs, books, minerals, Ac, {Notice the old 
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ivy-covered Marsol tower. The Seminary and two 
convents are within the bounds. 

Below are the Rathhaus with the town library; 
an Arsenal; St. Martin's church and the Govern- 
ment Buildings; the Verelnlgte Canton School, 
and another library, and cabinet of natur-il 
history; besides other schools, and a Museum of 
antiquities, and various excellent public and 
private buildings. Bodmer was the residence of 
the deceased poet Gaudcnz von Salls-Seewls, one 
of a family which formerly dominated here. 

English Church Service at the Protestant 
Church. 

From all parts the views are fine, especially from 
the Bishop's house, up the Vorder Rhein-thal, 
towards Dlssentls, and down the Rhino to Malans. 
Another beautiful prospect from St. Lucius' « 
Chapel, above the to^-n, under a vine-covcrcd 
height, where formerly was a bath. Short walks 
to the Belvedere Bath (1 stunde), up the Schanfik- 
thal, to Lurlibad and Malix, to Alvenuer Bath, 
Churwaldcn, Ac. Longer excursions by Halden- 
stein (page 129), to the Culanda (8 stundcn), 9,215 
feet high, or the mountain may be taken by 
way of Reichenau and the Kunkels Pass. From 
Rcichenau south into the Via Mala to Thusis. 
To liana, Davos, the Prattigau, Lcnz, th« 
JuUer Pass. To the valley of Engadin, and 
the village of St. Moritz, with its excellent 
mineral springs ; and Poschiavo, with its splendid 
scenery and lake. See Routes 26 to 29. 

The Canton cf Grlsons (orOraubiinder, in 

German), the ancient Rhxtia or East Switzerland, 
Is watered by the heads of the Rhine and Inn 
(or Engadin), and covers 3,080 square miles, being 
80 miles long; so that it is the largest of the 
Swiss Cantons. The popula'-on is 96.2S5; of 
whom 44 i)er cent, may be German-speaking 
while the rest speak Romansch and Italian. 
About 42,000 arc Catholics. Its climate is as 
varied as its surface; the fig, and almond, and 
maize, growing in some parts; while nothing 
but the poorest barley and rye can be raised 
in others. A trip of 8 to 16 days will suffice to 
make acquaintance with this interesting district, 
which, for the combination in its views of 
every feature of Alpine scenery, mountains, val. 
leys, glaciers, waterfalls, as well as for the 
ni^jp^rs and cl»aracter of Us people, wcU deserves 
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the attention of the tonrist. Kcmains of more 
than 140 feudal Castles are seen, which formerly 
ruled over every one of its sixty or serenty valleys ; 
now peopled by a race of simple republicans, among 
whom universal suffrage is carried out to Its 
utmost practicable bounds. 

They fcrm twenty-six jurisdictions or independent 
republics, originating in a confederacy of the 
people In the fifteenth century, against the tyranny 
of their feudal lords. One league of eight repub- 
lics, now called the Ober Grauebnnd, or Upper 
Grey League (whence the German name of Orau- 
bUnden as above), was made under a maple tree 
at Trons, 142*, up the Vorder-Hhein ; ittoolcits 
name from the Grey toats of the peasantry; and 
the very maple was standing till the French cut it 
down, 179"*. Another league (of 11 republics) was 
formed, 189fl, of the people about Coire, which 
being under the bishop, was named Casa Dei, Ca 
D% in Rumansch, or Gotteshaus (God's House). 
A third, called Zchngerichte or Ten Jurisdictions 
(now seven), about Davos, Mayenfeld, Ac, waa 
formed, 1436. Alt these comprise the Canton of 
the Grlsons, as the French call it {Origicni in 
Italian), which remained in league with the rest 
of Switzerland, till It became a regular member of 
the Helvetian republic, 1803. It is represented at 
Coire by a Grand Council, the members of which 
are styled Euer Welshelt or Your Wisdom, as an 
Alderman of London is styled Your Worship. 
The French overran this canton, 1799, but were 
driven out by Snwarrow. 

As to tha language, called the RomailBOll, it 
is a corruption of the Latin ; in common with the 
Langua d'Oc, the language of the Troubadours, 
once spoken in Provence, and nearly all the 
south of France; the dialects of Catalonia and 
Aragon in Spain; the Waldensian in Piedmont, 
and the languages of other countries over which 
the Roman language and influence prevailed ; all 
bf which the Germans call Walschland. Some pre- 
tend that it is derived from a band of Etruscans, 
who settled here as far back as 600 B.C., in their 
flight from the power of the Latin kings ; but it is 
so like other forms of corrupted Latin, that it is 
absurd to look for a more ancient beginning. In 
the vallev of th» £ngadin, it is called the Ladin. 
P "'t eight or nine centuries old, are

deposited In the ofd abt>ey of Dtsenfis; And books 
are written In the language down to this day. It 
is spoken at Ilanz, in several villages of Dom- 
leschg, in the south of Lens, fto. The first book 
was published at Bonadutz, in the early part of 
the last century. A dictionary was published by 
M. Conradi, at Ztlrich, in 1823. Several news- 
papers are now brought out in it.

From Coire, roads strike up the head of the 
Rhine over the Bemardin and SpIUgen Passes, into 
Italy, and over the Julier, inio the Engadin. Rail 
to ZUrich, five times a day, in 4| to 6 hours; also 
to Sargans and St. Gall. Coaches daily to Bellin- 
zona, by tlic Bemardin, in 16 hours; to Chlavcnna, 
by the SplUgen, in 18| hours; to Samaden, in 
IH hours.

The Spltigen Road here parts off south, fol- 
lowing the course of the HInter Rhein, up the 
Domleschgerthal or Val Tomiliasca. It affords

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an uirasnally good opportunity of obsorring the 
social results of the two rival faiths~tho Catholic 
and Reformed. Tlie domains of each are most 
curiously intertwined. One Tillage ia Catholic 
and another Protestant ; scarcely any two being 
of the same faith throughout the entire valley. 
Another still more unusual singularity is that all 
their little conmiunitics are divided from each 
other by differences of rule and language as well 
as religion. German is spoken in one parish and 
Romansch in the next. For the most part the 
Romansch Villages are Catholic, and the German 
Communities Protestant, though this is not in every 
instance the rule. 

Here were the chief settlements of the Etrufican 
colonists, who, according to tradition, emigrated 
hither under their leader Khietus, and some of 
whose castles, or fortresses on their site, exist to 
this day. There are also remains of about twenty 
feudal castles on the heights, to add to the pictur- 
esque character of the valley, which the Romans 
called Vallis Domestiea^ tTom which the modem 
name is derived. The first place after Reichcnau is 

BonadntZ, orBonadnaz, Catholic andRomansch 
village of ((00 souls, taking its name from "Pon a 
tots '* (or. Bread for all), on account of the fertile 
lands around it. Above stands the Church of 
St. George. An annual fair is held here. It has 
benefited by the construction of the road. The next 
place is 

RhasiinS, or Rhiitziins, a Catholic and German 
village of 600 people ; having the ancient castle of 
Lower Rhietia, originally Roman, and still in- 
habited, on a sandstone rock. Signs of ravages 
made by the overflowing of the Rhine are abun- 
dant here. 

On the opposite side of the river are the ruined 
Castles of Jnvalta and Rothenbrunn, and above 
that Ortenstein (one of the best), fronting a fourth, 
Rcalta, on this side. The last Is supposed to mean 
KhxHa alta, like another above Thusis; it com- 
mands a fine view up and down the Domlescbg 
Valley. A path to the right strikes up the Stage 
into the Stavien-thal. 

KatzlS, or Cazis, at the foot of the Heizenberg 
(a range on the west), 1« a village of 700 people, 
Caitholics aiid Romansch-speaking. It has the 
Castle of ntontera, and a Dototlniean Convent, first 
fowMled ih tB« seventh century by the wife of 



Bishop PasebMls. Floods did great injary bei« In 
1810, and later. A little beyond this a ohar-road 
turns off up the Albnla through the JollAT Pas» 
into the Engadin.

In Romansch, Tiaaun ; Italian, Toianna. 

Population, 1,098. 

English Church Service. 

Inns: Via Mala, or Schreiber's (an excellent 
guide for this part) ; Rhsstia; Kurhaus; Weisses 
Kreuz; Gemsli. 

This is said to be the chief town of the Etrus- 
can or Tuscan colonists, and to derive its name 
from Tnscia. It is finely placed at the foot of 
the Heizenberg and the Via Mala, but being 
built of wood, it has been burnt three or four times 
over. The last fire was in 184«, when "an indivi- 
dual who had insured his house highly, set Are- 
as was most credibly supposed, though proof could 
not be found— to his own tenement, at three o'clock 
on Sunday morning. A very strong wind — one of 
those Impetuous blasts that frequently sweep 
through the narrow gorge of the Via Mala— was 
blowing with much fury at tlic time; and before 
sun-down the whole town, with few exceptions, 
lay in ashes."- IVo7/op«. To guard against ftiture 
accidents the archives are kept in the church. 

The population is German-speaking and Pro- 
testant. This and other places already men- 
tioned, serve to show what a curious medley 
of languages and religion prevails in this interest- 
ing valley. About 2 hours bring you to the top 
of the Heizenberg (or la Montagna), which divides 
the RheinUial from that of the Sivies; it is noted 
for its fertile pastures, lakes, and pretty villages. 
A fine view from the Nollabriicke (bridge) a little 
beyond Thusis, with Piz Beverin (9,846 feet high) 
on the left. 

[From Thusis there is a way, along the River 
Albula and the Sdiyn Pa88, a picturesque 
ravine, 3 miles long, to St. Moritz, in the Engadin, 
via Tiefenkasten, Brienz, Ac (See Route 29.)] 

At the very door of the gorge of the Via Mala, 
on a rock 400 feet above the level of the river, is 
the ancient ruined fort of RhffitiaAlta, or Realt, 
said to be built by Rh«tus the Tuscan leader. 
Our road now enters one of the most gloomy and 
striking defilos in Switaerkmdt the Vii» ^-' 
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' ' Dreadful Way,'*whlch wm aToided at too danger- 
oas and Innccetsible till the now road was cut in 
it, by Pocobelli, In 1822. It is a vaat perpendicular 
cleft in the slaty rocks, which in some parts are 
mere walls, 1,500 to 1,600 feet high, and only 15 to 
20 apart ; the road is scooped out of the face of 
the cliffs, with the Rhine sweeping through the 
gulf below. 

From Rcolt to Zillis the road is about 41 miles. 
It is only wide enough for one carriage, and takes 
first one side and then the other, over three 
bridges. ''The workmen employed were almost 
mtircly Italian. The Graubiindors (who are 
averse lo much manual labour) would not engage 
in any such perilous work, eren for double pay. 
A great many liyes were lost. The men were 
obliged to work at the blasting of the rocks, sus- 
pended by cords from the top of the cliifs over the 
fearful abyss below;" into which they were some- 
tiiiioM plunged, when the cords were cut by pieces 
of rock sent flying about by the explosion of the 
mine«. 

Learing the farm of Ronghella and Obcrtagstein 
Cnstlc to the right, you pass through the tunnel- 
gallery, called Yerlorenes Loch (after the old name 
of the pass, signifying the Gulf of the Lost), 216 
feet long, then to the first bridge of 170 feet, then 
on to a second or middle bridge, more bold than the 
first, beii^ a single arch 44 feet span, and 460 feet 
above the impetuous rirer beneath . Beyond this is 
a fall, across which an iris may be seen when the 
sun shines into the gorge. The pass widens at the 
third bridge (U niile further), near the Chapel of 
St. Amboise; and you emerge on the cheerful- 
looking valley of Schams, at 

Zlllls, or Ciraun, in Romanech, which is sur- 
rounded by good pastures, and has an old church, 
dating from 940. Population, 400, Protest- 
ants, and Romansch-speaking. There are paths 
from this over the Oberhalbstcin ridge into 
the Valley of the Albula. The ruins of Fardlin 
and other feudal strongholds are seen. 

Andeer (inn: Krone), the chief village of 
Sehimser-thnl, with a population of about 600. 
It stands 3,220 feet above the sea; in view of 
I*U Beverin (9,84511.), and contains a prettily 
seated Church, with a aalphur spring. W has 
suffered gr ^in floods. 



The valley narrows again at the Castle of BSren- 
bnrg, which was built to command the Rofiia or 
Rofeln Pass above it. It belonged, in the fifteenth 
century, to Henry of Werdenburg, founder of the 
Black League for oppressing the peasantry. His 
bailiff having bitterly insulted one of them, a war 
ensued which put an end to feudality here, and 
Barenburg and Fardttn were the first castles 
destroyed. 

Tlie Rhine as it issues out of the Rofna Schlncht 
and the forest around it, forms two good Falls, the 
lower one being the finest. The road ascends by 
zig-Eags through the pass itself, which is far leas 
savage than the Via Mula. 

On the left, the torrent of the Avers pours in from 
the Averser-tlial^ or Val Ferrera. This contains 
several falls, in the midst of very wild scenery. 
You pass, within a distance of S miles, a succes- 
sion of three Falls of superior height and volume, 
the last being the most striking. At Aus^sor 
Ferrera the valley opens, where a great landslip 
from the limestone rocks took place in 1794. The 
village of Ferrera is romantically placed in a 
cultivated basin, and has a church, with 400 people, 
who speak German and are Protestants. Minerals 
abound in the mountains. The road then traverses 
enormous blocks of granite, covered with moss and 
lichens, to Caniciil (German, Hundelocb), 6 miles, 
where paths strike off on both sides. Cresta 
(7 miles), 6,520 feet high, with a parish church, 
abounds in fine cascades made by the Avers 
torrents About 7 miles further are the Septimcr 
Roads and Pass. 

Ascending the Rheinwald, with its pine forests, 
you come to Sufers {i. c. Super), and at length, to 

Spliigen, or Spluga^ in Italian, (Hotel Boden- 
haus; Hotel Spliigen), a thriving village of 424 
population, on the Hinter Rhein, 4,190 feet above 
the sea, at the foot of the Pau of the same 
name, and of the junction of the Bemardin Pass, 
which is higher up the river. The large new 
church replaces one dedicated to St. Roch. On 
the Suvers side are remains of Zur-Burg Tower 
supposed to have been a Roman Speculum or 
look out. Marble is quarried in this neighbour- 
hood. A rail is projected to cross the SpISgen. 

Besides tJte roed up th<s B^niar4in (^ee |lQiit« 
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38), and tho Rhelnwald Glacier round Pis Vol- 
rhHn (t 1,150 feet), at the head of the Rhine beyond, 
there are paths here over the Calendar!, or Pass of 
LochliberflT (8,170 feet high), into the beautiful 
Savien-thal (4} stunden), and oyer the Yalserberg 
(8,225 feet), past the Fix TomU, to Platz-in-Vals 
in St. Peter-thai (8 to 7 stunden). 

From the Tillage the road winds up to the summit 
of the Bpltlg^l PaSB, which marks the boundar>' 
of the Orisons and Italy. Passports (which must be 
vise by an Italian Official) may therefore be asked 
for. As usual the road is carried up in zig-sags 
to the number of 16 ; and in one part is a gallery, 
2SS feet long, tunnelled through the rock. The pass, 
6,945 feet high, and about 2,000 feet above the Tillage, 
is one of the oldest in the Alps, having been used in 
Roman times \ but it is since the thirteenth century 
that the traffic has been most considerable, chiefly 
with pilgrims and traders. An old watch, tower 
still remains. In 1818-22 it was converted by the 
Austrian and Orison GoTcrnmcnts into an excellent 
carriage road ; which having suffered greatly in the 
floods of August 183 i, was repaired and improved 
in 1835. Maedonald crossed it in November and 
December of 1800, with his army, in storm and 
snow, under circumstances of grreat difficulty and 
danger, second only to those which Bonaparte 
endured on the St. Bernard, In the same year. The 
Peaks of Sorette with its glaciers, and the steep 
Tambohom (11,04S feet) bound it on the east and 
west. About 5,000 mules and 25,000 carts of mer- 
chandise pass along it yearly. On the Swiss side 
the width is 15 feet, which is increased on the 
Italian side, where it is better constructed, with 
a more gentle slope. 

Upon descending the latter, into St. Jakobas- 
thal, or Val St. Oiacomo, you come to the first Casa 
Cantoniera, or house of refuge, where the poor 
traveller may get advice and assistance in case of 
danger. The old mule path through the gloomy 
and dangerous abyss of the Cardinell (dangerous 
from the avalanches which fall), which Maedonald 
traversed, is now given up for the new road. After 
the Cantoniera, a scries of well planned tourni- 
quets or zig-zags brings you to the Italian 
(formerly Austrian) Dogana, or Custom House, in 
a desolate spot, where luggage is examined. 

Fo\»r solid galleries nre nc;it passed at sliort 
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intervals, strongly built over to defend them from 
the falling rocks and avalanches. These are the 
Buffalora, 770 feet long, near a house of refuge ; 
di Val Bianco, a little further, 700 feet long which 
commands a striking view down upon Isola on the 
old line of road; then Air Acqua Rosse' (Red 
Water), 1,660 feet, ncor Pinazo Village, and the 
Passo della Morte (Passage of the Dead) *, and that 
of Pianazo, a short one, about 70 minutes beyond, 
near the fall of the Ler or Liro. Across the bridge 
on this stream is the Fall Of Hadeslmo, in the 
valley of that name— a beautiful fall, 870 feet 
down. The next place is 

Campo Doldno, on the Liro, 8,450 feet above 
the sea, which, with its green meadows looks 
pleasant after the rigour of the passage above. At 
Prestone an inscription records that Carlo Dono- 
gani (the engineer), in the Emperor Francis II.'s 
time, made this road ; which hereabouts traverses 
a steep tract covered with blocks fallen from tl»e 
heights. Another fall of the Liro succeeds ; then 
Sta. Maria Galliviigglo Church (among chestnuts) 
and Glacomo, the last at the mouth of Val Grassa. 
In half an hour the valley improves as you reach 

CmAVENNA ; German, Klaven. 

Hotel*: ConradI; Specola; Chiave d'Oro. 

The Roman Clavenna, a walled town in the midst of 
Italian vegetation, at the foot of the mountains 
on the Maira or Bregaglia, near where joined by the 
St. Oiacomo Population, 4,100; mnny silk and 
cotton spinners. It belonged to the Duke of Milan, 
whose old Castle, standing on a height, came, upon 
the conquest of the country by the Orisons, into the 
Sails family. It affords a good view. St. Lorenzo's 
Church (1538), has an old baptismal font, with 
bas-reliefs of the thirteenth century. The entrance 
to the ossuary is grimly ornamented by bones and 
skulls. Several picturesque sites around are 
covered with country houses, one of the best 
being the Prato Giano. . There is a monument to 
Castelvetro, an unfortunate scholar, in the garden 
of Signer Stampa. Asbestos, of which fire-proof 
articles are made, is found in the neigbourhood. 
The people keep their wine in tho natural grottoes 
under the hills. 

Plim, close by, in the Val Bregag)<" whir.1, 
leads pp to the Mdloy^ P«89 and the F 
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be tisited for Hi line emtiUde of Aeqtia Vrtsggls. 
Hallway to Golleo^ by NoTate, 16f miles^ »« afbost 

The road descewda tl^e Maira, past Prsda, and 
Alia BFiig% leavingr the Fall of the Oardona on the 
opposite side of the rirer. Then Sommia^ta and 
Riva, all in a marshy track; the last at tlie 
north head of Lago dl Kiva or Lr. Meazola. JLft 
Riya is, <m the whole, well buHt, with a good 
eharch and a trade in silks and oil ; its trout are 
capital. The Xgakd is shut in by high dark 
mountains, and is about 5 miles long. It may be 
descended by stejmer at times; but the road 
follows the east side past Verecia and MoUa, near 
the bottom. 

Here the Adda falls in from the Val Tcllina or Val- 
telline, depositing sediment, which in course of 
time has separated the lakes of L. di Riva and L. 
di Como (originally united) by a pestilential marsh, 
about 1 mile wide. The road crosses the Adda 
near Monastero Convent, and reaches the head of 
Iiake Como at Fuentes Castle; thence on to 
ColtCO (Stat.), a town on the lake, where the road 
up the Adda turns off. Here the lake steamer may 
bo taken for Lccco (22 miles), or Como (28 miles), 
at the botCottt. Following the road downwards 
we come to 

Fiona, on the picturesque shores of the lake, at 
the foot of the majestic Monte Legnone, the highest 
part of which is 8,620 feet above the sea. Another 
hour to Dervio, and then through a fine gallery 
cut in the marble cliifs, to 

BeUaao, ftnd is under Monte Grigna (7,255ft.) 
at the mouth of Val Sassina. The Pioverna forois 
here a very fine waterfall. 

Beyond this are several tunnels in the rock, 
especially near Varenna, and between Liema and 
Olcio; four in succession are passed before reach- 
ing the last place, with port holes in them, admit- 
ting beautiful glimpses of the lake. The next 
place is Mandello Abbadia ; and then 

LeOOO, a town on the Adda, where it issues out 
of the Lecco branch of Lake Como. Milan may 
be reached from hence by ascending the river as 
far as Trezzo, where the Martesana Canal falls in; 
' nt though picturesque, It is a long and tedious 
M. The direct road faUd into the Cotan "BMl-

The Second is tlte most interesting route; and 
may be done by the United Swiss Rail as far aa 
Uznach. 

First Route, by Swiss North Eastern Railway, the 
ttaiions behig OOTlllfon, near a long tunnel, 
Walli8631en (near the junction for Rappertf* 
ehwyl), EfllrotfKon, and Kempthal. [From 
Effretikon, a branch rail of 21 miles passes off 
towards Rapperschwyl, via Illnau^ Pfftffllcon, 
near a small lake, Kempten, Wetzlkon (for 
the Rapperschwyl line), under the BachteT, 
and Hinweil or Hinwyl] Passing Oberstrass 
aoid its population of 700 souls, you come to 
Schwammendingen and its vineyards. In the 
ninth century it was given to the Chapter of 
ZUrich. At the next place, 

Basserstorf (Stat.), hemp is grown, and 
there is a population of 2,000 (in the parish). 

T8S8 is reached by a covered bridge over the 
T*(>ss(or Stein), and is noted for the defeat sustained 
by the Ziirichers in 1292 from Albert 6f Austria. 
His daughter Agnes here founded or enlarged a 
Dominican house, which in turn with K^nigsfeU 
den became the residence of herself (Hid bor step* 
dsaflMerl!UI««)>etD. 
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VIMTSEfSUB (8tat.) 

iiottis.—hQwe; Adler; Krone; Railway Res- 
taurant. 

One of the pleas^test and neatest towns in the 
Oantoni with a population of I6,95S,an4} maoy country 
houses round it. Manufactures of thread and cotton, 
and much cotton printing and dyeing with some 
irouf ounding, are carried on. There are a large 
two-towered church, with an organ by Moser, a 
town-house, college, library (in which are coins 
found ip this part), public and orphan hospitals, 
and several old towers used as belfries. Here the 
ToftUial Rail, 29| miles long, parts off up the valley 
to B^IUUa* Wald, and 'JiVLtL See Route 2i. 

The old Castle of Kyburg on the Toss (near 
Scnnhof Station) formerly belonging to the 
Hapsburgs oflers good points of view. 

Rail to WaldBbut, 81 1 miles, see page 78. 

Olier-Winterthur (Stat), li mile to the east, 
is the site of the Roman Vittidoru)/L, of which the 
modem name is a corruption. From here a line 
passes OBSingen to EtZWeilen, where the lines 
to Constance and Slngen divide. 

The line from Zilrich to Romanshom runs 
through Winterthur in a north-easterly direction. 
The stations are WnxLwMA, Felben, Wfiin- 
felden, Bnigea (branch, through Blscliofisell, 

to CkMUWU, on the line from Winterthur to 

Si. Gaiien), Burglmi, BrlML, Amriswyl, and 
BouAiudkoni. 

FRAUENFELD (Stat.) 

Inns: Falke; Hotel Bahnhof. 

Chief tow^ of Thnrgau or Thurgovia, on the 
Murg, with a population of 6,087. Most of the 
houses have been rebuilt since the fires of 1771-88. 

Among the most noticeable tilings are the old 
Castle of tlie bailiffs, one of the best in the canton; 
the Rathhaus or government house, where the Diet 
used to meet; two churches for Protestants and 
Catholics ; and the Arsenal. An actimi took place 
here, 179^, between the French and Austrians, 
when General Wiber on the French side was killed. 

In the environs, which are highly cultivated, are 
the Jungholz Baths, a convent, and the old Carthu- 
sian House of Ittingen, on the Thur, founded before 
1461, and rebuilt after the Reformation. 

The Canton of Thnrgau contains 365 square 
miles, and a population of 105,121, of whom 37,000 
are Catholics, and all are German-speaking. It H 
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hiUy, but not moun^ainotls ; aAd|s no^d for its ex- 
treme fertility and the «xte»t of its orchards, coni- 
fields, vineyards, inc., there being little pasture. 

Rail from Fraueufeld thr(^agh Mazingen and 
Rosenthal to Wyl (below). 

The road from Frau^feld to Constance passes 
Felben (Stat.), with a population of 600, jba a 
fertile part of the canton. Traces of a Rmnan way 
across the Thur, to the station Ad Fine* are still 
to be seen near Pfxn, which takes its present name 
from that station, and is on the borders of ancicut 
Shastia. 

Burglen(Stat.),mustnot be confounded with the 
birthplace of William Tell, near Altorf (page 132). 

From Wintertiiur to St Gall by rail (see 
Route 22) you pass 3B1|^ (Stat), at a litUe town of 
the fifteenth century, with remains of its walls and 
ditch, and a Roman aqueduct. It suffered from 
defeat and fire in the wars of that age. Veins of 
coal are worked near this. It has, on a hill, a 
modem-built Castle, on the site of one as old as 
the ninth century, the birth-place of Keeker, who 
afterwards retired to St. Gall's Convent. He was 
the author of several poems and histories, and 
counsellor to Charles le Gros. Pope Julius canon- 
iaed him in 1513. 

Wyl (Stat.), or Weil, near a vUlage, with 8,500 
population, in Canton St. Gail, on a hill, among 
vineyards and fruit gardens. Here is a parish 
church with two convents. From the station is a 
fine view of the Si&ntis and the singularly jagged 
Churfirsten ranges. 

It is near a bend of the Thur, where it turns south 
up the narrow valley of Toggenborg to th e Rhein- 
thal, a distance of 15 stunden ; now accessii>le by a 
branch rail from Wyl, past BatUBlieid and other 
stations as b^ow. 

|The scenery in the upper part is very attractive 
and the people (about 4,000, all Protestants) 
work muslins, Ac. It was once the head of a 
county, which after a time came to the Abbots of 
St. Gall, but not without a protracted "Toggen- 
burger war" between the Cantons, which cost 
altogether the lives of 150,000 men. 

Passing Rikonbach you come to this stations 

of Ober-Batzenfaeid, Lnlabnrg, and Btlts- 

Chwsrl, beyond which there is a deep narrnw 
pass, which the river ascends, near Diet, wh 
path turns off over the hill to Rappersch^ 
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Lake Zttricli. Then the sUtion* of Dtetfortp 
LiCbteilSteig, and Wattwyl («ec below) come 
next, followed by Ebnat-Kappel at the terminus, 
having to the rtght the HattenbUhl Ridge (4,550 
feet high). Another point is the Spcer (6,418 feet)i 
behind which is the Wallenstatter See. At Ness- 
lau a way leadu under the Santls toAppenaell; 
and at Stein another to Wesen and Glarus. Alp 
St. Johann and Wildhaus arc under the Santls, 
and Its beautiful meadows. Besides the Santls, 
the Sommerikopf, and the Old Man, are to the 
north; while to the south the seven peaks of the 
Kurfirsten are visible. Post road from Ebnat- 
Kappel, through Kruramerau and Nesslan, Alt St. 
Johann, Unterwasser, and Gams, to Haag, a 
station on the Rhino-Valley line. 

WildhailB, (3,640 feetX Is famous as the birth- 
place of Zwingll, Jan. 1, 1484. 

About the middle of the eleventh century (says 
D'Aublgn^) two hermits made their way from St. 
Gall to the springs of the little river Thur, and 
erected two cells. « By degrees the valley became 
peopled ; on its most elevated point there arose round 
a church a village named Wildhaus or the Wild 
House, upon which now depend two hamlets, 
Lesighaut or Elizabeth's house, and Schonenboden. 
The fruits of the earth grow not upon these heights. 
A green turf of Alpine freshness covers the whole 
valley, ascending the sides of the mountains, above 
which enormous masses of rocks rise in savage 
grandeur to the skies. About a quarter of a league 
from the church, near Le8ighau^ by the side of a 
path that leads to the pasture grounds beyond the 
river, may be still seen a peasant's cottage. Tradi- 
tion relates that the wood necessary for Its construc- 
tion was feUcd upon the very spot. Everything 
seems to Indicate that it was built in the most 
remote times. The walls are thin, the windows are 
composed of small round panes of glass ; the roof is 
formed of shingles, loaded with stones to prevent 
them being carried away by the wind; before the 
door Is a limpid stream." Zwingll was bom seven 
weeks after Luther. His father, though a herds- 
man, was amman or bailiff of the parish; his 
mother's brother waa Abbot of Flschingen In Thur- 
gau. Uc was first placed with his uncle, the Dean 
of WcBon, who sent him ^o St. Theodore's school at 



From Wildhana, under the Gemf eln, it is 5 miles 
to Oams, in the Rheinthal, which may be followed 
to Constance, or to Coire, sec Route 22.] 

Passing the Thur near the Castle of Schwartzen- 
bach, you come to Niederwyl and OossaU 
(Stat.), where the line to Snlgcn turns off. It 
contains a good church, print works, and the 
"English Park" of M. Kunzll, with a population 
of 600, chiefly Catholics. Mettendorf; another 
Catholic village, where J. SchweUer, a peasant 
who taught himself several ancient and moderu 
languages, was bom. After passing Oberdorf , near 

Wlnkeln (Stat.), you come to St. Gallen (Route 

22) by a tunnel. From Wlnkeln, the Appenzcll 
branch goes off to HerlsaU, Waldstatt (see 
below), and Umascll, for Appcnzell. 

Second Rout&—Bj railway to BappersdiWyl 
and Uaiacll. Then leaving the train for the 
road, you come to 

BildliaTUI, near the Convent of Sion, on the ridge 
of the Huttenbiihl, and enjoying a magnlficcut 
proiqiect over Lake Ztlrich, the Mountains of Glarus 
and Schwytz, and the Toggenburg. The descent 
into the latter is by the Rlken Hummelwald and to 

Wattwyl, or Wattweil (Inns: Ross; Foggen- 
burg), pop. 6,000, a large pretty village on the 
Thur, at the foot of the Hemberg, near the Convent 
of St Mary, and the old Castle of Yberg. Manu- 
factures of cotton, and cotton printing are carried 
on. Diligence to Utznach and Waldstatt. Lower 
down the Toggenburg is 

Lichtenstelg (Stat)., see above. Inns: 
Krone; Sonne; Rosenbuhl. The chief place 
in the valley, and, next to St. Gall, the most 
considerable in the Canton, having an industrious 
population of 1,000 souls, who weave muslins, Ae, 
The church serves both Protestants and Catholics, 
but there are separate schools. From the ruined 
Castle of Neu Toggenburg, which belong^ to the 
former Counts, there Is a fine prospect. 

Bnixmadem, on the Keeker or Neker, has 
manufactories bf cotton and muslins. Higher up 
the river Is Peterzell, in a charming valley. 

Waldstatt (Stat.), in a pleasant valley In the 
Clusscr-Rhoden division of AppenzcU Canton, 2,67 J 
feet above the sea, with some mlnpral waters at a 
Urge bath-hovise, first dlswTcr^d 1772, There aw 
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ei^ht springs and sixty baths. Line to Urnasch 
and Appenxell, from Winkeln past Herisan. 
HEBISAU (Stat.) 

Inn$: Lowe; Storcb. 

Popalation, 12,972. 

A very indnstrious town; tHe second in Canton 
Appcnzell, near the Glatt, where muslins arc made. 
Good points of view from the hills around, formerly 
lorded over by the Castle of Rosenberg, of which 
remains are to be seen. The church, restored 1784, 
has on its door the Canton arms (St. Peter's keys); 
the clock tower is said to be of the stventh century. 
Here and in the market-place are the best houses. 
There are an arsenal and orphan school. Ammonites 
and other fossils are found at hand. An agreeable 
walk leads to Teufcn and Yonnesteen Convent, 
past the Urnasch, from which you may get to 
Hnndwyl, where the district Landsgemeinde, or 
general assembly of the people meets— composed 
sometimes of 10,000 men; that is, all above 18. 

Diligence to Butschwyl to Teufen. 

One mile to the east is Uettu-iehsbad, in a charm- 
ing garden, with an iron spring, and another 
under an elegant bath-house. There isalso a whey- 
cure here. 

On the road to St. Gall, you pass the Gorge of 
the Sitter, which is crossed by the Krazembriicke, 
a fine bridge, 650 feet long, 96 feet above the 
stream. Passing thence by Bruggen Church, you 
come to St. GalL (See Route 22.)

Ztlricli to Pf&fters Baths and Cbar. 

To Rapperschwyl, 6i stunden; Wesen, 6i; Wal- 
lenstatt,4; Sargans,3; Ragats, U; Chur, 4|; or 
U6 stunden in all, by road. The whole distance 
from Ziirich to Chur (or Coire) is now done by 
Railway, on the United Swiss line, vift Rapper- 
schwyl, on the North side of the Lake ; or by the 
Linksufrige-ZHrichsec lino, on the South side, 
via Horgen (see page 11), RichterBwell (for 
Einsiedcln), Ziegelbrlicke, and Nafels, where 
it joins the old branch to Glarus (page 126). 
But the steamer, where it can be taken, offers the 
most pleasant mode of travelling. The principal 
Railway Stations are noticed below. ElllSiedelll 
(Route 11) may be reached by a short branch 
RaUxay, of 15 miles from RidttertueU or TT&teiw-

Sihl valley, and Bll>erbru6k6, at the met-ting of 
five roads, on the Alpbach. From Diberbriicke the 
line is continued to Artll-GoldaU (page 72.) 

At Riiti is the Junction of the TUssthal Line, 
(page 12 i). 

RAPPERSCHWYL (Stat.), or Rappcrswyl. 

Hotels: Schwan; Du Lac; Freihqf; Post. A 
small town of 2,800 pop., beautifully seated on a hill y 
tongue of land near the top of Ziirich lake; founded 
by its Counts in 1091, and joined to the opjwsite shore 
by a long narrow dam, 6 furlongs in length. A 
railway connection is now open, giving access to 
Hurdcn and Pfaffikon on the South Bank line. It 
has a little haf en or harbour, with a good trade. 
The old Grafcnberg, or Castle of its Counts (with 
Count Plater's Polish Museum), and the Capuchin 
Convent (old church rebuilt since 1882), afford good 
views over the lake. In the neighbourhood are 
Mayenburg Castle, Zu Joncn Church, Ufenau, 
Staf a, Ac. Over the bridge or by rail to PfSfflkon 
(Stat.) on the South Bank line; then on foot past 
the Teufelsbriicke over the Sihl, near which Para- 
celsus was bom; and the Etzelberg, a good point 
of view. 

From Rapperschwyl, the steamer goes to La- 
Cben (Stat ), where you may land for Einsiedeln; 
thence to ScbmerUCOn (Stat.), at the head of 
the lake, where the Linth Canal falls in, and 
where the Appenzcll and Glarus ranges, and the 
Toggenburg, come into view. The coach road and 
railway to Weescn, on the Wallenstatter Lake, at 
the head of the canal, pass Uinabll (Stat.), a 
little place on a height, where the West Gall road 
falls in, not far from a cotton mill; but the walk 
along the canal is much shorter, 12 miles, or by 
boat for three francs. 

It runs on the bonndar^*^ of ancient RhaHium, the 
neighbourhood being still called March (mark, a 
boundary), passing Grynau Castle, Glessen, Ac, 
and is an artificial bed for the Linth, cut 1807-22, 
by Conrad Escher, instead of the unhealthy mar^h 
it flowed through before, in its course from the 
mountains. Near Schanis, which has a monument 
to Field-Marshal Hotze, and Liud Colonic (a House 
of Industry) is the Ziegelbrlidce (Stat.), so 
called from a brick bridge, at the entrance to the 
fine Valley of the Linth, which leads up amnnflr the 
pnoimtaiiis to GlaniSi Ac. Tber9 is 
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memorM iMre to 4h« j>roJeoter of tbe caa^, who 
was rewarded by his Goantiymen with the title 
of ''Yon der Lintb," eqaivaleot to boron or a 
luiighthood elflcwherc. A part of it was destroyed 
by the men of Schwytz in the Sonderbund war 
of 1847. 

WEBSEN (Stat.) 
Hoteit: Speer; Schwert; Mariahalden ; RSssli; 
Railway ResUnrant. A little Tillage, seated 
under the mountainous cliffs of the Wallm 
See, f r<Mn which steamers go to Wallenstadt ; a 
branch railway goes to CHaxUB (Route 26); and 
Excursicms may be made to the 8];>eer» about 
6,418 feet above sea, to the Toggenburg (by way of 
Amdcn,6 stunden), Biberlikopf, Hirzli (6,870 feet), 
and other peaks. 

The Lake, usually called Wallenstadt, or Wallen 
See, and L«go della Riva (and to be distinguished 
from the Yierwaldstiitter See or Lake of Lucerne), 
is 10 miles long by 1 to 2 broad, 1,400 feet above the 
sea, and 400 to 500 feet deep. The north side is lined 
with naked walls of rock, 8,000 feet high in some 
parts, and so steep that there is no place for a road, 
and no village, except at Quinten. It abounds with 
salmon, scarcely ever freezes, and oflers a particu- 
larly fine view when the sim happens to shine along 
its surface through a gap in the top of the Murtsi^en- 
stoct, a peak (8,015 feet) behind Mnrg, accessible 
only to the chamois and eagle. This is on the south 
sliore, where the cliffs leave room near tfiiUelloni 
(Stat.), for a few villages and meadows, command- 
ing magnificent views. Their names, PrUmsch 
(prima), Sigons, or Gunz (secunda), Terzeo, Quar- 
ten, Quinten, are derived from the Latin, perhaps 
from the Romans then in this part. 

Near Wesen Mountain is au old convent; further 
up is Amdeu village (near Strahleck ruins, a 
good point of view), from which neighbourhood 
the two Falls of Beyerbach and Serenbach tumble 
down over the cliffs from the heights of 1,200 
and 600 feet; but with little water in summer. 
Winter congeals them into glittering pillars of 
ice. From Murg (Btat.), on the south side, and 
Murg Alp (pasture), you get fine views of 

^ -"rt, of the Mtlblethal, and a way to the 

mf, or Kleinthal, past the three Murg- 
rg Lakes, and a waterfall. Towards the 
ire the eight towering Peaks of the 



Odueidcamm and 8iche)k«mi», or KurJSrtien 
range, 7,000 to 7,M0 leet above ^e sea; under 
which lies 

Wallenstadt (Stat.) or Wallenstatt. Inns: 
Hirsch ; Churfirsten, at the- Station. A small 
well-built but dull town. In a marshy spot, 
where the Sccz falls into the lake. Two-oared 
boats may be hired, but dangerous gusts are apt to 
blow suddenly. A footpath over the Sichdkamm, 
the TscWerler Nlederc, &c., to Wildhaus (6 stun- 
den), in the Toggenburg, offers fine views of the 
Bernese Oberland, the Cantons of St. Gall and 
Appenzell, and of Vorarlberg, in Tyrol. 

The railway runs from Wallenstadt-, up the 
pleasant Sees-tkal, past MelB (fttat.), the Graplan 
CasUc and Beccbis, in Canton St. Gall, to 

Sargaai (fitat.), where the Constance and 
Rheinthal Roads, and the Swiss North Eastern 
Railway from St. Gall, fall in. Intu: Krone ; Lowe; 
Thoma, at the Station. A place, with 760 popu- 
lation, and a mineral spring, at the foot of the 
Gonzen range (6,018 feet), In great part rebuilt of 
stone since the fire of 1811. Above it is Us old 
Landvogt's Castle. It is not far (2i miles) from 
the Rblne, the bed of which lies so high, that 
in 1C18, after long rains, it was only by great 
exertions prevented from overflowing into the 
basin of the Seez. A rise of 20 feet would suffice 
to make its superabundant waters take this course, 
through the Wallen See and ZUrich Lake, or 
perhi^s make tlie whole river turn this way, out 
of its present direction to Constance Lake. 

Leaving Flasch-bad and Maienfdd on the other 
side of the Rhine, with the Falknis beyond (8,340 
feet), we come to 

RAGATZ (Stat.) 

Grand Hotel Hof Ragatz, and Bath establish- 
ment, in a splendid situi^ion. 

Gi'and Hotel Quellenfaof . 

Hotel National. 

Hotel Krone. 

Schweizerhof Hotel, very good, near the Bath 
establishment. 

Hotel et Pension Tamina; first dosshoteliuoon' 
ncction with the Bath establishment. 

Post; Bavi^re; Ochs; and many Peasioas. 
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Afftvoxiritebithlng-J>lacoontheTamina,wlthtwo 
churches, and 1,982 population, among woody hills, 
at the mouth of the deep gorge of the Tamina, down 
which the waters of PfSffert Sulphur Springs are 
brought In pipes, 12,600 feet long, to supply the 
Dorfbad near the Tamina Hotel, on the west tide 
of the river; and the Mtthle, New, and Helen Bathe, 
on the east side, at Hof Ragats (the Abhors o!d 
seat). There are a Gnrsaal and well-laid-out 
grounds, lawn tennis, Ac. 

Temperature of the waters, 97*; they are useful 
in weakness, rhonmatism, gout, paralysis, and skin 
diseases. They are dnmk and bathed In ; in the 
latter way for an hour, until copious perspiration 
or an eruption appears. Season— June to Sep- 
tember. In winter the waters cease to flow. The 
source is at P/dffitri Bad, up the winding gorge, 
in a striking spot, 2^ miles to 8 miles from 
Ragatz, 2,240 feet above sea, where the old Bath 
Houseoccnplesa gloomy cliff of the limestone rocks, 
i mile long, and 290 feet deep, but so narrow that 
there is just room for the stream and a planking 
above it for the visitor. A natural Bridge over 
one part is 540 feet high. Fram this it is 4 to fi 
miles to Ragatz, by way of Pf Uffers Dorf (village) 
and the old Abbey, now used as an Asylum. 

Some magnificent views of the wild scenery 
around are obtained from the old Abbey, and the 
Graue HSrner (9,840 feet) near Ragatz; from 
Fix Alun (4,360 feet); also at the Solitude on the 
colossal Colanda Mountain (9,212 feet), and the 
Feldkirch, which aic towards the head of the 
Pass ; whence there is a way by Wattis, or Viitis 
Fall, to Tamins, on the Vordcr-Rhein. 

The ascent of theCalanda (S hours Arom Coire) 
Is best made from Haldenstein, near Coire; a 
S^ido must be taken, otherwise the descent is not 
without danger. It is necessary to sleep at Hal- 
denstein (where a guide can bo obtainedX so as to 
start at daybreak. Haldenstein and the old castle 
of Llchtenslein are only a short and pleasant walk 
distant fVom Coire. 

From Ragats the Railway runs direct to Chur, 
but the Road passes undor Taborberg (a fine point 
of view) to the Untere Zoll-Brttcke, or toll bridge, 
oyer the Rhine, which brings yon into Canton 
Orisons, at the junction of the char-road up the 
liABdquart which also falls in close by. From this 
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you ascend the Rhine past Marschlin, Ztzers, Klein 
Rttfi, Gross RUli, and Haldenstein and their old 
castles, to Goire or Chur (page 119X

The Railway runs, vift Nafels, Netstall, 
Olarus, Schwanden, and RUtl, to Lintbthal. 

Leaving WeOBen (Stat.) (see Route 24) by the 
Ziegelbriicke, or bridge over the Conrad von 
Escher's Canal, you ascend by the Mollis branch 
of it (which is in fact a new month for the Linth 
River, 8,100 yards long), to the bridge orer to 

NAFELS (Stat) 

Inns: Hirsch; Schwert. 

In the low valley of the LInth, still liable to Injury 
from its floodings, and those of the RantI, which 
joins here. It is the chief town (population, 1,600) 
of the Catholic part of Canton Glarus, having a fine 
church, and the Marienberg Convent, on the site 
of an old castle. Near it is the Rantibach Fall, and 
the famous Rautifelden, or field of Rauti, where Iw 
the Battle of N&fcls, of 9th April, 1888, the men of 
Glarus, helped by some from Schwyz, and headed 
by Matthias and Buhl, defeated an Austrian army 
five times their number. Eleven Stones placed about 
on different parts o! the field, mark as many attacks 
made on the enemy's horse. The anniversary is 
still kept as a solemn fdte. It was here also that 
an action was fought between the French and 
Austrians, in 1799. Many of those who fell In 
1888, are buried at MOUiB, which is a large and 
populous village, opposite Nafels, with a minere* 
spring. 
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The Mad and line ]lass under the RautI Spitz 
(7,490 feet high), the highest point of the Wiggis, 
to 

Netstall (Stat.), a large village of 2,600 souls, 
at the mouth of the Klon-thal,with cotton factories, 
three paper mills, and a Protestant and Catholic 
Church. In 1817, a blast of wind, produced by the 
fall of an avalanche from the Wiggis, swept away 
several cottages here. 

OLARUS (Stat), or QlariS in French. 

Hotels: GlamerHof; Rabe; Drei Eidgenosscn ; 
Lowe; Sonne ;»Adlcr. 

The capital of Canton Glarus, and a cheerful and 
industrious town of 5,401 souls to about 420 houses, 
1,49J feet above the sea, in a narrow part of the 
Linththal, here crossed by two bridges. In 1861, 
a great part of it was destroyed by fire, to repair 
which misfortune, subscriptions were collected 
in England and elsewhere. It takes its name from 
a St. Hilarius, who fixed his hermitage here. 
Afterwards it became subject to the Abbots of 
Seekingen and to Austria, but joined the league of 
the Forest Cantons in 1352. The Battle of Nafcls 
confirmed its independence. 

There are several good buildings in this secluded 
spot. The old Gothic Church, of wliich Zwingli was 
curate for ten years before he was transferred 
to Ziirich, is replaced by one which is used by both 
creeds. At the Law-Courts is a collection of 
antiquities, fossils, and the horns of Steinbocks— 
a species quite exterminated in this district. There 
are also a large new school with a library for Canton 
schoolmasters; a hospital and library; an insurance 
company and savings* bank; with several cotton- 
spinning and print-works, and places for pre- 
paring a cheese for which the Cant'on is noted, 
called "Zieger," (goat's-milk-whey) or " Griincr 
Kiauterkase " i.e. green herb cheese. This is a 
herb cheese, made from the curd worked into a 
paste when it begins to tuni, and mixed with the 
powder of the tieger-kraut (curd-herb) or meli- 
lotus officinale, or honey lotus, an aromatic flower 
grpwing here. This stops the putrefaction, and 
th0 niLxture is then dried in moulds shaped like 
a flower-pot. When eaten, it is scrnpod upon 
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bread and butter, and is 6ithcr much relished or 
much disliked. 

.Among the men this town has produced is 
Tschudi, the historian. It was occupied by Suwar- 
row in his retreat, 1799. 

Mountain excursions may be made to the 
Burg Kapelle or Chapel of St. Felix, commanding 
a fine view of the valley. To the Frohnalpstock 
(6,982 feet), and J6di (11,886 feet). To the Schilt 
(4 stunden), which is 7,500 feet high, and has a 
still better prospect of the Valleys of Glarus and 
the peaks around; such as the Ol&miacll and its 
glaciers (0,584 feet) ; and the Wlggls (7,493 feet). 
The summit is reached after crossing the Emmel- 
berg, the Heuboden, and Frohnalp; and from thence 
it is 3 leagues downtoKerenzen ontheWallenstatter 
Sec. Both Wiggis and Gliimisch offer mountain 
views of great extent. A bridge and alley of 
trees lead over the river to the opposite village of 
Ennenda, a flourishing place of 2,000 souls, many 
being very wealthy manufacturers. The vine will 
be noticed growing. 

Up the Valley of Klonthal, a trip can be made to 
the K16n See in 2 hours. After passing tiie romantic 
village of Riedem and its covered bridge, over the 
gorge below, you ascend the stream, and all at 
once open upon one of the most pleasant valleys 
of the Alps, a charming Lake, Smiles long, lying at 
the foot of the Wiggis and Glarnisch (on the east 
and west), the wild and rugged masses of which 
present a fine contrast to the attractive spectacle 
below. On its south side, under the GlSrnisch, in 
the Teufen-Winkel meadow, is an inscription in 
honour of Solomon Gessner (who wrote "The 
Death of Abel"), carved by two of his countrymen 
on an enormous stone block. Some trees and a 
waterfall also serve to mark the spot. The path 
continues past the lake, over the Reichesau and 
Prazel passes, to Muottathal (5 hours from 
Glarus). It was by this path that Suwarrow 
made his celebrated retreat from Altorf, 1799. 

The Canton of Glarus deserves more atten. 
tion from travellers than it usually receives. 
It consists mainly of the basin of the Linth, 
and its two or three tributaries, all taking 
their rise within its borders, under the high and 
snowy circle of mountains, which are at the rim. 
This effectuolly sepnrntci It from the Canton* of 
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St. Gall, Schwyz, Uri, and the Qrisons, to which 
there is no access except by difficult passes among 
mountains 6,000 to 10,000 feet. It is a pastoral 
country, rich in cows, sheep, and goats, and having 
scarcely one-fifth of its area (470 square miles) 
arnble. Besides stock and the green Schabzieger 
cheese, it produces slate, marble, iron, and manu- 
factui-es of cotton, prints, muslins, silk, paper, Ac. 
Ornaments in walnut aud other woods, and little 
cabinets of minerals are also prepared for sale by 
the villagers. Population, 88,784, of whom about 
one-fifth are Catholics; all ar« German-siieaking, 
though the dialect is extremely rude; and all the 
young men above 16 or 17 have a vote in the 
Londsgemcinde, or general assembly, which meets 
yearly aud passes laws, &c., by show of hands. 

Leaving Glarus for the ascent of Liuth you 
come to Mltlddi, with a large cotton manufactory, 
and where many well-to-do cattle breeders live. 
The views of the snowy mountains are mag- 
nificent. Here the first glimpse of the huge Todi 
is obtained. A path crosses the Linth direct to 
Sool, on the Sernft, a branch of the main stream, 
which turns off at 

SOhwanden {inn : Adler ; Railway Restaurant), 
a Urge village, with large cotton factories, 1,750 feet 
above the sea, under the south side of the Glarn- 
isch. A covered bridge is laid over the river for 
the roads upthe Semft-thol, and that up Linththal, 
which now follows the east bank. This part of the 
valley is about & leagues long, and in the various 
forms of its tall mountains, its magnificent forests, 
its meadows covered with fiocks and chftlets, and 
its numberless waterfalls, it offers a succession of 
most striking prospects. Melchior Thut, a giant 
nearly 8 feet high, was born here: his skeleton is 
preserved at Vienna. 

LUChalngen, a village opposite Leuggelbach, 
once the seat of the StUssi family, and the birth 
place of Wala, who in the Swabiaii war, killed 
twenty cavaliers with his own hand. Hatzingen 
(opiiosite Luchsingcn) is surrounded by beautiful 
past ures, and manufactures a few prints. Diesbach 
or Bettschwanden is near a fall, at the mouth of a 
valley of the Freybcrg River, which divides the 
Linth and Sernft Valleys, and the heights rise at 
one point 8.500 feet. There is a path over it to 
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Matt. The Saatherg (6,580 feetX Above the village^ 
commands a fine prospect. Slate is found in the 
Eggbergen, but not worked. 

At DoftxkAts Is the pretty fall of Domhaus-bach, 
or Diesthaler-bach. A little further up on the 
opposite side of the valley is 

Staohelberg Batll, seated in a truly Alpine 
spot, among mountains, glaciers, falls, pasturesi 
and forests, at the foot of the Braunwaldberg, 3,180 
feet above the sea. An excellent, well-built hotel, 
commanding a splendid view from the balcony, 
communicates with a bath-house, in a grotto, where 
the sulphur Springs ooze out of the rock. They 
are strong and efficacious, more used for drinking 
than bathing; and are largely exported. 

Excursions may be made from here to Altorf, 
over the Klauscn (11 hours, guide not needed), and 
by Glattenalp, into Muotta-thal; to the Panten* 
brUcke, up the valley (see page 182), and into 
Sernftthal, <kc. 

Crossing the broken bridge again, you come to 
the village of linththal, where the rail and road 
end. /nfu:Bar; Rabe; Klausen. The chief place 
of the valley, having 150 houses, and 2,200 popu- 
lation, with a Protestant and Catholic Churdi, 
the latter old. Except a little fruit and barley, 
it is all pasture here. The village opposite to it, 
called Ennetliuth, was almost entirely carried 
away by the floods in 1764. 

From Linththal a path strikes east over the 
Freyberg, and round the Hauutock (10,834 feet), to 
the head of Sernftthal. Another goes west over 
the Klausen^ to Altorf. It is a safe mule path 
of about 10 hours. You ascend in zig-zags, by the 
FAtsch Fall, up the Kluss Valley, among tumbling 
cascades, and snowy ridges, to Umerhoden, a pas- 
toral village, 4,290 feet high, in Canton Uri. Here 
a path goes off, by the Glattenalp, down the Bisi and 
Muottathals, to Schwyz (about 18 hours). The 
main path continues up to the chapel on the top of 
the Klauadn or Clauien Pass, which is 6,485 

feet high, and composed of grauwacko slate ; It it 
rich in plants. Descendhig from it down the pictu- 
resque Schi&chenthal, whicli is bounded by the 
snowy ridges of the Scheerhom, Clarides, ^. (10,000 
to 11,000 feet high), the first thing you coma to 
is StHubl Fall, a fijie cascade from the Dscb Alps 
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on th« SdMMrhonL Lowor down i» the Tillage of 
Vntenobftdtell where the two heads of the 
Sch&chen unite, in a pretty spot, with 680 
popnlation, and a church. There is an abandoned 
•alphur spring near it, up the Bmnnenthal, first 
discovered there, as the parish register says, by 
" Maitre Leopold, professeur de magie," who out 
of sheer malice and "perrersit^ diabolique,'* 
altered Its nature a few years after. On the 
Itt June, 1887, there was a large landslip here, 
between Spirlngen and Unterschachen, damming 
up the lake, and covering a space of nearly a mile 
With the d^ris. 

Sldrlngen Clnn)^ at the heart of the valley, in 
a fine circle of icy peaks and glaciers. The popu- 
lation of 800 are spread about on the pastures, one 
of which, Qortschwyler, marked by a chapel, is 
remarkably fertile. Here a path turns up the 
Kfnsig-kulm (7,8«0 feet), into Muottatbal, by 
Which Suwarrow and his army of 20,000 Russians 
made his retreat from Altorf, through Glarus, in 
the winter of 179», To escape the French who 
nurrounded him, he took this path, known only to 
dtaukois-fannters, said led his men by it in single 
file. 

After passing WiHlam TelTsbirthplace, Btlrglen, 
you oome to Altort or AltdOlf (Route 10). 

UHTHAL TO DI8SENTIB. 

From Linththal it is 1^ stnnde to the 
Panten'briicke. The path is on the edge of the 
ravine made by the river, and leads to the beautifal 
Fail of tlie Fiitschbach (1 mile), and another equally 
good called the Schreienbach (2 miles). Above this 
is a wild gorge, through which the path twists 
about, and at a point where the chasm is about 220 
t6et deep, crosses it by the Pantenbrueke, or Panten 
bridge, a single stone arch. 

The two heads of the Linth unite a little further 
on. Up the rJ^ht hand one, or Limmern, there is a 
path over the Cistern Glaciers to Trons (6 hours), 
«id Hans (8 hours), in the Rheinthal. 

The main path, up the left hand branch of the 
Liirth (called the Sandbach, or Staffelbach), leads 
by the Saadalp, and the TSdi Glaciers to Difl- 

-■mtlfl, hi the Rhine Valley, in about 11 hours. It 
magnifioent walk, but attended with much 
Ttte and risk ; a guide is indispensable. For the 



first few hours the walk is throng a chaos of rocks, 
on the slope of the Sandalp. Three bridges in the 
Limmern and Sandbach being passed, you come to 
the chttets of the UnterstaHel or Lower Sandalp 
(If hour from Pantenbrilcke), a pasture extending 
between the Altenrohen and Selbstanft (6 miles 
long). Then comes the bridge on the Bifertenba<A 
(a torrent from the left), another on the Stafftibach, 
and the chftlets of Ol^erstairel or Upper Sandalp 
(If hour), which lies at the north-west base of the 
Dodi, among the Glaciers of RSthe, Sandspitzalpeli 
and Geisputasi, and is not inhabited, except for four 
or five weeks in August and September. All this 
region is interesthig not less for its minerals than 
for its botany. 

The summit of the pass is 9,220 feet above the 
sea, between the Glaciers of the Todi and the Cla- 
ridengrat (If hour), from Oberstaffel. From here 
down to Roschein or Rusein Ch&let (in 2 hours), and 
1 hour to the bridges on the Isembach. Hence to 
the Valley of Barkusen } hour ; and 2 J hours more 
to PissentiS, population, 1.329, on the Vorder 
Rhein. 

ASCENT OF THE TODI OR JKfbt 

This is the highest peak of the Glarus Rid^e, 
11,886 feet above the sea, and is composed of lime- 
stone beds resting on a base of gneiss. Strictly it is 
double headed ; the one to the south being called by 
the Romansch-speaking people of the Grisons, Piz 
Rusein, or Piz Krap KUrana, i. «., Peak of the Stone 
of Claris. On all sides it is surrounded with vast 
glaciers and icebergs of great thickness, which 
melt into the torrents supplying the head of the 
Linth, and which are easily seen white and glitter- 
ing from ZUrich and other points, 15 or 20 leagues 
distance. The south side being least steep is the 
most accessible; but its ascent is at all times 
difficult. The first was by a party of four men of 
the Linththal, Jnly, 1884; the second, by Herr 
Diirler of Zttrich, in 1838. The best way is to 
sleep at the chftlet on Hans-alp in the Rusein 
Valley, at the foot of Glems Glacier. Proceed 
then to Piz Urlaum, on the Sandberg; and along* 
the ice on the southern ridge of the Rusein, to the 
top of that peak; whence it is a short distance to 
the top of the T6di. Many crevices are seen, which 
can only be crossed by ladders. You return to 
spend the night in the chftlet at Glems. 
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aiaruB, up the Ser&mbal, to Oolra, and 
Hans la «li» Rlitrtnthal.

Rail to Schwanden, thence diligence as far as 
£Jm, after which a gnide is required. Instead of 
going np to Schwanden at the mouth of the Semf t, 
the pedestrian from Glarus may save a quarter of 
an hour by taking a short cut at AfiUodi across to 

Sool, the first village up that vidley, seated on a 
steep fertile height, overlooking the junction of the 
Semf t and Linth, and divided into Nieder and Ober 
(Lower and Upper). Nieder Sool was burnt 1713 ; 
near it was the Castle of Baron Barkbard of 
Schwanden, which the Austrians destroyed in 1622. 
The next place is 

Bogl, 2,540 feet above sea, opposite a fall which 
tumbles down from the Blatenberg. It has a good 
school rebuilt 1832; but the people are poor and 
afflicted with cretinism; and it is subject to frequent 
injury from floods and landslips. Slate and gypsum 
are quarried. 

From Engi there is a road up the MUhlethal by 
an inviting though toilsome way over the pass to 
the Fliimser Alp down to Flams (10 stonden) on 
the Coire Boad. A path to the left turns off the 
MUhlethal over the pass of the ThUsis, past the 
romantic Lakes of Murg, down to M Urg village, on 
the Wallenstatter See. 

ICatt^ at the mouth of the Krauchthal 2,800 feet 
above sea, in a i^ctaresqae q[>ot, where, howevN*, 
cretins are seen. Its church is the oldest in the 
canton, after that of Glarus. Some of the des- 
cendants of Stauffaeher still live here. Excellent 
slate is qnanied in the Platenberg opposite. The 
KrauiChbach, which falls into the Semftthal here, 
is a dangerous torrent ; by which there is a path of 
6 stonden over the Bieseten-grat (6,«4fi feet high) 
into W»isstwm«Dtlwl and by KaUenserthal to 



Yattis at the head of Val Pf SAn, pMt aome «m 
scenery. The Weisstanaen Valley, about H leagnit 
long, down to Tbelis, lies between the Ghrane HSraer 
and Helser Chains, and contains many alps, (<.e., 
mountain pastures), hamlets, forests, waterfalls, 
with magnificent points of view. 

To reach Viittis, or WlittlB, you torn off to the 
right from the head of the Weisstaimenthal, and 
crossing the ridge which divides it from the 
Kalf euserthal, yon descend into the head of the 
latter valley, across the sandstone glaciers of the 
Scheibe, a lofty peak at the junction of the three 
cantons of St. Gall, Qlams and Grisons. Kalf euser- 
thal, or the valley of the Tamma torrent, h leagues 
long, has some elevated pastures, which are 
frequented only in summer, with a few ch&lets, and 
St. Martin's Chapel about half way down it. 

Bones have been found, said to have bdonged to a 
race of giants who were its former inhabitants, but 
probably they are the remains of animals. About 
2 hours below the chapel is ViittlB, a pastoral 
village of 800 population, where the char-road to 
PflLffers Baths and Ragatz begins, 8,290 feet above 
sea. The peaks of the Graue Homer lie to the 
north and near to the Calanda ridge, over which la 
the direct way to Coire ; but the path we follow tuxni 
south-west to the GSrsbrunnen Springs among the 
rocks. Hence over the Gunkelsberg (4,620 feet) 
down the Foppa Valley, in 2 hours to Tamins, in 
the Rheinthal. 

From Matt up the Semftthal, which Suwarroir 
followed Ui his retreat in 1799, you come to 

Elm, 8,216 feet above sea, a parish, indnding 
Schwendi and Ormoos (the latter being a little 
above it), at the mouth of the Unter-thal, which 
leads up over the SchSpf wan Pass (6,470 feet high) 
into Kalfeusertfaal and Viittis. It had a popula- 
tion of 1,200 and two Inns, but was deserted for a 
time when half buried by a landslip from the 
Tschingelberg, 9th September, 1831. 

At Ormoos also Is the path over gegnes Pais 
to Flimi, 7 stunden (see next route). It strikes 
up by Untertschingel to Martinsloch, as the gap 
in the pass is caUed (6,100 feet high), through which 
the people at Elm see the sun shining 
days every spring and 
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8,610 feet high, and though covered with snow It is 
not dlfflcnlt to cross. The Scheibe and Silberpiz 
rise above it cm each side. In aboat two honrs you 
reach Films In the Yorder-Rheinthal. 

The char-road ends at Elm, as above. Thence 
the path strikes up the Semf tthal to Ormoos and 
Steinibach, where the valley divides. One branch 
turns to the right up the Frugmatt Alp, over the 
Freyberg, down the Damachthal to Stachelberg. 
The other, to the left, follows the JStz Alp, up the 
Fanixer Pass (7,905 feet high), and down to Panix, 
and Dam, in the Vorder-Bhein. This route was 
taken by Suwarrow in his retreat, October, 1799, 
and hence he descended the Bhine to Constance. 

ROTJTE ST- 

Trom Coire, up the Vorder-Rbein, to Dia- 
sentlB and Andermatt, on the St. Gothard 
Road; and thence to the Furka and 
Grlmsel Passes and the Head of the 
Ithdne. 

Coach road all the way. 

Leaving Colre by the bridge over the Plcssur 
(where the road to the Julier parts off) yon come 
to Ems, sometimes called WSlschenems, on the 
south bank of the Rhine, with two churches, one 
being on the heights above. 

BeiChenau, 1,936 feet above sea, is on a bend of 
the road where it crosses the river twice at the 
point where the Hinter or Lower Rhine (of a blue 
colour) unites with the Vordor or Upper Rhine (a 
gray). One of these bridges was rebuilt after the 
French burnt the former one 1799, and is 240 feet 
long and 90 feet high, the other, of iron, replaces a 
wooden one destroyed by fire, 1880. The Castle 
in the fourteenth century belonged to the Counts 
of Werdenberg-Heiligenberg, one of whom, Hugh, 
joined the Trons League of 1424. A Ch&teau has 
been built on part of its site by M. de Planta. 

There was a school in the old part of the castle 
in the early part of the last century, and which 
had among its masters, H. Zschokke, and Louis 
Philippe, when an exile in the first Revolution, in 
1798. Here the latter remained some months 
under the name of Chabot, teaching French and 
^; and they still show his Tooja alix^^st 



as he left it. This was one of the most remarkable 
passages in his eventful life. 

The road to the Bpltlgen and Bemardin 
Passes turns off to the south by Thusis, &c. 

An interesting road follows the south side of the 
Rhine, and joins the main road on the other bank 
at Ilanr. It first passes Bokadutz (page 121), and 
at Yersam (5 miles), it turns up in the Sivien 
Valley, under the Herzenberg; passing Agla, 
Egesen, Neukirch (7 miles), to Plaz (3 miles), 
where there is a path over the Stege to Thusis. 
Above Plaa you come to Thalkirch (4 miles), and 
beyond this, the path strikes over the LSchlibcrg 
(8,890 feet) into the Hinter-Rheinthal at Nufenen 
(8 miles) near the Bernardin Pass. 

From Reichenau, a path goes over the Kunkels 
Pass to Yattis, at the head of the Pf&fiFers ravine; 
leaving this path on the road at 

Tamins, which has a fine view from the church. 
Beyond this the Yorder Rhein ceases to be pic- 
turesque. Barley, and n few apples and pears ore 
grown ; several ruined castles, however, arc visible 
along the cliffs on both sides of the valley. 

Trins, on the rock, near a small lake, with a 
church, whence there is a splendid prospect. The 
soil is tolerably fertile. Hohentrius (High Trins) 
Castle was built, they say, by Pepin, in one of his 
expeditions into Italy; the ruins of Bovis and 
Bellemont Castles are near. The road now turns 
the Flimserstein Ridge, which has a beautiful alp, 
i.«., pasture, on it, up the Waldhauser Yalley, to 

Flims(/nn«: Acola*s; Bellevne), 3,615 feet above 
sea, with 800 populotion, who are Protestants, 
speaking Romansch; a strong and vigorous race. 
The name signifies " flowing water.** Of its two 
churches, the oldest one stands over the village. 
The forest of the Flimserwald serves to divide the 
parts, Ob dem Wald (Sur Sclva) and Unter dem 
Wald (Suot Selva), <.«., Above and Below Wood, 
from each other. It is watered by the Blaun 
and other mountain streams, which commit great 
ravages at times. From Films there is a way up 
it, fatiguing and difiicult, past Lake Cauma and 
waterfalls and landslips, over the snows of the 
Segnas or Martinsloch Pass, 8,230 feet above the 
aea, to SUn (POge 133) In^Semf-thal, in Glarua. 
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SnwaiTOW crossed it in 1799. Another name for 
it is the Jatzschl and. The moantains which divide 
the canton from the Bhein Valley arc from 7,000 
to 8,000 feet high. Laaz, in a small basin, is a 
Catholic Tillage, of 200 population, which belonged 
to the lords of Vaz and Werdenbergin the fifteenth 
century. Hotel Seehof is dose to Laaxer See, and 
is frequented by invalids. 

S<dlleill8, or Lauenbei^, another Catholic vil- 
lage, nearly opposite Ilanz, not far from Spielberg 
and Wlldcnberg Castles. 

Hans, or Glion, in Romansch, which is spoken 
here. Hotel*: Obcralp; Rhoetia; Lukmanier; 
Granenbund. Alittle fortified place,2,350 feet above 
sea, witli ruined walls; but, as a "town," the highest 
up the Rhine, and therefore carrying a crown in its 
shield. It stands on the bank under Piz Mundaun, 
or the Karliberg (6,77& feetX at the opening of Yal 
Lugnetz. Goitre is common. Population, 770, 
Protestants. Here, after a discussion in 1526, 
religious liberty was guaranteed to both parties, 
and here the archives of the Grauenbund are kept. 
Suwarrow descended to this place from Glarus, when 
retreating from the French in 1799. At Griineck 
Castle near this, two horns were found in 1841, ' 
under a rock, with more than GO silver coins of j 
the time of Lambert and Barengar. | 

A path up Val Lugnelz leads directly over the ! 
mountains to the Bemliardill Pass (about 20 I 
milc«). It follows the char-road to Hciden, shortly 
after which you cross to the east bank of the 
stream, thence past Furth, Tersnau8,to St. Martin's 
Mont ; thence (8 miles) to Vals am Platz, or Plaz 
St. Peter (4,020 feet above the sea), where, leaving 
St. Petersthal on the right, we cross the Valserberg 
to Hinterrhcin (8 miles), close to the Bemardin 
Pass, 6,770 feet high. 

From St. Peter, a way strikes up that thai, past 
Alversch and the waterfalls near it, over the Plat- 
tcnberg, down to Ghirone and Olivone (15 miles) in 
Val Blesno. 

Near Heideu (see above) the Vrinthal joins, up 
which the cliar-road is carried to Vrln and Buzasch 
(9 miles) ; thence a path strikes into the head of 
Sumnix Valley; and from there the passes may be 
surmounted (6,800 to 7,500 feet high), which lead 
into Val Blegno at Ghirone : whence a char-road 
rHjis down to t|}oT|chio \9 P^Upzofui, 



From Ilanz to Trons the pass is narrow, and two 
or three old castles are seen; especially that at 

Wallenberg, before which, at BayIm (Catholic 
village, with iron and copper works), the road 
crosses to the south bank of the Rhhie. At Tavm- 
aaa^ about 2,020 feet above the sea, the last wabiuta 
are left. Above this is the snow-covered Piz 
Miezdi (9,580 feet), easily ascended from Trons. 
A party of French were destroyed here, 1799. 
After crossing the river you come to 

TtonS, or Tron, in Romansch, in the Grisons 
Obcrland. /nil*; Krone; Znm Todi. A Catholic 
village, of 800 souls, 2,810 feel high, in a pictur- 
esque spot, among good points of view, where the 
Confederation of the Grauenbund first met, 142«, 
in a building now called St. Anna KapcUc, which 
belonged to Dissentis Abbey. It contains the arms 
of the members of the league, with interesting 
pictures relating to that event. Similar pictures 
are al so in the Rathhaus. Near St. Amie* s Chapel is 
a sycamore or maple, under which tliey used to 
assemble, and which was cut down in the French 
invasion of 1799. Of five castles which guarded 
it, three only are left : Riuzoiberg, Freiberg, and 
another. 

Up the wild gorge of the Phntaiglias many 
peculiar minerals are found; it is entered by the 
Ferrera torrent, which springs out of the glaciers 
at its head. 

SomviX stands among green meadows and 
forests, and has mines of copper and silver, with 
the old castle of Hohcnbalken. On the opposite 
side of the Rhine is Surrhein, at the mouth of tlic 
Somvix Valley ; which may be ascended by several 
waterfalls and glaciers, over the Greina Pass into 
Val Blegno, and tlience down to Ticino. One of 
the highest peaks near the pass is called the Plz 
Medelscr, and serves to show when it is mid-dny. 
Leaving Somvix, you come to Dlsla, whence there 
is a path to the north, up the Barkuns Valley, over 
the glaciers of the Piz Rnsein and Dodi, down to 
thelicad of Lhiththal. The next place is 



DlSflentU; or UuUar (Monas*o«-<"*"^ 
Dissentiserhof; Condran zur ^ 
Krone. A village of 1,300 
j^^ctiQn of the Medelser/tritl 
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9,774) f«et above aea, tho centre of a fine pano- 
rama. It U noted /or a BenediclUie Abbey, 
above the village, first founded in a.d. 614, 
destroyed by the Avars, rebuilt immediately, 
and endowed by Charlemagne, but burnt by 
tlie French in 1799, with many valuable MSS., 
records, Ac. Its abbot was one of the leaders of 
the Grauenbund 1424. The present building has 
nothing remarkable about it, except a collection 
of minerals found in the neigbourhood. 

Several interesting Excursions may be made 
fMm Dissentis ; as, op the Barkuns Valley into 
Olams Canton ; up the Models, by the Lukmanler, 
into Val BLegno ; and Piz Cacen and Canton Uri. 
These are tiips for hardy mountahi climbers, in the 
company of experienced guides. 

To ascend tlic Barkims, you return to Disia, 
where that valley falls in, the head of which divides 
into the Valleys of Kavrecn to the north-west, and 
Ausein to the north. At the upper extremity of 
the laftcr arc the peaks of Krnp KUrana (Stone of 
Glaris) and the Colossal Piz Rosin or Rusein, 
which thcGlflnismen call tbcTodi (Pt> Is the same 
as Pay or peak). South of Rusehi arc the Piz Bov, 
Piz Melen, and the 8tockgi-on, separated by vast 
mountains of snow. The next peak is called Denter- 
glacars ; then comes Piz Urlaun and its glaciers, with 
several black peaks dividing the Sandalp from the 
Valley of Puntalljasand the Gr^pliun (or Selbsanft). 
Further east of Puntalijas is the glacier valley of 
Frisal, shut in by the Piz Bar-Runp^ccn, the 
Platava, the Durgin (or Kistenberg), the Grepgron, 
the two Kavistrans, Ac. The geological peculi- 
arities and immense Olaclers of this region, with 
its savage scenery, render it extremely remarkable. 
To surmount the Stockgron, it is necessary to cross 
the Glaciers of Hems, which is attended with some 
risk. 

Piz Url&UQ. (which the hunters of Glams call 

Sandbcrg) 11,065 feet high, is accessible on the 

side of Rusein Valley, on the alp of which the night 

should be passed, to start the first thing in the 

morning. From this ascend the valley, on the site of 

the Qnolm de Nuoras, to the beautiful Fall of Fer- 

rara; then over Quolm Glacier, which is covered 

h {lieces of rock. Iceberg, small lakes, petrif ac- 

k.c. Beyond this is a gorge, which being 

^ you reach the wall of the Urlaun. Its snminit 



is covered with mow and ice, and commands a mag- 
nificent View, taking in the Diidi (close by), and 
other peaks around the Alps of Switzerland and 
Tyrol, and the Chain of Mont Blanc. In 4 or 6 
hours, a rather dangerous path leads down to th« 
Linththal and Canton Glarus. 

To Biasca by fh« Liikm4iii«r Pass^ 

in about 8^ hours; diligence daily in summer. 

The Valley of Medels, •>., of the Middle 

Rhine, is narrow, wild, and romantic, and 

5 to 6 leagues in length. Leaving Diseentls 

yon come to a fine waterfall, in a close part of 

the pass, obscured by rocks and pine forests, 

with the river foaming at tho bottom. In 

half an hour it widens into the pleasant Valley 

of the Models, at Caraglia. Then Platta (3 hours 

from Dissentis), and its church, the only one 

in the valley, 3,990 feet above the sea. Parde, or 

St. Rocco, is the next place. After Pon, comes 

Perdatsch, where the Val Crist allina opens on the 

left hand, which towards its top divides into Vai 

Il'Ufiem (or Hell) and Val Casaca, under the vast 

Glaciers of tho Scopi. From Perdatsch the road 

ascends by the Hospice of St. Jean to that 

of St. Gall (If hours from Platta, 5,310 feet 

above the sea). Hence to the Hospice of Sta. 

Maria, near the top of the Lukzoi&ier (1 hour), 

6,290 feet high; where three ways part to 

Olivone, Faid, and Aii-olo, in the Valley of tlio 

Ticino. The hospice was built in 1874, by an abbot 

of Dissentis, to succour travellers. Two more, on 

the Olivone Road (which was used by Pepin and 

his family in the ith century), were founded by tho 

excellent St. Carlo Borromeo. 'Lukmanler is the 

Latin Mon9 Lueumumui, or Lokma-in-QuoIm Sla. 

Maria^ in Romansch ; and forms one of the best 

secondary routes over this part of the Alps. The 

Alpine railway from Chur, which has been 

plaimed to connect the Swiss and Italian lines 

by the Lukmanier Tunnel, 15 miles long, has 

not yet been commenced. From Sta. Maria, 

the Soopii to the east of Lukmanier, may be 

ascended for the fine prospect it commands. It 

takes 4 or fi liours to reach the t(^, and 2 to get 

down again. 

The attOffliit ^ the Lnkmauiei looks upon tho 
Platlfer, or Piottino, to the south. Leaving it oti 
the left, the path to Airolojdescwds tp Val Ploru 
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and its alp or pasture, by Lake Rotam, which 
stands between Mounts Pcttino and Taneda, aud 
is one of the feeders of the Fuss, an affluent of the 
Tlchio; thence to Brugnasco, and Madrauo and 
Airolo in the Levantine, on the St. Gothard Road, 
in about 5 hours. 

The diligence road to Blasea passes OllTOnei 
ActluarOBSa. and a few unimportant Tillages to 
Blasea, a station on the St. Gotthard Rail, see 
page 65. 

From Dlssentls to Andermatt, tip the fruit- 
ful and beautiful Alpine Valley of the Tavetsch (as 
the head of the Vorder Rhein is called), the road 
leads on to Monpetayetsch, where rye, oats, flax, and 
potatoes are grown. 

Sedmn is on a hlU at the mouth of the Striein 
Valley, which may be ascended for a way over into 
Etzlithal hi Canton Uri, and so down to the Keuss. 
The pass is 7,420 feet above the sea ; above it is 
the Piz CScen, a noble peak, 10,810 feet high, 
covered with glaciers and blocks of granite and 
gneiss. It commands a fine mountain prospect. 

CamlsdlOlas, or St. Anne, a small place, which 
wns nearly all burnt down in 1822. 

BUQraS, though high, shows sigiis of cultivation. 
It suflfered from an avalanche in 1749, which fell 
from the Crispalt (2 leagues north), and over- 
whelmed sixty or seventy buildings, and about 100 
souls. It is 2^ hoursf roin l)i8senti^ and 5 hours from 
Andermatt. There is a short road hence to the top 
of the Obcralp. 

Selva, 5,250 feet above the sea, has a church, and 
grows hemp and a few cereals ; like other places in 
tills part of the valley it is subject to damage from 
the neighbouring avalanches. 

Ciamot. or Tschamutt, is the last village in the 
pass, 280 feet above Selva, and havhig a church. 
The springs of the Rhine take their source in the 
glaciers around; as the Crispalt, Sixmadun (or 
Cima do Baduz), and Coruera. Following one of 
these you reach in about an hour the top of the 
Oberalp Pass (6,750 feet above the sea). It lies 
between the Calmot and Neugallas Peaks, not far 
from the Obvralp Lake, where a cross marks the 
boundary of the Uri and Orisons Cantons. The 
lake, which it in a marshy and rather unsafe spot, 
and is noted for its trout, was the scene of fighting 
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between the French and Austrians, 1799. A des- 
cent of two hours leads down to the pastures of 
Andermatt on the St. Gothard, in the Urse- 
renthal (see Route 10).

Diligence daily, 7 hoars, to SplUgen and 8| 
hours to Bellinzoua. For the route from Coire to 

BPLiJaBN, 

see Route 22. Thence up the Rheinwald, past 
Models (i.e., middle), Nyfencn, or Ntif enen (*.«., No 
Oats), to the Village of HlntOT-Rlieln (5,880 feet 
hig^), where the road turns up south to the pass 
while a path may bo followed in the opposite 
direction, over Valserberg into St. Peters-thai. 

[From here an excursion of 6 or 8 miles may bo 
made to the glaciers round the Head Ol tbO Ehine, 
a scene of desolate magnificence, am(mg moun- 
tains above 10,000 feet high. Zapporthom is 10,500 
feet; Marscholhom is 9,520 feet; but the Piz 
Val-Rhein, or Vogelberg, is 11,150 feet. The path 
(which requires a guide), follows a valley at the 
foot of the Zapport Alp, which is separated from 
the Paradies (or Paradise), by a deep ravine called 
Holle or Hell. After gaining the chAlets of Bergam- 
asque shepherds, on the Zapport Alp, a fatiguing 
path leads to a basin formed by the rocks of the 
GUfcrhom and Rhehiwaldhoni, from the ridge 
of which above a dozen torrents fall down. Hero 
rests the QlaclOr of the Hintcr or Lower Head of 
the Rhine, which in summer forms a vast arch as it 
melts, and from which issues the source of the 
Rhine.] 

The ascent to theBemlxardillPaBB from the vil- 
lage takes about li hour. The inn at the top, near 
Lake MoSsola, is 6,770 feet above the sea ; so that of 
the Alpine passes into Italy it is the lowest, except 
the Maloya and the Simplon. A chapel near the 
inn is dedicated to a St. Bernard of Sienna (Bem- 
hardin, in German ; Bernardino, in Italian), who 
gives name to the pass— not the St. Bernard of 
Mont Blanc. Before his day it was called Vogel- 
berg (Bird Mountain), and a neighbouring Peak is 
still known as Piz Uccello. It winds about between 
the Adula ran^e, and the Marscholhom, or Moeao* 
aud has beoii used from the,<«arlie«t times, b- 
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easy and free from danger in summer; in winter 
the usual precautions are taken for the traveller's 
safety. The best time is said to be about the end 
of June, though the snow has not quite gone. 

Part of the French army under Lccourbe crossed 
the old mule path in March, 1799. The present 
carriage road was made 1819-24, by Pocobelli, a 
Ticinese councillor, at a cost of £60,000; to which 
the then King of Sardinia contributed about 
£12,000. It is 18 to 24 feet broad, and includes 
fifty-two bridges in its total length; the fall is 
gradual and easy, especially on the Italian side, 
down tlie Val di Misocco, or Mesolcina, or Misox- 
tlml, through which the Moesa flows. It is the 
most southern of the Grison valleys, fertile and 
picturesque, with an Italian climate. 

About f mile below the pass, is the Victor 
Emmanuel Bridge, so called from the King of 
Italy, 190 feet long, with an arch of 70 feet, span- 
ning the Moesa. Near it is a fine waterfall. Fur- 
ther down, by a steep path, and over two more 
bridges, you come to 

St. Bemardln, or Bemliardln. HoMs: 

Ravizza ; Brocco. A village on the south flank of 
the Alps, 5,335 feet above the sea, with a parish 
church, and about twenty houses, and a fall of 
the Moesa near it. It is a little noted, since 1822, 
for a mineral Spring^ which is recommended for 
rofmst people, with a disposition to hajmorrhage, 
diseases of the stomach, and indigestion ; tempera- 
ture, 49". 

Further down the Misox-thal, by several zig- 
zags in the road, with the prospect of Italy im- 
proving at every turn, you come to 

St. Criacomo, a Grison village, in a picturesque 
spot, among several Waterfalls, one of which almost 
equals the Staubbach for height. The views alK)ut 
this part of the road are splendid. 

CremeO, or Misocco is 2,560 feet above the sea, 

among chestnut, walnut, and fruit gardens, and 

beautiful mountain scenery. Two Falls, the Rialcdi 

Verbio and Crostera, are worth notice ; indeed, the 

whole of this road is one of the richest in Switzer- 

>nd in Waterfalls. One of the finest Castles in 

» country is at hand, near St. Mary's Church, 

a hill in tl^e yajlcy? the walls, chapel, t^nd 



comer towers remain. It belonged to the Counts 
of Sax, and was destroyed by the Grisons, 1521. 
A path turns off to the right to Anglo, in the 
Calanca, and over the Giumella Pass into Val 
Blegno, 12 miles. The next place is 

Soazza, a village of 350 inhabitants, on the 
Moesa, which in the flood of August, 1831, carried 
away about 40 com stores, and did a vast deal of 
injury to the valley. It is 2,070 feet above the sea; 
here the mulberry begins to flourish. A path to 
the left leads over the Foscula Pass to Chiavenna, 
about 14 miles. 

A mile further is the beautiful fall of Buffa- 
lora, 210 feet. 

From Cabbiolo and Lostallo, which succecl, the 
vegetation becomes more richly Italian; the former 
place offers a good church and three waterfalls. 

From Cama (near Loggin, 1,200 feet high), a p:ith 
strikes over the Forcellina, into Val Boggia, and 
Val Maira, below Chiavenna. 

Grono, where Val Calanca falls In, is 990 feet 
above the sea, and has, besides a picturesque 
church, tlie ruins of Grono and Calanca Castles. 
There is a path up the Calanca to Arvigo and 
Angio. 

ROVeredO contains about 200 houses on both 
sides of the Moesa, which was crossed by a stone 
bridge of three arches, before the floods of 1834 
carried it away. The little torrent of the Tra- 
versagua falls in here from under Mont Vencino, 
which lies to the south, 6,970 feet high. At the 
valley's mouth are the Madonna Church, and the 
old castle of Boggiano. Tovedo, St. Roch, &c., 
make part of the parish. Monte Glove commands 
a noble view of the two valleys of the Ticino and 
Moesa. Suwarrow descended the Mo6sa, in 1799, 
when part of his army was nearly overwhelmed 
by a landslip from the hills in this quarter. 

San Vlttore, the last Grison village, is 880 feet 
above the sea, in a rich country. It has a college 
founded by Henry of Misox. After Lumino and 
Castiglione, in Canton Ticino, a journey of 5 miles 
brings you to the picturesque town of BeUlnzona, 
(see Route 1(}), op tl^e S^.^thwd Road,

Hotel at Chur. The Valtcllinc wine is good. 

From Colre, or CIlUr, the first place reached is 
Maliz (population, 250), near the finely seated 
ruins of Strasaberg Castle. Then comes Cliur- 
Walden (i.e., forest of Coirc), 3,976 feet above the 
sea, with a whey-cure and two ruined convents. 
In the church is the tomb of Donat de Yatz (1333), 
a seigneur of this part, buried in full armour, who 
burnt down one of the convents, on account of the 
vicious practices of nuns with the monks in the 
other, which was burnt 1476. 

ParpiUl is on a hill, 4,630 feet high, between the 
tall peaks of the Stfitzerhom (8,451 feet) and of 
the Rothhom Ac, (9,513 feel). Some of the stone 
houses have carved balconies. The top of the pass 
is 5,090 feet. The road then descends and runs for 
some distance over a barren heath to 

Lenz (Inn : Krone). Hero the road up the Davos 
Pass, and over the Albula Pass to Engadine, turns 
off to the left. (Routes 31 and 32.) To the right, 
towards Thusls and the Via Mala (Route 22), there 
is a way through the Scbyn PaSB (or Miiras in 
Romansch), a picturesque ravine 3 miles long. This 
And the Via Mala may l)c taken by following the 
Splilgen Road from Coire to Tliusis.

called Scholar, and has near it remains of an old 
farm house, where the deputies of the Grisons 
League concluded their treaty of alliance, 1471-2. 
Across the Albula is 

Tiefenkasten, or Ca*te in Ronvansch (the com- 
mon language here), in a deep hollow among rocky 
mountains, at the mouth of the Oberhalbstein Val- 
ley. /nn«; Juller; Albula; Kreuz. HeretheRomans 
built a castle to command the bridge and the road up 
the Julier, whicli was till the fifteenth century the 
usual highway bet^vccn Germany and Italy. The 
road runs up the Valley of the Taller, and has 
several picturesque castles dispersed along it, 
leading on through the wild defile of the Matten 
Stein, and thence to Brucin and 

Conten, 3,730 feet above the sea, a Catholic and 
Romansch village of 250 souls, some afflicted with 
the goitre. It is subject to inundations from the 
torrents. Two copper boxes of Roman coins, &c. 
were found hero 17SG. Near it is Reams Castle. 
Savognin, or Schwcinigen, further on, is close to 
Padna Castle. Paths to the right and loft, 
intersected by springs from the glaciers aloft, up 
Val Bevers, and into Val Fcrrera. 

At Tlnzen or Tinnizung, in a wild spot, 4,230 
feet high, the road ascends in curves to 

Roffna, which overlooks a deep gorge of the 
river Julia. 

Mtilllen, or MolQnS, on the west bank of the 
stream, in another gorge, watered by springs from 
the neighbouring glaciers, is succeeded by Spltt- 
datsch Castle and Sur, on the opposite side. 
Cima de Flie Peak stands to the left. Marmels, or 
Marmorera, Is near the Castles of Weiss and 
Schwartz-marmels, the latter being on an almost 
inaccessible rock. It belonged to a family who 
were hereditary marshals to the Bisliop of Coire. 

Stalla, or BlviO (Roman Bivium, two ways), nt 
the north foot of the Julier and Septlmer, 2 miles 
from each, where those roads part off, is in a 
rather desolate hollow, at the head of the Ober- 
halbstein Valley, 5,830 feet above the sea. Snow 
lies on the ground all the year, except July to 
September. There is a church for each confession. 

The Path over tlie Septlmer (Setumo) to 

Casacda (page 143) in Val Bregaglia is an r 
t^rjdle-pa^h of about 4 houFS ; no gujd* rpquirr 
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wa^ used by the Boman?, bat has bera given up 
siuce a more direct route by the Spliigen was 
made. It is uot only Longer than by this new 
route, but higher, being 7;580 feet above the sea, 
or about 630 feet above the Spliigen. Some fine 
moimtain prospects are commanded by it ; towards 
tiie south it overlooks the Sllser See (or Lake), in 
the Engadin, and is connected with the Maloja 
Pass; beyond which is the Bemina Kidge. 

The Julier Pass or Mont Julier, which was the 
usual track of the Roman army, is easily ascended, 
and free from dangers at all seasons. A new 
zig-zag road, 18 to 16 feet broad, was made over it 
1823, by which Silvaplana is reached in 3J to 4 
hours. At the summit, which is 7,505 feet high 
(between Piz Munteratsch andPiz PUlaschin), are 
two rough granite stones, above 4^ feet high, called 
the Columns of Julius^ placed here in the time 
of Augustus Cffisar. There is a fine prospect 
from Piz Munteratsch, 11,105 feet high, 5 hours 
from the top of the Pass. The road descends 
hence to 

Silvaplana (/fln«: Rivalta; Wlldermann and 
Pension Heinz; Corvatsch; Sonne), at the top 
of the Upper Engadin or Valley of the Inn, which 
here rises in two lakes, to the right the Silvaplana, 
to the left the Campfdr, between which the village 
is placed, in a spot which offers an agreeable con- 
trast to the snowy heights around. The Roman 
highway from Chiavcnna; over the 

Maloya Pass fails in here (see Route 36). The 
lake is 5,940 feet above the sea, and is one of a 
chainTof three at four, near which the road passes 
to Ca|]i|>f^r and 

ST. M OEITZ, or San Murezean in Romansch. 

Hotels : Hotel Kurhaus and Bains and Hotel de 
St. Moritz, excellent hotels, highly recommended; 
Hotel Victoria; Hotel du h&o; Engadin orhof; 
Bellevne. Several Pensions. 

English Physician. English Church. 

A fine bracing spot, on the top of the Upper 
EjigaeUne, 5,805 feet above the sea; 800 feet above 
its lake, near some of the strongest iron springs 
in Switzerland. At the Pensions breakfast and 
tea may be had; dinner must be got at the 
Hotels. It is more crowded every year in the sea- 
—n, June to September, when c^artQieats should 
^ ^graphed for beforehand, 



Here arc a bank, post and telegraph office, and 
English Church. The springs are at the Kur- 
haoa, 1| mile distant from the village; are highly 
tonic, contain much ifos, and a small quantity of 
phosphates and bromides, and are used for drinking 
and bathing. They should not be taken without 
advice of the Resident Physicians. See Bradshaw's 
Continental Guide. 

The lake is frozen from Nov. to May; snow 
sometimes falls at S|. Sloriti Dorf in the middle 
of summer. The climate is exhilarating and 
bracing; good boating and trout fishing. Many 
walks and driving excursions may be taken to 
Silvaplana and Sils; to the Inn Fall, and the 
Cresta and Celerina, two charming places down 
the valley; Piz Nair (10,070 feet); the Glaciers 
of Fex and Fcdoz; to Pontresina, Bemina Pass, &c. 

The coach goes on to Samddon (page 141), 
reached in ^ hour from St. Moritz village.

Diligence once a day from SamiCden to Schuls 
in 5i hours. From Schuls to Nauders in 3J hours, 
not ill connection with the SamtCden coach, so that 
a stay must be made at Schuls. 

THE ENGADIN, or Engadine, 

Or valley of the Upper Inn, called Engiadina in 
Romansch, is from Maloja to l^aitinsbriick, 18 or 
19 stunden long, 6,075 to 3,420 feet above the sea, 
and thickly pt^ulated by an industrious Protestant 
people, who speak Romansdi, or rather that variety 
o{ it called the Ladin, nearly ai^roaching the 
written Latin ; and supposed to be very much like 
the language of the Roman common people in the 
days of the Empire (See Coire, Route 22). A ravine 
at the Puntauta, or Ponte Alto, at Zemetz, divides 
the valley into the Ober (or Upper), and Unter (or 
Lower) Engadin. In the Upper Engadin are four- 
teen mountain lakes, large and small, with numerous 
glaciers on the highest points; winter weather 
reigns about nine months (besides tliree months 
cold) but the atmosphere is exceedingly dry, so 
that meat and fish keep through the winter in the 
open air. The thermometer sometimes descends to 
22" below zero. Barley and rye, which are the chief 
products, douotalwayssucceed, fruit scj^roely atall. 
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The trees are chiefly pine, with needle-Hke foliage. ' 

The ZtfirtfT ^n^KKtfn with milder climate is more ' 
fertile, and thickly peopled. A good road mns 
through the whole pass, from which footpaths 
strike np the adjoining ralleys. On the 4th of May, 
1799, the French artillery traversed it without 
accident. More cheese is made in the Upper 
Engadin than in any other part of the Grisons, the 
flavonr being somethhig like the Qruyfere. Most 
of the land is in pasture for Borgamesqite sheep, 
In summer. There is little arable land. 

The people are of good height, hardy and enter- 
prising; many wander away in their youth to 
foreign countries, to make a fortune as pastry-cooks, 
chocolate makers, Ac, which they invariably come 
back to spend in their native valley. An essence, 
distilled from the Achillea Moschata, and known as 
the "Esprit Diva," is much esteemed. 

Ijcaving St. MorltZ, on the road to Samftden, 
you pass a fall of the Inn. Then Cresta, a charm- 
ing site, with its church and town house. Celcrina, 
another pretty spot^ where the Inn widens into a 
lake. 

^% m£ A^M ^ or Somma d'Oen in Ladin. Hotels: 
Bemina; Engadinerhof ; Des Alpes. It is also 
happily placed, at the month of the valley up the 
Bemina. It is well built, and has two churches; 
one being £fl^«M. Population, 842. The district 
is exceedingly interesting' to a naturalist. 

Excursions to Piz Ot, easily ascended (by a foot- 
path specially made) in 8i houri, 10,660 feet; and 
Mnotaa or Mittelberg, 8,275 feet. Omnibus to the 
Morteratsch Glacier. 

CA road, half char and half a mule path, leads in 
about 10 hours, up the Bemina Valley, to Tirano on 
the Adda. N.B. Tirano being in the Italian do- 
minions, see that your passport has the proper visa 
before you take this route. The first place Is 

Pontreslna. B^i>tel» and PenHom: Croix 
Blanche; Rosegg; Enderlin; Kreuz; Kronenhof 
and Bellavista, 5,915 feet high ; with 500 popula- 
tion, and a good church, rebuilt since a fire in 1718. 
New English church. The drainage has been much 
improved at this beautiful spot. Intending visitors 
in July-August should telegraph beforehand. 
The valley here divides into two parts ; one to <he 
right from the valleys of Rosana (or Rosegg) and 



Morteratsch, which lose themselves atuofig splendid 
glaciers; the other is the Pontresina Valley, which 
we follow to the Bemina Pass. This is a grand 
centre for excursions. 

Piz Bemina, 13,294 feet, and Morteraccia (or Mor- 
teratsch), 12,815 feet, »re two of the highest points 
of the Bemina chain, which stretches away to the 
west, and is covered with glaciers. Pig Rosegg 
(12,935 ft.) is another conspicuous point. Excur- 
sions also to Piz Languard, 10,716 ft.; Corvatch, 
11,346 ft.; and the Sella Pass. At the Church of 
Sta. Maria is the grave of Mr. Marrrott, a clergy- 
man, who, having gone out alone, fell over the 
glacier of the Morteratsch, 23rd June, 1878. His 
body was not found till 20th June, 1874. From 
Pontresma the road ascends by a comparativdy 
easy way to the top of 

Bernina Pass (4 hours from St. Moritz), 7,644 
feet above sea, where are two or three small lakes ; 
the Schwartzer See, or Lago Nero (Black Lake), 
under the Morteratsch, and the Weisser See, or 
Lago Bianco (White Lake), so called from their 
colour. The latter supplies a stream which runs 
to the Adda and thence to the Adriatic, while 
the Schwarzer See empties by the Inn into the 
Danube. Paths strike off up Val del Fain, round 
to the Wormser Joch or Stelvio, and by a short 
cut past Cavaglia and the Val Palu Glaciers 
to Poschiavo, on our present road. This descends 
by Motta, Rosa, and Arusa to Pisciadella, where 
the best path to the Wormser Joch turns off east, 
up the Val di Lagrane, into Val Viola, Ac., past 
Menestra, Samovo, Isolaccia, Ac, to Bormio (about 
5 hours), whence the Stelvio Pass may bo visited. 
After PisciadeUa you come to Angell Custodi, St. 
Carlo, and 

Poschiavo, German:— Puschlav, where several 
paths Join. Below It and St. Antonio is the pretty 
Lago di Poschiavo, 8,215 feet above the sea, where 
good trout are caught. At the north end is Le 
Press, a watering place, with an H&M (Grand 
Hotel and Pension Le Prese), where there is 
Church Service. Then by the narrow defile of the 
Bmsioto Tirano, in the Valtelline, on the Wormser 
Joch, or StelTlO Pass Road.] 

Continuing from SamlCden the Descent Of tbe 
Eogadlne, we come to Anglas and 
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Ponte, which has two tolerable Inns, among 
p^aks 10,000 to 11,000 feet hi?h. Here the road 
from Coire, over the Albala Pass, falls in. Across 
tlie river is Camogask, at the mouth of Val 
Chiamucra, up which there is a direct path of 
C miles to Lieigno and Bormio, on the Stelvio Road. 

Madvloln stands at the bridge on the river, 
commanded in former times by the old Castle of 
Guardavall, above it. ZutZ, or Suoz, the Latin 
Tutium, is one of the most agreeable villages in the 
valley, having near it the old castle of the Planta 
family, once the feudal lords (since 1139) of the 
Engadin, and still existing (see Rcichenau). 

ScanfiB, or Scamftia, has a population of 500, 
some picturesque sites round it, and traces of an 
earth-work, called Dmsus's Ditch. A little further 
on, at CapcUa, a path .turns off west, by the Val 
Livino (within the Austrian bounds), which the 
Prince of Rohan penetrated with the French army 
in 1635. 

Glnusdiel, or TKhinttoacal, is a naked and 
uninteresting part of the Engadine, where paths 
strike off, right and left, to Scaletta and Bormio. 

At Pantauta, or Pontalto, a picturesque bridge 
over a deep part of the Inn, with mills round 
it, the Lower Engadine begins. Cross tlie bridge 
to Brail Church, where the valley becomes so 
narrow that the road is carried along the face 
of the rocks, a part called the Puntailas. This 
brings you to 

Z0nietz(/n/i<: Bar; Lowe), a village of the 
Lower Engadine, with about 550 souls, in a hollow 
on the Spol, at its junction with the River Inn, 4,910 
feet high. Its 120 houses were nearly all burnt 6th 
September, 1872. One of the best churches here was 
built by the Planta family, 1823; a tower of theirs, 
called Wildenberg, is still inhabited; another is 
turned into a prison and arsenal. There are as 
many as six bridges on both rivers. 

[A car-road leads up the Spul, or Val del Fomo, 
to Olums, on the Bormio Road, in about 8 hours. 
It passes Ofen Inn (6 miles) at the mouth of Val 
PraspSl, by which you reach Bormio or Livigno; 
thence over the zig-zags of the Buffalora Pass (6,685 
feet high) down to Tschlerf or Gierf s, (6 miles) and 
Fuldora, where the car-road from Schuols (In the 
7«dine down the Val Jof\tfi join?. Desqcnding 



the Ram, in Milnster-thal, you come to Valcava, 
Sta. Maria, and Miinster Convent (7 miles) ; and 
over the border, by Taufers, to Olums, 5 miles.] 

The next place in the Lower Engadine is 

BUb, at the month of Siiserthal, up wliich there 
is a path over the FlnSla to Davos. It is one of the 
prettiest villages in the valley, the houses being 
large and frequently ornamented with carving, and 
the dress of the women gay and cheerful. Remain s 
of Zeznina, and another castle crown the heights, 
from which avalanches sometimes fall. For the 
preservation of the traveller the road is protected 
here by strong roof -like projections, to break the 
descent of the ice. 

Layln, the Roman Lavinium, is a plain at the 
mouth of the Lavinuoz, with three Hotels, 4,690 
feet above sea. Pie Linard^ 11,207 feet high, a 
very beautiful peak. Guide required. 

Guarda, (away from the road), under the Silv- 
retta Pass, on a high rock at the entrance of the Val 
Tuol, 2 leagues long, by which you may get to the 
Sardasca in the Pnittigau, and to Ochsenthal in 
Tyrol. Guarda contains about 100 houses and 300 
persons, many of whom, like their neighbours, 
emigrate for a living. The village Inn is 5,415 
feet above the sea. At Giarsan, on the opposite or 
south side of the river, are several fruit gardens. 
From Guarda by Boscia, or Bosca, to 

ArdetZp or Steinsberg in German, and the Roman 
Ardea, a village {Inn, Bonne) in a fertile spot, 
noted for honey. It possesses a good church and 
an old tower, still inhabited. The Castle of Steins- 
berg is near at hand. Here the Lower Engadine 
divides into two parts, the upper, which we hare 
Ravelled, being called ''SurMont Fallum," and 
the lower " Tot Mont Fallum." Across the river 
is Surun, at the mouth of Val Sampuoir. Diligence 
to Fettan, 8f miles. 

[A little beyond Ardetz is the deep valley of the 
Tasna, which falls into the Inn, near Tarasp, a 
pretty spot, 4,180 feet above sea, with a Castle, in 
Val Plafna, on the opposite side to Ardetz. 

Tarasp, and the neighbouring village Vulp^ra., 
arc now much noted for their mineral Springs, 
chiefly sulphur, something like Carlsbad and 
Kissingen. English Church Service at the Kurhaua. 
To the south is Piz PIsoo and its glaciers, 10,425 feet 
high; Piz Lls?l»an is 10,180 feet; T\i Chiftmpat?ch, 
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9,580 feet. Every yCat these springs are more 
vtsitcd. There is very good accommodation both 
at Vulpera and Taraap. Invalids coming from 
England generally alight at Landquart station, 
(see Route 88), and take diligence down the 
FrUttignu, sleeping at Davos DUrfll. 

SchttlS {Inns: Belvedere; Post; KUnz; Krone; 
Helvetia; Pension Schuls), in a picturesque spot, 
4,000 feet above sea. Tt has a iK)pulation of 
1,000, and is the most agricultural village in the 
Engadinc; the soil being carefully irrigato<l by a 
canal 8 leagues long. Avalanches fall down now 
and then from the Muotta. Two mineral springs 
are in the neighbourhood. The Porta family had 
their origin here. A car-road of about 12 miles 
tunis off south up the Scat'l Past into Val Joata 
and the MUnsterthal. Diligence to Tarasp, and to 
Landeck vift Naudors. 

SIXIB, (4,700 feet above sea) is another largo vil- 
lage of 300 houses, with a fruitful soil. It was 
burnt entirely, 1623, by the Austrians, and again 
in part 1828. In a brook at some distance they used 
to drown sorcerers in old times. Passing hence to 
Crusch and Val d'Uina, you reach BemtlB, at a 
wooden bridge over a dark gorge, in Val Sinos- 
tra. Thence by Suraplana and Strada (near 
Schleins) to 

MarUnsbriick (RomanKhy Pomartlno), so called 
from the bridge of St. Martin, by which the road 
crosses the Inn (near an old castle) to Nauders. 
There is a custom-house at the bridge, this being 
the frontier of Tyrol. There is a fine view at I ho 
top of the hill leading up from the bridge. 

Nanders (4,470 feet above sea). Inn*: Post: 
L8wc. The first town in Austrian Tyrol, with 
the Interesting old castle of Kaudorsberg. Hence, 
4 miles to the FinBtermUns Pass on the Inns- 
bruck Road (see Route 35). 

K.OTJTJB SO- 

From Ohlayenna, up the Maloya Pass, to 

the Engadlne. 

This is a good carriage road, in the direction of 
the old Roman way over the Julier. It is about 11 
fitunden to St. Moritz, where it joins Route 29. 
Many of the people of this valley, like those of 
Dome d'Ossola, emigrate to the groat towns as

Italian side, with a Custom Honsd. The ftrst place 
from it, up the Maira, or Val Bregaglia, near the 
pretty Acqua Fraggla Fall, is Santa Croce, opposite 
the site of the town of PlUTB, or Piwo, a Swiss 
Pompeii, which, with its population of 2,430, was 
entirely overwhelmed by a great landslip from 
Monte Conto, 4th September, 1618. The spot is 
marked by a chestnut grove, 60 or 70 feet bolow 
which is the unfortunate town, from which not a 
trace of its inhabitants was ever recovered. After 
Villa comes the custom house. Then 

CaBtasegna, the first place in the Swiss Canton 
of Orisons, whore silk is produced. It was com- 
manded by the Castelmur fort, on the opposite 
bank, at the Val di Co<lcra. The next place is 
gplno, whence a short road crosses the Malra 
to Bondo^ south of which are several peaks of 
the ncmlna Range, bounded by the lofty Monte 
Delia DlBgrazla behind, 13,07S feet high. Tho 
shadows of the various peaks serve to indicate the 
time. From Splno also a zig-zag path to tho 
north leads up to Soglio, the ancient seat of tho 
Salts family, under Monte Soglio (6,714 feet high). 

Beyond Splno the road crosses to tho south side 
of tho river to PromontOgnO (/nn), near Porta 
Castle. Then on by Btampa and Borgonuovo (ur 
BontUv) to VicOBOprano, or Vesprau (Pension), 
a village of 850 souls, 8,565 feet above tho sea, 
shut hi among high mountains, some of which to 
the south, as Monte d'Oro and Piz Muretto in tho 
Beniina Range, are 10,000 to 11,000 feet high. 
Ruins of Castel-Sur are near; once the seat of tho 
Prevosti family, who derived their origin, according 
to tradition, from that of Fabian at Rome. Ex- 
onrsion to the Albigna Glacier. 

Casaccla (/nn), the next place, is 4,790 feet high, 
and at the foot of the Maloya and Septimer Passes. 
The latter was the highway from Italy in Augus- 
tus's time, and for many ages after. Near the 
village are traces of St. Gandenzio (Gaudentius) 
chapel, so called after a preacher of the Gospel hero 
in the fourth century. 

Since 1885 a new zig-zag road in place of the 
Roman path has been made over the PaSB Of 
Maloya or Maloggla (i.e^ Rough Road), tho top 
of which (about 5,940 feet) commands a fine view 
of the glaciers, i^c, around. A largo hotel *' 
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at the aottth-westelli end of the Sllser Sec; a Lake 
8 miles lon^, called Leg da Segl in Romansch, and 
fed by a stream -which comes down from the 
Septimer 2 miles north-west; and Is the head of the 
river Inn, or rlrer of the Engadine Valley, at the 
top of which we now are. 

Silfl, or Segl (Inn), the first place in it, and at the 
lower end of the Lake, is in a cold bare spot, near 
SiLS Mabii. (Inn), 6,890 feet above the sea, where 
the temperature seldom ranges above freezing 
point. Large trout, weighing 20 lbs,, and pike, 
arc caught in quantities. On one side is the old 
castle of the Castromus family. The Glacier of 
Fez up the Sondrio Valley is not far off. One of 
thelargest houses here was built by Josti, a retired 
Berlin chocolate maker, a native of Davos. Pass- 
ing down by the second lake you come to 
Silyaplana* near Campfer (Inn), at the foot of 
the Julier, and 3 miles from St. HorltZ, in the 
Engadine (see Eoute 29). 

I^OXJTE 81. 

Coire to tne Engadine, by tlie Albula Pass. 

Diligence in 7 hours to Bergiin, where a stay of 
half-an-hour is made. Bergtin to Ponte in a little 
over 4 hours. All information at the Steinbeck 
Hotel, at Coire. 

Coire (Stat.) to Lenz, as in Route 29, whence 
you turn up the Albula Road to 

BrienZ, a Catholic village of 250 sonls, on the 
slant of a mountain, among green meadows, and 
having an old seat of the Porta family. Beyond 
this, facing Suraga, arc the extensive ruins of 
Bclfort Castle, on a lofty peak. (The road past 
here to Davos (page 146) goes through" Wiesen 
(4,770 feet), with two hotels and resident medical 
men, now becoming ranch frequented as a winter 
resort.) 

AlveneU, or Alvaneue-Bad {Romansch, Igl 
Boign), on a nigged table rock, 1^ mile from the 
river, contains a good church, and a population 
of 350, many of whom are retired confectioners, Ac. 
Its Bath* are in a pretty situation, close to the 
Albula, 8,170 feet above the sea; near whicli a 
cattle fair is held in June. Hence the road crosses 
the Landwasscr or Davos, to 

Fllisur, a Protestant village of 3$0, in a savage 



hollow. Retnains of Grelfenstcin Castle appear 
over the torrent, and offer several picturesque 
views. A silver mine at Bonacelso is now given up. 

Leaving Filisur, the road runs by the Albula, 
crossing it twice in the wild gorge of the BergUner- 
Siein, a deep cut in the I'ocks, about 1,190 feet 
long, protected by a slight wall from the river, 
which rushes through hundreds of feet below. The 
French and Austrians dragged their artillery up 
it in the wars of 1799 and 1800. At length it 
reaches 

Hyrgiitt, or Bergogn In Romansch. Inna: Piz 
d' Aela; Kreuz; Sonne. A Romansch-speakmg 
village, at the foot of the Albula, 4,660 feet above 
the sea. Population, 420, who are chiefly in the 
carrying trade over the pass. A zig-zag path to 
the north-cast leads up to Latsch, and another 
strikes up Val Tuorz by the Piz d'Alba and 
Albula Spitz, to Cinuschel, in the Engadine. 

The ascent of the Albula is perfectly safe in sum- 
mer, but not always so in spring, on account of 
the avalanches. Traces of the Roman way are 
seen near the Weissenstein (Krap Alv) Inn, 
about half way up; near which are the two small 
lakes from which the river issues (6,825 feet above 
the sea). Thence by the wild and desolate Trum- 
mer-thal, to the top of the Albula PaSfl, 7,695 feet 
high, which is called Zum Kreuz, and lies between 
the peaks of two parallel ridges, one granite, 
and the other limestone; the latter 9,625 feet 
high. Piz d'Err, with its vast glaciers is 1,510 
feet higher. There is a short cut before this through 
Val Bevers to Samaden in the Engadine. The road 
then leads past another lake, down to Ponte in the 
Engadine (Route 29); being rugged andsolitory at 
first, but improving in interest as it approaches 
the populous valley at its foot.

Coire to Davoa and tne Engadine, by tbe

Diligence daily In 4i hours to Langwies, thence 
to Arosa in If hours. Langwies to Davos by the 
Strela pass by bridle-road. Only vel-y light 
luggage can be taken. 
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Route 82.] MALADERS, DAVOS PLATZ, DURRENBODEN, 

For the Fluela Pass:—

The mahi route from Colre (Stat) Is up Schalfik- 
thal, or Valley of the Plossur, high up the moun- 
tains, where the Tillages are all perched, following 
each other in quick succession. The first is 

Maladers, a Protestant village, hanging as it 
were on the precipice, which is washed by the 
Plesaur far below. Calfrclsen or Kalfreizan the 
next, Is part of Maladers parish, and commands a 
fine view. 

Castiol, St. Peter, and Peist, are next passed, 
with the road over the Julier in view to tho south. 

LaZigWies, in the pastures, 3,990 feet high, 
at the foot of tho Strda, having 400 population, 
and a parish church, near which two fairs arc held, 
for the people of this and the neighbouring Valley 
of Fundey, which turns off into the Prattlgau. 

From Langwies the diligence goes to Axosa, a 
small but favourite health resort. The hotels are 
often full in summer. 

Passing the three villages of Saptin, you reach 
the Strola Pass, 7,800 feet above the sea, com- 
manding a fine prospect ; and thence descend to 

Davos Plats, Tt^aasy or Tamn in Romansch, a 
winter and summer resort for invalids, among 
pastures and healthy pine woods, on the Land- 
wasser (one of the head streams of the Khine), 
6,105 feet high, ffoiels: Kurhaus; Hotel and 
Pension Belvedere, first-clnss; Hotel and Pension 
Buol, first-class, open all the year; Hotel d'Angle- 
tcrre, first-class family hotel, very well situated; 
Hotel Victoria ; Schweirerhof . Church Service (see 
Bradihaw's Continental Guide). Its Town house, 
now used as a Refreshment room, contains a largo 
pwm set off with the arms, Ac, of tho old families 
of this quarter. Davos IXirfll ; IJ miles distant, 
with a Kurhaus, prettily situated, and a good 
centre for excursions. This primitive mountain 
valley is watered by the Tandwasser, flowing 
between the Orison Alps and the Schanfik Range. 
It was first peopled in the thirteenth centnrj-, and 
contains an agricultural population noted for their 
stature and cheerful humour; com and cattle arc 
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the mountains, so that no patch of green meadow 
is without one. See Haddock's Davos Plait. 



A car-road descends tho Landwasscr, by Frau- 
enkirch to OlarlS, which has a mineral Spring. 
Here, a way (a path up the Sertig-thal) conducts to 
the south side of the river, to the Schmelaboden 
iron works, and Jenisberg, to Filisur; but the main 
road passes on to Wiesen, where a path turns off 
over a picturesque wooden bridge to Jenisberg; 
and from Wiesen, by Schmitten to the. Alveneu 
Sprhigs, on the road to Coire, and up the Albula by 
Filisur. 

From Davos, there is now a rail to Davos-DtJrfll 
at the foot of the Schiahorn, near the Dovosen See, 
which lies under the Sechorn. From this it rises 
to Lower and Upper Laret, and the Black Lake ; 
and thence over the Stutz Pass to Briick and 

Klostcrs, on the Landquart and the Meyenfcid 

Road. 

The above lino is tho latter part of the new rail 
from Landquart, past Klosters and Davos-Dorfli 
to Davos Platz, which is always now used by 
invalids. 

From Davos up the Scaletta, to 

Durrenboden (<. e.. Dry Bottom, from the 
barren nature of the soil), with an Inn^ 6,645 feet 
above the sea, near the source of tho Dischma which 
waters the valley, and in view of the Scliwan- 
hom, 10,385 feet high, with a remarkably fine 
prospect from the top. The PaSB Of the Sca- 
letta is 8,595 feet high; steep on one side, but 
presenting a gentle slope on the other. From the 
summit, a path strikes down to Sulsamia, and 
thence to Scanfs or to Cinuschcl in the Engadine. 

From Davos again, over the Fluela Pass, there 
is a mule path of 4 hours. It is a wild and dreary 
heap of rocks and glaciers, at the head of a valley 
which is parallel to the Dischma. It turns off at 
DavOS-DOrfli, the lower part being dotted with 
forests. Above these brambles grow to the edge of 
the ice. At a i>oint, 6,250 feet high, stands the 
hospice of Tschuggcn, with some pasture near it. 
Above this, among masfcs of rocks which have 
been thrown down by avalanches, is a refuge for 
travcllorp. Others are placed on the other side t f 
the summit, washed by two small lakes, 7,835 feet 



their chief concern. Tho chftlets are spread over ' high ; so that It ranks In elevation after the 
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OrMt St. Barnard. It lies between the Schwarz- 
hom (Blaek Peak), and the ridge of the SllTretta. 
Many icy peaks are visible; but the air of deso- 
lation is extreme. A path descends from thence 
through SUser-thal to BUb, in the Engadine. 
(Ronte i9.) 

DROTJTB 88- 

lAndqiuurt, up the Prattlgau. to the 
Engadine. 

From Lmd^nart Station, on the United 
Swiss Bail, there is a car-road to Klosters and 
Davos. 

This road has since 1889 been superseded by the 
Balliray, from Landqnart to Davos Plats, the 
principal stations being Schlers, KUblls, Klosters- 
DSrfli, Klosters, Davos-DSrfli, and Davos-Plats. 
The time is under 3| hours. 

The Pr&ttlgau (or RhsBtlan Vale) Is a broad, 
green, and fertile trough in the mountains, watered 
by the Landquart, and bordered on the north by the 
Rhfltikon Chain on the Tyrol border. Length, 8 
leagues ; width 2 to 8 leagues ; but in some parts 
it narrows so as to leave only room for the river. 
Its name is derived from the ancient Rhmtia, by 
a slight chAnge; in Romansch, it is called Vol Par' 
term. The people (10,ftOO) are German-speaking, 
Protestants, and breeders of cattle and sheep. Ex- 
cellent wood and h(mey are produced, with a little 
f r«it and com in the warmer division of the valley. 
It- Uras part of the Austrian dominions in the 
Biiteenth century. In the Thirty Years' War, it 
was bver-mn by both parties. The Confederates, 
with French assistance, drove out the Austrians, 
IMt, and it became part of the Grisons Canton, by 
its union with the Zehn-Gerichte. 

The valley is entered by the narrow passage or 
ratine of XlUBi formerly guarded by Fragsteln 
Castle, now in ruins above the river. 

gdunltten, a village of 150 souls, under the re- 
mains of Solavers Castle, and divided from Griisch 
by a bridge over the Ganei torrent, which flooded 
its banks, 1783, and destroyed a place called 
^tsla. Sly annual fairs are held here, and 
es grow, though it is 4,650 feet above the sea. 
B<dl, (Stat.)^ near the above, contains about 
f houses, with a mill, Ac., and is at the 



mouth of the valley leading up to the Scesaplana, 
called also the Saxa plana, Schecoa plana, Pandeler 
Schroffen, Schilan, Sennkopf, Ac. 

{This is a trip of 5 or 6 hours, by mule. You 
pass Solavers Castle, which belonged to the last 
Count of Toggenburg, whose death was the signal 
of the independence of the Ten Jurisdictions. Above 
this is SeeufU and its Castle; in 1| hour, the 
Garey, or Ganey mineral spring; then the chftlets 
of the Beewis Alp, In 1| hour beyond. Leaving 
these you proceed along (he edge of the ravine, 
to a pl.iln covered with snow, near a glacier. 
This snowy plain is often covered with great 
numbers of insects, blown this way by the wind. 
Crossing a rough patch, among broken rocks, you 
reach the summit of the mountain; a conical peak, 
the highest in the PrSttigau, 9,760 feet above the 
sea, and commanding a splendid prospect. To 
the north are seen the Rhine, Constance Lake, the 
Swabian Hills, as far as Ulm, the Appenzell, and 
Toggenburg Mountains, Lakes of Zttrich and 
Wallenstadt, Mont Albis and part of the Jura 
Range. Towards the east are the Vorarlberg in 
Tyrol, the Mountains of Tyrol and Carinthia, as far 
as the. Gross Glockner, and Salzburg, including 
the Peaks of the Brenner, Femer, A;c. On the 
south, the mountains about Tarasp in the lower 
Engadine, the Silvretta Pass, and others in the 
Grisons. And to the west, those of St. Gothard, 
the Uri and Glaris Cantons, Ac. 

A descent may be made from it, on the Tyrol 
side down .to Blndens, passing the IMnir See; 
which is shut in by high mountains, except at one 
gap, through which the north winds blow with such 
Violence at times that the noise Is heard 3 miles off. 3 ' 

From Griisch to Schiers the valley is covered 
with sand and broken tftones, brought down by the ' 
Landquart. SchlerS (Stat.), near the river, a I 
large village, with a large church, close to which | 
the people beat the troops of Boldeson, one of their i 
feudal oppressors, in 1623. An embankment has , 
been raised as a protection against the ravages of 
the Schaubach, a mountain torrent, which may be 
ascended under Fanaserberg (7,040 feet), past Scha- 
ders and Drusen-thal (t. e., the valley jof Druaes) 
over Drusen Thor or Pass, in the Rhsetikon (7,170 
feet high), and down Gauerthal, to Bludens. 
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From Sohnders, a shorter path to the left may be 
found over the Schweizer-thor (4 hours). 

Pass Lunden to Rttthien, where a wooden bridge 
crosses over to Jenatz, on the Fideris side, the main 
road continuing along the north bank of the rirer, 
past Castels Castle, <fec. 

Jenatl» or Genatz, at the foot of a fertile height, 
with one or two villages near, contains 110 houses, 
a forge, and two mills; and Is the place where 
most f^uit is grown in the valley. It has also a 
sulphur spring. 

Fideris, having a population of 500, in a pleas- 
ijig part of the valley, is on a grassy height, with a 
forest behind it. It is noted for its excellent iron 
or acid Spring$^ which are in a picturesque hollow, 
1| mile higher up the mountain, 2,940 feet above 
the sea, fed by the Rasohitscher Brook. There is 
good bathhig accommodation for 200 persons ; and 
expenses are only 2 to 8 francs a day. There are 
five springs at Flddrls BatlLI, of which two are 
most powerful; one being used for drinking, the 
other for bathing in. They are boieficial in cases 
of fever, dysentery, and the like complaints. 

On the Fideris Road there are several fine points 
of view, taking in the romantic ruins of Btrahleck. 
on this side, and Luzeinberg and Castels Castles, 
on the other side, of the Laudquart. Ezoursions 
may be made up the Casana or Fideris Mountain, 
past a fall over to Fandy, in Schalfik-thal, and 
thence to Davos and Coire, or to the pleasant Valley 
of St. Anthony and the Valley of Bdielepina, beyond 
Kloiters. In ascending Uie Fideris Ridge, you skirt 
a small lake, surrounded by dark conical peaks, of 
serpentine form, giving quite a green tint to the 
water. 

Leaving Fideris yon pass the ruins *of an old 
manor honae, or castle, called Btrahleck, or 8trah< 
legg, whence there is a ronarkable prospect over 
the npper PrKttigau. Over the Lasdquart bridge to 

KUbllS (8tat.}> which has a church with 
an image of St. Christopher, out of respect to whom 
the French spared the place In 1622. The family 



of Stadion had a seat here, one of whom was balliif 
to Albert of Austria, and fell in the Battle of 
NSfels, 1888. 

[At this point yon turn up the Valley of 8t 
Anthony, or St. AntSniertfuU. It passes the 
Luzeinberg, or Castle of Luzein, and the terraces 
near it; then Paner and St. Anthony's Church, 
past quiet mountain lakes and rocky heights, 
remarkable for the echoes they send back. Above 
the church the path divides; one way over the 
Druserthor, the other over the SnUhuh Peak, into 
the ifoai(^/teMt*-IAof, down to Bludens or Lan- 
deck, in Tyrol. Paths also to the right strike over 
St. Ant5ni-Joch, towards Landeck.] 

Bass is the next place to RUblls, in the ascent 
of the Landquart, and oontains about 600 popula- 
lation, among rooks and avalanches. The latter, 
in 1689, carried away fifteen houses with all their 
inhabitants. It has been mosUy rebuilt since a 
terrible fire in 1785. 

At Mezza-Selon Fall, the road winds up in aig. 
zagsto 

Slosters (Stat). Sotelt, Jta Kurbans Klos- 
ter DSrfli; Schweizerbaus ; Hotel et Pension 
Vereina; Hotel et Pension Bllvretta; Brosl. 
The chief village of a Jurisdiction of the Priitti- 
gau, where the roads from Davos and Engadine, 
and the three head streams of the Landquart 
(Sardasca, Silvretta, Vereina) imite, 8,950 feet 
above the sea on a grassy plain in the mountains. 
It takes its name (Cloisters) from a former Convent 
of St. James here. The char-road crosses the river 
to Brttck, and thence over the Stutz Pass, by a 
mineral spring, and lake, to Davos (seeprecedlmr 
Route). 

To ascend to Silvretta. you foUow the main 
stream of the same name to Montviel, from which 
a path leads up the Sardasca, on the left hand over 
Klost-thor into Tyrol. But taking the path to the 
right up the Vereina, you reach the glaciers and 
abysses of the wUd SUTVetta, 11,000 feet above 
the sea. From the tunniit there are pathi down 
the glaciers to Lavin (by Pii Linard, Ac.) or to 
Slii, in the Lower Eofadlnei in Soule M.

Railway.— The ArllJOrg Unc, about 113 miles 
long, was opened October 2l8t, 1884, on the comple- 
tion of the Arlberg tunnel (6 miles 250 yards long), 
commenced In 1880. There Is now through com- 
munication between Llndau (Lake Constance), 
Bregens, and Innsbruck. There are about 85 
stations (see Bradshaw's Continental Guide). On 
both sides of the Arlberg tunnel the line rises for 
about 18 miles each way, attaining an altitude of 
4,800 feet above the sea, and it was here that the 
main engineering difficulties were encountered. 
The most interesting part, from this point of view 
is from BratztoLangen; after Landeck the line 
mainly follows the valley of the Inn, occasionally 

crossing the tributaries of that river, with fine 

scenery round about. Between Brntz and Langcn 

there are 16 large bridges and viaducts, two aque- 
ducts, and 6 smaller tunnels and galleries as a 

protection against avalanches. The gradients are 

often 3 in 100 metres. The railway from ZUrich, 

or Coirc, joins this line at Feldkirch. 
LINDAU. 
HoMi: BayriscberHof; LindauerHof; Krone; 

Sonne. 

An old B»varian town, on an island near the 

north-east comer of the Lake of Constance 

'"-densee), connected with the shore by a long 

ly embankment and a wooden bridge. On 

ay is a monument to Maximilian II., and on 



the pier a large marble Hon, both by Halberg. 
There Is also a fine fountain in the Reichsplatz, 
and a war monument. Steamers run frcciucnily 
to Bregenz and Romanshom. 

The Lake of Constance, 
always spoken of as the Bodonsee (see page 78), 
is constantly traversed by steamers running 
between the chief towns, Constance, Friedricha- 
hafen, Romanshom, Rorschach, Ludwigshafen, 
Llndau, Bregenz, &c. Between them all there is 
at least one daily service, and between the principal 
places 8 or 4 times dally. From Llndau to 
Bregenz, 6 or 7 times daily In summer, less fre- 
quently in winter. The passage takes about half- 
an-hour, and the Ist and 2nd class fares are 51 kr. 
and 27 kr. respectively. 

BREGENZ (Stat) 
jyote/«: D'Autrlche; Europe; Montfort ; Wcisses 
Kreuz; Schweizerhof ; Lowe. Population, 4,700. 
The capital of Vorarlberg circle (Austrian), seated 
on a hill at the east end of Lake Constance (Bodcn 
See), wher^the Aoch falls in. It is very old, and Is 
well built, especially the modem part on the shores 
of the lake. The church Is a fine building, and 
the tower is ancient. Museum of local an- 
tiquities and natural history Interesting. The 
old Castle shows traces of Roman work; and is 
supposed to partly occupy the site of the Roman 
Brigantium. Remains of Montfort Castle stand on 
the Gebhardsberg. or Schlossberg, hard by, near 
the Church, which commands a fine view of the 
Hoho Sintis and the whole of the Lake of 
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Constance. A splendid view is also obtained from 
the PfUnder (3,480 feet), 14 hour from Brogcnz, 
where there is a commodious and well-managed 
hotel. The road is not at all difficult. 

The Abcrer family here have some early paint- 
ings of Angelica Kaufmaun, who was born at 
Schwarzenberg, in the Forest of Bregenznear this, 
the InhabiUnts of which have a peculiar dialect 
and dress. Cotton and flax are spun; and ready- 
made huts or chAlets are manufactured for the 
Alpine parts of Switzerland. 

Steamers on the lake about 4 times a-day to 
Llndau, In Bavaria, Fredrichshafon, in WUrttem- 
berg, where the railway from Stuttgart terminates, 
Rorschach in Switzerland (on the road to Con- 
stance, St. Gall, Colre, Ac); and to Constance at 
the other end of the lake. The ZUrich and St. Gall 
Railway, vid Rorschach, is carried on to Bregenz 
and Lindau. 

There is an upper road to Innsbruck through the 
Brogenier Wald and Lechthal. 

Dombim (Stat.) a market town, with as 
many as 10,000 inhabitants, who make muslin and 
cotton goods, and carry on an important cattle 
trad^. 

Hohenems (Stat) A small place of 0,000 
population, of whom a considerable number are 
Jews. It has a sulphur Spring, frequented by 
invalids, and commands a fine view from the ruins 
of the Alt and Non Hohenems Castles. At 06tlifl 
(Stat.), further on, a village of 1,600 population, 
are remains of two more castles, whicli belonged 
to the Counts of Montfort. 

Kext, Rankwell (Stat.), (^t the entrance of the 
Laternserthal. 

FeldUrch (Stat.) /fiiiJ.-EngHscherhof ; L8we; 
Schftfle. Population, 8,800. On the III, noted forthe 
actions between the French and Austrians, 1799 
and 1800.^ Schattenburg belonged also to the 
Montfort family; the Pfrttndnerhaus (hospital) 
was built 1218. The Kurhaus, in a pretty spot, 
with fine gardens; its waters are saline and 
alkaline, and it is useful in lymphatic complaints, 
mucous discharges, &q. 
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[A road from here goes off by Vadui, Balzers, 
and Colre in the Grlsons (see Route 22), following 
the raU which here makes a junction with the 

Colre line at BucliB, vid Soliaan-Vadui (Stat.) 

The Colre road turns off here, up the east bank of 
the Rhine to Mayenfeld, in the Grisons territory. 
It passes Neudeln and Schaan, to Vaduz (8 hours), 
in the principality of Lichtcnstcin; then in S 
hours to 

Mayenfeld {Inm: Rbssll; Sonne; Zura Falkniss), 
the Roman Lupinuni^ with a population of 960. 
Much com and wine are produced here. The church 
is good ; the best houses are in the suburbs. From 
Salenech tower, one of those belonging to its 
ancient castle (supposed to be of French origin), 
is a good view of the Rhine. Ragatz and the 
Pfaflers Baths are on the other side (see Route 24). 
In the neighbourhood are the beautiful Valley of 
Mayenfeld, among limestone hills; Falkniss, a 
peak of the Rhatikon (8,418 feet high) ; and Flesch 
or Fl&sch, with its bad or mineral water, close to 
the Rhine.] 

The rail passes through a tunnel of 850 feet 
under the Schattenbcrg and crosses the 111 to 

Fraetani (StatX then by Kenslng (Stat) 
and Straesenliaas (Stat.X with fine prospects to 

Bludeni (Stat) /him; Post; Kreua; Krone; 
Bludenzerhof; Soesaplana; Arlbergerhof. A dull 
town of 2,000 population, in th« Valley of the 111. 
The environs are more pleasant; a turn to the 
south-east leads up from the 111 into the populous 
Monte^funer VaUev^ which is oultivated with cherry 
orchards, for kirschwasser (cherry brandy). The 
inhabitants differ in many respects from their near 
neighbours, and are evidently remains of one of 
the border nations, whose former boundary was 
the Arlberg. It is divided from the Prftttigau and 
Engadlne in Switaerland by the RhUtlkon, a 
ridge forming part of the Rhaotic Alps, 9,788 feet 
high at Scosaplana. From Sohruna, the largest 
place in it, there is a fine view at BartolomMusberg, 
and you may follow it round through the Paz- 
nauner-thal to Landeck. 

Dalaas (H miles), under the AHberg^ or Adlers- 
berg, <.«., Eagles' Mountain, 10,200 feet above the 
sea, covered with dark gloomy pine f* — -*- '^*"* 
carriage road leads up to 
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8ta1)eil (/nn«: Tranbe; Pott), at the foot of the 
Arlber?. The carriage road aiceads to the pass 
oyer the side of the mountain, 6,200 feet abore 
the sea, where the snow lies till May. |Iere are 
the Franzensbriicke, and the Hospice, for travellers, 
founded by the Briiderschaft, or brotherhood, of 
St. Christopher. 

The railway tunnel, over 6 miles long, commences 
near here at Trft'ng^" (Stat.), and terminates at 

St. Anton (Stat.) 

Descending by the road you pans through thebeau- 
tiful Stanaer-thal, or valley of the Rosanna, on to 
St. Anton (8| miles) ; then to Scftnan, where is a 
dark cleft or pass (the Schnaner-Klamm). 

Fllncll (Stat.) /n» •' Post. It has a fine view 
from Wiesberg Castle, and alabaster quarries. Near 
this is the junction of the Rosanna (or Stanzer) 
with the Trisanna (or Patznaim); the latter 
eoming down from the glaciers of Pie lAnard^ 11 ,21 
feet high. 

Landeck(8tat). inn: Post. 
▲ village of 1,500 population, on both sides of the 
Inn, where the valleys of the Inn and Patznaun 
join, and the road from Botzen and the Wormser 
or Sanna Joch falls into the main road. The 
Bavarians took it in 1703. Notice here the forts 
of Landeck (now inhabited by poor people) and 
Schrof ensteln just above the place ; and the once 
strong Castle of Kronburg, on a cliff on the other 
side of the Inn, underneath which the rail runs. 
The valley of the Inn, which the road follows 
right through north Tyrol, is nearly 100 miles long, 
and in some parts only 2 to 8 broad. 

Leaving Zams to the right, the rail passes by 
Bdhdnwles (Stat.), following the windings of 
the Inn, and reaches 

Imst (Stat.) Inn: Post. A small market 
town, 2i miles from the railway, with 2,600 popu- 
lation, who carry on a good trade in Canary 
birds. It waa nearly destroyed by fire in 1812. 
Close to it are the conical topped Tschttrgant; 
Calvarienberg Chapel, with a fine range of view ; 
Muttekop, 9,078 feet high; the gloomy Selvesser 
Valley, where you get a view of the WUdapitZ, 
the Immsterspitz, on the north bank of the tnn— 
a peak (spitz) of that ridge, to which Tschttrgant 
belongs, and which hero divides the upper and 



lower roads to Innsbrttck. Diligence from Imst 
over the Fern Pass to Beutte, in connection with 
a service of diligences by which SonthOfeu 
Station, the terminus of the line from Immen- 
Stadt (Bavaria) may be reached. 

Six miles further is Oetzthal Station, where 
the road into the Oetltlial turns off. 

For grandeur and variety the Oetzthal is the 
finest part of Northern Tyrol. From Oetzthal 
Station there are public conveyances daily to Oetz, 
Umhausen, and Lengenfeld. Carriages may be 
hired. Good road to Umhausen, beyond there 
rough to Solden, where it ends. 

To Oetz in half-an-hour by carriage. Inn.-^ 
Kassel, good. Oetz is 2,500 feet above sea, at the 
foot of the Achenkogl (9,866 feet). To the 
picturesque Piburger See^ 46 minutes' walk. From 
Oetz, past the falls of the Ache, at the foot of a 
huge cliff, and the village of Tumpfcn In 2 hours 
to VmliaUBen (3,400 feet), with a good inn. 
Excursion to the grand Stuiben-fall. By keeping 
on Ihe left bank of the stream the road may 
be reached by a short cut, 25 minutes above 
Umhausen, before it enters the gorge of Manrach^ 
through which rushes the torrent of the Ache. 

The village of Lengenfeld is next reached. 
Here iheSuhthal, opening to the left, communicates 
with the Stubaythal and Innsbruck. A guide is 
Indispenaable. Ckilden (4,440 feet) Is dominated 
by the majestic ice-covered NSderkogl (10,375 feet). 
Here the road ends. Saddle-horses and mules may 
be had. The next place is Zwleselstein. Here 
the Oet2thal divides into the Qurgl— and the 
Fenderthal. From the entrance of the former the 
road over the TinMerjoch branches off to MeTan 
by the Passeierthal in 14 hours. In crossing the 
pass keep to the signal-posts; a guide is advisable 
in case of foggy weather. The valley to the right 
hand leads directly to Fend by Helllg-XreTUE in 
4 hours. Turning to the left up the GurgUhal the 
Alpine village of Obergurgl (6,238 feet) Is 
reached in 8 hours; grand scenery; accommoda- 
tion at the curb's. From here in 8 hours over the 
Ramol Pass (10,500 feet) to Fend (about 40 minutes 
below the summit there is an Alpine inn). Quide 
is necessary. 

Fend (good inn), at the foot of the Thalleit- 
spitze, Is the best starting point for grand and 
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comt^aratiyely Alpine and Glacier ezenrslons; the 
KretiKspitze (often ascended by ladles^ Is to be 
recommended, as lying In the centre of the great 
giants of the Oetzthal. The Alpine clnbs hare 
greatly facilitated the ascent of many peaks and 
passes by constnzcting hnts at great heights. 
Reliable guides, officially certified, may be had all 
through the Oetzthal, but in greatest number at 
Fend. 

From Fend to UnBOre Frau by the Niederjoch 
or the Hocly'och in 8 to 10 hours. The latter Is 
the longer by one hour, but less difficult and more 
interesting. Ladies can take this route. Mules 
may be had ; guide required. At the foot of the 
Glacier, which has to be crossed, an inn, 2} hours 
from Fend, supplies refreshments. Past EungraS 
to Unsere Fran (good inns) the chief place of 
the beautiful 8chnalserth€il, thence in 5 hours past 
KartliaUB (inn) to Staben, in Vintscbgau. 
Hotel: Adler. From Staben there is a post road 
to Heran. 

The next place down the Oberinnthal is 

SilX (Stat)— /niM : Post; LSwe— ten miles 
from Imst, near Peterberg Castle, the old ruined 
birth-place of Margaret Maultasch, the last native 
soTerelgn, who in the fourteenth century made 
oyer her dominions to her kinsman, the Duke of 
Austria. 

Telfil (Stat.)— /nn ; Post— on the Inn, under 
the lofty Hohe Mnnde. Peterskirche is orna- 
mented by frescoes and paintings by Zoller, a 
natire. Fine views from the Calvarlenberg and 
the old fortress of Hortenburg. 

Zlrl (Stat.) Inn : LSwe or Lion. A small town 
on the Inn, under the Martinswand, a vast preci- 
pice dividing the Ober and Unter Innthal. It is 
noted for the rescue from almost certain death of 
the Emperor MaximUian (about 1498) by Zips the 
hunter ; the spot on the clifT s face is marked by a 
cross. Above are remains of Fragenstein Castle. 
The Klammschlucht is worth notice. The Calva- 
rlenberg offers an excellent view ; but a noble one, 
of great extent, is obtained by ascending the 
Sol stein (7 hours), which is 8,650 feet above sea. 
Over the Selraunbaeh^ to Kematan (Stat), and 



INNSBBUOK (Stat), or Inntpmok, 

on the Brenner Bail. 

Population, 28,600, Including 8,000 garrison. 

Hotds: Du Tyrol, well managed by Mr. Land- 
see; fine views over the town and valley. 

Hotel de T Europe, kept by Mr. H. Scheiner; new, 
well placed, and moderate. 

Hotel Goldene Sonne; Hotel Goldener Adler; 
Qoldener Stem ; Habsburgerhof. 

English Church Service^ at Hotel Tyrol. 

Capital of the principality or crown lands of 
Tyrol and Yorarlberg, seat of the Governor and 
Diet, of the law courts, university, Ac, standing In 
a romantic spot, 1,920 feet above the sea, in the 
Innthal or Valley of the Inn, which is enclosed by 
vast mountains 4,000 to 6,000 feet above the valley 
itself. The 8111 falls into the Inn close by. JEni 
Pom was the Roman name, and its present one 
(Inn bridge) is derived in the same way. It was 
repeatedly taken and retaken by the Bavarians, 
French, or the Tyrolese, In the memorable year 
1809; and was especially the scene of Hofer*s 
triumphant entry 16th August, after defeating 
Lefevre at Berg Iscl. From the many new 
buildings which have sprung up within the last 
10 years, the town has a very improved appearance. 

The Inn divides it Into two unequal parts, over 
which two bridges lead; in the town a wooden 
arched bridge, and at Miihlaue, a handsome sus- 
pttislon bridge, finished 1848. A triumphal Ar^ 
to Maria Theresa terminates the principal street, 
the Mariatheresienstrasse. The Rudolph Foun< 
tain was opened 1868, on the anniversary of the 
Union of Tyrol, 1863. 

Buildings and <9<^Mf .— The Franslskantr or Hof- 
kirohe, called Holy Cross, has the remarkable 
Monument of the Bmperor MaTiinlHaii, 

one of the largest in Europe (the Emperor is inter- 
red atl^eustadt, Vienna). On a marble sarcophagus, 
18 feet long, 6 high, is a kneeling bronze of Maxi- 
milian ; the sides being covered with twenty-four 
elaborate bas-reliefs of the prlnoipal events in his 
life. Around this are twenty-eight colossal brona e 
atatuis, 8 feet high, of distinguished r 
house of Hfqisbarg, with th^ Emp* 
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daughter, Arthbr of England, Clovis of France, Thco- 
dorlc the Ostrogoth, Ac, all in costume, with their 
crowns, armour, mantles, and rich dresses. The 
whole, except four, were executed by Alexander 
Colin or Collin of Mechlin, about 1530-60: casts of 
two or three of these figures are at the Crystal 
Palace. Tliere arc also the marble statue of Ilofer 
(by Schaller), whose earthly remains were brought 
here from Mantua in 1823; and a monument to 
those who fell in the various struggles against the 
French. The Silver Chapel on the right from the 
entrance contains a Silver Vii^in, and has, over a 
staircase, the tomb of Archduke Ferdinand and his 
wife, the beautiful Philippine Wclscr, a merchant's 
daughter of Augsburg, also by Colin ; in the niche 
under the covered staircase is the tomb of her 
governess, Philippine of Lorraine. Near it are 
twenty-three bronze statues, half the size of life, 
mostly sahits of the houses of Burgundy and 
Brabant. In this church Christina of Sweden made 
a profession of the Catholic faith. 

Other churches are, the Stadtpfarrkirche (St. 
James), which has, on the handsome high altar, a 
good image of the Virghi, by Lucas Cranacli, and 
many fresco paintings; the beautiful Jesuitcnkirche 
is built in somewhat barocco style, with a hand- 
some cupola and fine altar-piece of the school of 
Bubens; Johanniskirche with fresco paintings; 
^icolaiklrche; the Kapuzlnerkirche (1598), with 
the cell of the Archduke Maximilian. At the old 
palace (Hof burg) is the Riesensaal (giants' room) in 
which are family portraits and pictures of the life of 
Charles YL, and a beautiful chapel built by Maria 
Theresa out of the room In which her husband the 
Emperor Franz I. died suddenly 176(>. Before it 
li the handsome and spacious Rennweg (race- 
course), with the equestrian statue of Leopold V. 
by Rhelnard, near the triumphal arch, and beautiful 
garden laid out In the English style. The Old 
Fort with Its golden roof (copper gilt) over the 
- balcony of the exchequer, which originated with 
Frederick mlt der Leeren Taschc (Empty Pocket), 
was once the residence of the Counts of Tyrol. 
Theatre, erected 1846; Town Hall. The Ferdln- 
andeum has the Landes-Musewn (dally, from 9 to 6; 
entrance, 60 kr. ; catalogue, 20 kr.), witli works of 
' by native artists, memorials of Hofer, collection 
*ural history, library, &c., University, founded 



1672, and restored 1826, with vailous collections. 
An upper gymnasium (Theresianura) and botanic 
garden, with a large quantity of Alpine plants. 
L'nirerslty library in the old Jesuits' College, 
with 80,000 vols. Tyrolese glass painting and 
mosaic manufactory; Schuler's relief model of 
the Tyrol, in the Pajdagoglum. 

Promenades and Amusements.— The Rennweg; 
Castle Garden ; rifle shooting at the shooting place 
on the Isel, at the village of Wiiten (whose 
abbey was, it is said, founded by the giant Haimon), 
which is famous for three actions in 1809, when 
the Tyrolese, under Hofer and Speckbacher, utterly 
routed the Bavarians and French; much visited, 
especially on Sundays. Schonberg, from whence 
the picturesque Valley of Stubay, with Its high 
mountains and glaciers, may be visited. Patscher- 
kof el, 7,300 feet high, with a fine view, 6 miles from 
Innsbruck. The finest excursion is to the LaXLSer 
Edpfe, 1,000 feet above the town, ascent on foot, 
in li hour. The following route may be taken : — 
Innsbnick to Schloss Ambras (below) by omnibus, 
or 50 minutes* walk; then to Lans, 40 minutes 
(good Inn) ; from here in 80 minutes to the Lanser 
KJipfe. Return via Igels-Vlll (Inns), IJ hour, to 
Innsbruck. 

Other excursions may bo made to Martinswand ; 
to the Solstein and Munde; to Maximilian's hunting 
scat, Wcyerberg, with paintings by Cranacli, 
Rubens, &c. Milhlau has a cold water-cure estab- 
lishment, where Is a monument, erected by King 
Ludwig of Bavaria, to the court player, Esslair, 
who died here 1840. Also the romantic Valley of 
Selrain Qries, 4 stunden from Innsbruck, from 
whence the nearest glacier, the Lisenzer Femer, 
8,100 feet high, can be visited In 7 to 8 hours. 
From here or from 0x168 in 4 to 5 hours to the 
Oetzthal. 

ScUoes Ami as, or Ambras, is i stunde from 
Innsbruck. It is now turned Into a museum of 
weapons, models, furniture, and historical por- 
traits. Til- kets at the Hof burg, Innsbruck. The 
Archduke Ferdinand passed here most of the time 
of his 30 years' happy marriage with Phlllppiua 
Wclser; and her bath-room, &c., Is still pointed out. 
Magnificent view of the Innthal : \ stmide distant 
liStheEgerdaQher-Bad. A more distant excursion 
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is to the Zillerthal, by way of Strass. To the 
Brenner Pass about 23 miles.

The line follows the Vallay of the Inn (known as 
the Unter Innthal) as far as Rosenheim. 

Hall (Stat.) 2nn8: Bar; Post. On the Inn, 
with 5,400 population; having a church of the 
ldthcentur>% with curious old vessels and a plain 
marble monument to Joseph Spcckbacher, the bold 



and sagacious comrade of Hofer. He was bom at 
Rlnn, a little south. The salt works (Salzberg), 
7 miles to the north, and 6,600 feet above the sea, 
are worth visiting. Since 1236 they have regularly 
produced an enormous quantity yearly. Per- 
mission may be had of the director in the town. 
One road from Hall to Schwaz leads through the 
romantic Vomperthal, past Vomp and Viecht, with 
a beautiful Benedictine Abbey, now a school. But 
the high road soon after crosses the Inn to the 
right bank (leaving the rail, which follows the 
left bank) and brings you to 

Schwaz (Stat.), 8i miles. Inns: Stem; Post; 
Zum Freundsberg. A small market town, with 
6,000 population, on the Inn, and once noted for its 
silver mines (now exhausted), whence the Fugger 
family drew their immense riches. In 1525 they 
produced nearly £4,000 worth of silver. About one- 
fourth of its houses were built by the French, 1809. 
Copper is still worked, with a little Iron; and 
woollens, hats, tobacco, cutlery, &c., made. At the 
Gothic parish church (which is roofed with copper) 
is a bronze monument by Colin ; there are also the 
Franciscan Church, with some ancient frescoes; 
and in the neighbourhood are remains of the Castle 
of Ritter George of Freundsberg. Excursion to 
the Kellerjoch in about 5 hours, guide advisable. 

From Jenbach, the next station, a road turns off 
into the Achenthal, in which is the Achensee, 
shut in by gigantic chalk rocks; thence by Kreuth, 
in Bavaria, and the Tegeru See, on to Munich. 

[Strass, not far from Jenbach, is in a beautiful 
country, at the mouth of the Zillerthal (Route 40), 
which turns off here, at Brettfall Hermitage. This 
is a very beautiful excursion, which will not take 
much time. Diligence from Jenbach to Zeli in 
4 hours. From Zell the Gerlosthal and Upper 
Pinzgau may be visited, see page 174.] 

Brixlegg (Stat.), with 1,100 inhabitants, and 
copper, lead, and other works, at the junction of 
the Alpach with the Inn. Pleasant excursion up 
the Valley to Alpbach In about 2J hours. 

Rattenberg, ll miles, inn: Stem. A small 
mining town, finely placed in the Innthal, of which 
there is a good view from the old castle. Beautiful 
wood carvings at the church. Aubad iron sp' 
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considered a eure for barrenness. By the road yon 
pass St. Leonard's Chnrch, bnllt 1019, by the 
Emperor Henry II., havfng carious carved worlc, 
and Kimdl (Stat.). The Innthal is here closed 
in by the Brandenberger Joch. 

WSrgl (Stat.), 9} miles, /nn: Post. Near here 
is the Hohe Solve (6,000 feet), the ascent of which 
may be made from hence. One line here goes on 
to Lend, for Bad Qastein (see Route 40), while the 
other turns round by way of 

EnfsteiXL (Stat.)» lO miles. mtds: Post; 
Aoracher's. A plea.<iant, small town, on the Inn, 
here crossed by a bridge towards the Bararian 
frontier. The rocky fortress of Josephsberg, above 
the river, which the French held, 1809, has been 
strengthened by additional works. Fine view 
from the Calvarienberg. 

From Kufstein to Kiefenfeldep (Stat.), the 
Bavarian frontier town, then through Ol)eran- 
dorf (Stat.), Brannenberg, Ac, through a flat 
country to Boflenhelm (Stat.), on the rail, 
where the line to Munich, which is about 40 miles 
distant, strikes off. 

The line from Rosenheim to Salzburg (66 miles) 
passes Frlen (Stat.), close to the Ghlemsee, 
a lake of about 11 by 7 miles. There is a branch 
here to Niederaschau, a favourite summer resort. 
Then past two stations over the Oros$e Ache to 
Bergen, Trauentheim (rebuilt after the fire of 
1851), by wooded hills to Freilassl&g (Stat), 
Bavarian frontier town, with branch line to 
RAiohenliall (see belowX and over th^ Saalaeh to 
Salsburg (see next page). 

From W6rgl, by carriage road, the first place is 

soil, 9| miles, /nn: Post. From here the Hobe 
Salve may be ascended. Then Elnau and 

St. Johann, a station on the Lend-Gastein 
railway, on the Grosse Ache; where two or three 
streams, the Praman, the Kitzbiihler Ache, and 
the Reitner Ache, join it. Inn3: Post; BSr; zum 
Hohen Kaiser. At the Anthony Chapel are some 
frescoes. 

From this there is a good road to Mltterslll, 
by way of 

KitsbUliel. Inm : Adler; Stern. A town of 
8,000 population, on the Kitzbilhler Ache; near 
Tfaloh are the Caetles of Kapsborg and Ltiwenburg, 



and the Kitibilhler Horn, with a grand and ex- 
tensive view from the top, 6,600 feet above the sea. 
Further on through the Thum pass into the Pinz- 
gau region, and to Mittersill (page 174). 

The high road from St. Johann leads through 
fine scenery past Erpfendorf, on to 

Waldrlng, 9 miles. Inn: Post. A favourite 
summer resort. Then through the deep valley, 
or gorge, of Strub Pass, the old fortifications, 
of which, except a tower, were destroyed 1809, 
you come to LofdT, where the Saalachthal 
begins, and a road turns south through Mitter 
Pinzgau. Further on, through the Knie Pass is 
the watering place of 

Unken. inns: Weisses Lamm; Post. It was 
nearly all burnt 1809. There are disused m^jes 
of silver and copper, and a custom-house close to 
the Bavarian frontier, where luggage can be 
plomh^ to save another examination when you 
get into Austria again, about 10 miles on. The 
Bavarian douane is at Melleck. 

From Melleck you go on to Ristfeicht, near the 
Weldel and Kuhberg Hills, thence to the little 
village of Schnaizlreut (1 stunde from Mel- 
leck), at the foot of the Ristfeicht, which is 6,300 
feet above the sea; from which the route leaves 
the Salach and runs past the Mulnerberg (4,630 
feet), and in ^ stunde reaches the point where 
the Traunstein rond turns of!; thence through 
the Wesselgraben, past the Thumsee and Bad 
Kirchberg, to 

RBICHENHALL (Stat.), 
In Bavaria, on a branch of the main line from 
Rosenheim to Salzburg. 

Hotels: Louiseabad, eicellent firat-clais, and 
moderate. 

Hotel and Pension Burkert. 

Post; Achselmannstein ; Krone. 

A watering place (population 8,090), at the 
centre of the great Bavarian Salt teorks^ some of 
which date from the eighth century. It stands in 
a romantic hollow, 1,680 feet above sea. About 
16,000 visitors come in the season, to the Brine 
and other Baths. The new Kurgarten in the | 
Oradirpark Is beautifully laid out, there ia good 
music moniing and eve^c^ ^^\^ ^ throngred I 
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with visitors. (See BradshavTs Continental Guide). 
There are about thirty Springs, the best of which 
is the Gnadenquelle (Grace Spring), which yields 
10,000 of the 16,000 tons yearly produce. Strangers 
are usually taken (tickets 1 mark, overclothing 
being provided) to the Grabenbach, an under- 
ground passage, where they see the pits, boiling 
houses, saw mills, forges, «fec., long pipes or conduits, 
connecting this with the neighbouring towns, 
where brine is found, or wood for boiling is more 
plentiful. That to Trauenstein, 8 leagues long, is 
carried over ground which rises 828 feet in one pai*t, 
and was executed by a master carpenter, named J. 
Reifersthul, in the time of Maximilian I. (1618) ; 
the brine being pumped to the summit level by 
water works. Another to Rosenheim, on the Inn, 
was made by Reichenbach, in 1809, and is 12 leagues 
long. The third brings brine from the springs at 
Berdltesgaden, which, thoughbutl60feethigher, 
yet, because of the mountains between, the brine 
Is first raised 1,680 feet by hydraulic works, and 
then falls 1,740 feet to Reichenhall, by a conduit, 
which is 6| leaguei in extent. 

Rail to Salzburg. The coach Road descends the 
east bank of the Salzach to St. Zeno and its Gothic 
Convent, 830 feet long, founded by Charles V.; and 
having in Its church pictures by C. Schwartz, 
Loth, «kc., presented by Duke William V., besides 
monuments. From this you pass Froscham, 
Weissbach, Schwarzbach (leaving Marzoil Castle 
to the right), and after crossing the Austrian 
frontier again, you reach the charming town of 

SALZBUBG (Stat) 
Hotels: Hotel deFEurope, finely placed In a park, 
opposite the Station. 

Hotel and Pension Nelboeck. 

ErzhersBog Karl; D'Autriche; Goldenes Schiff; 
Mohr: Hlrsch; Tiger; Regenbogen, &c. 

Cafi^ Tomaselli. There are also some Breweries, 
where you can lodge well and cheaply, though 
with Inferior accommodation. 

English Church Service, at the German Church. 

It is the capital of a crown land or circle of the 
same name, seat of an archbishop, Ac, on the 
SAlzach, l,9i0 feet above wa, inrroiinded by fine 



mountains on three sides, and often likened to 
Naples or Prague for the beauty of Its situa- 
tion. Population, 36,000 ; who make calico, 
leather, and hardware, chiefly for their own 
use. The Salzach, which pours down from 
an alpine valley abounding in every variety 
of scenery, divides the town in two parts, which are 
joined by a bridge, 870 feet long by 40 feet broad, 
and lie on the narrow tracts on both banks, at the 
foot of the ifonchsberg (Monk's Hill) and Kajau- 
cinerbery, which command splendid views from 
their summits. On one of these peaks is the 
Hohen Saltburg Festungy an old fortress of the 
eleventh century, from which there is a fine pros- 
pect. Tickets, 40 kr. 

Salzburg was the Roman Jitvavia, built by 
Hadrian, and destroyed by the Barbarians ; and it 
has produced several remains of antiquity, collected 
by Herr Rosenberger, and now removed to Munich. 
In St. James's Hospital is a Roman bath. 

It was formerly a fortified town, with eight 
gates, one of which stood at a cutting through the 
Monchsberg, 450 feet long. This is called the 
Neuthor, and a statue of St. Sigismund, in 
memory of the constructor, stands outside it. 
The houses are built of red marble, from a quarry 
close by, and have fiat roofs, in the Italian style. 
The old streets are narrow, and the squares small 
though regular. A terrible fire in 1818 destroyed 
property to the amount of five million florins, in- 
cluding two churches, the archbishop's palace, Ac. 
Since then It has been much improved by new 
streets, squares, a^d parks. 

The chief square, Residenz (or Hof ) Platz, is set 
oif by a magnificent white marble Fountain 45 feet 
high, erected 1664. On one side is the Residenz 
Sehloss, a large pile with columns in front of it, 
now used for public offices. It can be seen on 
application to the porter. It Includes various 
rooms, as the Bittersaal, the Karabinersaal, the 
Marcus-Sitticussaal, the Council Chamber, and, in 
the third storey, portraits of the prelates of Salz- 
burg who resided here as prince-archbishops of the 
province, before the Revolution, in succession from 
Amo, the first archbishop 798, in the time of 
Charlemagne. The people were first Cb 
by his predecessor Hrodbert, or Rupert 
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(or Iri-h) missionai-y, who built a chapel on the 
Waller Lake. 

Opposite the Hof stands the large Palace called 
the Neubau, used for Government and post and 
telcg-raph offices; opposite is the main-gnard-house. 
Ill MichaeVs, or Mozart's Platz, is a bronze Statue 
to Mozart (born at No. 226, opposite the Golden 
Crown Hotel), erected by his townsmen in 1842, 
modelled and cast by Schwanthaler and Stiegel- 
raayr. The Mozart Museum is at No. 7 getreide- 
gasse ; entrance, 50kr. Hours— 8 to 11 and 1 to 4, 
on week days; Sundays and festivals, 10 to 12. 
It contains collection of relics of Mozart. Mozart's 
House is in Makart Platz. ' Beautiful mosaic pave- 
ments were found when digging the foundation 
for the statue; one Is in the Museum, but the 
finer was taken to Vienna. 

Tlie Domkirche, or Cathedral, was built 1614-68, 
by S. Solari, of Como, on the plan of St. Peter's. 
It has a front of white marble ; many statues and 
altars of marble in the interior, which is noble and 
simple; paintings, by Sandrart, Ac; a large organ, 
and some relics and books in the Schatz Kammer 
or Treasury. A gallery connects it with the gar- 
den and new summer palace of the archbishop, 
called Mirabell, which has been rebuilt since the 
fire of 1818. It now belongs to the town. Here 
Otho, the late King of Greece was born, in 1815. 

St. Peter's Church is a fine building, containing 
the tombs of St. Rupert, and Michael Haydn, 1806, 
a composer, and brother to the great musician, 
Joseph. There is here an old curious Lcichenhof or 
corpse house, where the body rests, as it used to 
do at the lichgate in some church-yards in Eng- 
land (Beckenham for instance); also many ancient 
tombs as far back as the fourteenth century, and 
the bones of St. Maximus. This church is on the 
site of one built, they say, by St. Rupert. From 
the church-yard, a staircase in the rock leads up to 
the former dwelling of St. Maximus, with a rude 
chapel which he excavated with the help of his 
fifty disciples. 

The famous Benedictine Abbey of St. Peter has 
a library of 40,000 volumes, many MSS. and rare 
early editions. On the Nonnenberg, or Nun's 
Hill, where stood the Roman Fort of Juvavum, 
is the Ursuline Nunnery Church of the fifteenth 
century, behind the high altar of which Is a splendid 
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stained window, done 1480. St. Margaret's Church 
was built 1485. That of the University, now 
styled the Lyceum Church, on Universitats Platz, 
was built 1697-1707, in the Classic style, from de- 
signs of Fischer von Erlach. St. Sebastian's 
has been rebuilt since the great fire of 1818. It 
contains some handsome tombs, and the monu- 
ment of the celebrated physician, Theophrastus 
Paracelsus of Hohenstein, who lived at a comer 
house. No. 897, near the bridge, where they show 
his figure or portrait, and an inscription stating 
that he lived and died there, anno 1541. There are 
altogether twenty-four churches, only one being 
Protestant. That of Holy Trinity was destroyed 
in the fire. St. George's, In the court of the 
Hohen Salzburg, has statues in red marble of the 
twelve Apostles. 

A former Marstall, or stable of the archbishop?, 
is now a cavalry barrack. The Sommerreitschulc, 
or Summer Riding School, has three galleries cut 
in the rock, shaped like an amphitheatre, for spec- 
tators. The rock is of white marble, and a small 
river runs through It, A Winter Riding-School 
is also attached. 

Among other buildings are the Klinstlerhaus, 
for picture exhibitions ; the Kurhaus and Badhaus 
in the Stadt Park. The Carol ino-Augusteum 
Museum (Fr. Josef squal) offers several attractions ; 
such as a cabinet of antiquities, another of middle- 
age objects, a plnacothek, or picture gallery; a 
collection of natural history, minerals, birds, and 
insects a herbarium, library, and collection of 
coins. Almost all are of Salzburg origin, and 
mostly gathered together by the former curator, 
Herr Leihhausverwaltcr Fiiss. 

The views and EntirOXlB Of Salzburg are of 
great beauty and interest. Among the best points 
of view close to the town are the Monchsberg, 
Franzlsci-Schlossl, Kapuzlnerberg, and the Nock- 
stein. To reach the Kapuzlnerberg you leave the 
Kapuzinerkloster to the right, and pass through 
a gateway (closed) by ringing a bell. A small 
donation is expected by the porter. Aigen Castle, 
belonging to Prince Schwarzenbcrg, is at the foot 
of the Gaisberg, and commands an unequalled 
view of the Salzach Valley in the moniin«^ light. 
The best point is the Kanxet^ which may be reached 
by taking the upward Mit)i from the RefreBhment- 
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bouse, following the brook to the upper waterfall 
acd then turning to the right to the Kanzel. The 
Gauberg itself, about 4,200 feet high, is best 
ascended from Parsch (a station on the Hallein 
railway) by a mountain railway 2 j miles in length, 
From the top (Hotel Galsbergapitre) there is an 
enchanting view over the Alps and the Hochge- 
birgc. Further away, at the foot of the Unters- 
berg, are the Kugelmiilcn, or Shot Mills, the 
celebrated Fiirstenquelle, and the marble quarry, 
which yields such excellent marble for the town 
buildings. ScMoss Hdlbrunn, an Imperial pleasure 
Castle (tramway from Salzburg), has many beau- 
tiful fountains, and all sorts of amusements for 
holidays, besides a theatre cut in the rock, and the 
Monatsschlosscn. At i stunde from thiii is Glaneck 
Castle. Untersberg, a large mountain, at the base 
uf which is an immense bog, may be ascended from 
Glaneck, which is 4 miles from Salzburg. There 
arc three peaks: the Geiereck, the Salzburgcr 
Hochthron (each about 6,000 feet), and the Berch- 
tcsgadener Hochthron (6,500 feet). Guide not 
necessary in clear weather. 

A railway (12 hours) connects Salzburg with 
Llnz and Vienna. From here, if not from Reichen- 
hall, the Bavarian salt town of Berchtesgaden 
(5 stunden) may be visited, as well as the beautiful 
KbXlig88ee, or Lake (U stunde further). The 
passport will be called for. 

An excellent road runs to the town, passing the 
narrow ravine between the Untersberg and Goll, 
up the course of the Albc. Not far from Gradig, 
you pass St. Leonard's Chapel ; Gartenau Castle, 
and two or three defiles, where the Bavarian 
territory commences. Schellonberg is a salt village, 
in a dangerous part of the Aim, which may one 
day overwhelm it, if a landslip from the hills 
above should stop its course. One of these falls 
occurred in 1830. 

BERCHTESGADEN, 
^o<ef<;BelIevue;Post. Population, ?,000. Stands 
on a pleasant height over the Aim, and has the 
castles of Lustheim and Adel, and other country 
seats round it, with the double-headed Watzmann 
rising behind. The Salt worka^ its chief attraction, 
may be visited by leave of the inspector. Th^ 
entrance is under the Liebfrauenbcrg Hill. 



This is a much-frequented summer resort, the 
neighbourhood being very beautiful. There are 
numerous pensions, and an endless variety of 
charming excursions, the Kouigssee being the 
great attraction. 

Limestone mountains compose the beautiful 
country in the neighbourhood, rising at the ley 
peaks of Gobel to 8,500 feet and Watzmann, 8,990 
feet high, and circling the KdnigBSee. Many 
small rivers water this charming tract; as the 
Schrainbach, which passes a natural bridge before 
it tumbles into the Lake; the Albe, or Ache, and 
others; besides six lakes. Cattle, honey, salt, 
chamois, and deer are the chief products. The 
King of Bavaria used to come regularly to hunt 
here, near the Kiinlgssee, which is also called St. 
Bartholomew Lake, It is about 6 miles by 1 i, and 
lies deep in the mountains. On the north side the 
K6nigsbach falls into it from a height of several 
nundred feet. A good restaurant is found at the 
hunting lodge of St. Bartholomew. About 1 league 
from it is the Ice Chapel, as a sort of vaulted arch 
of ice stretching over the Eisbach is called. To the 
west of it, in the valley formed by the Hackelhopf 
and Simetberg, flows the Schrainbach ; it oflfcra a 
fine spray-like fall, and other attractions. 

About 10 minutes further is the Oliersee, a 
lake about a mile long, at the bottom of vast 
mountains, from which the Rothbach and other 
streams pour down. A difficult path conducts you 
hence to Bliihnbach hunting lodge, and, should time 
be favourable, the Rossf eld may be surmounted for 
the view it commands. At the summit of one of 
the peaks of the Watzmann there is another fine 
prospect to be had, from the Rothe Chapel, of the 
Steineme Meer, &c. 

Two other beautiful but smaller lakes arc within 
3 or 4 leagues. Ramsau and its salt waters should 
also be visited, as well as the Hintersee,thc Kalten- 
brunn, Dlesbach, and Wimbachthal in its neigh- 
bourhood. 

3ROXJTE Q&— Continued, 
Salzbnrg to Ischl, in tbe Salzkammergut. 

By Road-toHof, StrobI, and St. Gilgen, Ischl,= 
about 32 English miles; or, rail, 37^ miles, 
passing through St, Wolfgang (Localbahn) whence 
Steamer over to St. Wolfgang for the ascent (by 
rail) of the Schalberg. 
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The stations by rail from Salzbnrg to Ischl are 
Engendorff Thalfifaa, St. Loreni (branch to Mond- 
see), Blomberf, Scharfling, St. Gilgen (belowX St. 
Wolfgang (Localbahn)— steamer to St. Wolfgang 
for the Schaf berg (below) and Strobl. 

The road winds round the foot of the Galsberg 
to Kirchbigel, and Hof ; hence it follows the south 
bank of the Fuschl Lake to a village of the same 
name, at the head of it. Between it and the 
Mondsee (another lake to the north), the Bcliaf- 
berg rises up 5,835 feet above the sea. It is 
now easily ascended by mountain rail to the Inn 
on the top, where the entire chain of the Styrian 
Alps lies spread out before you, with nine different 
lakes of the Salzkammergut, one of the finest 
prospects in Germany. 

St. Ollgen, or St. Giles (/»n: Post), charming 
village at the upper end of the Aber See, or St. 
Wolfgang See. 

St. Wolfgang is a market town built round 
a rocky height, on which the Gothic church stands. 
In this ancient building, is one of the greatest 
treasures of art or antiquity in the country, namely, 
a large old German altar-piece, of painted can vas 
at the sides, but the middle part carved in wood, 
1481, under Abbot Benedict, of Mondsee, with 
figrures of the Virgin, St. Wolfgang, Ac, and In 
excellent preservation, filling the entire breadth of 
the church. A good fountain, cast 1515, stands in 
the court. 

From St. Gilgen the post road on the west side 
follows the border of the lake to Sehwarzenbach, 
and thence down the beautiful stream which issues 
out at the bottom, to 

ISCHL (Stat.) 

Hotels: Hotel de rimperatrice Elisabeth (Kaise- 
rin Elisabeth); Zum Goldenon Kreuz ; Hotel de 
laPoste; Stern; Krone.

sea, in the heart of the Salzkasimergllt {i. e., 
the "Imperial Salt Domain"), dates only from 
1888, and stands in a valley under the Noric Alps, 
on both banks of the Traun, which is partly navig- 
able here. There are about 5,500 Inhabitants. 

Several thousand visitors frequent it yearly, 
including the Imperial Family and the Austrian 
nobility, attracted by the fame of its salt springs, 
and the inexhaustible variety of the walks and 
excursions among the picturesque Alpine scenery, 
in its delightful neighbourtiood. It stands, so to 
speak, in the middle of a garden of mountains, at 
the junction of a beautiful hilly country, with 
the grander masses of the Alps, all clothed with 
forest, and abounding in falls and romantic 
scenery. The most striking pohits near the town 
are the Kalvarienberg, Postbttchl, and Siriuskogl 
or Hundskogl. 

Ischl, being modem (its celebrity only dates 
from 1828), is one of the best buUt towns in the 
province, and numbers among its structures 
a com market; large salt works, including the 
Kolowratsche Sudhaus, or Boiling House, the 
Salzamtgebaiide or Salt Office ; two hospitals, one 
of which is for the poor; a theatre, built 1827^ 
post office; Ac. 

In the market place stands the new Bath-house 
(Kursalon), with an appropriate inscription—" In 
Sale et in Sole omnia eonsistunt" or " Salt and Heat 
are the life of all things." It has a large saloon, and 
twenty cabinets for various khids of baths, supplied 
from hot brine springs below, called Maria Theres- 
ienquelle, Maria Louisenquelle, Ac, or the mother 
lye of the Salt Pans; and which are taken in the 
common way, or in the form of vapour, douche 
(sprltz), shower (regen), wave (wellenschlag), mud 
(schlamm), and other baths. There are also sulphur 
baths, mud (schlamm) baths, and baths of the fir, 
or pine leaves (fichtennadel) baths. All these are 
excellent restoratives in diseases of the lymphatic 
glands, scrofula, haemorrhage, palsy, weak nerves, 
Ac. Wirersquelle is a very abundant spring of 
cold water. SwJmmschule and Gymnastiaehe 
Heilanstalt for treatment by gymnastic exercises. 

Near the S wimmschule isa Museum with a collec- 
tion of the natural productions of Styria and the 
Salskammergttt. F9lt some years Isehl was the 
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ienberg Bdridere. Every cxcaraion in ihe bcAuU- 
ful environs has its peculiar charm; and almost 
every height, building, or resting place, is dis- 
tinguished by the name of some great personage.

From Ischl, by Rcltcmdorf and Pemegg, to the 
Salxberg or Saltmine, is 1^ stunde. It was first dis- 
covered in 1562, and has been worked ever since, by 
means of galleries driven into the sides of the moun- 
tains, of which there are now 1 8, one over the other. 
The rock is chiefly argillaceous gypsum. Having 
obtained permission from the «alt oflicer at Pemegg, 
you find a guide and mining dresses at the salt 
works. The horizontal gallery or tunnel by which 
the visitors enter is the Maria Ludovica (Louisa), 
at the mouth of which are two granite pillars, 
placed there as a memorial of the two emperors' 
visit in 1808. By successively walking and sliding, 
and a little boating as well, in the dark recesses of 
the mountain, you at length reach the salt caves. 
The mountain itself is 3,000 feet high. The galleries 
arc illuminated once a week. Permit must be 
obtained at the Saliuenarat, Ischl. 

More distant excursions in the Sahkammergut&re 
mentioned below. The district bearing this name, 
signifying literally the Salt-chamber-good, or pri- 
vate salt csUtes of the Austrian Kaiser, is not only 
rich in salt works but in natural beauties ; being an 
epitome of whatever is striking or magnificent in 
Switzerland, while in the simplicity and upright- 
ness of its inhabitants, you are reminded of the 
Tyrolcse. Within an area of 12 square German 
miles, no country in Germany offers more worth 
seeing in proportion to its size than this district ; 
lakes, forests, waterfalls, mountains, glaciers, all 
are here concentrated in profusion. Its population 
may be 18,000, of whom 6,000 and upwards are 
Protestants, chiefly settled at Golsem and Ober- 
traun. Hallstadt, Ischl, Ebensce, Laufen, and 
Gmiinden are the principal towns, and, for the 
most part, are seats of salt works. 

This beautiful territory may be reached by three 
routes: namely, from Mlinich, or from Switzer- 
land through Salzburg, by way of St. Gilgen ; from 
Gratz by Aussee (by rail) ; and from Vienna and 
Linz, by way of Lambacli and Gmttnden (by rail) ; 
'nst being the most attractive.

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The exeartions mOBt recommended are the 
following t'^Firtt By Lanf en in the WeliBonbach- 
thai to the OhortBlky Xlaiue, which la a large 
embankment or dam with flood gates, within 
which the waters of the Weissenbach are collected 
and when filled with timber felled from the monn- 
tains aboTO, are allowed to rash ont, carrying 
CTerjrthing with them down to the Trann. This is 
done abont once a month, the day being announced 
at Ischl. 

Second. From (schl, by rail, past Lauf en, where 
is a short fall of the Trann, 18 feet high, tt OoUem 
(Stat): Bteg (Stat.) opposite, and Ballstatt, 
on the Hallltdltter See. Here are boats 
which traverse the lake in 3 honrs. It Is sur- 
rounded by mountains, most of their names 
ending in Kogl (kugel, a ball), and rising nearly 
10,000 feet above sea, close to the shore. There 
is no human habitation or footpath round the lake, 
which presents a scene equally gloomy and im- 
posing. 

BALLSTATT (Stat.) 
HottU: Seeaner; Bellerue. 
From Ischl by carriage to Steg, then boat to 
Hallstatt; or by rail from Ischl to Hallstatt 
station, thence steamer to the town. 

This is a salt town, of 3,400 inhabitants, many 
of whom are Protestants. It stands on the west 
side of the lake, at the south border of the 
Salzkammergut, and is romantically placed at the 
foot of the Salzberg Mountain. There are three 
churches (besides a Protestant Chapel), the best 
of which, lately restored, contains a good altar- 
piece of wood- work. Notice also the Salt-works 
and Orphan Asylum. The streets He close to the 
shore, and are built on an amphitheatre-shaped 
rock, at so steep an inclination that they are con- 
nected by steps instead of cross streets. A brook 
dashing down from a rock forms a small waterfall 
in the middle of the place. By a good, though 
steep, path you climb In 1 hour to Rudolf s-thurm, 
or Rudolph's Tower, which is perched on a rock 
1,150 feet high, and was built 1299, by the Emperor 
Albert, to protect the salt works from the racroach- 
mcnts of the Salsburg prelates. It is occupied by 
the Bergbeamten, or mining officials. 

About 700 feet hjA^her is the opening to the pit of 
the SjUzvlft. £ mi path goes orer this mountain 
in 4 hon rt, to the PlaweniteUl, 6,400 feet high,

commanding a splendid prospect. Bill to Auisee 
and SelitHal. 

From Hallstatt the snowy Dachsteln, 9,845, 
feet above sea, is best Tisitod. With a guide, 
whose fee is 10 florins, you sot out for the glaciers 
towards eyenlng, at the best time, sleep in the 
Simony Hut, about 6^ miles from the town, 
whence you ascend in the morning to the Karls Eis- 
field. This is an immense glacier, surrounded by 
bare marble rocks. The lofty peaks of the Ojald- 
stein, Hohe Kreuz, and the magnificent double 
peak of the Dach- (or Thor-) stein are seen shining 
through the mist. A new road and special 
facilities for climbing hare made the ascent easy, 
but 8 hours are required to reach the sammlt. 
In returning, you can pass the WaldlNtCllStrnb, 
in the very beautiful Echemthal, the most con* 
stderable fall in the Salskammergnt, dashing 
down in three leaps over a steep cliff. One view 
of it may be got from steps cut in the rock above 
it; another from a projection below. TheSchleler- 
fall is almost as high. 

The Echernthal (independently of the Dach- 
stein ascent), Hirschbrunnen, and the Kessel, in 
the immediate neighbourhood, deserve a visit for 
their picturesque and charming scenery. 

Third, In returning to Ischl it is as well to 
make an ezeursion into the Gosauthal, as you 
may go by the lake to Ck»Bau-Miihl, or walk by a 
fine footpath along the celebrated Gosauswang. 
A way for the brine troughs, 480 feet long, is 
carried over the entire valley on seven square 
stone pillars, 140 feet high in one fall. The Oosau 
Valley Itself is a pleasant wooded hollow, 4 stun- 
den Jong, widening somewhat in the middle, at 
the village of Vorder-Gosau, or 

Oosau, which consists of groups of houses, 
scattered up and down the sides of the valley. It 
numbers about 1,800 souls,, mostly Protestants. 
From the village a carriage road leads over the 
Oschiitt Pass, through the Russbachthal, in 5 
hours, to 

Abtenaa {inn*: Ochs; Post), from which yon 
reach the picturesque Lammerthal (3 hours), 
Golllng, and the road from Salzburg to Gasteln. 

The road over the Zwieselalp (with a guide) to 
Abtcnau is more picturesque, but also moie 
difllcult. The view from the Zwieselalp is ex- 
ceedingly fine. ^

By Rail to Hallein and Lend (page 163) as 
below, 47 miles ; thence by road. 

Leaving Salzburg, the road goes up the east 
bank of the Salaach, past the fort of the Unters- 
berg, at Leopoldkron Pleasure Gardens, to Morzg 
Church, which contains tombs of the Stolberger 
family. Then to Hellbrunn Castle, and the villages 
of Anif Aim, and Kaltenhausen (excellent beer), to 

HALLEIN (Stat) 
Inns: Post; Sonne. An ancient salt town, 
as its name Indicates, of about 5,000 souls, on 
the Salsa, and at the foot of the Diimberg, in 
which are the salt mines. These may be visited 
by permission of the Inspector (which the land- 
lord manages) being so clean and dry that even 
ladies may examine them without inconvenience. 
You first walk through a' long passage; from 
whence there is a descent on two polished beams, 
with guiding ropes at the side, to the first shaft 
in li minute, though it is 350 feet deep. In the 
same way you pass three or four shafts, and 
arrive at a small lake, over which is an immense 
crystal vault, which it is worth while to see lit up. 
It is calculated that it would take a whole jweek 
to traverse all the ways of this mine. You arc 
brought out to daylight again on a kind of rail- 
way, through a passage cut in the rock. One 
person pays, for guide, clothes, and lights, 3 florins; 
a party, Ifl. 50kr. each; beside a Mnall fee on 
being presented with a box of samples of the salt- 
stone. The visit requires about 1 J hour. 

From Hallein an excursion may be made to the 
Rossfeld (2 stunden) which is 6,050 feet high, and 
does not require a guide. 

The next place on the Gasteiu Boa4is Kuchel; 
♦K«-. come 8 
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Golling (Stat) 7nn:Post. A village of 600 
inhabitants, from which the fine Schwarabach or 
OoUinger Fall Is about } hour, eaqr walking. 
Over a precipice of the Hohe Gail or G8hl, the 
SefMortbaeh, which Is supposed to bet an outlet of 
the Konigs See, dashes down 420 feet in three 
leaps, foaming, and rushing, and glittering with 
the most beautiful colours in the morning light, 
especUUy between 10 and 12 o'clock. Blocks of 
the cliff project over the abyss from a natural 
bridge in the midst of the fall. 

A road turns off to Abtenau and Hallstatt (page 
161X 

About 1 stunde from Golling are the Oe/m, 
narrow gorges, through which you see flowing, 
at the depth of 80 fathoms, the contracted Salzach, 
almost shut in by the huge confused masses of rock. 
Not far from this is Pass Lueg, where the road is 
cut out in the rock between the peaks of the Hagen 
and Tennen Gebirge. This pass is partly avoided on 
the rail by a tunnel. In one part these peaks ap- 
proach so near, that no room was left for the path, 
for which, therefore, a ledge has been cut in the 
face of the rock. The Salzach rushes along at the 
bottom. At the upper end of the pass is Hohenwer- 
fen Castle, built as far back as the eleventh century 
to guard this part of the route. This dark and 
narrow gorge was the scene, in 1809, of an obsti- 
nate engagement between the Tyrolese and the 
Bavarians, and of late has been skilfully fortified. 
Werfen (Stat.) inn: Post. A market village of 
700 souls, having a church, with a singular monu- 
ment, on which is the statue of Christopher von 
Kuenberg. It stands in an agreeable position in the 
valley, 440 feet above Salzburg. About 540 feet 
higher than the village itself is its old castle, built 
by an Archbishop Gebhardt, as far back, according 
to accounts, as 1076. In the neighbourhood arc 
some elevated peaks, as the Tennen Gebirge (about 
7,000 feet above the sea), the Rasengcbirge- 
Grandeck, and the Ilmgebirge; also the valley of 
the BlUhnbach. 

The route divides here; one part going off cast 
to BadStadt (Stat), on the line to Selzthal ; 
the other to Gastein, which if followed, past 
BischofshOfen (Stat.) under the iUschof sbofcn 
ridge, brings you to ^ 

St Johaiin-lm-Pongau (Stat). \st. John.

Several good Hotels. Here the hills begin to sink 
down into vagt plains, while the climate and 8»>il 
improve. St. Johann is a very suitable centre for 
excursions. The Liechtenttein Klammen^ cxtra- 
ordhiarily wild defiles with waterfalls, Ac, arc 
well worth a visit, and can be seen in 3 hours 
by taking a vehicle from the station (2 fl. 20 kr, 
there and back) to Plankenau. Overclothing and 
an umbrella should be taken. 

The road from Radstadt, by way of Wag^rein, 
falls in at this point. This part of the valley is 
called tlie Pongau, and joins the Untcr Pinzgau 
at Lend. 

Passing on up the Salza, the road and rail go 
through Scnwarxach (Stat.), ^hich has liecome 
memorable in history as the place of meeting of the 
Protestant peasantry in 1730, when they resolved 
to aband<Mi their country rather than give up their 
faith. At the Inn, where they concluded the Salz- 
hund, or Covenant of Salt, Is still preserved a table 
on which the Lutheran peasants ratified the 
laague by the ancient custom of dipplnjr their 
fingers in and tasting salt. On this account Ardi- 
bishop Firmian, after the ill success of his over- 
eealous missionaries in bringing them back to 
Romanism, ordered the expulsion of 22,000 of 
them, and thereby inflicted an Incurable blow on 
the prosperity of his large possessions. 

Lend (Btat.)— /»»— on the Ache, which here 
forma an exceedingly beautiful fall as it empties 
itself into the Salza. Several picturesque bridges 
cross the river. There is a fine fall of the 
Gasteiner Ache near its junction with the Salzach. 
This part was formerly a tract of forest Infested 
by robbers. The Unter Pinzgau beghis here ; but 
the road leaves it to ascend the Gastein Valley. 
To Hof Gastein (12 miles) 10 fl.; Wiidbad Gastein 
( 16 miles) 13 fl.; continually rising past the Klamm- 
hiihe, which is 14 stunde long. Diligence to Wild- 
bad, tlulce dally in 4 hours. 

The KlamiXlStein Pass is a wild and formid- 
able looking defile, nearly 1 stunde long, lined by 
perpendicular precipices. There used to be a 
dangerous way through it, first cut in lfiS9, 
by Archbishop Mathias, now superseded by an 
excellent carriage road. Some remains of a fort 
are aeen near the Klammstein Bridge, over the 
Ach©. After this you enter the Gasteinerthnl, a 



valley usually called the GOStelll, closed In on 
the south by snow>' mountains, 9,000 to 10,000 feet 
high. 

This magnificent valley, which its early Celtic 
inhabitants called Jcutun^ the Romans styled 
Gastunck, whence the modem name is derived. Its 
principal basin which is watered by the Ache and 
its branches, is about 5 miles long, and covers the 
same number of square miles. The soil is a mix- 
ture of lime, clay, and granite, of which last the 
highest peaks are composed; but the rocks in general 
present a great variety of mineral formations and 
are covered with pines, firs, and other coniferous 
trees. A few chamois, lynxes, wild cats, bears, and 
wolves, are found; game is scarce. 

The population may number about 4,000 souls, 
l>oor but honest, robust, and attached to old customs, 
and living chiefly by cattle breeding, as the 
climate is unfavourable to agriculture. At the 
Reformation it supported a great number of inhabi- 
tants, but many having been compelled to emigrate 
on account of persecution for conscience sake, the 
valley has been much depopulated. Traces of a 
Roman way are left. At a recent epoch, three 
strangers appeared In the valley, and astonished its 
simple people so much by their riches and liberality 
that a memorial is still preserved in the name of ' 
a chapel between Klammstein and Bavenkogel, 
dedicated to the Drel Waller or Three Travellers. 
Gold and other metals were formerly extracted In 
large quantities. Its mineral springs, for which 
alone It Is now remarkable, were discovered In the 
reign of Tiberius. The chief place of the valley is 

HOF, or Hof Oastein. 

Ilolels: Moser; MUller; Blaue Traube. 

A bathing place of about 100 wooden houses, 
including some ancient ones which belonged to 
the proprietors of the decayed gold mines, who 
resided here from the eleventh century, when the 
place was first founded. It stands 3,000 feet above 
the sea, on each side of the Ktrchbach. A large 
stone house was converted by the Bishop of Erlau 
Into a bath-house, the Militarhad. There are also 
others, the Aktienbad^ Outenbntnnbad, Ac. The 
sources are higher up the valley, at Wiidbad, but a 
supply is brought down by wooden pipes, 2 stnndcn 
long, made by a joint-stock company In 1838. The 
temperature of the water, which Is above 
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Fahr. at Its ovtbnrtt, fallf to a little oyer 90* at 
the Bath-honse«. The Oamikahrkogl, and several 
other peaks here, are about 8,000 feet high. 

Leaving: Hof, the new carriage road, called the 
Fur^tenwcg. follows the Arhe, and crosses a bridge 
to the west bank. Hun«dorf Castle, a ruin to the 
ri^ht, was the scat of the Weitmoser, a family of 
rich miners who often entertained their sovereigns 
here. A later proprietor, John Leykofer, was 
obliged to fly In the religions persecutions of the 
seventeenth century. The villages of Lietersdorf 
and Lavem are also here; and paths which lead Into 
the Valley of Kauris, by way of BncheScn, and into 
the Grossarl Valley. With the assistance of guides 
acquainted with the mountains and short cuts, 
a most interesting series of excursions may be 
made In a few days. 

The valley on each side of the Fiirstenweg 
expands as you continue to ascend, and opens up 
many charming sites and points of view. After 
passing the Hcglbad torrent, you reach 

BAD GASTEIK, or Wildbad Gasteln. 

Hotds: Badcschloss; Straubinger's ; Flink; 
Grabenwirth; Wcismayr; and many Pensions. 

It consists chiefly of a number of lodging- 
houses (several having baths) besides villas, 3,400 
feet above the sea, on the slant of the Grankogel, 
above a narrow defile between this mountain, which 
Is 9,840 feet high, and the Schneeberg, which is 
6,660 feet. 

It was the limited space here which induced 
the making of the pipes to Hof Gastein, as 
above-mentioned; there the situation is more open 
and agreeable; but it is away from the fine moun- 
tain trips in which the Wildbad abounds. There 
arc a new Catholic Church, a small Protestant 
Church (built by the Emperor William), and a 
Hospital (founded 1489, by Strochner, a rich miner). 
Close to the Castle, built 1794, by Archbishop 
Hieronymus, and now appropriated to bathers, are 
the fine Fallt of the Ache, which tumble down 210 
feet and 290 feet in two principal leaps, from a 
fissure of the Graukogl. 

Th3se famous Hot SprlBffS were known to the 
Romans, as.M Gastuna tantftm unA.V there aire 
seven sp*ii)g4 In aJL^ The F^iirsten and Doctors- 
queUen inppiy the jPiirst^bad, which contains 
'~*'" for Ave, at a charge of 1 to 2 florins weekly, 



Vollbad contains room for fifteen; the Castle or 
Bade-Schloss, room for twenty, at 2 to S florins; 
others fewer. Such is the number of visitors In the 
season (May to September) that It Is necessary to 
bespeak lodgings beforehand, of the bath director, 
and sometimes even to supply yourself with pro- 
visions. Warm clothing should be taken. 

The Springs, as they issue from the Graukog], 
are as high as 38* Reaumur, or 117* Fahrenheit; 
which cools down to 36* Reaumur, in the evening, 
and by 5 o'clock iu the morning is reduced to 28* 
Reaumur (94* Fahrenheit), the degree of heat at 
which they are usually taken. All the Springs 
are of remarkable purity and softness, so that 
they are valuable for their cosmetic properties, as 
well as for their more important uses, in cases of 
weak nerves, debility, rheumatic affections and 
lameness, suppressed secretions of the skin and 
kidneys. Elderly persons, whose habit of body has 
grown sluggish, find great advantage from these 
waters. The Emperor William I. always declared 
that they *' set him up and made him young again." 
The central points are the Schloss Platz between 
Straublnger's Hotel and the Badeschloss, and the 
Wandelhahn^ a long glass gallery, with a Caf^ 
and reading-room, which serves as a promenade 
in bad weather. 

Ezcursions over the mountains are numerous, 
and the splended Alpine scenery of the Hocbgebirge 
may be here enjoyed in its full extent. Horses ani\ 
mules, at fixed tariff, including trinkgeld, 

St. Nicholas Church, built 1389, is In the 
Aslauftbal, a charming defile, watered by a 
branch of the Ache, at Btikstein. Above It, the 
H5ekerbach tumbles over a precipice. 

The KStBCbachtlial, a fatiguing path, but very 
interesting, passing the Schreckbrllcke (Terrible 
Bridge), the Kesselatpel and Rauchzagel F&lls, 
and other scenes of savage sublimity. One vast 
precipice rises 3,000 feet on t'h«faceof the Ankogel, 
which is 10,675 feet above the sea. It was as- 
cended by M. Thurwelser, In 7 hours; and a peak 
callea Hocktauem was reached, commanding' a 
splendid prospect, as far as the confines of Carin- 
thia, and Italy, ^. 

To Bilekfltein. la passing the Sehtekbritcke, on 
the otkcr side, yon reai^A a ))retty patfi into the 
YaJliey <4 Htoterbaden, and^y this tp BBcksteln, 
' ' '• Digitized by VjOOQIC- 
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which has « i^ood Hot«l ati4 Kurhaiu. From 
this go over to the Nassfeld (li stonde), or Wet 
Field, a fine valley, lo called from the great 
uumber of pictaresque torrents and springs which 
abound In It. Here is the Nassfeldhaus, erected by 
the German Alpine Clnb, where the interesting 
part ends. From Nassfeld, the Pockhart may 
be Tisitod, to the two lakes on its plateaux, 
which are peopled, not by fish, but by salamanders 
and lizards. Out of the larger one, the Unter- 
Pockhart See, the Schelier-Fall Cascade tumbles 
down. The yiew is extensive and magnificent. 

The Oraukogl and the Oamtkarko^, each over 
8,000 feet, are the favourite mountain ascents, 
guide required for both. The latter is perhaps 
better ascended from Hof-Gastein, and in the 
former case the glaciers lie somewhat nearer and 
more accessible and the scenery is more varied, 
though the views are similar. On the southern 
side lie the interesting small lakes, the Rcedsee 
and the Palfnersee. 

Ascent of the Flugkogl, near the Wild- 
had, and of the Tlsch, near Bockstein.*- 

These two mountains, though comparatively low, 
offer a superb panorama to the eye. From Wild- 
bad, in 3 to 4 hours, you gain, by an easy path, the 
upper part of the Zitrauer Alp, and the Thronegg, 
on that part of the mountain which is nearest the 
Tofemkogl, called the Flugkogl. Thence the eye 
ranges over an immense field of alps and rocks, 
and takes in the Grossarl Valley to the north; 
Lueg defile to the north-west ; the Schmittenstein, 
and the Little Gaisberg, near Hallein, to the north- 
west; the long chain of Lungau, the Ankogl, 
above the Gletscher-Tischelker, to the south-east. 
Not far from this glacier are the small Lakes of 
the Elcndscharte. On the south and south- 
west may bo seen the Plattenkogl, StuhlkogI, 
Radhausberg, MaUnitzer Tauet'ti^ the Duke-Ernest 
andTauris; beyond which and further south, is 
the Bluttauem ; and further west the Sonnenblick 
and Hohe-aar. Nearer are the Valleys of Bock- 
stein and Gastein; while the Grossglockner and 
Welssbachhom here appear like two brilliant 
pyramids of ice; the Valley of Angerthal and 
the Tisch are near BSckstein. 

From the last place you may reach the top of the 
TISOh in 2 hours, by a troublesoine bat most 
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attraoUve way. The prosit from it is as grand 
as that Just deseribf4$ uid U has the advantage 
of being, beyond all others, the most accessiblo 
point for obtaining a comprehensive view of all 
the objects of notice in this quarter. 

To ffeiligenblut in the Rauriserthal, the Fuscher- 
thai, the Kapunerthal, <S:c., also deserve notice as 
objects for longer excursions from the baths. 

The path up the Ache, above Bockstdn, leads 
up the Nassfeld and over the Glaciers of the 
Mallnitzer Tauem to Mallnitz at the head of the 
Drave; and thence down to Cher Vellach 
(Stat.i 8 stunden) and Spital, in CariuUiia.

Diligence daily from Landeek to Mais in about 
9| hours. Omnibus from Mais to Prad, connecting 
with the daily (summer) diligence from Eyrs to 
Bormio. Diligence from Bormio to Sondrio, where 
the rail to Colico and Milan may be taken. 

The road as far as the Wormser or Stilf ser Joch 
{Stelvio^ in Italian), is one of the most remarkable 
and beautiful in the Tyrol. The pass is distin- 
guished for its height (9,175 feet above the sea, at 
the latter point), in comparison with those of St. 
Bernard, Gothard, Simplon, <fec. Though the road 
over the Wormser Jbch is 1,000 to 2,000 feet higher 
than these roads,and therefore thehighestinEurope 
it is not less safe; after a short suspension of traflBc 
the roadway was thorough repaired an(i 
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good order. It was planned by Donegfnni, and 
constraeted 1810-S5. Embankments carry it over 
the marshes, and solid bridges across the deep gorges 
of the river; long chains of zig-zag terrace (called 
toumiqnets and giravoltl), ease the steepness of the 
way along the precipices; while to break the fall 
of the aralanches, it is In many parts strongly 
arched over and conrerted into tannels and galleries 
which render lights necessary to tIcw them. 

Laild6Ck, as in Route 35. From this the road 
goes np the Inn, past Files and Pmtz to the Fitu- 
termUnt Pau, at Rled. From Pmtz yon may 
visit the Kaumerthal ; at theapperend of which 
valley is the great Oepaatsch Glacier, the longest 
east of the Adige. In the neighbourhood is Ladis 
•ulphur spring, near a bridge called Pontlat^er- 
briicke (Pont Ladit), which Joins precipice to 
precipice, over the deep gorge below ; memorable 
for the defeat of 10,000 French and Bavarians by 
the Tyrolese in 1809. 

Bled. Inn: Post. A pretty village, with some 
castle ruins near it, a Capuchin Convent and fine 
views of the Oetzthal Glaciers. It stands at the 
entrance to the Grand FiXUtemiUlIS FaSB, a 
narrow, dark defile, 8,700 feot above the sea, 
and famous like many others for exploits in the 
Tyrolese war against the French. A bridge 
stretches across the narrowest part close to Pfunds, 
which Is built on both sides of the river, and has a 
pretty Pfarrklrche or chapel. The best part of the 
pass is at the foot where the Walstehbach falls in, 
and whence a footpath strikes off Into Switzerland. 
Here the carriage road leaves It, on account of Its 
narrowness, and turns off to 

Nauders, a place half bunit 1 880. Inns: Post ; 
Mondschcin ; Lowe. It has a Castle. lExcursion 
by way of UartiXlBbruck to the upper part of the 
Inn, or Engadlnc, in Switzerland, by ascending 
which, you may get to Chiavenna on the Como 
Lake.] At the Reschen See, the basins of the Inn 
and Etsch or AdIge border on each other. The pass 
beyond It, the BOBClien-Bclieideck, 4,600 feet 
above the sea, Is the lowest carriage road over the 
principal chain of the Alps. At Gmun, on the high 

''^g^y you get a view of the top of the Ortlor. 
''alentin auf der Heide. On the road to the 
iP Heide, where Maximilian lost a battle 
ist the Swisa, 1490, you pass several castles 



(the FUrstenburg, Ac ) and the Marienbergcr Stift 
or convent. 

Mal8. Innt: Post; HIrsch (Stag). A small 
town 3,400 feet above the sea, from which excur- 
sions may be made into the Schllnlger Valley, with 
theVol;aspltze and Its extensive views. Diligence 
from Mais to Prad, 9} miles. 

[Near Mais Is OluniB {Inn: Sonne), a small 
fortified town of very ancient date, where fruit is 
raised, 3,000 feet above sca.^ It is the chief town 
of Upper Vlntschgau. Beyond it, still ascending 
this branch of the Etsch, Is the Austrian douane 
of Taufers leading on to Munster douane on the 
Swiss side; thence to Sta. Maria, Fuldera, Ac, and 
at length to Zemetz in the Engadine.] 

Along the high road the mountains are snow- 
topped, and the Etsch or Adlgc flows at the bottom. 
The road to Milan turns off below Schluderns, at 
Spondlnfg. to Prad ; where the proper road over the 
Wormser Joch Pass begins — a work which figures 
amongst the greatest of modem engineering under- 
takings. It cost the Austrian Government three 
millions of florins to make It, and requires 17,000 
florins yearly to keep it in order. The coach takes 
10 to 12 hours to get over to Bormlo, about 39 
miles. From the douane behind Gomagoi and Stllfs 
(or Stelvio), where houses seem to hang on the face 
of the rocks, the road leads along the Snldenbach to 

TrafoL Inn : Post. A village 5,000 feet above 
the sea, from which a desolate path to the south 
brings you to the Ortlersilltze, the highest peak 
(spitz) in Tyrol, 12,815 feet above the sea, and first 
ascended In 1804. The ascent can now be best 
Accomplished by sleeping at the PayerhHtte. A 
guide Is necessary ; time for the ascent, 9 hour?. 
The three Holy SptHngt (of Christ, St. Mary, St. 
John) are at the foot. Near Traf ol are the Glaciers 
of Trafol and Madatsch. From this the road he- 
comes more wild and grand. It winds up by zig- 
zags past the Icy Monte Cristallo, to the cantonlera 
Frantxnshdhe {eantoniera Is a station or refuge) 
where you get a view of Madatsch. Near here 
was the scene of the supposed accident which 
caused the death of Madame de Tonrvllle. From 
Franzenshohe It Is 1^ mile to the 

StUfiier Joch, or StelTlO Pass itself, where 
the road inspector lives, at cantonlera Ferdinand s- 
hohe, 9,056 feet above the sea, and 900 above the 
snow line. It is the highest inhabited house in 
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Europe, and is a Meteorol<^eal station. The 
Ortlerspitie shines out in ail its majesty to the left. 

From this point the road, protected hj heavy 
galleries partly hewn in the rock, gradually de- 
scends by the Umbrail Valley, or bed of the Adda, 
into the ValteUllUl as this part of Lombardy is 
called, to Sta. Maria cantoniera and Custom House, 
close to the Womiser Jo6h, orer which a mule 
path leads in 24 hours to Sta. Maria in the Munster- 
thal. Further down you reach the Bran Ho 
Valley and the cantoniera Spondalunga, where 
you are out of the regrion of eternal snow, 
and come to the sixth or last cantoniera, Piatta 
Martina. Here the road bends into a frightful 
hollow, the Wormser Loch, in which Talley the fall 
of the Adda is seen creeping along a precipice ; and 
at length reaches the last of the (seven) Italian 
galleries, Dei Bagni, with walls 4 to 6 feet thick, 
and an obelisk 40 feet high, near the town of 
Bormio. The climate here is already milder, and 
pin es appear, though the peaks are snowy. Further 
on are the warm Baths (Bagnl NUOYi) and 
BORMIO, 
Or Wonns, as the Germans call it. 

Hotels: LaPosta; A^lbergo della Torre. 

A watering-place (pop. , 4000), picturesquely seated 
on the Adda, in upper Italy, about 4,020 feet above 
the sea, and 1| mile from Bagni Nuovi, 660 feet 
higher. The French took it from the Grison s, 1796, 
and burnt it 1799, but it has revived with the making 
of the road. St. Antonio's Church (there are seven 
or eight) has paintings by Canelino, a native. The 
hot sulphur Springs at the Bagni Nuovi (good hotel 
here, closed October 16th) are from 95* to 117* tem- 
perature, and used by visitors, July to September ; 
the bathing house on the cliffs contains sixty rooms 
and twelve baths. Near this is the Pass of Fraele, 
leading up to Sta. Maria in the Orisons ; the Valleys 
of Colathal in the Val di Sotto (the Adda) and 
Padenosthal strike off to the west, under Foscagno 
Mont ; and, to the east and south-cast, a diligence 
road leads through Val Furva, past 8. Nicolo, to 
the iron springs of Sta. Caterina, above which are 
Jlonte Con finale (11,075 feet above the sea) and 
Monte Gavia (?) (11,000 feet) on the Tyrolese 
borders. 

From Bormio to Sondrio, Colico (on Lake Como) 
and Milan, as abore.

The whole disUnce can also be done by rail 

from Meran to Botzen, thence by Trent to Verona. 

From Ma^lM past Tartsch and Schludems, 

near Churburg Castle, to Spondlnig, where the 

Milan Road turns off over the Wormser Joch. 

Further on, through Val Venosta, the old country 

of the Vennonetes (now called Vintschgau), and 

down the course of the Etsch or Adige, which the 

road follows all the way to Verona, you come to 

Eyrs; then by Laas, at the entrance of the 

Laaserthal, and Kortsch to 

Schlanders. inn: Post. The climate be 
comes milder, and chestnuts and a few vines appear, 
and the scener>' is more picturesque. The Valley 
of Schlandemaunthal runs off to the north, leading 
over the Daschel (or Taschl) Joch (9,066 feet) to 
the Weiss Kugal (12,276 feet) and tlie Oetathaler 
Alpen. Fine view of the latter, and of the Ortler- 
spitze. At Goflan are good marble quarries and a 
white marble bridge over the Adige. 

LatsdL Inn: Hirsch. It stands in a pretty 
spot, and has several castle ruins, an old fort, and 
St. Martin's Pilgrimage Church. 

A walk of 12 hours into and along the fine 
Valley of Martell, with its old castles, brings you 
by the MadHtsch Joch Pass (10,840 feet), and the 
great Ortlerspltze (see page 166), to Trafol. 

Following the road you pass the picturesque ruins 
of Castelbell, perched on the top of a rock. Near 
this, for about a mile, the river tumbles over a 
series of shelving rocks, something like Schaffhnu- 
sen. Then Katums, just before which the wild 
Schnalserthal opens and leads up to the Glaciers of 
the Oetzthal range. From this over the Toll (view 
from the bridge) to the charming en virons of Meran 
Swift sparkling streams run through every valley. 
The vines are hung in trellises from tree to tree 
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across the road, making a delightful canopy. 
VBRAN (Stat) 

Zfo/e/« : Habsburgerhof, fine garden, good accom- 
modation ; Erzberzog Johann ; Graf von Meran ; 
TyrolerHof; Hassfurther: Sonne; Pension Villa 
Begin a, &c. 

Population, 5,300, who are chiefly occupied in the 
culture of the vine and fruit. A great winter resort 
for consumptive patients, for whose comfort ample 
arrangements are made. All travellers (not on 
business) who stay above 3 days, have to pay a 
Curtaxe. The Kiichelberger red country wine is 
made here. This walled town stands 1,100 feet 
above the sea, in a beautiful and cultivated valley, 
with old castles and villas perched on the peaks 
around ; above twenty ruined forts may be seen 
from the Passeyerbriicke, a stream which Joins the 
Adige here. It was the Roman Maja, and the old 
capital of Tyrol, whose Counts were seated here till 
1363, when it passed, through Margaret Maultasch, 
to the House of Austria. 

Their ancestral Ca<//« of SclllOBB Tirol orTyroler- 
burg (Teriolis), which gives name to the country, 
stands on a rugged grey rock, in a fine spot, among 
ravines, waterfalls, Ac.^ overlooking the Valleys of 
the Vintschgau and Passeyerthal. It is grown all 
over with cherry trees. The people uncover their 
heads when they see it. The French tried to des- 
troy it, and sold the remains to a farmer ; but in 
1814, the people bought them back to make a pre- 
sent of them to their sovereign, and it ia now state 
property. The interior is adorned with curious 
paintings and carvings of an early age, and with 
various memorials of Hofcr, who was taken by the 
French 1809, up the Passeyerthal near his own 
house. In 1838, the Emperor Ferdinand presented 
the patriot's family with their house and the land 
surrounding it. 

Among the buildings in Meran are, the Pfarr- 
kirche (parish church) of the fourteenth century, 
having the Wghcst tower in Tyrol; the Spital- 
klrche, built in the fifteenth, a good Gothic speci- 
men ; a Wasserheilanstalt or water-cure ; and the 
new shooting-siaiid, with the kursaal for drinking 
whey. In the Lanbengasse, which is lined with 
arcades fn the Italian style, is the old Burg (30 kr.), 
another residence of the Tyrolese Counts. Other 
Interesting Castles are Lebenberg and SchSnna. 

Sbourhood is Eqabd bathing place* 



with four good sulphur Springs, known for the 
last two centuries^ and of low temperature; they 
contain carbonic acid, and cease to ran be- 
tween the middle of November and April. There 
arc two handsome Bathing bouses, with vapour, 
shower, and douche baths. They are beneficial in 
cases of gout, diseases of the skin, Ac. West of 
the Botzen Road, near Lana, in tjie beautiful Valley 
of Vlten, is the Mitlerbad; an iron spring noted for 
its powerful properties. The shepherd boys of the 
valleys around migrate in troops every year into 
Suabia, <kc., to tend cattle, and bring back a few 
shillings. 

From Meran, the road down the Etschthal 
(Adige- Valley) goes through a luxuriant but 
marshy vegetation, past many picturesque ruins, 
and vineyards; or the branch rail may be taken 

past the stations of Untenoais ; Qaigazon, on 

the Aschlerbach; Vllpian, on the Mfiltenbach ; 
TerlaiL, where the best Tyrol wine i$ produced, 
with an old church spire much out of the perpendi- 
calar; Sigl&llILdBkrOllt and its very fine castle; to 

BOTZEN (Stat.), or BOZEN, 
Italian BolsaZLO, on the Brenner line. 

Hotels: Kaiser Krone, in the be^t part of the 
town, good and moderate; Victoria; Engel. 

Population, above 10,500. The Roman Baltanum 
and capital of the circle of Botzen, and one of the 
liveliest places in Tyrol, on the Adige, where the 
Talferbach joins it. It stands iu a sheltered valley, 
with an Italian climate, in a situation very favour- 
able for trade, for here the chief roads from Italy, 
Switzerland, and Germany meet, and during the 
prosperity of Venice, it was a very busy centre 
of commerce. Four famous commercial Fairs have 
been held yearly since the eleventh centur}', and 
are worth seeing on account of the picturesque dis- 
play of the costumes of south Tyrol. The people 
speak Italian and German. The town is neatly 
built. At the Gothic Pf arrkirche, of the fourteenth 
century, are some old tombs, and a good interior. 
The Franciscan Convent has a fine Gothic altar in 
the trarscpt chapel. There are also a Capuchin 
Priory, and a Collegiate Foundation; the Rath- 
haus, or Town Hall, a Merchant's Hall; the Castle 
or Fort, and the Palace of Archduke Rainer, 
formerly Governor of Lombardy. 

The Gottesacker ("CUkl's acre"), or Cemetery, 
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contains some food mofinments. Two thousand 
Frenchmen were captured here in the rising of the 
Tyrolese, 1809, against their oppressors. In summer 
heats the people lire up the mountains, at Ober- 
botzcn, Ac. In 1878, Mr. Freeth, a London bicyclist, 
travelled on his machine 1,000 miles across France, 
Germany, and Switzerland, to Botzen. It was the 
first bicycle seen in Switzerland. 

Omnibus from the Railway Station to Kaltcm 
(for the Kalteren See, Ac), in 3 hours. Also, in 
summer, orer the Mendel, or Mcndola, to MaM 
(below), in 13 hours. Or to the Mendel (good 
hotel hereX in 5| hours, returning next morning. 

Excursions. — These arc numerous, and require 
several days. To the Calvaricnbcrg and Sig- 
mundskron Castle, perhaps the finest in the Tyrol, 
with charming views; the mountain ruin of Hoch 
Eppan, Kalteren See, Kurtatsch, and the pic- 
turesque remains of Schloss Runkelsteih in Sam- 
thai. At the village of Orles is an old Augustine 
Convent, where the Benedictines of Muri, expelled 
from Switzerland, are settled. Its handsome 
parish church has paintings and frescoes by 
Knollcr ; the churchyard behind the old one (which 
contains a Gothic altar), commands a pretty view 
of the Etschthal. The country houses here are 
inhabited the whole year round by invalids in 
search of health, the climate being even milder 
than at Meran. On the Ritten, above Oberbotzen, 
are the curious "earth pyramids" of Lengmoos, 
about 60 feet high, formed of porphyry conglomerate, 
acted on by the rain and floods. TheSarnthal. The 
Grudeuerthal, In which are ruins of the old Castle 
of Kastelrnth, with a fine view. On Seiser-Alp is 
one of the finest pastures in Tyrol, where you may 
make trial of the Ileuschwitz Bath. The Schlcirn 
or Schlem Ratzcs watering place, with iron and 
sulphur springs.

The line runs in the same direction 
as the high road. 

From Botzen the post road leads over the Loretto 
briicke, through a boggy unhealthy district, to 
Leif crs, where vines and maize are cultivated, and 
silkworms are reared. Past BraZLZOU, where the 
Etsch becomes navigable, to 

Keiimarkt (Stat.), or Egna of the Italians. 
Inns: AH' Angiolo; Post. The Romans called It 
Endideium. To the cast there is a way into the 
Flcimserthal, or Val di Fiemme. 

Salum (Stat.), or Salorno. Inn: Krone 
(Crown). A village of 1,200 population, with some 
fine castle ruins, commanding the narrow pass here. 
Near this is the Titschbach Fall, worth seeing. As 
far as this German is spoken, but henceforth you 
must make yourself understood In Italian. 

8t. Hidiele (Stat), or W&lsehmichel. Here a 
road turns off into the fine Valley of the River Noce 
past the Nonsbcrg, one of the most delightful in 
south Tyrol, leading on to Bormlo (about 75 miles). 
It was the old seat of the Naunet, and is highly 
populous and cultivated with vines, mulberry 
trees, Ac. 

[From St. HidLeleor Mihele you cross the Etsch, 
to Mezzo-Lombardo (or Walschmetz), then up the 
Noce (or Val di Non), through the flue Pass of 
Rocchetta, by Denno, near the old castle, of the 
Thun family, Flavon, and Teres, to 

Cles (13 miles), the principal place In the valley, 
where the carriage road ends. St. Remcdio's 
Pilgiim Chapel is perched on the cliffs (about 
6 miles off). A little further is Revo, where there 
are fine views up and down the Non Valley, and also 
up the Novella, which opens here, and may be 
ascended by a path which leads (to Fondo) over the 
Mendel to Botzen, and over the Gampen to Meran 
(past the Mltter bad). After Revo, the valley bends 
round to the upper and wilder part, called Sulz- 
bergerthal, or Val di Sole. Here you pass Pregliena 
(a path hence into Ultenthal), Cis, Cassana, &c., in 
a string of small villages ; then Terzola and Male 
(15 miles), where the Rabbithal leads (north-west) 
up to the Rabbi Bad or baths, some of the bc-:t in 
the Tyrol, and efficaclons in cases of weak digestion . 

From Rabbi a path strikes over the Glechberg 
into the Valleys of Ulten and Martel. 

A path south, undez the Tobal, lead- ' 
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to Val Rindena, Ptano. Mezrano, to Facine 
(16 miles), under the Sulzberg, where the vullej- 
tllvides off. The branch to the north-west goes 
by Pcjo Baths (9 miles), whence a path runs over 
the Como del Tre Signorl, on the Swiss borders, to 
StJi. CatcrinA and Bormio (22 miles), in Route 87. 
The other or south-west branch goes under ifonte 
Tonale, orer to Ponte di Legno, and thence to Edolo 
in Val Camoniea, and Tirano.] 

LavlS (Stat), the Roman Avitium a thoroughly 
Italian Tillage, in a very pleasant country, near the 
Monte Corona, where the Avisio joins the Adige. 
You may notice here the hanging gardens of Count 
Melchion, who has a collection of worlts of art. 

[The Arisio River may be ascended here 
through the Zimmerthal or Val di Cembra (to 
Val Floriano), the Val Fiemme or Fleimserthal 
(to Mocna), and the Fassa or Evasthal, in the 
upper part. 

From Lavis, you pass Vcria, Cembra (8 miles), 
Spiazzo, Sover to Val Floriana (12 miles), where 
the Fleimserthal opens, by St. Florean and Castello 
(8 miles), to the chief place, Cavalese (under 
the Schwarzhom Splz), with Inns where you may 
biy in provisions, as good inns are rare further up. 
It has a Gothic church, and a path strikes west 
into the post road. Tesera and Panchia (where a 
way strikes over the Cima di Lagorei into Val 
Sugana) bring yon to PredazzO (6 miles), where 
the Val Travignolo opens into a road to Belluno. 
Iron, copper, marble, Ac, are worked here. At 
Moena the Fassnthal, with its basalt and pic- 
turesque dolomite rocks begins, and the Pcllegrino 
Valley turns off east, into the Val d'Agordo. 
Further on is Vigo (10 miles), where you meet the 
paths from the Griidnerthal (to Bruncchen) and 
from Botaen, and are in the neighbourhood of the 
Plattkofcl, Roscngarten, and other mountains, 
9,000 to 10,000 feet above the sea.] 

From Lavis the next place is 
TRENT (Stat.) 
Or TrentO (Italian), or Trient (German). 

Population, 21,000. 

Hotels.— Air Europa, in the Contrada Lunga; 
Grand Hotel TrentO ; Victoria; DelaVlUe. 

An old walled town or city, capital of a circle, 
on Austrian ground. It was known to the Romans 
as Tridentum, and was given by the Emperor 



Conrad to its bishops. On account of its mid-way 
position between Italy and Germany it was chosen 
as the place for the celebrated Council Of Trent, 
held here 1545-68, during the reign of four popes. 
The French captured It after 1809. It stands in a 
beautiful sheltered valley under the mountains, 960 
feet above the sea, on the Adige, which is crossed 
by a covered bridge 800 f Aet 1 ong. Port St. Laurent 
commands a fine prospect of the river and moun- 
tains. It is hot and suffocating at times in tlie 
summer. It is quite an Italian town, having high 
houses, with flat roofs, and paved streets, through 
which cool streams are turned from the river. 

The old Romanesque Dom or Cathedral^ built 
tenth to sixteenth centuries, of marble, but still 
unfinished, stands in the Domplatz, where a foun- 
tain plays. It has frescoes in its dome (200 feet 
high), and paintings, by Cignaroli and Moroni; 
with the tomb of Sanseverino, who fell at Galliano, 
1487, and a good organ. The Council met here In 
their last session, 1563. Previously their meetings 
took place in the red marble church of Sta. Maria 
Maggiore, where they show a large painting full 
of portraits of prelates, Ac. One of the Pope's 
earliest legates to the Council was Cardinal Pole; 
another was the excellent Cardinal Seripando, who 
died 1563, and is buried in the Eremite Church. 

The Seminary Church belonged to the Jesuits ; 
that called Delia Annunziata has a high cupola 
resting on pillars of a single marble block each. 
There are six or seven churches besides these; also 
two convents, and an Ursulinc nunnery; a gym- 
nasium (or school), lyceum, a technical school for 
marble workers, hospitals, a well-built theatre, 
new cemeter>'; and the palace of the prince bishop, 
whose old seat, Buon Consiglio Castle, built by 
Bishop Closio, is a barrack. Fine view from the 
Torre di Augusto, said to be Roman. The seats 
or palazzi of the Madrucci, Gallas, Zambelli, and 
Tabarelli families, arc worth notice; the first having 
a gallery of pictures, Ac; the last being of red 
marble, built by Bramantc. At St. Giovanelli's is 
a collection of models and antiques. 

In the Environs, among other objects, are the 
Pontalto Bridg^e, between two hills ; Polvo, and its 
country seats; the village of Pie de Castillo; tlie 
Sardagna waterfall, and the Bnco di Vela, com- 
manding a fine view of the town. Diligence to 
BorgO di ValBUgana (page 178), via Pergine and 
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Levlco. Dilljrence to Satche, and toTione. From 
Tlone to Condino, and up Val Reudena, to PlnzolO 
under Dos di Seblone (a fine viewof thii Dolomite 
RegicTU (page 177); and thence by Val di Genova, to 
Monte Tonale. Pinzolo is 38 miles from Trent. 
Inns: Corona; Posta. Traffic is open all the year 
over tbo passtts. 

[Trent to Bira, on the new Stephanstrasso 
road. Crossing the Etsch from Trent, yon come at 
Pieve de Castello, to Buco di Vela, a gloomy hol- 
low, which they say St. Vlgilus opened by a blow 
of his hand. The country becomes more pleasing 
at Terlago (with a Lake), where a paths turns off 
to Molyena. Then follow VezsaiLO (8 miles) in a 
rocky basin, Massenza or Lake Toblino, Calayino 
(where is the road into the Gnidicaria Valley 
to Rlva), Cavedine Lake, Drcna, Dro, and ArCO 
(13 miles), a charming little place (2,600 popula- 
tion), with a castle of the twelfth century, on the 
Sarca, which, rushes hence down to Riva (4 miles). 
The valleys about here are most beantiful, and 
repay a lengthened visit.] 

From Trent, going down the Adige, you come to 
the narrow Pass of CalHano (defended by the old 
Castle of la Pletra on the heights above) where 
the Venetian leader, Sanseverino, fell, 1487, in 
battle against the Anstrians. Passing Matta- 

rello (8tat.) you come to 
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BOVEREDO (Stat) 
Or Roverelth, as the Germans call it. 

HoU>7:^ Corona. 

A thriving town of 11,000 population, who spin 
silk, and export large quantities yearly. It was 
the Roman liobesetnm, and stands among vine- 
yards, mulberry trees, chestnuts, in a pleasant part 
of the Val Lagarina (Lenzerthal), near the junction 
of the Leno with the Adige, here crossed by a stone 
bridge. In 1487, Archduke Siglsmund took it by 
storm from the Venetians, bombs being used for 
the first time. It suffered in the troubles of 1798. 
Most of the houses arc of marble, which is abun- 
dant about here. The town hall, an old high- 
walled building, is on the Piazza de Podesth, 
There are the San Marco and Sta Maria churches ; 
four monasteries, convents (one called the English 
Convent); a public library, law court, gymnasium ; 
theatre In Oorso Nuovo (the principal street) 
many dye-houses and silk mills, with a tobacco 



factory and tanneries. Among the villas worth 
notice, are theBridische (with frescoes), the palaazi 
Fedcrigotto and Albert!. It was here that Mad. 
Saibanti, 1750, established the epicurean academy 
of the Agiati. The neighbourhood offers many 
charming spots, as Sacco, a very old place; Iscra, 
where some of the best Tyrolesc wines arc produced. 
Villa Lagarina, with a view from the Castle Hill, 
and a waterfall. Pomarolo has beds of coal (?), 
and Brentonico good marble quarries. 

[One of the most interesting Excursion* is to the 
beautiful town of Riva, on the Lago di Garda, 
which is done as follows: — 

Passing from Roveredo, over the bridge on the 
Etsch, through a pleasing country to Ravazzono, 
and Mori (4,000 population, and sculpture in the 
church), you come to the Lake of Loppio. Poneda 
Castle has a fine view of the Garda Lake, which is 
approached through the fishing village of Torbole, 
at the mouth of the Sarca. A railway was opened 
from Mori to Riva vlft Arco in 1891. 

BIVA, in German Reif. 
Population, 5,500. 

Hotels.— 8o\e d'Ore; Hotel et Pension du Lac, 
commanding fine views; Trafellini; Grand Hotel 
Imperial. Cafe, under the Arcade, near the steam- 
boat pier. Furnished apartments. 

An Austrian town, charmingly seated among 
mountains, at the head of LagO di Garda, in a 
climate so mild that oranges, myrtles, olives, Ac, 
grow in the open air, and entitle it to be called the 
paradise of the south Alps. The Varone and 
the Albola, two mountain streams, tumble into 
the lake here. At the Minorite Church are some 
works of art ; La Rocca Castle, on the lake, was 
built by the Scallgeri family. There is a fine 
promenade in the Colonnade, on the little harbour. 
Various excursions may be made on the Lake, 
which is surrounded by hills, castles, country 
houses, Ac, offering a great variety of beautiful 
prospects. A steamboat starts daily to the little 
Port of Desenzano (besides the ordinaria orpacket- 
boat, twice a week), calling at six intermediate 
stations. From Riva to Peschicra (steamer dally, 
except Tuesday), at the bottom, it is about 80 miles 
long: the breadth here Is 10 miles; excellent fish 
are caught. Virgil calls it the Benaeus, ar -•--*- — 
the storms raised by the nK^untain y 
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the upper part on each side of Riva belong to 
Austrian Tyrol. Uaktt Baldo, comparatively bare 
(MlO ft.), hangs oVer the east side; the west is the 
most picturesque. In the middle is the pretty 
Island of Trimelone, with Count Lecchi's house 
and gardens. Among the spots worth notice, are 
(on the west shore) the Ledro Water/all^ behind 
Ponale, 200 feet down; Limone, and its citron 
groves ; Gargnago ; Qardone-RiTleia (hotel and 
pensions) a favourite winter resort for delicate 
invalids ; SalO (population, 3,000), among orange 
groves, one of the most delightful parts of tho 
lake; Manerba, which had a Temple of Minerva. 

Beyond this, at the south end, is Desenzano 
(Stat.), noted for its wines and situation, with 
4,400 population. From this the road and rail 
strilce off west to BreBda (13 miles), on the Milan 
line. On Sermione Point, which comes next, are 
remains of the villa of Catullus. Fescdliera is a 
fortified town where the Mincio flows out ; it is 
15 miles hence to Verona, 20 to Mantua. Then (up 
the east side) Lazise; Bardolino Harbour and Villa 
Gianfilippi; Garda, with an old fort, and Villas 
Albertlni and Bozza; St. Vigilio Point, covered 
with olives and fig trees ; Torri, with its old castle, 
gardens, and quarries; and Malcesina Fort, built 
by the Venetians, under Mont Baldo. Wurmser 
marched down both sides of this lake to meet 
Bonaparte, in the campaign of 1796]. 

Continuing from Roveredo, down the valley of 
the Adige, you come to Horl (Stat.) near that 
part of the road called the Stony Lake, strewn with 
fragments of rock, the remains of a landslip. The 
next places are Serravalle, Merani, and Ala 
(Stat.), a seat of silk velvet manufacture, on the 
Adige. Population, 8,900. After passing Avio, the 
last station in Austrian Italy, and Borghetto, you 
reach Ossenigo, the first place in Lombardy or 
Italy proper. Near it are Fort Ouardara and 
Virgara Forest. Monte Baldo is Kea on the right 
over the Garda I^ake. 

Perl (Stat.) is the first Italian railway station. 

At Ceralno (Stat.), the rail enters the Chiusa 

di Verona, hemmed in by lofty cliffs. Just

Ixmshruck, by the Brenner Pass, to Botzen. 

By Railway.— Part of the German BrlndiSi 
Boute ; the line runs, for the most part close 
to the road, past the stations indicated below. 
Distance by Rail, to the Brenner, about 23| miles; 
thence to Botzen, 67, or 81 miles in all. Time from 
4 (exp.) to 6 hours. By road it is 82 miles. Tho 
description (of the carriage road) applies almost 
equally to the rail. 

From lunsliruck, passing up the hill by Wilten 
Abbey, near the site of the Roman Valdidena, you 
come to Berg Isel, a spot marked by a monument 
to the memory of Hofer and Speckbacher, the 
patriot leaders of the Tyrolese; who here, 29th May. 
1809, defeated the French and Bavarians in three 
actions. The first station is PatSClL Further 
on, on the other side of the river is 

SdldnlieXiK {inn: Post), where the Stubai- 
thai falls in, leading up to Neustift and the 
Stubayer Peaks through fine wooded scenery. 
In ascending it you pass Telf s, Vulpmes, Neustift, 
Kressbach, Ranalt; beyond which a path may 
be followed over the side of the Stubayer to 
Solden. From this, a difficult way brings you to 
the great Oetzthal Glacier. 

Matrei (Stat.), the first place after 8ch6nberg, 
commands another fine view over the Stubai Pass. 

Steinadl (Stat.) inns: Post; Stelnbock. 
The room in which Hofer slept before the battle of 
Berg Isel was destroyed by fire in 1858. The 
Church has three altar-pieces in fresco, by Martin 
Von KnoUer, bom here, 1725, the son of a poor 
painter. The beautiful Gschnilzthal opens here 
out to the west; and a little further on there is a 
path to the east, into Duxerthal and Z ill er thai. 
Before reaching Qrles (Stat.) the line forms a 
wide curve, and running close to the Brenner See, 
you come to Brenner (Stat.), on the 

Brenner Pass, with an inn (Post), 4,560 feet 
above sea, the lowest mountain road in the Alps, 
and the most frequented passage from Gernaany 
into Italy. It takes name from the Brenni^ a 
tribe of invaders whom Claudius Drusus pursued 
over this pass, and defeated. Ou apcount of the 
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Route 40.] 
motmtains around, It affords no extensive views. 
The Sill and Eisack rise near, on opposite sides of 
tlic ridge, one flowing north to the Inn, the other 
south to the Adigc; and at Brennerbad, are 
warm baths, similar to those of Gastein. The road 
mns along the Eisack past Gosscnsass, to 
STERZIKO (Stat.) 
Inns: Bose; Post; Schwarzer Adler. 
The rail forms a long loop to the east before 
reaching Gossensass. 

A small place (3,000 population), compoaed of 
curious old carved houses with a parish Church, In 
which are monuments of wealthy mining families 
who once flourished here. Stersinger Moos (or 
Moss) was once the scene of a bloody fight, 1809, 
with the foreign invader, when 4,000 of the French 
advanced guard were destroyed, chiefly in a gorge 
near thia, where stones and trees were rolled down 
on them, or they were picked off with the rifle. 

Several roads strike off here, as the Kidnaunthal, 
to the north-west, leading to the Tyrolese Schnee- 
bcrg, more than 7,900 feet above the sea, where 
there are mines and a grand view; another to the 
south-west, over the Jaufen, to the Passeyerthal 
and Meraii; another, by Kematen, north-east, into 
Pfitscherthal, past hollows, waterfalls, and ice- 
fields, over tbe Pfitscher Joch, 7,000 feet above the 
sea, and through Zemmthal into the Zillerthal. 

The road from Sterzing passes on by StUfs 
(whence a path turns west, through Samthal, to 
Botzen), and Mauls, to Mittewald. The line passes 
the stations of Grasstein and Mittewald. Beyond 
this, neaf Franzensfeste (Stat) is Oberau.

whose palace is situated not far from St. Julian's 
handsome Cathedral, which has frescoes by Troger 
and KnoUer, with carved work, &c. There are 
also four churches, town hall in the old castle, ACt 
Fine view from Krakofel. It was here that the 
Council called by the Emperor Henry IV. elected 
the anti-pope Guibcrt in 1080 (who reigned for a 
short time by the nominal title of Clement III.) In 
opposition to Hildebrand. A path to the east leads 
into Abteythal and Enneborgthal. 

Still following the descending course of the 
Eisak, the road and line enter the narrow part of 
the Eisak Valley known as the Klansener Klanua. 
Here the Villn5ssthal runs off eastward. 

Klausexi (Stat.) it has a Capuchin monastery, 
with some paintings by Murillo or his followers. 

KoTXMANN (by road) stands at the entrance to the 
Gr6denerthal, guarded by the old castle of Trostr 
burg, and leading round to Brunecken. By the 
railway, Waldl>ruck is the nearest station to the 
entrance of the Grbdenerthal. After this the road 
is cut through miles of porphyry rocks called the 
Knntersweg, past Atzwand (Stat.), Kardann^ 
&c., into the fertile Botzentr Boden, and to 

Botzen (Stat.) on the way to Verona as in 
Route 38. See Bradsham't Band-Book to Italy. 

ROTJOTB 40. 

Innsliruck, to the Zlllertlial, Plnzgaa. and 
Gastein. 

Rail from Ihnsbruck to Jenbach (page 168) from 
here the road running by the railway must W 
taken as far as the bridge over the Inn, at Rothhoit^ 
then to the left through the courtyard of Schlosa 
Thumeck, as far as StraSS, in the Unterinnthal, 
where the beautiful Zillerthal opens.

The church deserves 
a visit. The people of this valley are fine 
spfeci'ltjens of the Tyrolese, very primitive in their 
dress dnd customs. 

. Rl^^n: Neuhaus. Riedl, a spy in the wars 
of 1809 and 1813, was bora here. Many indus- 
trious families of the Zillerthal, about here havinsr 
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become ProtesUnts, were so persecuted by the 
priests that they emigrrated and settled at Ermaas- 
dorf, in Prussian Silesia. 

Kaltfil^^?< r^iO- F^om here the Krenzjoch 
may easily be ascended. 

ySmJl about 15 miles from Strass. I»tu: Post; '. 
Wilachwirth. The chief place in the ZiUerthal, 
formerly noted for the gold foond at Hainzenberg. 
The mine is now exhansted. 
The Unter-Zillerthal ends at Mayrhofen. 
Further on, abore MayzllOfeB (/inw: Stem; 
Post; keohaus), several VallflfM vntte, strik- ; 
ing in different directions through a great rariety 
of alpine scenery and glaciers. These are, the . 
01)er ZmerUia], which leads south-east, past | 
Brandberg, by a path over the Floitsch Femer to 
St. Jacob (about 18 miles), Ac., in the Fusterthal; 
the BtlllUptlial (with two waterfalls) past to 
Hans, but hardly worth exploring, except for the 
view from Ahomspitze; the Zillllliertltal, with 
a waterfall, leading orer the Pfitscher-Joch Glaciers 
into the Pfitscberthal, and Sterzing, about 30 
miles; and the Duzerttia], in which you pass 
Finkenberg (by the Teuf elsteg, or Deril's Bridge, 
84 feet high), Lamersbach, Hlntcr Dux (whence a 
path strikes north, under the Pfuner Joch, Ac, to 
the Innsbruck Road, near Volders) and its Glaciers, 
Oberu and St. Jadocus, into the Brenner Road (20 
miles). 

From Zell, passing up the OerlOSthal, you 
come to Gerloe Catnet (30 miles from Strass), a 
boggy spot, which may be reached by char, but 
hence over the mountain must be walked. It is 
called the FlattenkC^tl* '^^^ marks the boundary 
of Tyrol proper and Salzburg, being covered with 
wood, and commanding a fine panorama of glaciers. 
Descending it, you come to Bonach and KrlWiml

Bmdk (Stat.) inn .* Hayr. It stands on the 
Salzburg- Worgl Rail, and on the Salzach, about 
20 miles fnxn Hlttersill, where the Zellerbach 
stream from the Lake of Zell joins it. This stream 
descends the road to Reichenhall and Salzburg, 
past Zell-am-See (Stat.), on the Lake, to the 
north. Fischom Castle (the property of Prince 
Liechtenstein, and rebuilt by him), on a rock near 
this, commands a fine view over the Unter and 
Mitter Pinzgau. 

At Bruck, the FUflCherttial opens, one of the 
finest though less frequented valleys of this part. 
It leads up (St. Wolfgang's Bad or Spa being in a 
valley to the left) to the Ferleitcn Alp, 8,700 
feet above the sea, and to a hospice ; in the neigh- 
bourhood of which are the noble Wiesbachhora and 
the Qlockner, 'vvlth its glacier^ 12,445 feet above 
the sea; thence by a road round the Hochthor to 
Heiligcnblut (18 or 20 miles), ontheroadtoDollach 
and Lienz. (See Route 41.) There is an Omnibus 
twice a day from Brack to Bad-Fiueh and back. 

The next places to Bruck, following the road 
and rail, are Bundsdorf, St. Georgen, and Taxen- 
liaeil (Stat.)* where the valley improves, chang- 
ing ito name from Unter Pinzgrau to Pongau, as 
this lower valley of the Salzach is called. It is 
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perched on a narrow hill top. A pretty path leads 
by an hour's walk to the KitzlOChklaJXim, in the 
Rauristhal, a most interesting and almost unique 
gorge and waterfall. The Rauristhal turns off 
south, and by this (through the Seltenwlnkel- 
thal at the head, and over the Hochthor) you 
may get to Helligenblut, or by a path to the south- 
cast to Qasteln Baths (in Route 36). The next 
place is 

Lend (Stat.), where the road comes in for the 
Baths, described in the same Route. 

K.OXJTB 41- 
Brlxen to BnineCk and Liens, in the 

Pnsterthal, and to HitteTslU. in the 

Pinzgau. 

Railway.— Open all the way to Liens and 
Villnch, following the road up the Pusterthal, 
and down the Valley of the Drave. The principal 
stations are described below. Distance from Fran- 
zensfeste to Lienz, 66 English miles; to Villach, 
132 miles. 

The PUBterthal is A long pastoral valley 
watered by one of the head streams of the Adlge. 
The rail joins the Brenner at FransensTeste 
(Stat.), above Brixen. (Route 89). 

From Brixen the road turns off at Vahrenbad or 
Bath, by Neustift and its Church and Aicha, to 

Miihlhach (Stat.) — inn : Sonne — at the 
entrance of the Pusterthal, once guarded by old 
forts, and having the Valserthal and Bachgart In 
its environs. Thence through the narrow Mlihl- 
bacher Klause to 

Unter-Vintl (inn .- Post), which has some of 
Zoller*s frescoes at the church. From this the 
Pfundersthal turns off north past the Eidechsspltze 
(8,&70ft.) and the Somemspitze, with a good view. 
Further on are the Terentcn Fall, Ober-Vintl, and 
Illstem, where you may turn off by Ehrenburg 
Castle (now a prison) through the fine scenery of 
the Grodnerthal which at length brings you round 

Kollmann; or over the Dolomite mountains 
into the Bnckenthal and the road to Belluno. The 
next place is 

Bnineck (Stat.) inn*: Post; Sonne; Stem; 
Niederbacher. The principal place In Pusterthal, 
with 1,800 population, a new church, and a good 
view from the Bishop of Brixen's old castle. The 



village suffered severely by an inundation In 18S2, 
which washed away roads, buildings, and a lung 
stretch of railway line. The peasantry of this part 
are even more old-fashioned and peculiar In their 
dress than those of the Zillerthal. Excursions 
may be made to the picturesque Fort of Lam- 
prechtsburg, to Stegcn, to Michaelsburg Castle, Ac. , 
and to the Enneberger, Tefferschen, and other 
valleys, which meet at or near this point. They are 
full of little populous villages, whose industrious 
inhabitants set off every year to sell gloves, car- 
pets, and pedlar's goods, in all parts of Germany. * 

[Following that to the north, by Stegen and St 
Georgen,th rough the rough but picturesque Tau/ers- 
thal, you come to Tauf er's Boden (10 miles), where 
the beautiful Reinthal opens from the east ; then 
through the Valley of Ahren, to St. Jacob (8 miles), 
where a path leads over the Floltsch Femer to 
Zillerthal. Further on, through Prettau Valley 
to St. Valentin (10 miles), from which a path 
strikes north by the Krimmlcr Taucrn, with the 
Dreihermspitz in the east, past the Falls of the 
Ache, Ac, to Zillerthal. Another path rises east 
over the ridge of the Tauemhaus Hospice^ and 
descends to Prcgraten and Its copper works in the 
Isclthal. Its blue cheese is noted.] 

Passing on the coach road or rail from Bruneck, 
you come by the former to Ober and Nieder Rasen, 
where the narrow Anthoher Valley turns off to the 
north. It leads by the Salomonsbninncn and 
Stampfelbad Mineral Springs; then to Felsen-scc 
Lake, and over the Staller Alp to the Jeffcreckcr- 
thal, and another village of St. Jacoh (25 miles), 
where the well-known Tyrolese carpets are made. 
This valley has in the north of It fine mountains, 
waterfalls, glaciers^ Ac. At the bottom Is Hopf- 
garten, where it joins that of the Iselthal. 

The next points in the Pusterthal arc Taistcn, 
where a valley opens north up to Sta. Magdalena. 
and Welaberg (Stat.), where the Gsleserthal 
turns off south to the Fragser Baths, with grand 
scenery ; then you come to 

Niederdorf (Stat.)— /nn.- Post which has a 
good church. Further on are the Weiberbad. and 

Toblach (Stat.), at the highest part of the line, 
and at the head of the Rienz, where the new road 
to Venice, called Ampezanner Strasse, throug^^

Amp*tto, turns off by Cortina, and Belluno, 
throuffh the Dolomite Rejfion (Route 43). On the 
other Hide of the Toblacher Ridge (to the nouth- 
eaiit), 8,900 feet above the sea. In the Carnic Alps, 
rl-ea the Drare, or Drau, which passes the next 
place. 

Innlelien (Stat), the Roman Aguntum, where 
s^Tcral rcmolns hare been found. Its Collegiate 
Church, built 12SI,ha8 an altar-piece by Hellwcger. 
Some mineral springs close by contain carbonate 
• and Epsom salts. A path leads orer the mountains 
(south-east) to Arronro, on the Plavc. 

SlUlail (Stat.) Inn: Post. A Tillage of 
1,«00 population, near Heunfels (In old documents, 
HunnenffU) Castle, which Is finely seated. A road 
turns north, by Vlllgrnthon, Into the Deferegger- 
thal. A little further, near Panrcndf. a road turns 
off south-cast, down the Gell, or Gall, by a direct 
route to Villach. The road narrows at Mitte- 
Wald(/«»: Post), after passing 

AltfaltenlMOll (Stat.), forming a deep pass, 
which In 1«09 a few Tyrolese held against a con- 
siderable number of French. It Is called the 
Llonrer-Klause (ctoww, shut), from the town to 
which it leads. 

LleXLZ (Stat) Inn»: Post; Wcisses Lamm; 
Rose. A Tcry picturesque town (2,000 popu- 
lation), in cast Tyrol, on the Drau, where the Isel 
Joins it. It was the Roman Leontium, and has a 
large old Gothic church; with a Gothic seat of Its 
former counts, called Lleburg, now the Town 
house. There are promenades to the beautiful 
GalmbergHlll,and the Roman remains at Nussdorf. 
The most prominent among the mountains which 
encircle the town are the Dolomite Hills, Raueh- 
ko/eJ, 6,260 feet, and Spitzko/el, 8,990 feet. A 
Roman way went through Liena to the ralley 
of the Gall (or Zellathal), and thence over the 
low Alps to Julium Carnkum (now ZugUo), and to 
Aqulleia on the Adriatic. 

CAn excursion may be made up the fine Def er- 
eggcrthal or Isel Valley, past Upper Lienz, 
Schlatten, to Hopfgarten (see abore), where you 
leare the Isel, and ascend another stream to 
Windlsch-Matrei (18 mUes), whexe the Vlrgenthal 
joins from Pregaiden (see above), and from which 
there Is apath over the Velbey-Tauem to Mittersill 



in the Pinzgan (Route 40). WlndlBCll-lIatrel 
has two Inns and the castle (in the neighbourhood) 
of Welsscnsteln, now a hotel and pension; the tine 
glaciers of Dreihermspitx, Yenedigerspitz, Sontags- 
kogel, Obersulbacher, Ac, are also in sight ; and 
from here, too, a path turns off to St. Rupert, 
Hcillgenblut, to the Grossglockner, and Gastein. 

Another excursion is by Dolsach (below Lienz), 
to Winklem, in the MSlIthal, a rery attractire 
valley; thence by the Zirknlts Fall, at DSllach, to 
the beautiful Tillage of HeiligenUut (28 miles), 
one of the highest in the east A]p^ 4,^65 feet above 
the sea, with a handsome church. The CalTarien- 
berg (pilgrim chapel), on a hill, is a fine point of 
Tiew, a path to the north-east brings you to Gastein. 
About 8 miles above this is the picturesque Far- 
terzer-Femer, an Immense glacier on the Grosa 
OlOCkner, the highest peak of the Austrian Alp% 
12,452 feet aboTe the sea, on the borders of Carinthia, 
and Salzburg. It was ascended for the first time 
in 1802. A path leads down from It to Brttck, p. 174.] 

From Lienz, the road and rail descend the valleT 
of the Drave to Nikolsdorf, the last place in Tyrol 
on the way to VUlacb. 

Brunedk tlmragli the Bnnebers and 
OrSdner VaUeys and Dolomite Region 
to Botien. 

A mule path, or foot walk of 2| days. The 
language spoken In these two valleys is the iMiin, 
but German is understood CTery where. 

From Broneck (Stat.) as in Route 41, yoa 
turn off from the Pusterthal, at St. Lorcnzen, into 

the Snnel>ergertlial or Gadertbal, ^lucii 

ramifies in all directions, and through which runs 
the Gaderbach, and arrive at Sta. Maria ; then St. 
Vigil, perched in a fine situation on the rocks; 
and tlirough the deep Pontalg Pass to St. Cassian, 
in the Abteithal; or, if the principal valley of 
Sta. Maria be followed, go by Welsch-Ellen and 
the Pleisberg, and a line of rugged hollows, to 
Untermoj and its sulphur baths; then by the foot 
of Thum (at Plccolein) to Campil, and over the 
Wcngerbach to the Pont«t|t. Valley, as before 
The next place is Abtei, 6r St Leosliard (Ladin. 
Badiai And lt« pilJEfrim's church, Wlffere the 
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peculiar to this part, are seen to great adT«iitJ«e ; 
soft slaty limestone peaks of the most fantastic 
shapes, wlthont a tree, eontinnally breaking away 
into the Telleysbeneath. They were first described 
by JMinm&u, the French naturalist, hence the name 
Dolomite. Thence yon proceed to St. Cassian, and 
to Andrai, in the Bnchensteinthal, or Val Livina- 
Lonso. A path leads hence to Gortina, on the 
Venice Bead, a good centre for this part (fioute 48). 

From Andras, among splendid monntain scenery, 
past Corte, Pieye, Varda, to Arabs, from which it 
is about 2 hours to Ganazei in the Fassa-thal. This 
yalley runs down to Laris, near Trent, and abounds 
Tvith Dolomite rocks and fine mountain scenery, 
yiews of which may be obtained by ascending the 
ridges. 

At its head near Ganazei are the glaciers of the 
]£annOilada (IMIO feet aboye the seaX the 
highest point of the Dolomite rocks, on the 
Lombardy frontier. There is a road from St. Lucia 
(near Pieye) down to BeUnno; and another from 
Canaaei to Botzen, oyer the Bosengartenberg. 

From the Abtei (page 176), near St. Cassian, a 
way goes past Oolfosco in the midst of noble moun- 
tains to the Plana Wirtlshaus (or Inn), and to the 
ar5dn6rt]ial (3 hours), or Vai Otwdma. It is 
remarkable for the manufacture of lace, and of 
Tyrolese toys, made from the soft wood of the 
Siberian stone-pine (about 8,000 cwt. yearly), 
which are sold in all parts of Europe. 

From tliis, pastSta. Maria or Wolkenstein, Fiach- 
burg Castle, near Sta. Christina, and the rocky 
peak of the Langkof el, to SI Ulllcll or Orbiseit, 
tbe principal place in the yalley, 8,500 feet aboye 
aea, with a Madonna by Canoya, in its church. 
This is the head quarters of Wood-carying in this 
ralley, where dolls, toys, Ac, are made for all parts 
of Europe. Paths lead hence through the dark 
passes of the yalley, by St. Peter, on the Trostburg, 
to Kollmann, on the Eisach and Brenner Road. But 
a more interesting way is that to the south, by 
Rungatisch, St. Michael, to Kastelruth, near the 
Seisser Alp (pasture)} a little south of which is 
Ratzes Spring, whose iron waters are used as a 
tonic. Thence to Azwang and 

, on the Brenner Road, as before.

(From Conegliano to Venice a railway is open.) 
This new road, the Ampezzaner Strasse, in 
Val Ampezzo, made 1888, is the shortest road 
between Innsbruck and Venice, vid the Bren- 
ner, as far as Brixen, and abounds with much fine 
scenery. 

From Bnmecdc by rail to Toblach (Btal) as 
in Route 41. At Toblach Plateau, where the riyers 
of the south and east diyide off, the road turns off 
from the Pusterthal, to the Hohlensteinerthal, or 
yalley of the Rienz, a romantic hollow, with tbe 
Toblacher See in it. Tou then come, past the 
Dttrren Stein, to HdUenstein, or Landro (/n» : 
Post), the pass becoming wilder and narrower. 
Then oyer the Hohe Aim in the Camic Alps, £,000 
feet aboye the sea (with a yiew of the Seekofel 
in the north-west, 9,000 feet) by Ospitale, 
formerly a hospice for trayellers, and the FaSB Of 
PeutelBteln (Poddestagno), once guarded by a 
castle. A path to this brings you among the 
striking Dolomite Rocks of the Abteithal, at 
St. Cassian; the highest top of which, the 
Marmalada (11,020 feetX is to the south-west. 
Another one, Monte Ciyetta, is 11,440 feet. (See 
Route 42.) Then along another precipice into the 
beautiful Val Ampezzo, watered by the BoitA. 
and through a dee^ hollow t^its ehief plae*

Mid to b« the richest «xiiiniin« In the Tyrol, at 
th« foot of Jftgged Dolomite mouitaiiit. 

HoUU: Aqulla Nera; Stella, Ac. It liat a fine' 
Parish Church, and is a good centre for excursions 
among the Dolomites. Uontt Oriiiallo is 10,640 
feet high; Monte To/and, the highest, Is 10,730 feet. 
A diligence road strikes east to AuronzO and 
St. Stephen's, on the Piare. There Is an Inn at 
Anronxo; aboye which is the ridge called the 
MarmarolOt extending hence to Landro, about 
10,000 feet high. Below Cortina is Zuel, where 
a path from Andraz in the Buchensteinthal falls in. 
The next place, Acqna Bnona, Is the last Tillage 
in Tyrol. 

The next place is St. Vtto, In that part of Venetian 
Lombardy called the BelluAese. Aboye where the 
Vallesina joins the Boite stands Yenas, in a 
beautiful spot; which is surpassed by the beauty 
of Pteve dl OadOte, where Tttian was bom 
1480, in a house still shown here. His family name 
was Veeellio. The road hence becomes steeper, 
and leads along the Plave through a narrow defile 
60 feet deep, to Perarollo, where the Boita joins the 
Piaye. The next places in the valley are Perarolo, 
Ruooryo, Riyalgo, and Longarone; then Capo di 
Ponte (a one-arch bridge, 90 feet above the water), 
where the road to BellunO, 6 miles (see page 179), 
down the Piave, turns off. 

Sa&ta Croce, the next post town, stands about 
midway between Lakes Morto and Pasina ; and is 
succeeded by 

Serrayalld. not far from a third lake, and 
standing in a deep pass. It belongs to the province 
of Trevisi. Oexieda is a bishop's see, with a popu- 
lation of 5,060, and two old castles. Join the rail 
(Venice and Trieste line) at ConegllaliO (Stat.), 
the next town, which has 6,000 population. You 
cross the Piave again to reach Spreslano ; beyond 
which, on the railway to Venice, Is the capital of 
the province, 

TREVI80 (Stat) 
Hotels: Stella d'Oro; Albergo Reale. 
The ancient TatiHsium under the Goths (whose 
last king was a native), now a bishop's see, Ac, in 
n fertile part of the Sile. Population, 81,000. After 
the Longobards or Lombardi held it, it became 
the head of a district called Marca Trevisana; 
was acquired by the Vene^a;^ in the fqnrt^nth 



century, and besieged In 10M by the Ctarman and 
French army. The stVMit an old andiR«g«lar, 
wHh aroadee before the heuiee. A erow-^haped 
OaiMlral, begun by the LomtMirda, and itlll ineom- 
plete, has paintfaigs by VeiwiMa, Titian, and 
Bofdone, a native. The town houM, law eowts, 
and new prison are near it. la St HldioUs 
Church is a fine Madonna ; and a work of Otofgione 
in the Monte di Pletlu Other bnfldlagt are, ten or 
eleven Churches; thebl8hop*t palaee; thePalaaBl 
(seats) of the Pola, Brescia, and other families; 
the hospital; theatre; public library of 80,000 
volumes, and botanic garden ; the Athensum, or 
Academy of Sciences, Ac. Trade in wool, cloth, 
sUk, com, wine, frait, paper. Bail to Belluno, 
to Motta di Livenia, to Vicenaa, and to 
Mestre and Venice. The Province was called 
Trevisiano when it belonged to Venice, and con- 
tabied 138,000 pofmlation. 

llestra (ttat), the next place, on the Milan 
and Venice rail. See BrudMhai^i Mand-Book to

Trent, tbrough Val Sngana to Belluno 
(or to VMiloe). 

Omnibus from Trent to Borgo, and from Borgo, 
to Primolaus mid Baasuno. 

Trent (Stat.), on the Brenner line, aa in Route 
8g. Ascending the little Ferslna, you eome to 
Civezsano Castle, a^d to 

Ferglne iH Miles), or Ftrsm la German; « 
picturesque town, 2,000 poimlatioD, with « castle 
and old parish church. Further on to the south 
are the pretty lakes of Caldonaiso and Levlco at 
the head of the Brenta, which, by the name of Yal 
Sngana, you now descend to LtvlCO, e town of 8,700 
population, with vitriol works, and mineral water 
baths. Fine view of the Val Sugana from the 
Brigitta Hill. The next places are Novaledo, 
Roncegno, and 

Borgo dlVal Bttgana (U miles), or Bordun, 
in German. Inn : Croce. It is the Roman Burgvm 
AnmgH; with 4,800 population, a good church, and 
rained old castles about It. Much silk is produced. 
A large stalactite cave is at Olle (to the south), In 
a range called Clma Dodlcl (or Twelve-headed), 
which here divides Tyrol from Lombardy. Beyond 
this range, round ASiaco, the head town (8,000 
populatioiO, is tl)e e«riipMr dk«rk|t of th 
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OODmillt Mr SartD Towns, eontlftlng of the 
deseendjoits of G«nnmii Mttlen, nvmboriiig about 
S0,000^ who, In the mldtt of ItalUni, preierre a 
pecnliar dreti, and, to lome extant, language. 
They are cattle breeders and straw platters. They 
are plausibly oonjectnred to be descendents of 
some Alemannl, who came here abont 600, b.o. 
Monte Norigfao, orer Aiiago, it 0,670 feet above 
the sea. 

From Borgo the road nms by CastelnnoTo (where 
a road turns off to the fine castle of Strigno), then 
by Ospidaletto, where a battle was fought in the 
French wars, on to Orlgno. Here the barren 
Val Tesino turns off to the Cima d'Asta (9,200 feet), 
from which you get by the Cima di Lagorei, into the 
Freimsthal, at Panchia. Its inhabitants migrate 
as pedlan, and deal in prints of saints, &c., all 
oTor Europe. The next place down the Brenta, 
and the last in Tyrol, U Le Teiie, with the Aus- 
trian Custom House; 1 mile further is the Italian 
Dogana, and then 

Frlmidano (17 miles), in the ProTince of Viei- 
neno, where Napoleon beat part of the Austrian 
forces in 1796. The river then rushes through the 
fine Pass Of CoralO (so ealled from a fort hollowed 
out in the rocks above it), the road being carried 
along the face of the cliffs and commanding fine 
prospects. Further down, past Ciaicomi (where a 
branch of the Brenta falls in), Carpane, and Solagna 
(where the architect Terraelno is buriedX it is 
richly cultivated all the way to 

BA88AV0 (Btot.), 19 mUes. 

Population, 14,000. 

ffota*: Hondo; St. Antonio. 

A walled town, archbishop's see, Ac., on the 
Brenta, on a beautiful slope at the foot of the Alps. 
It belonged to the Eszelino family, one of whom, 
bom at Bomano (to the north-east), and notorious 
for his emelty, built a tower, which is part of the 
archbishop's Palace. After being held by Venice 
from 1404^ it was given to Austria, 1797, by Bona- 
parte, who defeated Wurmser here in August, 1796. 
The theatre is a good building. The bridge was 
rebuilt by Casarotti, on the site of Palladio's; and 
several of its thirty-five Churches are decorated 
with paintings by Oiaoomo da Ponte, a native 
(UIO)^ commonly called Ammhi«, and his sons, 



especially Francesco, alio a native. The best is 
hi the Oratorio San Giuseppe. The Museum has 
pictures by Bassano and casts of Canova's works. 
The father died here in his own house. Fine view 
from the Piaxsa del Terragllo. 

Some of the best prospects are had from the Villa 
Rexsonica, which has a work, the Death of Socrates, 
by Oanova ; who was bom at POMagnO (IS miles 
east north-cast, beyond Bomano), where they show 
a round church built by him, like the Pantheon 
at Romv, and casts of his statuary at the family 
house. In the church is his tomb, and an altar- 
piece by him, also a good bronse relief. Napoleon 
made Mnrat Duke of Bassano. Manufactures of 
woollens, straw hats (like Leghorn), silk, leather, 
&c. ; and a trade in these, with wine and fruit. 

Bail to Vicensa, Padua, and Treviso on the 
branch railway to Venice. 

From Primolano (above), on the way to Belluno, 
you pass across the Cismone, up which is a way 
to Primiero, and into Fassathal, to 

Ftitre (13 miles), where a direct road, down the 
Piave, turns off to Treviso. A rather antiquated 
place, with an old castle, the new Guaraeri Palace, 
and 13,000 inhabitants. It is one of the towns of 
the Bellunese Province. Bailway from Feltre to 
Belluno, 19| miles. Passing hence by road to 
St. Giustina and Brebano (where the Agordo, from 
its copper mines at its head, Joins the Piave), yon 
come to the chief town of the Dolomite country. 

BeUnnO. EoM: Grand Hotel des Alpes (all 
modem conveniences). Seat of the governor, 
bishop, Ac., in a fine spot, on a hill, commanding 
a noble prospect. Population, 10,000 (the province, 
182,000). Among the buildings are the governor's 
house, containing marbles, Ac; the town's 
house, the cathedral, Palladio's designs; a good 
clock tower, a large public library, gymnasium, 
and hospital. Most of these suffered greatly 
from an earthquake, June, 1878. The cathedral 
(restored) was half destroyed. An aqueduct also 
supplies several marble fountains. Mauro Capel- 
lari, who became Pope Gregory XVI., in 1882, was 
bora here.
